GENTLEMEN OF THE Crty CoUNCIL: 


I owe my grateful acknowledgments to the citi- 
zens of Boston for the almost unbroken unanimity 
with which they have conferred upon me their high- 
est civic honor. And now, in obedience to their call, 
at once so flattering and so peremptory, I quit the 
retirement of a private station, which is most con- 
genial to my tastes and habits, and assume the duties 
of the mayoralty. Happily released, by the circum- 
stances of my election, from all pretence of partisan 
obligations and influences, yet knowing well the dif- 
ficulties and responsibilities of the position, and pain- 
fully distrustful of my ability to fulfil the expecta- 
tions of my fellow-citizens, I can only declare that 
nothing shall be wanting, so far as lies in my power, 
to secure an upright and pure administration of the 
government. 

I ask the hearty co-operation of each member of 
the City Council, and also of the heads of the several 
Departments, and of the citizens generally; and I 


assure them, each and all, that it will be my con- 
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stant desire to unite with them in all endeavors to 
maintain our city’s high reputation for intelligence, 
order, and good morals, as well as for industrial and 
commercial enterprise. 

Placing our reliance upon the Supreme Ruler of 
the universe for wisdom and strength, let us enter 
upon our work earnestly and hopefully, resolved that 
all our official acts shall be dictated by honest and 
unselfish motives, for the good of the whole people 
and not in the particular interest of any individuals, 
parties, sects or cliques. 

Your duties, gentlemen, will be arduous at times, 
but they will, I doubt not, be diligently and cheer- 
fully performed. I shall do all in my power to 
lighten your labors, and to render them agreeable to 
you. ‘T’o this end I shall rely on your regular and 
punctual attendance at all meetings, so that the pub- 
lic business may be disposed of without unnecessary 
delay or accumulation. 

I shall content myself at this time with some 
general suggestions, and not detain you with any 
detailed review of the condition of the several De- 
partments. ‘he annual reports of the executive 
officers will soon be presented to you, furnishing all 
necessary information. From time to time during 
the year, as occasion may require, I shall communi- 
cate my views on matters of public interest by special 


messages. 
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The recent accessions to our territory, by annexa- 
tion, have brought us to a point where the introduc-' 
tion of new methods in the administration of our 
municipal affairs would seem to be required. The 
administrative machinery which answered very well 
for the Boston of the past will not answer for the 
metropolis of to-day. 

I commend the wisdom of the last City Council 
in referring the subject of a revision of the City 
Charter to Commissioners so competent in every 
respect to perform the important duty entrusted to 
them, and possessing so fully the respect and confi- 
dence of the community. 

I am satisfied that the affairs of the city can be 
managed with greater economy and efficiency by 
vesting in the City Council all the legislative powers 
of the corporation, and in the Mayor and certain 
Boards, or Heads of Departments, all the executive 
powers. The expediency of establishing a Board of 
Public Works, to take charge of the Departments of 
Paving, Sewers, Lamps, and Bridges, has long been 
recognized. ‘There are other departments, having 
the control of large expenditures, which should be 
placed under the charge of persons specially selected 
for the purpose, paid for their services, and held to a 
strict accountability. The recent establishment of a 
Board of Health and a Board of Fire Commission- 
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ers, composed in both cases of men well qualified for 
their duties, was a step in the right direction, and has 
so far met the just expectations of the citizens. 

The annexation of Charlestown, West Roxbury 
and Brighton requires immediate action for bringing 
the new districts under our own municipal regula- 
tions ; and in view of the fact, which seems to me to 
be inevitable, that the limits of this municipality will 
be extended still further at no distant day, it is neces- 
sary that our views be bold and comprehensive 
enough to meet the requirements not only of the 
present, but of the future. Boston has always been 
too distrustful of her future growth in population 
and commercial importance. In planning her costly 
enterprises, she has lacked faith in her own destiny; 
and, afraid of being too sanguine, has been (1 fear 
we must confess it) wanting in a wise forecast. 
This City Hall, for instance, in which we are assem- 
bled, though so recently completed, is already over- 
crowded, and the city is paying high rents for 
additional offices in the neighborhood. 

Timid caution often turns out to be more expen- 
sive than reasonable courage. Let us, then, act 
henceforth on the belief that Boston is destined to 
‘grow largely and rapidly in extent, population, 
wealth, and importance. ‘ 


The spirit in which the business men and capitalists 
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of Boston met their almost unparalleled losses by the 
great fire fourteen months ago, and the energy and 
independence which have characterized their opera- 
tions since, are a sufficient guaranty of the future 
progress of the city. Without assistance from 
abroad, and without any apparent withdrawal of cap- 
ital from active business, nearly the whole of the 
“burnt district” has already been covered by build- 
ings which, in strength and beauty, far surpass those 
which were destroyed. 

During the past year an agreement has been 
entered into between the City, the State, the Bos- 
ton and Albany Railroad Corporation and the Bos- 
ton Wharf Corporation, which secures the occu- 
pation of one hundred acres of flats on the north- 
erly shore of South Boston, to be connected with 
the business portion of the city by suitable ave- 
nues and bridges, and adds some two hundred 
acres to the deep-water area of the upper harbor. 
Contracts for building the sea-walls and filling the 
flats have been made by the Commonwealth, and the 
work actively entered upon. ‘T'aken in connection 
with the increased facilities for communication with 
the West, which the early completion of the Hoosac 
tunnel will afford, and with the North, by arrange- 
ments just completed, this addition to our terminal 


facilities at deep water cannot fail to promote, in a 
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high degree, the commercial prosperity of the city, 
and greatly increase its population. 

Our annual municipal expenses now amount to a 
very large sum; the appropriations for the ordinary 
expenditures in 1873-74 being in round numbers 
$8,600,000, against $1,900,000, in 1853-54, — twenty 
years ago. These expenditures will be considerably 
increased to meet the immediate requirements of the 
new districts. As the city increases in area, the 
outlying property becomes more valuable, and will 
very scon repay in taxes all expenditures, if judi- 
ciously made. ‘The increasing demands of com- 
merce and industry will doubtless necessitate large | 
outlays hereafter, as heretofore, in the old portions 
of the city, for widening streets and laying out 
new ones, for constructing needful public buildings, 
for securing a further supply of water, and for 
other purposes calculated to promote our business 
interests. It may safely be assumed that these 
large expenditures will not be accompanied by 
permanent additions to the burdens of the tax- 
payers. Past experience—our own and that of 


other cities—shows that the increase of taxable 


property, in a growing and thrifty community in 
which the public affairs are honestly and judiciously 
managed, keeps pace with the increasing expend- 
itures. < 


MAYOR’S ADDRESS. 11 


Permit me, gentlemen, in this connection, to re- 
mind you, and myself, of one insidious peril against 
which we shall need to be on our guard. Large 
amounts of money awaiting distribution are apt to 
invite the unclean hands of peculators and greedy 
jobbers; and even well-meaning and honest men, 
having the control and disbursement of large 
sums, are but too prone—such is the infirmity 
of human nature—to lose sight unawares of the 
prime virtue of economy, and grow, unconsciously 
and gradually, careless and extravagant. We must, 
with a watchful eye and a firm hand, protect the 
treasury against all wily invaders from outside, and 
against ourselves, and all the servants and employés 
of the city, high and low, subordinate to us. The 
people of Boston have never complained of a wise 
and honest expenditure of money for public im- 
provements, and for the proper conduct of its muni- 
cipal concerns; but they will neither countenance 
nor excuse any unnecessary or wasteful, much less 
any extravagant or unlawful, expenditures of their 
money; and it is our bounden duty to see to it that 
no such expenditures are made by ourselves or others, 


in large amounts or small ones.

The financial year of the annexed corporations ex- 
pires in February next, while that of our own city 
does not terminate until the 30th of April next, 


so that our appropriation will be drawn upon to meet 
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the expenses for two months more than these places 
provided for. 

It will, therefore, be necessary for the several heads 
of departments to practise economy, in order that the 
means provided shall be sufficient to meet the neccs- 
sary current expenses during the remainder of the 
financial year. 

In view of the large loans which the city will be 
obliged to make to carry out the important improve- 
ments already entered upon or required, the policy 
which has heretofore obtained, of borrowing small 
sums at the same time for the erection of school- 
houses, police-stations, engine-houses and_ stables, 
should be discontinued. The cost of such buildings 
should be met by taxation; and if sufficient provision 
is not made in the annual tax levy to meet all the 
demands, action can, in most cases, be deferred until 
the following year without serious detriment to the 
public service. In this connection I would urge the 
importance of keeping the expenditures within the 
annual appropriations granted by the City Council. 
To borrow money for current expenses is calculated 


to affect injuriously the credit of the city. 


First, and most important, among the numerous 
subjects claiming your attention during the present 


year, is that which relates to an enlargement of the 
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water-works. An abundant and unfailing supply of 
water is essential to the health, comfort and pros-— 
perity of the city; and, to secure this, it is evident 
that energetic and comprehensive measures should 
be taken as speedily as a proper consideration 
of the matter will allow. An examination of the 
different sources of supply has been made by able 
engineers, and the results which they arrived at, 
with the recommendations of the Water Board 
and the City Engineer, will be submitted to you at 
an early day. In order that you may comprehend 
the magnitude of this subject, I will state, very 
briefly, the present condition of our supply, and the 
measures necessary to enlarge it sufficiently to meet 
the prospective wants of the city. 

It should be understood, in the first place, that we 
have no rights at the present time in Sudbury river; 
that we cannot again make use of the temporary 
connection between the river and Lake Cochituate 
without taking the waters of the river upon the 
terms provided in the Act of the Legislature. It is 
estimated by the City Engineer that in a season of 
extreme drought the yield from the lake district will 
be reduced to twelve million gallons daily. In 1871, 
only 13,197,000 gallons daily entered the lake from 
its water-shed, and that was not a season of extreme 
drought. 
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The consumption of the past year averaged about 
eighteen million gallons daily, —three millions in ex- 
cess of the previous year. If arigid system of inspec- 
tion is adopted, and the use of hand-hose restricted 
during this year, the consumption may be kept at 
eighteen millions. The natural increase thereafter will 
be about a million gallons per day for each year; so 
that in three years we must expect a consumption of 
twenty million gallons per day. ‘The engineers who 
have recently examined the works report that, in their 
opinion, the Cochituate conduit should not, in its 
present condition, be relied on to convey more than 
seventeen million gallons in any one day. To main- 
tain the supply of eighteen millions during the past 
year It was necessary to flow through the conduit for 
long periods over twenty millions, and for shorter 
terms over twenty-one millions, in twenty-four hours. 
If the maximum flow is to be limited to seventeen 
millions, it will be impossible to maintain an average 
supply for the whole year of over fifteen millions 
without drawing the Chestnut Hill reservoir too low. 

It appears from examination that the Charlestown 
works, as they now exist, are used to their full 
capacity. By establishing extensive storage basins, 
it is estimated that a yield of thirteen or fourteen 
million gallons daily might be obtained from the 
Mystic source. Of this, Charlestown will require 
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over eight million gallons per day in 1874. Two 
years at least will be required to build the basins by ’ 
which the full yield will be obtained, and in the 
mean time the consumption of Charlestown will have 
increased, so that in the year 1880 Boston could get 
but three or four million gallons daily from the 
Mystic. The estimated cost of securing a supply 
from this source is $1,500,000. There are a great 
many practical difficulties in the way, which I will - 
not undertake to repeat here. 

From the Cambridge works a daily supply of 
about three million gallons could be obtained, at 
comparatively small expense, if that city was annexed 
to Boston, and nothing was paid for the use of the 
water. 

From the Mystic and Cambridge works combined, 
an additional supply of about eight million gallons 
per day can be obtained at an expenditure of about 
$1,800,000. The expense of pumping will be 
about $50,000 per annum, representing a_ capital 
of about $850,000. From the Sudbury river a 
supply of forty million gallons per day can be ob- 
tained for an expenditure not exceeding eight mil- 
lion dollars, including all damages to mills and other 
property. The cost per annum for each million gal- 
lons a day from this source is $200,000; from the 
Mystic and Cambridge combined it is $330,000.

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It appears, then, that from the Cochituate, Mystic, 
and Cambridge works combined, we should have a 
supply for Boston of twenty-three million gallons 
daily, provided the Cochituate is credited with fifteen 
millions, which is safe for a fair summer rainfall, but 
which may be reduced to twelve or fourteen millions 
in adry season. In five or six years the natural in- 
crease of consumption will require the maximum 
- amount which these sources can supply. ‘The con- 
duit which it is proposed to build in connection with 
the Sudbury river will, when flowing full, have a 
capacity of nearly one hundred millions of gallons per 
day, and furnish a supply for a million and a half of 
people. At any time in the future the Charles river 
(by pumping) and the Assabet river can be turned 
into this conduit, should the growth of the city re- 
quire. After careful consideration, the ablest hydrau- 
lic engineers in the country have pronounced in favor 
of procuring the permanent supply for the future 
from the Sudbury river source; and I am satisfied, 
from the examination which I have given to the sub- 
ject, that it will, in the end, be found the surest, 
safest, and most economical. 

In addition to the expense of procuring a further 
supply of water, the city will be called upon to spend 
a large sum for high-service works, for a new main 


from the reservoir to the city, for the extension of 
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pipes in the outlying districts, and for keeping up the 
supply from the Mystic Works for Charlestown and 
its dependencies. 


For a considerable period following the adoption 
of the City Charter, the citizens of Boston evinced 
great interest in the establishment of reformatory and 
charitable institutions. It is necessary to take prompt 
heed that facts shall not justify the taunt that may 
already be heard in some quarters, that Boston, re- 
membering complacently the time when she stood 
pre-eminent in the character of her public institutions, 
furnishing models for newer cities to admire and 
copy, has reposed upon her laurels so long as to have 
fallen behind the times. Buildings that afforded 
ample accommodation five and twenty years and more 
ago, do not meet the requirements. of the present 
time. 

The addition to the population by annexation 
brings a considerable number of inmates to the sey- 
eral institutions, which were- already overcrowded. 
It has, therefore, become an absolute necessity that 
steps should be taken at once, not only to satisfy the 
present wants, but to provide for those of the imme- 
diate future. The good name of the city, no less 
than the voice of humanity, demands this. 


The building at Deer Island, which was intended 
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to accommodate the inmates of the House of Indus- 
try, the House of Reformation, and the Almshouse, 
and which for twenty years afforded sufficient room for 
these institutions, is now overcrowded in every part, 
although the juvenile paupers and the female inmates 
of the House of Reformation have been removed to 
other and separate buildings on Deer Island, and the 
male paupers to Rainsford Island. ‘The present 
building at Deer Island is needed to-day for the 
House of Industry alone. ‘The juvenile offenders, as 
well as the paupers, should be removed to some other 
place. A site for a new almshouse having been, 
purchased by the last City Council, I trust there will 
be no delay in proceeding to erect suitable buildings. ’ 
That the unfortunate poor of our city should be pro- 
vided with a fitting refuge, without being subjected 
to the presence and contaminating influences of the 
vicious and the degraded, has been settled practically 
by the votes of previous Councils and by public 
opinion. ‘The means for building this new institution 
ean be furnished from unexpended appropriations, 
namely, the remainder of the loan made in 1871 for 
a new almshouse at Deer Island, amounting to 
$150,000 ; and the remainder of the appropriation 
for a new lunatic hospital, made in 1867, amounting 


to $103,000. 


The House of Correction at South Boston is over- 
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crowded with male prisoners, although additional ac- 
commodations have been recently furnished by the erec- 
tion of anew work-shop and chapel. The main build- 
ing is entirely unsuited to the purpose for which it is 
_used; the premises are too contracted; and the longer 
continuance of the institution in that place is reasona- 
bly objected to by the residents in the vicinity. I had 
the honor to give my reasons in favor of the removal 
of this institution in 1871 (City Doc. No. 54). The 
proceeds from the sale of the land now occupied, 

with the adjoining flats, and the increased amount 
which would be received in the way of taxes from 
the enhanced value of property in the immediate 
neighborhood, would be sufficient, in my judgment, 
to pay the whole cost of a new, first-class institution 
located elsewhere. It will be remembered that this 
establishment has become self-supporting. 

The City Hospital is one of our best and most 
beneficent charities. It has been open to the public 
nearly ten years, and has proved a great success. 
Its founders supposed the accommodations which 
they furnished would be ample for all the require- 
ments of a much longer period, but there is already 
an urgent necessity for more room. 

The Lunatic Hospital at South Boston contains as 
many patients as can be properly accommodated 


within its present limits, so that new patients are 
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now sent to the State Hospitals. As soon, however, 
as the accommodations which the Legislature has 
authorized to be furnished are available, all the 
patients now cared for by the City of Boston can be 
transferred to State Hospitals, and a large portion of 
the expense attending the support of an independent 
hospital will be thereby saved to the city. 

It is necessary that a temporary place of detention 
should be provided near the Court-house for insane 
persons taken into custody, from time to time, by the 
police. Under the present arrangements it is the 
duty of the officers to take such persons to the sta-— 
tion-house, and lodge them in the ordinary prison 
cells, or to the city prison, where there are two dark, 
damp, poorly ventilated cells, in close proximity to 
the other cells filled nightly with noisy, drunken 
prisoners. In these places the insane persons are 
sometimes obliged to remain for two or three days 


before a final disposition can be made of their cases. 


During the past ten years the attention of the 
City Government has been repeatedly called to the 
lack of suitable accommodations for the Municipal 
and County Courts. It having been found impos- 
sible to provide sufficient room for the transaction of 
all the court business in the limited space controlled 


by the city in Court Square, authority was obtained 
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from the General Court, in 1867, to take and hold 
by purchase or otherwise, so much land as the Alder- 
men might deem necessary for a court-house and 
court-yard. The delay which has occurred in acting 
upon the authority thus obtained has been owing to 
the difficulty of selecting a site, and not to any dif- 
ference of opinion as to the necessity for providing a 
new building. The public convenience requires a 
central location; and, as valuable land must be taken 
for the purpose, further delay will only serve to in- 
crease the expense. As soon as other accommoda- 
tions are furnished for the Courts, the building in 
Court Square can be advantageously connected with 
the City Hall, and all the city officers, whom it is 
now necessary to provide with office room at high 
rents outside of city buildings, can be accommodated 
there. As a measure of economy, therefore, prompt 
action upon the question is urgently demanded. It 
should be borne in mind that at least two years will 
be required to complete the new building after the 
work is authorized; and, in the mean time, the neces- 
sity for additional room will become more and more 
pressing. 

A large and expensive lot of land having been 
purchased in 1872 as a site for an English High and 
Latin School-house, you will be called upon to con- 


sider the subject of erecting a new building during 
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the present year. Plans are now being prepared 
and will be submitted to the City Council at an early 
day. The lands and buildings now occupied by 
these schools are valuable for business purposes, and 
will pay, in part, the cost of the new structure. 

My predecessor, in passing to a broader, sphere of 
public service, has gracefully manifested his sym- 
pathy with the highest interests of the city by 
making the generous contribution of five thousand 
dollars towards increasing the usefulness of the 
Public Library. The establishment of this insti- 
tution was a logical and felicitous crowning of our 
educational system, furnishing, as it does, the means 
and incentives for study, and intellectual culture 
and entertainment to those who have outgrown the 
prescribed course of instruction afforded by the 
schools. ‘This Library, founded in 1852, has rapidly 
grown from its modest beginnings until, thanks to 
the fostering care of the city and the generous 
benefactions of individuals, it has become equal in 
size to any library in the country, and _ probably 
now surpasses all others in the fulness of its 
various departments of human knowledge and 
thought. 

The Library, including its branches, contains to-day 
over 260,000 volumes. From half to three quarters 
of a million of volumes have been used during the 
past year. 
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The city, acting through its government, will , 
doubtless take care that this useful and popular 
institution shal] not be left to languish or halt in its 
progress, but will provide, as heretofore, the means 
which may be necessary, in addition to the income of 
its own funds, to secure its healthy growth and 


efficient administration. 


The subject of establishing a public Park within 
the limits of the city has recently received much 
attention from the citizens and the government. 
In 1869 the City Council petitioned the General 
Court for authority to take lands for the purpose, 
and an act was passed (Chap. 283 of the Acts of 
1870) “for the laying out of one or more public 
parks in or near the City of Boston.” The act con- 
templated the taking of a portion of the lands re- 
quired outside the city limits, and provided for the 
appointment of a mixed commission, part by the 
State and part by the city authorities. Notwithstand- 
ing this objectionable provision the act was approved 
by a majority of the voters who exercised the right 
of voting on its acceptance, but failed of approval by 
the required two-thirds. Sufficient lands can now be 
procured within the city; and the whole subject will 
properly come under the control of the city govern- 
ment. Iam decidedly in favor of the establishment 


4 
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of several publicsquares in different sections of the city, 
to be connected together if practicable, and which 
shall be easily accessible to the people ; and I believe 
this to be a suitable time to decide on some definite 
plan, with a view to proceeding with the work at an 
early day. The first outlay, though distributed over 
several years, will no doubt be large, but the experi- 
ence of other cities can be cited to show that, as a 
business transaction, aside from the sanitary benefits, 
it would be a financial success. 

In recommending these large expenditures I do 
not overlook the fact that the financial affairs of the 
country are, at the present time, in a very unsatis- 
factory condition, and that the material interests of 
this community are for the time being unfavorably 
affected thereby. But it should be remembered that 
these financial disturbances are temporary only, while 
the interests of the city are permanent ; and all ex- 
penditures for public improvements—if they are 
really such — are for the future as well as the present, 
and should not be delayed when delay will add to the 
expense, or will in any degree retard the progress 
of the city. 


The great problem, how to remedy or diminish the 
immense evils that flow from the intemperate use of 


intoxicating liquors, is still unsolved. All experi- 
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ments to this end have failed. For many years we ‘ 
have had on trial a system of legislation prohibiting 
the sale of intoxicating liquors ; and we have had, in 
pursuance of it, constant prosecutions, seizures, fines 
and imprisonments, but up to this hour no appreciable 
decrease in the sale and consumption of the pro- 
hibited commodities. No different result could, I 
think, have been reasonably anticipated, considering 
that the prohibitory legislation is manifestly opposed 
to public sentiment in the larger cities and towns of 
Massachusetts. It is disapproved not only by those 
whose appetite or pecuniary interest is their supreme 
law, but by a great number of sober, thoughtful, 
philanthropic citizens who have at heart the highest 
moral welfare of the community, and who believe 
that such legislation is impracticable in its nature, 
unsound in principle, and therefore worse than inef- 
fectual. This legislation may be enforced, perhaps, 
in some of the rural districts with a sparse popula- 
tion, where it is in accordance with public senti- 
ment; but it fails, and must fail, in the large cities, 
on which it is imposed as it were from outside by the 
representatives of the smalltowns. ‘The Legislature, 
well knowing that the law in question would not be 
likely to be enforced in the large cities by the local 
police agencies, and against the sentiments of the 


people, has organized a special Force of its own, 
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whose principal function it is to execute this law in 
cities, and especially in Boston; a Force sustained by, 
and responsible only to, the State authorities, which 
may be supposed to be in full sympathy with its ob- 
jects and methods. 

The coexistence of two independent Forces, if both 
should be active in the same field, would necessarily 
be attended by such conflict of authority, interfer- 
ence of action, and division of responsibility, as ~ 
would go far to defeat the enforcement even of the 
most wise and popular law of this nature, and 
would render the failure of an obnoxious and ques-— 
tionable one, like that under consideration, still more 
complete and conspicuous. 

In a business involving such immense pecuniary 
interests as does the liquor traffic, and in which the 
public sympathy is so largely on the side of the 
dealers, it is obvious that the inducements and 
opportunities which exist for evading or averting 
the operation of a prohibitory law which threatens 
their commercial ruin, must give rise to influences 
of a character to tempt the virtue, and try the fidelity 
of police officers, and possessing a power too mighty 
to be persistently resisted by the average moral 
force of humanity. 

From the numerous and insuperable difficulties 


that surround this subject, there can be no substan- 
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tial and permanent relief, so far as I can see, but in 
a change of legislation. J may say for myself, that I 
would, in the interest of order and morality, use 
all legal means, and lend my best exertions, to carry 
into effect a law which should have for its object the 
regulation and restraint of the liquor traffic. In the 
enforcement of such a law, I am confident I should 
have the support and co-operation of the best citi- 
zens, in the hope of lessening those evils which can- 


not be put out of existence by legislation or force. 


There are other important matters than those I 
have already mentioned which call for the exercise 
of legislative or executive powers on the part of the 
City Council during the present year. 

Under the authority of an act of the last Legisla- 
ture, the owners of real estate in the district lying 
between Northampton street and Hustis street have 
been notified to fill their lands to the grade of twelve 
feet above mean low water, in order to abate and 
prevent nuisances thereon, caused by bad drainage. 
In default of action on the part of the owners before 
the first of April next, the city is required to raise 
the grade, the expenses incurred thereby to consti- 
tute a lien upon the several estates in proportion to 
the cost of filling each. Adjoining this district, on 
the southerly side, there are about fifty acres of land, 


the grade of which also requires raising. This terri- 
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tory is too near the business portion of the city to 
remain unoccupied much longer. And it would 
clearly be a measure of economy to provide at this 
time, either by agreement with the owners, or by 
obtaining additional authority from the Legislature, 
for raising the grade so as to prevent the creation 
of a nuisance in the future. There are lands in 
other sections of the city now unoccupied, or only 
partially occupied, which cannot be properly drained 
unless the grade is raised. Both in an economical 
and in a sanitary point of view this subject deserves , 
the prompt and earnest attention of the City Coun- 
cil. The remarkable increase in the value of land on 
the Suffolk-street District, on account of raising the 
grade, shows the loss which the city had previously 
sustained from the low valuation on account of 
impaired drainage. 

It is necessary that some provision should be 
made, different from that which now exists, for the 
care of persons sick with contagious or infectious 
diseases. A lot of land should be procured in some 
locality easily accessible from different sections of 
the city, and where the establishment of a hospital 
for such diseases will not injuriously affect the sur- 
rounding property. The sale of the property near 
Swett street, which has been pronounced unfit for 
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hospital purposes, will furnish the means for securing 
a new location. 

In order to prevent expenses in the future for 
widening, extending, and straightening streets, it is 
desirable that the street lines on the unoccupied ter- 
ritory should be defined to some extent at this time. 
The city has authority from the Legislature to lay 
out streets in South Boston, Roxbury and Dorches- 
ter, and not construct them until the public con- 
venience may require. The lands taken for the pur- 
pose must be paid for at the time of taking; but the 
city can assess a betterment on the abutting estates 
within one year from the time the streets are graded 
and opened to public travel. . 

Much dissatisfaction is felt with regard to the 
present loose and irresponsible method of select- 


ing Assistant Assessors. The duties of the office 


require — more than most other municipal offices 
—experience and judgment; but, under the pres- 
ent system, many of the persons selected possess 
neither of these qualities. A thorough reorganiza- 
tion of the department is needed; and I trust it will 
be accomplished through the work of the Commis- 
sion having in charge the revision of the charter. 

It is evident that some changes are necessary in 
the organization of the Police force, in order to 


secure greater promptness in the detection and 
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apprehension of criminals, and in giving alarms in 
case of fire. J would suggest to the branch of the 
City Council having the administration of that de- 
partment, the expediency of organizing a mounted 
patrol for duty in certain sections of the city, espe- 
cially in those which are sparsely populated. 

Notice has been given of several matters to be 
brought before the General Court in which this city 
is interested. Petitions have been filed from Cam- 
bridge, Somerville, Chelsea, Revere and Winthrop, 
asking for the annexation of those cities and towns 
to Boston. It is highly important, in view of the — 
annexation of Brighton, that a portion or the whole 
of the gown of Brookline should be annexed; and it 
is desirable, in furtherance of this object, that the 
City Council should define its position in the matter 
at an early day. Brookline, it should be remem- 
bered, was formerly a part of Boston and was incor- 
porated into a separate township in 1705, notwith- 
standing a remonstrance, made in the previous year 
by the inhabitants of Boston, which represented the 
request for a separate government on the part of the 
people living at Muddy River as “highly ingrateful 
after, having’ experienced so many favours.” It is 
doubtless competent for the General Court to restore 


the territory thus arbitrarily taken away without sub- 


mitting the question to the people. 
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In prescribing the duties of the Mayor, the City 
Charter provides, sect. 46, “that it shall be the duty 
of the Mayor to be vigilant and active at all times in 
causing the laws for the government of said city to 
be duly executed and put in force, to inspect the con- 
duct of all subordinate officers in the government 
thereof, and, as far as may be in his power, to cause 
all negligence, carelessness, and positive violation of 
duty to be duly prosecuted and punished.” 

Acting under the guidance of this provision of 
our fundamental law, I shall not be thought imper- 
tinent or meddlesome if I endeavor to scrutinize 
watchfully the official conduct of all the servants of 
the city, with a view to encourage and sustain all 
faithful officers, and to procure the punishment or 
removal of any who may be found dishonest, negli- 
gent or incompetent. 

I have thus presented, as briefly as I could, my 
views on the subjects of leading interest in the 
affairs of the city. So far as they commend them- 
selves to your judgment, [ count on your active 
concurrence in carrying them into effect, promising, 
on my part, to give a prompt and candid consid- 
eration to all measures that may originate in your 


respective chambers. 


And now, gentlemen, let us address ourselves

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with vigor and alacrity to our year’s work, with the 
resolve that, so far as in us lies, it shall be so pros- 
ecuted and completed as to justify the confidence 
reposed in us by our constituents, and win for us 


the approval of all good men. 
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THE CITY CHARTER.

The pres- 
ent city charter, being a revision of the former one, was passed April 29, 
1854, and adopted by the citizens, November 13, 1854. It is chapter 448 
of the acts of 1854.

examine the city charter and special acts relating to the city of Boston, 
and to submit a revised charter in a new draft: — Benjamin R. Curtis, 
George T. Bigelow, Otis Norcross, Charles G. Greene and Chas.

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Szotion 1. The Mayor, and in his absence the 
Chairman of the Board, shall take the chair at the

be expended with a proper regard thereto; and, after 
the annual order of appropriations shall have been 
passed, no additional expenditures shall be author- 
ized for any object unless provision for the same shall 
be made by special transfer from some of the appro- 
priations contained in such annual order, or by ex- 
pressly creating therefor a city debt, in either of 
which cases the order shall not be passed until report- 
ed upon. by the Committee on Finance, and unless 
two-thirds of the whole number of each branch of 
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the City Council shall vote in the affirmative, by vote 
taken by yea and nay. 

And any Joint Standing or Special Committee may 
expend from the appropriations provided by the City 
Council an amount not exceeding two hundred dol- 
lars. 

Sect. 8. In all contracts or expenditures to be 
made under the authority of the City Council, when- 
ever the estimates shall exceed the appropriations 
specially made therefor, or whenever any Committee 
shall have expended the sum specially appropriated 
for its use in the order of appropriation for the year, 
and in either case shall require a further sum, it shall 
be the duty of such Committee, having such matter 
in charge, to submit the fact to the City Council for 
instruction, accompanied with a detailed statement 77 
' print, of the cause or causes which have created the 
necessity for such application, and the object for 
which the same is needed. And no contract shall be 
made or expenditure authorized in either case, unless 
by a specific vote of the City Council, first making 
the necessary provision for the payment resulting 
therefrom; * and no debt shall be created, or trans- 
fer from one special appropriation to another be 
made, until such report or statement shall have been 
submitted to the City Council by the committee re- 
quiring the same. 


* Committees not only have not the right to make expenditures for any pur- 
pose beyond the amount which has been previously appropriated for it; but 
they have not the right to expend the appropriation, or any part of tt even, 
unless that right is first conferred upon them by the body from which they 
are appointed. Joun P. Hraty, 
December, 1858. City Solicitor. 
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SrotT. 9. Joint Standing Committees shall cause 
records to be kept of their proceedings in books pro- 
vided by the city for that purpose. The Committee 
from neither branch of the City Council shall act by 
separate consultations; and no report shall be re- 
ceived unless agreed to in Committee actually assem- 
bled. 

Srct. 10. The report of every Joint Committee 
upon any subject referred to it, shall be presented to 
the Board in which the subject originated, unless 
otherwise authorized by the order of reference. And it 
shall be the duty of every Joint Committee to whom 
any subject may be especially referred, to report 
thereon within four weeks, or to ask for further time. 

Secor. 11. All reports and other papers submitted 
to the City Council shall be written in fair hand, and 
no report or-indorsement of any kind shall be made ° 
on the reports, memorials or other papers referred to 
the Committee of either branch. All reports shall be 
signed by a member of the Committee belonging to 
the body to which it shall be presented, unless other- 
wise directed by the Committee; and the Clerk of 
Committees shall make copies of any papers to be 
reported by the Committees, at the request of the 
respective chairmen thereof. 

Secor. 12. If any ordinance, order or resolution, 
originating in one branch, is rejected in the other, 
notice shall be given, by the Clerk, to the branch in 
which the same originated. 

Sect. 13. No chairman of any Committee shall 
audit or approve any bill or account against the city, 
for any supplies or services, which shall not have 
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been ordered or authorized by the Committee; and no 
individual member of any Joint Special or Standing 
Committee shall contract any indebtedness for re- 
freshments or carriages furnished to himself, without 
the previous consent of the chairman of such Com- 
mittee; and the chairman shall not approve for 
payment any bill or account except by vote of the 
Cominittee. 

Sect. 14. No bills shall be approved by the Com- 
mittee on Accounts for refreshments or carriage-hire 
furnished to any member of the City Government, 
unless said bills are approved by the chairman of a 
Standing or Special Committee of the City Councif, 
or either branch thereof, duly authorized by vote of 
such Committee at a meeting duly called by the chair- 
man; in which cases, said bills shall be paid from the 
appropriation to which they are incident; and the 
Committee on Accounts shall not pass any bill, un- 
less it is approved, as provided in this and the pre- 
ceding section. 

Sect. 15. All bills for refreshments or carriage- 
hire, incurred more than three months previous to the 
date of their presentation, shall go before the City 
Council for approval. 


RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


DUTIES AND POWERS OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Section 1. The President shall take the Chair 
precisely at the hour to which the Council shall have 
adjourned. He shall call the members to order; and, 
on the appearance of a quorum, shall proceed to 
business, unless the reading of the minutes of the 
preceding meeting shall be called for by some mem- 
ber. 

Sect. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order; 
may speak to points of order in preference to other 
members; and shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal to the Council, by motion regu- 
larly seconded, and no other business shall be in 
order till the question on the appeal shall have been 
decided. 

Secor. 3. He shall declare all votes; but, if any 
member rises to doubt a vote, the President shall 
cause a return of the members voting in the affirma- 
tive and in the negative, without further debate on 


the question. 
50 
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Sect. 4. He shall rise to address the Council, or 
to put a question; but may read sitting. 

Sreotr. 5. In all cases the President may vote. 

Sect. 6. When the Council shall determine to go 
into a Committee of the Whole, the President shall 
appoint the member who shall take the Chair. ‘The 
President may at any other time call any other mem- 
ber to the Chair, but said substitution shall not con- 
tinue beyond an adjournment. 

Seot. 7. On all questions and motions whatsoever, 
whether before or after the previous question has 
been ordered, the President shall take the sense of 
the Council by yeas and nays, provided one-fifth of 
the members present shall so require. 

Sect. 8. The President shall propound all ques- 
tions in the order in which they are moved, unless the 
subsequent motion shall be previous in its nature, 
except that in the naming sums and fixing times, the 
largest sum and longest time shall be put first. 

SeotT. 9. After a motion is stated or read by the 
President, it shall be deemed to be in possession of 
the Council, and shall be disposed of by vote; but 
the mover may withdraw it at any time before a de- 
cision or amendment. 

SeotT. 10. When a question is under debate, the 
President shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to 
lay on the table, for the previous question, to post- 
pone to a day certain, to commit, to amend, or to 
postpone indefinitely, which several motions shall 
have precedence in the order in which they stand ar- 
ranged; and a motion to strike out the enacting | 
clause of an Ordinance shall be equivalent to a 
motion to postpone indefinitely. 
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Srot. 11. The President shall consider a motion 
to adjourn as always in order, except upon an imme- 
diate repetition; and that motion shall be decided 
without debate; onthe previous question, and on the 
motion to lay on the table, or to take from the table, not 
exceeding ten minutes shall be allowed for debate, 
and no member shall speak more than three minutes. 

Sect. 12. He shall put the previous question in 
the following form: “ Shall the main question be now 
put?” and all debate upon the main question shall be 
suspended until the previous question shall be de- 
cided. After the adoption of the previous question, 
the sense of the Council shall forthwith be taken 
upon amendments reported by a Committee, upon all 
pending amendments, and then upon the main ques- 
tion. 

Srot. 13. All incidental questions of order, aris- 
ing after a motion is made for the previous question, 
shall be decided without debate, except on an appeal; 
and on such an appeal, no member shall be allowed 
to speak more than once without leave of the Coun- 
cil. 

SseotT. 14. When two or more members happen 
to rise at once, the President shall name the member 
who is first to speak. 

Seot. 15. All Committees shall be appointed and 
announced by the President, unless otherwise pro- 
vided for, or specially directed by the Council. 


RIGHTS AND DUTIES OF MEMBERS. 


SEeoT. 16. In the absence of the President, the 
senior member present shall call the Council to 
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order, and preside until a President pro tempore shall 
be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is not effected 
on a first trial, on a second ballot a plurality of votes 
shall elect. 

Sect. 17. Every member, when about to speak, 
shall rise and respectfully address the President; 
shall confine himself to the question under debate, 
and avoid personalities; and shall sit down when he 
has finished. No member shall speak or vote out of 
his place without leave of the President. No mem- 
ber shall speak more than twice on one question with- 
out first obtaining leave of the Council; nor more 
than once until the other members who have not 
spoken, shall speak, if they desire it. 

Sect. 18. No member speaking shall be inter- 
rupted by another, but by rising to call to order, or 
for explanation. 

Scr. 19. When a yote has been passed, it shalt 
be in order for any member who voted in the major-~ 
ity to move a reconsideration thereof at the same 
meeting, or he may give notice to the Clerk, within 
twenty-four hours of the adjournment, of his inten- 
tion to move a reconsideration at the next meeting, 
in which case the Clerk shall retain possession of the 
papers until the next meeting, and when a motion 
for reconsideration is decided, that vote shall not be 
reconsidered. 

Szct. 20. No member shall be obliged to be on 
more than two Committees at the same time, nor 
Chairman of more than one. 

Sor. 21. No member shall be permitted to stand 
up to the interruption of another, while any member 
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oY 
President and the person speaking. 


Snot. 22. When any member shall be guilty of a 
breach of either of the Rules and Orders of the 
Council, he may be required by the President to 
make satisfaction therefor; and, in such a case, he 
shall not be allowed to vote or speak, except by way 
of excuse, till he has done so, unless otherwise or- 
dered by the Council. 

Sect. 23. No member shall be permitted to vote 
or serve on any Committee, on any question where 
his private right is immediately concerned, distinct 
from the public interest. 

Sect. 24. Every member who shall be present 
when a question is put, where he is not excluded by 
interest, shall give his vote, unless the Council, for 
special reasons, shall excuse him; application to be 
so excused on any question must be made before the 
Council is divided, or before the calling of the yeas 
and nays, and such application shall be accompanied 
by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall be 
decided without debate. 

SroT. 25. Hvery motion shall be reduced to writ- 
ing, if the President shall so direct. 

Secor. 26. Any member may require the division 
of a question, when the sense will admit of it. A 
motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed indi- 
visible; but a motion to strike out being lost, shall 


not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out 
and insert.

Sect. 27. No motion or proposition of a subject 
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different from that under consideration, shall be ad- 
mitted under color of amendment. 

Sect. 28. Motions and reports may be committed 
or recommitted at the pleasure of the Council. 

Seor. 29. At every regular meeting of the Coun- 
cil, the order of business shall be as follows: — 


1. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

2. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

3. Communications and reports from City Officers, 
Presentation of Petitions, Remonstrances, and Memo- 
rials. 

4. Reports of Committees. 

5. Motions, Orders or Resolutions. 


Sror. 30. When a vote is doubted, the members 
for and against the question, when called on by the 
President, shall rise and stand till they are counted. 

Snot. 31. All questions relating to priority of 
business to be acted upon shall be decided without 
debate. 

Sror. 32. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different Committees are proposed, the 
question shall be taken in the following order: — 


A Standing Committee of the Council. 
A Select Committee of the Council. 

A Joint Standing Committee. 

A Joint Select Committee. 


Sect. 33. The seats of the members of the Coun- 
cil shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
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presence of the Council, by drawing the names of 
members and the numbers of the seats simultane- 
ously; and each member shall be entitled for the 
year to the seat bearing the number so drawn against 
his name, and shall not change it except by permis- 
sion of the President. 

Sect. 84. No member shall call another member 
by his name in debate, but may allude to him by any 
intelligible and respectful designation. 

Snot. 35. If the reading of any paper is called 
for, and any member objects thereto, it shall be de- 
cided by the Council. 

Srot. 36. No rule or order of the Council shall 
be dispensed with, altered or repealed, unless two- 
thirds of the members present consent thereto. 


PETITIONS, MEMORIALS, ETC. 


Srot. 37. All papers addressed to the Council 
shall be presented by the President, or a member in 
his place; and shall be read by the President, Clerk, 
or such other person as the President may request; 
and shall be taken up in the order in which they are 
presented, except when the Council shall otherwise 
determine. 


POWERS AND DUTIES OF COMMITTEES, ETC. 


SroT. 38. The rules of proceeding in the Council 
shall be observed in Committee of the Whole, so far 
as they are applicable. A motion to rise, report 
progress, and ask leave to sit again, shall be first in 
order, and shall be decided without debate, and the 
previous question shall not be moved. 
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Szot. 39. Standing Committees on Hlections, Po- 
lice, and Paving, shall be appointed at the beginning 
of the municipal year, and shall consist of five mem- 
bers each. The members on the part of the Council 
of the Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances shall 
be a Standing Committee to be styled the “ Commit- 
tee on the Judiciary,” to whom all disputed questions 
of law may be referred, and who shall, when required 
by the Council, obtain the opinion of the City Solicitor 
thereon, and report the same to the Council. 

Sror. 40. No Committee shall sit during the ses- 
sions of the Council without special leave. 

Sror. 41. All Committees of the Council, chosen 
_by ballot, or consisting of one or more from each 
wards, shall be notified of their first meeting by the 
Clerk, by the direction of the President; they shall 
organize at their first meeting by the choice of a Chair- 
man, and shall report the same to the Council; and 
members on the part of the Council of Joint Com- 
mittees chosen as aforesaid, shall choose a Chairman 
at their first meeting, and report to the Council in 
like manner. 

In all cases where the President appoints a Com- 
mittee, unless otherwise provided for, the member 
first named shall be Chairman, and, in his absence, 
the member next in order who shall be present shall 
be Chairman pro tempore. 

Snot. 42. All Select Committees of the Council 
shall consist of three members, unless otherwise or- 
dered. 

Srot. 43. No report of any Committee shall be 
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«ntitled to be received, unless agreed to in Committee 
assembled. 

Stor. 44. No meeting of any Committee shall be 
called upon less notice than twenty-four hours. 

Srot. 45. It shall be the duty of all Standing 
Committees to keep a record of their doings in books 
provided by the city for that purpose. 

Srot. 46. Committees of the Council, to whom 
any matter is specially referred, may be required to 
report within four weeks, or ask for further time. 


ELECTIONS, ORDINANCES, ORDERS, ETC. 


Srot. 47. All nominations of officers to be elected 
by ballot shall lie over for one week after being re- 
ported, before action is taken thereon. All Ordi- 
nances, Orders and Resolutions shall have two sev- 
eral readings before they are finally passed; and no 
Ordinance, Order or Resolution imposing penalties, 
or authorizing the expenditure of money, — whether 
the same may have been appropriated or not, — and 
no Order or Resolution authorizing a loan shall have 
more than one reading on the same day; provided, 
however, that nothing herein contained shall prevent 
the passage of an order, at any meeting of the Coun- 
cil, to authorize the printing of any document relat- 
ing to the affairs of the city. 

Sect. 48. In all elections by ballot, on the part of 
the Council, the number of blanks and ballots for in- 
eligible persons shall be reported, but shall not be 
counted in the returns. 

Sect. 49. All salaried officers shall be voted for 
by written ballots. 
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DUTIES OF CLERK, ETC. 


Snot. 50. The Clerk shall keep minutes of the 
votes and proceedings of the Council; enter thereon 
such orders and resolutions as are adopted, by their 
title or otherwise; shall notice Reports, Petitions, 
Memorials, and other papers which ‘are presented; 
and shall enter all accepted Reports of Select Com- 
mittees of the Council, at length, in a separate jour- 
nal to be kept for that purpose, and provided with an 
index; shall draw up all messages to the Board of 
Aldermen and send them by the Messenger; and 
shall attend the meetings of Committees of the Coun- 
cil, and make their records when required. 

Seor. 51. The members of the Council shall not 
leave their places on adjournment, until the President 
shall declare the Council adjourned.

The baths will be open daily, from June 1 to September 
30, as follows : —

Week Days . . 5 A.M to 9 P.M. | Week Days . . 6 A.M to 8 P.M. 
Sundays . . . 5 A.M to9 A.M. | Sundays . . . 6 A.M to 9 A.M. 


All the bath-houses will be closed by the Superintendents 
at’ 10 o’clock P.M., on week days, and 94 o’clock A.M. 
on Sundays. 

Each bather shall provide his own towels and soap. Fe- 
male bathers shall be required to furnish suitable bathing 
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dresses. Those desiring towels can obtain them of the 
Superintendent at three cents each. 

Boys and girls under fifteen years of age shall not be ad- 
mitted to the bathing-houses after 6 o’clock P.M., and the 
decision of the Superintendent against admission shall be 
final. 

Each Superintendent shall have full charge of his premises, 
and authority to withhold the facilities from all not conform- 
ing to these rules; and he will be required to render every 
assistance to applicants for baths, who, in case of insult or 
deprivation of privileges otherwise than as provided for in 
these rules, can appeal to the Chairman of the Bathing Com- 
mittee. 

No smoking, profanity, or noisy conversation will be al- 
lowed on the premises; and any person guilty of defacing 
the dressing-rooms, fences or tanks, by writing, marking or 
cutting, will be excluded from the baths, or arrested, accord- 
ing to the nature of the offence. 

_ All questions of priority in bathing, or of use of dressing- 
rooms, must be referred to the Superintendent, whose deci- 
sion shall be final. 

A police officer will be in constant attendance, for the pur- 
pose of preserving order and enforcing these regulations, in 
concurrence with the Superintendent.

the control of the Board of Aldermen, and are subject im- 
mediately to the care and inspection of the City Engineer, 
who is required to examine and report annually upon their 
conditions and requirements.

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The bridges over navigable streams are placed in the care of 
superintendents, who are elected annually by the City 
Council, and who attend to the opening and closing of the 
draws, the removal of snow and ice from the foot-paths, 
and the prevention of trespasses: on said bridges. For 
these duties the Superintendents receive such’ compensa- 
tion as the City Council from time to time determine.

This department, in accordance with the laws of the Com- 
monwealth and ordinances of the city, has the complete 
control and supervision of all buildings erected in this city. 
It regulates the foundations, walls, roofs, dimensions and 
materials of every structure. Among other restrictions 
imposed by the law and ordinances on the erection of 
buildings, it is provided that no wooden building shall be 
hereafter erected within the following limits : — 

Beginning at the intersection of the centre line of Dover 
and Albany streets, thence running eastwardly through the 
centre of Dover street to the Harbor Commissioners’ line ; 
thence around the northerly portion of the “ City Proper,” by 
the said Harbor Commissioners’ line to a point on Charles 
river, opposite the centre line of Parker street, or cross dam ; 
thence through the centre of Parker street or cross dam to a 
point opposite the centre of Ruggles street; thence through 
the centre of Ruggles street to the centre of Washington 
street ; thence through the centre of Washington street to a 
point opposite the centre of Palmer street; thence through 
the centre of Palmer and Eustis streets to the centre of 
Hampden street ; and thence through the centre of Hampden 
and Albany streets to the point of beginning.

Council of Boston were authorized to purchase the property 
and franchise of the East Boston Ferry Company. Accord- 
ingly, after a long period of negotiation, the terms of the 
purchase were agreed upon, and, on December 17, 1869, the 
city voted to purchase the ferry property and franchise for 
the sum of $250,000; and the property was delivered to the 
city on April 1, 1870. (See City Doc. 115 of 1869.) By

A constant watch is kept at the office, City Hall, night and 
day, by the operators. Each operator serves two alternate 
terms, of three hours each, as principal, and the same as as- 
sistant operator; so that twelve hours’ service at the office, 
out of every-twenty-four, is required from each operator. 
No operator is permitted to sleep during his watch, unless 
expressly relieved by some one else, and by consent of the 
Superintendent. 
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Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for any 
mistakes that may occur at the office during his hours of 
duty. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 
alarm, and of the station from which it originates, and all 
other necessary information. 

Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office, from the Sig- 
nal Stations or Boxes, by pulling a slide in the Box. The 
police officers, and one other person resident near each sta- 
tion, have keys to the Boxes. 

ALARMS are sounded by striking the number of the box 
upon the Alarm Sells, and upon the G'ongs in the Engine- 
Houses. 

Exampces: To announce the existence of a fire near Box 
No. 41 (Old South Church), the bells will strike four, make 
a pause of a few seconds, then strike one, thus 4—1. This 
will be repeated at intervals of about one-half minute. 

For a fire near Box No. 145 (South Boston Point), the 
bells will strike one, make a pause, then strike four, another 
pause, then strike jive, thus: 1—4—5. 

Second Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows. Third 
Alarms are sounded by striking twelve blows twice, thus: 
12— 12. 

In cases where the entire department are required, alarms 
are sounded by striking twelve blows three times, thus: 12 
—12—12. . 

In cases where Hook & Ladder Companies only are wanted, 
signal to be given by striking ten blows once, with the num- 
ber of the Company struck twice, thus: Hook & Ladder No. 
one, 10—1—1I1. Hook & Ladder No. four, 10 — 4— 4. 
Hook & Ladder No. seven, 10 —7—7. 

If more than one Hook & Ladder Company is wanted, the 
signal will he given thus: Hook & Ladder one and three, 10 
— j]—1—3—3.. Hook & Ladder two and: four, 10—2 
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—2—4—4. Hook & Ladder five and seven, 10—5—5 
—7—7. 

No person will give alarms for the same fire (after the first 
alarm has been given), without an order from an Engineer ; 
and the person so ordered will be sure to go to the same box 
from which the first alarm was given, and report the same to 
the Chief Engineer. 

Alarms are usually given about half a minute from the 
time the Box is operated.

G. Totten,* of the U. S. Corps of Engineers, Prof. A. D. 
Bache,+ of the U. S. Coast Survey, and Commander Charles 
H. Davis, of the U. S. Navy, were specially detailed by the 
U. S. Government as a Commission to make the proposed 
survey of said harbor. The results of these surveys will be 
found in City Doc. 97, for 1860 : City Doc. 12, for 1861; 
City Doc. 62, for 1862; City Doc. 35, for 1863; City Doc. 
33, for 1864; City Doc. 28, for 1865; and City Doc. 50, for 
1866. 


STATE HARBOR COMMISSION.

By statutes of 1866, ch. 149, the Governor was authorized 
to appoint, before the first day of July, 1866, five competent 
persons, to hold their offices for terms of one, two, three 
four and five years, respectively, from July 1, 1866, they 
and their successors to have the general care and supervision 
of all the harbors, tide-waters and flats in the Commonwealth 
(except the Back Bay lands), and to prescribe harbor lines, 
etc. This Commission was duly appointed, and now consists

By an ordinance passed Dec. 2, 1872, the powers of the 
Board of Health were. removed from the Board of Aldermen, 
who had theretofore exercised them, and were vested in an 
independent. Board, consisting of three persons appointed by 
the Mayor, and confirmed by the City Council, and styled 
the Board of Health. One member of the Board is appointed 
annually, in March or April, for a term of three years, from the 
Ist Monday of May following. Salary, $4,000, each, per 
annum.

HOME FOR THE POOR. 


The necessity of a separation of the paupers who are re- 
quired to be supported by this city, from all communication 
with the criminal classes, having beendetermined by the City 
Council, a tract of land containing about fifty acres, being a 
portion of the Austin Farm, so called, in West Roxbury, 
was purchased by the city under an order passed December 
90, 1873, as a site for a building to be devoted to a “Home 
for the Poor.” Plans and estimates for the construction of 
the edifice have been prepared by N. J. Bradlee, Architect, 
which call for the appropriation of $551,188 for that object, 
but no action has been taken thereon by the City Council at 
this date. 


CITY HOSPITAL. 
[Ord. p. 359.] 


The City Hospital is situated on Harrison avenue, between 
Springfield and Concord streets, and was commenced in 
1851, and consists of three pavilions connected with a central 
structure. This hospital is intended for the use and comfort 
of poor patients, to whom medical care will be provided at 
the expense of the city ; and it is also intended to provide 
accommodations and medical treatment to others who do not 
wish to be regarded as dependent on public charity. 
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The Hospital was suggested many years ago by Elisha 
Goodnow, who, by his will, dated July 12, 1849, gave prop- 
erty to the city, valued at $25,000, for the establishment of 
a Free City Hospital in Ward Eleven or Twelve. 

Another benefactor to the Hospital was the late LAWRENCE 
NicHoxs, who bequeathed to the city, for the use of the City 
Hospital, the sum of $1,000. 

Hon. Otis Norcross has given to the city a fund of $2,000, 
to which has been added a bequest of $1,000 by the late 
Jonas Ball, the interest of which is expended annually in 
furnishing clothing to indigent patients when leaving the 
Hospital. 

Application for admission of patients may be made at the 
Hospital on each day of the week, Sundays excepted, 
between 9 and 11 o’clock A. M. 

Whenever able, the patient should apply in person. When 
not. able to appear in person, application may be made by a 
friend, and the patient will. be visited by some physician 
designated by the Trustees. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 

On each day of the week, Sundays excepted, from 2 to 3 
o’clock P. M., frends may be permitted to visit patients; 
though no patient shall receive more than one visitor on the 
same day. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and 
any article sent to the patients shall be left with the Superin- 
tendent.

Although the need of a public library had been for a consid- 
erable time felt and acknowledged, and a small number of 
volumes, of a miscellaneous character, had been sent to the 
City Hall with a view to the future formation of such an in- 
stitution, nothing definite in relation thereto was done until 
the 5th of August, 1850, when the Hon. Joun P. BicEtow, 
then Mayor of the city, contributed the sum of one thousand 
dollars for the purpose of establishing a Public Library. 
This donation, being the first money that was given for the 
object, was received joyfully, and funded by the City Coun- 
cil; and the Committee on the Library were directed to 
“proceed, with as little delay as possible, to carry into effect 
the establishment of a free Public Library.” 

JosHuA Barrs, Esq., of London, whose early life was 
passed in Boston, having offered to this city the munificent 
sum of fifty thousand dollars, towards the purchase of books 
for the Public Library of the city, if the city would erect a 
suitable building for that purpose, on the 24th of February, 
18538, an order was passed by the City Council, authorizing 
the Committee on the Library, in conference with the Board 
of Trustees, to purchase a suitable site for the erection of a 
building, which should be fully adapted for the purpose of 
the library, including Mr. Bates’s donation. Accordingly, 
said committee purchased 23,380 feet of land on Boylston 
street, opposite the Common, upon which an edifice was 
erected, at a cost to the city, for land and building, of about 
$365,000. 
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This building was finished and delivered into the custody 
of the City Council, and by the City Council was transmitted 
to the care of the Trustees of the Public Library, with appro- 
priate ceremonies, on January 1, 1858. 

During 1871-2 extensive changes have been made in the 
building, thereby increasing its capacity by nearly one hun- 
dred and fifty thousand volumes. 

Besides the above-mentioned donations in money, the sum 
of ten thousand dollars was subsequently given by Hon. 
JONATHAN Puitiips, who, by his will, bequeathed an addi- 
tional sum of twenty thousand dollars. Another sum of ten 
thousand dollars was bequeathed by the late Hon. ABporr 
Lawrence. The executors under the will of the late Mary 
P. Townsend devoted to the library four thousand dollars 
of a sum to be appropriated at their discretion. The Franx- 
LIN CLUB, at its dissolution, gave one thousand dollars. The 
late GrorGr Ticknor bequeathed four thousand dollars. The 
Hon. Henry Li. Prerce, mayor of the city in 1873, on retiring 
from the office, gave his salary for the year, five thousand 
dollars. 

-All of these sums have been funded by the City Council, 
and the annual proceeds are expended for the purchase of 
books of permanent value, in accordance with the special 
directions of the donors. 

The sum of one thousand dollars was given by the late 
SAMUEL APPLETON, Esq., and the same amount by Mrs. 
Satty I. K. SuHeparp, for the purpose of procuring books 
for the immediate use of the public. 

Very valuable donations of books have been made by the 
late Josuua Bares (in addition to his gift of money), the 
late Rev. THEopoRE PARKER, the heirs of the Hon. NarHan- 
IEL BowpiTcH, GrorGE TickNoRr, and others. 

The rich antiquarian library collected by the Rev. THomas 
Prince, during the first half of the last century, was placed 
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in 1866, in the custody of the library, by the deacons of the 
Old South Church. 

By the munificence of THomas G. APPLETON, Esq., of 
Boston, the very rich and valuable collection of engravings, 
formerly belonging to Cardinal Tosti, of Rome, now de- 
ceased, was purchased and presented to the Public Library in 
1869. The collection contains nearly eight thousand prints, 
six hundred of which are framed. 

The very valuable general and Shakespearian library of the 
late Tuomas P. Barton, of New York, together with his en- 
gravings, autographs, etc., was purchased in 1873, number-_ 
ing about 12,000 volumes.

total (including 10,000 sale duplicates) of 260,000 volumes, 
besides 130,000 pamphlets. 
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The Central Reading Room has 414 different periodicals ; 
the East Boston Branch Reading Room has 41; the South 
Boston Branch has 41; the Roxbury Branch has 67; the 
Charlestown Branch has 82; the Brighton Branch has 23; a 
total including 100 duplicates of near 800 periodicals. These 
reading rooms are open on Sunday afternoons and evenings.

Any per- 
son above the age of 14 years may use the Reading Room for 
periodicals, and may make use of the books within the 
buildings, without previous registration. : 

II. Zo take books away from the buildings. All citizens 
and residents of Boston above the age of 14 years; all non- 
resident Clergymen and Teachers having regular professional 
occupation in the city ; all inhabitants, even if under 14, who 
have received certificates of graduation, medals, or Lawrence 
prizes, from the Public Schools; and all pupils attending the 
Girls’ High and Normal Schools, are entitled to a full use of 
the Library. All these must sign the application card, and 
give the name of a citizen, who may be consulted, if neces- 
sary. The registration takes place in the Lower Delivery 
Hall of the Central Library, and at the several Branches. 

Il. Non-residents. Non-resident members of educational 
institutions in the city, and other non-residents (when spe- 
cially permitted, in consideration of the advancement of the 
public interests), may take books for home use, in accordance 
with the conditions imposed in each case by the Trustees. 

Central Library books can be applied for at the several 
Branches. 


EAST BOSTON BRANCH. 


This Branch comprises two distinct collections of books, 
one begun by the East Boston Library Association in 1852, 
and merged in the Sumner Library in 1860, and presented to 
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the City of Boston, and made to form a portion of the East 
Boston Branch Library ; and the other of books taken from 
the Central Library, with additions by purchase, so as to 
give completeness and harmony to the whole. 

This Branch Library (in the old Lyman School-house, on 
Meridian street) was opened to the public in November, 
1870, and was formally dedicated by appropriate services on 
March 22, 1871. 


SOUTH BOSTON BRANCH. 


By a vote of the Mattapan Literary Association, its Li- 
brary of about 1,500 volumes was made the nucleus of this 
branch, and to these have been added books either with- 
drawn from the Central Library, or procured by purchase. 
In this way a collection of about 5,000 volumes were ready 
for use, and this branch was opened on May Ist, 1872. The 
rooms for the branch have been hired in the new Savings 
Bank Building on the corner of Broadway and E street. 


ROXBURY BRANCH. 


Under the will of the late Caleb Fellowes, the Rev. George 
Putnam, D. D., S. C. Thwing, Esq., William Whiting, 
senior, and others to be joined with them by an act of incor- 
poration, were invested with a trust, whose purpose is to 
establish a library, and erect a building for it, within half a 
mile of the meeting-house of the First Religious Society 
in Roxbury, on Eliot square. As it was deemed for the in- 
terest of all concerned that the advantages of these funds 
should be joined, with such others as may accrue from the 
provisions made by the City Council for the benefit of 
the District of Roxbury, in the way of a Branch of 
the Public Library, the Mayor, authorized by the City 
Council, signed an indenture with the Trustees of the 
Fellowes Atheneum, by which that institution is united 
with the Branch Library. The agreement (to be found 
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in the Report of the library for 1872) in effect gives the citi- 
zens of the Highlands a library, the same in kind with the 
Bates Hall collection, though ona smaller scale, to be in- 
creased by the Fellowes funds, now yielding about $2,500 a 
year, while the city maintains a popular, library in connection 
therewith, to be of the character of the Lower Hall of the 
Central Library and of the other branches. The building on 
the corner of Millmont street and Lambert aventle was com- 
pleted, and the library opened, in the summer of 1873. The 
Trustees of the Fellowes Athensum contribute $3,000 towards 
supplying the books with which it will be opened. The 
present trustees of the Fellowes Atheneum are George Put- 
nam, D. D., President; Nathaniel J. Bradlee; W. C. Collar ; 
Samuel C. Cobb; Charles K. Dillaway; Rev. Edward E. 
Hale; John F. Osgood, Secretary; Joseph S. Ropes ; Supply 
C. Thwing, Treasurer; William Whiting, senior. 

The entire control of the joint collections, and the govern- 
ment of the Branch is vested by the contract in the Trustees 
of the Public Library. 


CHARLESTOWN BRANCH. 


The Public Library of Charlestown, which was established 
in 1862, became, on the 5th of January, 1874, through the 
annexation of that city, the Charlestown Branch of the Pub- 
lic Library of the City of Boston. It occupies the second 
story of the former City Hall in Charlestown. 


BRIGHTON BRANCH. 


The Holton Library, owned and maintained by the town 
of Brighton, and established in 1864, became, on the 5th of 
January, 1874, the Brighton Branch of the Public Library of 
the City of Boston. It occupies rooms in the old Town Hall. 
During the present year it is expected that the new library 
building, begun by the town of Brighton, will be completed.

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DORCHESTER BRANCH. 


It is proposed to establish this Branch during the present 
year, and to locate it, probably, in the neighborhood of 
Field’s Corner.

The limits of Faneuil Hall Market include the lower floor, 
porches, and cellars of the building called Faneuil Hall Mar- 
ket, the basement story and cellars under Faneuil Hall, and 
the following described portions of the adjacent streets, viz. : 
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so much of Commercial street as lies westerly of the side- 
walk on the easterly side thereof, and between the outer 
lines of the sidewalks on the northerly side of North Market 
street and the southerly side of South Market street extended 
eastwardly ; all of North and South Market streets except 
the northerly sidewalk of the former, and the southerly side- 
walk of the latter; all that portion of Merchants’ row in- 
cluded between the outer lines of the aforesaid northerly and 
southerly sidewalks extended westerly across said Merchants’ 
row, and all of Faneuil Hall square, except the sidewalks on 
the northerly, southerly and westerly sides thereof, — the 
above-described limits being delineated on a plan made by 
N. Henry Crafts, City Engineer, dated March 12, 1866. . 

Besides the foregoing, market privileges have been pro- 
cured by the city on India wharf, especially for sales of vege- 
tables and produce. This experiment has thus far proved 
to be a success. The India Wharf Market is under the con- 
trol of the Superintendent of Faneuil Hall Markets.

POLICE DEPARTMENT.

The officers of this department are nominated by the Mayor 
and confirmed by the Board of Aldermen. 

The Chief of Police is the head of the department, and has 
precedence and control of all the officers and members, and 
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of all constables and other officers when engaged in the ser- 
vice of the city, subject to the direction of the Mayor and 
the Police Committee. 

The department is employed in the recovery of lost and 
stolen property, in the detection of criminals, in the general 
execution of the laws of the Commonwealth, the special 
laws and ordinances of the City Council, and orders of 
the Board of Aldermen. The officers are required to take 
notice of all nuisances, street defects, obstructions, and 
openings, defective street lamps and water-pipes; to give 
alarms and be present at all fires, and to have a general 
care for life and property and the preservation of the peace. 
The department under its present organization comprises a 
maximum of 646 men, divided as follows : —

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ballotings by the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the twenty-first 
of February, Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

Tn the mean time, from January to February 27, 1845, William 
Parker, one of the Aldermen, having been elected chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, performed the duties of Mayor. | 

On the sixth of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declining 
health, resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, however, 
was not accepted by the City Council; and, on the twenty-second 
of November, he died, being the first Mayor who has died in office 
since the organization of the city government in 1822. 

On the eleventh of December, Josiah Quincy, Jr., was elected 
Mayor by the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1849. 

Benson Leavitt, one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as chair- 
man of the Board in the interval between the death of Mr. Davis 
and the election of Mr. Quincy. 

In 1851 Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an 
Alderman of the city for 1852, was afterwards chosen Mayor for 
said year. 

At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, he 
resigned as an Alderman, and accepted the office of Mayor. 

The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three 
ballotings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9, 1854. In the 
mean time the duties of Mayor were performed by Benjamin L. 
Allen, chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

At the municipal election in 1872, William Gaston was certified, 
by the returns of the officers of the several wards, to have been 
elected Mayor of the city for the next municipal term. But upon 
charges of alleged fraudulent practices in one of the wards of the 
city, a recount of all the ballots cast at said election was demanded 
and made, and it appearing therefrom that Henry L. Pierce had 
79 plurality, he was declared duly elected Mayor for the year 
1873. 

In 1873 Henry L. Pierce, Mayor of the city, was elected a 
member of the 43d Congress from the Third Massachusetts Dis- 
trict, in place of William Whiting, deceased. 

Mr. Pierce resigned his office as Mayor on November 29, and 
occupied his seat in Congress on Dee. 1, 1878. 
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The duties of Mayor for the remainder of that municipal year 
were performed by Leonard R. Cutter, chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen, who signed all official papers as ‘* Acting Mayor.” 


ALDERMEN. 


Nathaniel P. Russell, Daniel Baxter, Joseph H. Dorr, re-elected ; 
and Thomas B. Wales, and Redford Webster, elected 1825, 
declined. 

George Blake, re-elected for 1826, declined. 

John Stevens, elected for 1832, died prior to the organization. 

James Savage, elected for 1834, declined. 

In 1845 William Parker resigned. 

In 1848 George E. Head resigned, and was afterwards chosen 
one of the Principal Assessors. 

In 1853 Lyman Perry, Esq., who had been duly elected an 
Alderman, died before his qualification. 

In 1856 Levi B. Merriam, Esq., died while in office. 

In 1858 Rufus B. Bradford resigned, and was afterwards ap- 
pointed Measurer of Grain. 

In 1859 Timothy A. Sumner, Esq., resigned on account of ill- 
ness, and soon afterwards died. 

At the municipal election, in 1852, nine Aldermen had a majority 
of ballots; but in accordance with the statute the eight who had 
the highest number of votes were declared elected. 

The Municipal Government for 1855 was the first one that was 
organized under the new or revised City Charter, which provided 
for the annual election of twelve Aldermen. 

For reports of contested seats in the Board of Aldermen, see — 
City Document No. 7, for 1861, and City Document No. 16, for 
1862. 

COMMON COUNCIL. | 

William Bowes Bradford, Ward 3, elected 1822, did not qualify 
himself, declining to be sworn, there being then no provision for 
affirmation, except for Quakers. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6, elected for 1827, declined. 

Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Eleazer Howard, 
Ward 2, and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 1828 ; also, 
Holmes Hinckley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined prior to the organi- 
zation. 
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Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Boles, Ward 3, re-elected for 1838, declined. 

The Junior of George Morey, omitted 1829. 

Asa Adams, Ward 3, took the intermediate name of Perry, 
1830. 

Henry Andrews, Ward 2, elected in 1833, afterwards took the 
intermediate letter R. 

The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln, omitted 1851. 

The Junior of William B. Fowle, omitted in 1865. 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was elected 
Superintendent of Health. : 

Daniel J. Coburn, Ward 5, resigned in April, 1855, and was 
thereafter appointed Chief of Police. 

Edward F. Robinson, resigned in May, 1861, and was elected a 
Principal Assessor. 

Charles J. McCarthy, Ward 7, resigned in March, 1862, and was 
appointed Paymaster of Relief Funds to Families of Soldiers in 
the United States service from Boston. 

Daniel Dowd, a member from Ward 13, died in office September, 
1872. 

Thomas H. Doherty, of Ward 2, died in office August, 1873. 

There have been sixteen successfully contested elections. 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 6, on the ground that ‘ closing the poll before the hour at 
which the voters were notified it would be closed, was a violation 
of the rights of the voters.” 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members of 
Ward 38, who were returned as having been elected at an adjourned 
meeting, December 11, 1834, on the ground of irregular proceed- 
ing, to render the whole number of votes certain by taking the 
highest number of votes for candidates on each opposing ticket ; 
adjournment of the meeting by the sole authority of the Warden, 
and other irregularities, at the annual election, December 8. 

The third case, March 7, 1830, vacated the seats of three mem- 
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bers of Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal voters, 
sufficient to affect the choice, voted at the polls. 

The fourth, February 9,.1843, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned meeting, 
December 14, on the ground that four votes for non-resident can- 
didates (after having been first thrown out by the ward officers)* 

‘were counted at the annual election, December 12, thereby prevent- 

ing the choice of two other candidates, who, by excluding the said 
four votes, were by the decision of the Council declared elected, 
leaving one vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two members 
from Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting which was illegally held. At the subsequent trial the 
Same members were again returned to the Common Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers of Ward 38, on the ground that they were chosen at an ad- 
journed meeting which was illegally held. 

The seventh, February 3, 1853, in accordance with the Report 
of the Committee on Elections, vacated the seats of three members 
from Ward 11, on the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had 
no right to issue warrants for election of members of the Common 
Council, after the amnual election, and before the organization of 
the government elect. But inasmuch as the elections in question 
were conducted bona fide, and no other informality was apparent, 
and as this custom of supplementary elections had been in vogue 
for twenty years, the members thus elected were by the vote of the 
Common Council declared entitled to their seats. 

The eighth, March 19, 1868, in accordance with the Report of 
the Committee on Elections, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, on the ground that at the time of his election he was not 
an inhabitant of that ward. Before a decision was reached on 
this point the member in question resigned. 

The ninth, April 9, 1863, vacated the seats of the entire delega- 
tion from Ward 10, on the ground that more votes were returned _ 
than there were persons who voted in that ward at the municipal 
election, — occasioned by mistake, probably, in the counting of 
the ballots, — the variation being so great as to effect the election 


* This fact was admitted, though not stated in the report of the committee. 
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of the whole delegation. At the subsequent trial the same mem- 
bers were again returned to the Common Council. 

The tenth, January 24, 1867, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, who was chosen at an adjourned meeting (held on account 
of a tie vote at the regular meeting, Dec. 10, 1866), on the 


ground that the polls at said adjourned meeting were not kept — 


open the same number of hours as were required by the original 
warrant. At a subsequent election the same member was re- 
turned to the Common Council. [See City Doc. No. 12, for 
1867. | ° 

The eleventh, January 16, 1868, vacated the seat of a member 
returned for Ward 10, because, by the count of the original 
ballots cast in said ward, it appeared that another person was 
chosen. 

The twelfth, January 6, 1870, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 138, for the same reason as recited above. 

The thirteenth, January 5, 1871, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 15, for the same reason. 

The fourteenth, January 18, 1872, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 7, for the same reason. 

The fifteenth occurred as follows : — 

At the annual muncipal election in 1871, Frederick S. Risteen 
was declared elected as a member from Ward 10. This election 
was contested by J. Q. A. Brackett, and a recount of the original 
ballots showed that said Brackett was elected by a plurality of one 
ballot over F. S. Risteen, and said Brackett was accordingly de- 
clared, by the Common Council of 1872, to be entitled to the seat. 
Subsequently Mr. Risteen contested this decision on the ground 
that his name was erased from a number of ballots by some one of 
the ward officers after said ballots were deposited by the voters. 
After a protracted inquiry the Common Council sustained this 
view of the case, and Mr. Risteen was again returned to his for- 
mer seat, and was again duly qualified on February 1,1872. [See 
City Doc. No. 18.] : 

The sixteenth, January 8, 1874, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 13, because, by the count of the original bal- 
lots cast in said ward, it appeared that another person was 
chosen.

Lamp Drpartment OFrice, Boston, Jan. 12, 1874. 


To the City Council : — 

GENTLEMEN, — In accordance with the Ordinance of the 
City, the Annual Report of this department is respectfully 
submitted, containing a tabular statement of the expenditures 
of the department during the past municipal year, a table 
showing the expenditures in detail for the past seven years, 
and one showing the comparative net increase in the number 
of the public lamps, together with such general information 
as may be of interest relating to the department. 

The department is believed to be in good condition, and 
the men employed are as a veneral thing prompt and faithful 
in the discharge of the duties required of them. 

The past year has been one of activity in this department, 
on account of the removal of and replacing lamps on many 
of the streets in the “fire district,” and the new sections of 
the city. 

The supplies and fixtures to many lamps in the city have 
been renewed; large numbers of them being small and 
decayed from long use. 

Many iron posts have been set in place of unsightly and 
decayed wooden ones. 

The contracts have not been changed with the Gas Com- 
panies during the year, and the only change made since the 
contract with the Dorchester Gas Light Company, in Novem- 


ber, 1870, has been in the removal of the United States 
Tax. 
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The following is a copy of the contract made as above, 
which it was considered advisable to print at this time in an- 
ticipation of the fact that the city will be called upon dur- 
ing the present year to arrange with new corporations in the 
annexed districts : — 


DORCHESTER GAS CONTRACT. 


This memorandum of agreement made the ninth day of No- 
vember, in the year eighteen hundred and seventy, between 
the city of Boston, of the one part, and the Dorchester Gas 
Light Company of the other part, — 


Witnesseth : — 

I. Said Gas Light Company agrees to furnish gas for 
lighting the public lamps within the limits of the Sixteenth 
Ward in said city, all night on each night from October 
fifteenth to April fifteenth, and from April fifteenth to Octo- 
ber fifteenth, in such manner as the City Government shall 
direct. All the lighting shall be according to tables to be 
furnished to the said Gas Light Company by the Superin- 
tendent of Lamps. The number of hours and time of light- 
ing and extinguishing shall be furnished by the city to said 
Gas Light Company, previous to the beginning of each month 
of lighting. 

If. Said Gas Light Company shall put in the service-pipes 
for the streets and public lamps, charging therefor the actual 
cost of the labor and materials, it being understood that 
these materials shall be wholly of wrought or malleable iron, 
and shall consist of wrought-iron pipe of not less than one 
inch in diameter, with wrought or malleable iron couplings, 
bends or elbows, and the same shall have a regular fall to- 
wards the street main. 

Tif. Said Gas Light Company shall take charge of the 
service-pipes now laid, or to be hereafter laid in said Sixteenth 
Ward, and repair the same whenever desired to do so by the 
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City Government, or whenever it may be necessary by leak 
or other immediate exigency, charging the actual cost of such 
repairs. 

IV. The public lamps shall be lighted, cleaned and taken 
care of by lighters employed and paid by the City of 
Boston. They shall light and extinguish them punctually, 
according to the printed tables to be furnished by the Super- 
intendent of Lamps. Each lighter will be required to make 
a written return to the Superintendent of Lamps, and to the 
Clerk of the Dorchester Gas Light Company, on Monday of 
each week, of the number of lamps lighted each night, and 
of the time of beginning to light and beginning to extin- 
guish. 

Any neglect of this duty by either of the lighters will be 
considered sufficient ground for his immediate dismissal. It 
shall also be the duty of each lighter, within his own district, 
to keep the burners and the portion of the pipes above 
ground clear from frost or other obstructions, and to give 
Immediate notice, at the office of the Dorchester Gas Light 
Company, of any obstructions below ground, or of any leak- 
age of gas, and report the same to the Superintendent of 
Lamps. The Dorchester Gas Light Company, when re- 
quested so to do, shall furnish to the City of Boston the 
quantity of whiskey necessary to clear the pipes from ob- 
structions, not to exceed, however, seventy gallons during 
any one year. 

V. It is further agreed, that either party to this agree- 
ment may from time to time, at its own expense, cause any 
of the burners in use in the public lamps to be removed, and, 
in the presence of an authorized representative of the other 
party, tested under the maximum, minimum and average 
pressure of the gas in the street thains, for the purpose of 
ascertaining the quantity of gas actually consumed thereby ; 
and all new burners shall be tested in the same manner in the 
presence of a representative of each party before being used. 
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All burners which vary more than one-tenth of a foot from 
the designated standard shall be immediately replaced at the 
expense of the city and the Gas Company jointly. 

During the months of September and October, in each 
year, the said Gas Company shall cause all the street burn- 
ers in the said Ward to be removed and cleaned at the joint 
expense of said company and the city; and, during the time 
required for said cleaning, the Superintendent of Lamps shall 
furnish a sufficient number of burners to be used in the street 
lamps. 

VI. There shall be used on the street lamps such regu- 
lating burners as may be agreed upon by the parties 
hereto, one half of the expense of such public lamp govern- 
ors shall be paid by the city; and the Dorchester Gas 
Light Company shall furnish to the city the burners required 
within said Sixteenth Ward. 

Vil. In order to’secure the greatest accuracy of measure- 
ment practicable, and to continue the same, the parties to this 
agreement shall have the power, at their pleasure, without 
interfering with the regular exigency of lighting, to remove 
each and every regulator burner, for the purpose of testing 
the same; and for each and every burner delivering more 
than five per cent. above or below the quantity agreed to be 
furnished at the maximum, minimum, or average pressure, 
the Superintendent of Lamps shall forthwith furnish another 
in its place. 

VII. If any question shall arise relative to the accuracy 
sof proving by the said Dorchester Gas Light Company, each 
and every burner proposed to be replaced shall be tested by 
said company in the presence of the Superintendent of 
Lamps, or of such competent person as he shall appoint. 

IX. As the slot of the burner is precisely proportioned to 
the regulating apparatus, it is expressly agreed that no lamp- 
lighter in the employ of the City of Boston shall insert any 
metallic cleaner into the slot of the Lava or Adams tip, but 
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that such tips shall be cleaned from dust and moisture by 
means of a suitable brush; and that no lighter shall be per- 
mitted to open the regulator for any purpose whatever. 

X. The public lamp governors now proposed to be fur- 
nished shall cost not to exceed one dollar and thirty cents 
each, and shall be of the pattern known as the “Sugg,” or 
some other equally accurate and satisfactory to the City of 
Boston and the Dorchester Gas Light Company. 

XI. The City of Boston shall pay to said Dorchester Gas 
Light Company, for said gas, one and one-jifth of one cent per 
hour, each burner to consume four feet of gas, being, say 
three dollars per thousand feet, free of government tax. The 
bills shall be rendered to the city, and payment be made 
monthly therefor. 

XII. This agreement shall be considered as commencing 
on the first day of November, eighteen hundred and seventy, 
and shall continue in force for one year, and until a new 
agreement shall be made, or either of the parties shall notify 
the other of its wish to have the same discontinued. 


The above contract embraces the conditions and points now 
covered by the several agreements made with other companies 
since 1856.

GAS-BURNERS, ETC. 


The burners in use are known as Tufts’ Regulators, by 
which the consumption is fixed at four feet per hour. 

The lamps are burned every night, and a total of about 
three thousand eight hundred hours each. 


EMPLOYES. 


The number of men employed is one hundred and six, and 
there are no supernumerary men. 

The men who light the gas lamps are paid at. the rate of 
two and one-fourth cents per lamp per night, for each lamp 
lighted in the following sections of the city : —

are paid at the rate of one and sixty-seven one-hundredths 
dollars per day. 

Where the men are paid by the lamp, the average of lamps 
to each man is seventy-seven, and those paid by the day 
average sixty-six lamps; but the lamps are considerably 
further distant from each other, which is a full equivalent to 
the number of lanterns in charge. 
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The duty of these men is to light and put out the lamps in 
their charge promptly, at the time designated; to keep the 
lanterns clean at all times, and report at this office in writing, 
promptly, for immediate repair, every defect, either of the 
lantern or fixtures ; to keep the fixtures properly cleaned and 
oiled, the burners in perfect order, and the pipes clear from 
water and frost; they are also required to make a statement 
in writing, on each Monday morning, of all the duty per- 
formed the previous week. 

These men, after performing the duty, have a considerable 
portion of the time remaining, and are allowed to have other 
employment, provided it shall not in any way interfere with 
any duty which may be required of them in this ee 

This privilege is very generally used by the employés, and 
in this way the city are enabled to procure an intelligent and 
reliable class of men, at a much less cost than they could 
expect to do otherwise. 

The men who light the oil and fluid lamps are eleven in 
number as follows : —

The men employed to:light the fluid lamps ‘re paid at the 
rate of three cents per lamp per night. 

The kerosene lamps are furnished with oil, trimmed, lighted 
and taken care of, at the rate of es dollars per annum for 
each lamp. 

All the men employed to light both gas and fluid lamps 
are supplied with the necessary ladders, hooks, cans, ‘etc., 
etc., by the city.

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FLUID. 


The price paid for fluid for use in the city lamps is at the 
rate of one-tenth of one cent per hour, with the exception of 
a few patent naphtha Jamps, for which the material has been 
purchased at twenty cents per gallon. 


GAS LANTERNS. 


All the gas lanterns made for the city are made of copper, 
and all made for the past two years have the Schmedlin & 
Driscoll patent mode of placing the names of the streets in 
them. 

This method of placing the street signs appears to be the 
best in use,and is a great convenience to the public.

EXTRAORDINARY EXPENSES. 

The extraordinary expenses of this department are those 
for the erection of new, and alterations of old buildings, for 
which appropriations are made by order of the City Council. 

Lhe total amount in appropriations made for new buildings

JANUARY 19, 1874. 
To the Honorable City Council: — 


At the close of their report for 1872, the Board of 
Street Commissioners had but begun upon the finally 
completed plan of street improvements for the portion of the 
city burned over by the fire in November of that year. 
January 2, 1873, the last day of the municipal year 1872, 
they had passed the following orders, which had also by that 
date received the necessary concurrent action of your honor- 
able body : —

From the beginning of 1873 they hastened to finish the 
work thus started, quite to the exclusion, seeing the interests 
awaiting action in this part of the city, of all other than mat- 
ters of the merest official routine. 

To reconcile the diversities of these interests, and arrange 
plans of widening the old and locating the lines of the new 
streets for the greatest public good with the least private 
injury, seemed, at first, an unending work. The conflict of 
Opinion among the land-owners was in its extent something 


oa 
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) 


unique, even in the wide experience the Board had gained in 
its previous dealings with citizens in such matters. Enough 
of it, however, has reached the Council, either through its 
committees or unofiicially, to show them with what difficul- 
ties the Board labored. 

Orders of notice of the intended widening of Otis : nes Devon- 
shire streets had been issued and heard by the Commission in 
1872, and the lines then shown were adopted and passed by the 
middle of January. ‘Then orders for almost the entire re- 
mainder of the territory were published. The hearings upon 
them were long and patiently borne by the large numbers 
who came to express, in many cases, information valuable to 
the Commissioners upon the needs and possibilities of the 
localities with which long occupation had thoroughly ac- 
quainted them. The lines at first proposed were in many 
instances rearranged, in some totally altered, and the labor 
consequent upon reaching a full expression of opinion on 
each and every form they took in relation to the estates 
affected, with other work necessary for the estimation of 
values, direction of the surveyors, etc., quite filled the two 
first months of the year. 

But by the last of February the subject had been so digested 
as to enable the Commission to submit you their plans for 
Federal street, Congress street from Broad to Water street, 
for the extension of Pearl street to Water street, Milk street, 
the extension of Franklin street to Pearl street, and that of the 
extension of Oliver street to Kilbystreet. Ina little more than 
a fortnight afterwards Hawley street widened, and Arch street 
widened and extended to Milk street, were sent, and in a few 
days all the foregoing orders had your confirmation. The 
order opening the square upon the easterly side of the pro- 
posed Post Office site, and that widening Water street to 
sixty feet, opposite the same, went to you in April, the 
widening of Congress street was continued to State street in 
May, and the last important improvement in this district, 
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the widening of Broad street to an hundred feet, passed this 
Board in June. Some smaller changes were made on other 
streets. Lincoln street was widened just out of Summer 
street, February 13th and April 14th. <A line adopted for 
Chauncy street was begun by a widening on the estate upon 
the easterly corner of Summer street, passed February 27. 
Slight alterations were made upon Pearl street and Matthews 
street early in the year, and in December certain restricted 
portions of estates in the former street were laid out as part 
of the highway. An order to extend Quincy place to Pearl 
place, sent March 24th for concurrence, received it in 
December. |

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Adding to this, $4,289,427.75, the figures of the latter 
part of 1872, as above written, $861,175, a total of $5,150,- 
602.75 is attained, as the complete estimated cost of these 
improvements. 

In May came the fire upon Washington and Essex streets. 
Then the desired sixty feet width was secured for Washing- 
ton street, from Boylston to Avery street, and Essex street 
was made fifty feet wide, from Washington street to Harrison 
avenue. The cost was estimated at $144,474 for Washington 
street, and $82,130 for Essex street, or a total of $226,612. 

In other directions, the last half of the year, the Commis- 
sioners were not entirely inactive. It was difficult but not 
impossible to convince the residents of each different part of 
the city that the general economy must be rigidly applied to 
their particular sufferings for street accommodation. Where 
little matters could be accomplished at small and in some 
cases no cost to the city, they were given early attention, 
and some few of even more importance and expense were 
acted upon, having their justification, the Commissioners 
think, in both the safety and comfort of the people. 

Of these the following is a bricf résumé: Eastern avenue, 
to South Boston, in continuation of Congress street, was 
begun at Broad street and carried as far as ‘the Harbor 
Commissioners’ line, through Russia Wharf, and other property 
of unknown owners, at an estimated expense of $99,780; 
Bedford street was twice widened in the year; the first 
change in the lines was from Washington to Chauncy street, 
to obtain a uniform width of about thirty-eight feet between 
those points. The cost was estimated at $25,865. The 
other widening was to forty feet in that extremely narrow and 
crooked part between Summer and Kingston streets, and the 
expense was $31,907. Eliot street was extended from 
Pleasant street to Columbus avenue, through an estate belong- 
ing to the city, and Pleasant street was widened upon city * 
land from Park square a short distance southwardly of the 
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Eliot street extension; these alterations completing the 
improvements contemplated for this locality with the exten- 
sion of Columbus avenue to Park square in 1871. The 
schedule cost “for the land required for Eliot street was 
$56,752, and for the widening of Pleasant street, $12,256. 
Harrison avenue was widened upon certain restricted front 
lands near Kneeland street for $9,335. The extension of 
West Chester Park, from the Providence Railroad to Beacon 
street, was effected at a small expense to the city in land 
damages, the greater part of the territory required for it 
having been given under conditions explained at its passage 
through the Council. In Kast Boston, Prescott street was 
extended a short distance, over vacant land, from Trenton 
to Eagle street, for about $2,500. Magazine street, in 
Roxbury, was widened from Norfolk street and extended in 
a direct line to Dudley street, the cost, $24,000; and 
Eustis street was opened to Magazine street for $11,600. 

Some lesser matters were the acceptance of a considerable 
part of Thornton street and its opening to Marcella street 
($890,40), a widening in Ruggles near Parker street 
($2,976,25), upon Dudley street at Greenville street (about 
$2,000), on Blue Hill avenue at Mattapan ($1,000), at the 
junction of Dorchester and G streets ($1,800), on St. 
James street ($1,800), the widening of Dale street between 
Shawmut and Walnut avenues (for about $2,000), and the 
acceptance and widening of Ceylon street from Bird to 
Quincy street in Dorchester ($800). 

In South Boston the Board laid out those parts of Bolton, 
Bowen and Tudor streets between D and E streets, and 
that street known as Division street from Dorchester avenue 
to Foundry street, at no cost for the land, and with a release 
from the abuttors on the first three streets named of all 
claims for injury to their property from changes in grade. 
The State having conveyed Boylston street from Clarendon 
to Dartmouth street, Commonwealth avenue from Dartmouth 
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to Exeter street, Berkeley street from Beacon to Providence 
street, Exeter street from Beacon street to Commonwealth 
avenue, and Marlborough street from Dartmouth to Exeter 
street, to the City, they were accepted as» public ways. 
Buckingham street was also laid out, from Columbus avenue 
to Dartmouth street, all claims having been released by the 
owners upon it. In Roxbury a street known as Prescott 
street was made public upon a similar form of release, and 
Linwood square and Rockland street upon like conditions. 
Haynes street in East Boston, Newland street in the city 
proper, from West Concord to Worcester street, and Roslin, 
Harley, Ocean, Walton, Alban and Argyle streets, and a 
part of Welles avenue, in Dorchester, were the other streets 
of this description accepted during the year.

To [is Honor the Mayor, and the City Council of Boston : — 


GENTLEMEN, — In accordance with the custom of the last 
twenty years, I herewith submit to you my Annual Report 
for the year ending December 31, 1873. 


POLICE ORGANIZATION. 


The Statutes of the Commonwealth, chap. 123, of the year 
1838, provide that the Mayor and Aldermen of Boston may, 
from time to time, appoint such police officers for said city as 
they may judge necessary, with all or any of the powers of 
constables of said city, except the power of serving and exe- 
cuting any civil process; and the said police officers shall 
hold their office during the pleasure of said Mayor and 
Aldermen. 

The City Charter, section 40, chapter 448, of the year 
1854, so far modifies the statute that “in all cases wherein 
appointments to office are directed to be made by the Mayor 
and Aldermen, they shall be made by the Mayor by and with 
the consent of the Aldermen, and such officers may be re- 
moved by the Mayor.” The ordinance of the city, framed 
under the provisions of the statute and charter, provides that 
“the Police Department shall consist of one Chief of Police, 
one Deputy Chief of Police, one Captain of Police for each 
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Police District, and such number of Lieutenants, Sergentsa, 
Patrolmen, and Stewards as the Board of Aldermen, with 
the approval of the Mayor, shall deem necessary, to take rank 
in the order in which they are named, and to severally hold

their offices until vacated by death or resignation, or until 


they may be removed by the Mayor. 

The Mayor, being the chief executive officer of the city, 
necessarily holds the prerogative in the administration of 
police. . 

The police are required to enforce the laws of the Com- 
monwealth and to perform all the duties, and be subject to 
all the rules and regulations which are now or may hereafter 
be prescribed by the ordinances of the City Council, or the 
orders of the Board of Aldermen, that branch of the City 
Council being authorized by the statute to make from time to 
time such further rules and regulations for the government 
of the police as they may deem expedient. 

The committee for the general supervision of the depart- 
ment is selected from this branch, although members of the 
Common Council are joined in making appropriations and in 
other important matters. 

Appointments. — The records show that at one time it was 
so difficult to secure a sufficient number of watchmen for this 
city that the authorities were compelled to advertise for men 
for that duty, but no similar case has occurred for many years 


— in fact, to judge from the great number of petitions for ap- _ 


pointment continually on file, the position would seem to be at 
present a very desirable one, so much so that the appointing 
power is compelled to exercise great care in order to secure 
the services of the best men. One great difficulty in select- 
ing men from the list of petitioners arises from the fact that 
citizens of the highest respectability often place their names 
to recommendations for persons with whom they have no 


personal acquaintance whatever, and whom, perhaps, they 
have never seen. 
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Ji gentlemen who, in their kindness of heart, sign every 
petition presented to them, would recommend for appoint- 
ment only such persons as they would themselves select to 
watch over their own property and protect their own in- 
terests; orif they could be made to feel that they would be 
held individually accountable for any imposition they might 
unwittingly practise upon the appointing power, then a 
decided improvement would follow. 

For a few years past the action of the appointing power 
m this city has been well guarded. When an additional 
force has become necessary, the Mayor, with great care, 
selects from his large list of applications about double the 
number of names he intends to nominate; these are handed 
to the committee of three Aldermen, who summon to their 
presence all the applicants named, and after a careful ex- 
amination the requisite number is selected and a list of their 
names returned to the Mayor with the approval of the com- 
mittee. The Mayor then nominates to the Board of Alder- 
men such as have been approved by the committee, and the 
list is published and laid over one week for public inspection, 
when the Board at their next meeting either reject or confirm 
any or all of the persons nominated, as they may deem 
proper. | 

The following qualifications for office are required by the 
rules of the department : — 

The applicant must be a citizen of the United States. 

He must be a resident of Boston, and have paid taxes 
therein for two years next preceding his appointment. 

He must be not less than twenty-one, nor more than forty, 
years of age when first appointed. 

He must be of sound health and vigor, of unquestionable 
courage, of temperate and industrious habits, of peaceable 
and courteous manners, decorous and cleanly in person and 
dress, and disposed to be zealous in the service. 

All applications must be made in the handwriting of the 
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applicant, and he cannot be sworn into office by the City 
Clerk until he produce a certificate that he is, in the opinion 
of the City Physician, physically qualified for the service. 

In the discipline of the department, any person can make 
complaint for cause to the Mayor and Committee on Police, 
against any officer, and the complainant and witnesses are © 
heard, when the officer may be reprimanded, fined, suspended, 
or discharged, as the facts in the case may justify. 

If such a system is not calculated to secure the best men 
for the service, we can hardly expect to obtain them. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


The maximum number of the Police Department, as now 
organized, is 575 men. On the 31st of December, 1873, the 
entire force numbered 571 men, there being four vacancies. 


RANK AND FILE.

GENERAL DIVISIONS. 


The general divisions of the Department are the Central 
Division and eleven Police Districts. 

Lhe Central Division includes the office of the Chief of 
Police, the office of the Superintendent of Hacks, Wagons, 
Pawnbrokers and Intelligence Offices, the City Prison, and 
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the day and night watch of the City Hall, and the Registry of 
Deeds. 

The office of the Chief of Police is situated in the City 
Hall, and is open for the transaction of business from 8 
A. M. to6 P. M. each day of the year. During the night, 
the business of the office is transacted at Police Station 2, in 
Court Square. 

The office of the Superintendent of Hacks, Wagons, Pawn- 
brokers’ and Intelligence Offices, is also in the City Hall, and 
is open for the transaction of business from 8 A. M. to 6 
P. M. on week days only. 

The City Prison, in charge of the keepers, is open at all 
times, for the reception and temporary detention of prison- 
ers sent from the several Police Stations, and also for the 
temporary reception of prisoners committed by County and 
State officers.

POLICE DISTRICTS. 


All the territory within the jurisdiction of. the city is di- 
vided into eleven districts, and each district is subdivided 
into beats, so that the whole is covered by the Patrol Police 
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at all times. Each district has a Station House, and is in 
charge of a Police Captain, assisted by such number of Lieu- 
tenants, Sergeants and Patrolmen as may be necessary. ‘The 
patrol are in three divisions, one for day and two for night 
duty, covering the beats alternately.

SPECIAL SERVICE. 


Of the patrolmen who are permanently detailed for special 
service, two are in the service of the East Boston Ferry 
Department ; two in the service of the Registry of Deeds and 


ro. 
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Probate Department, as watchmen; one in the service of the 
Municipal Court of Dorchester; one in the service of the 
Truant Officers ; and the Police Constable who is employed 
in serving notices for the street, paving, and other depart- 
ments. 

In addition to these, for some years past, some fourteen 
officers are withdrawn from their beats annually, from the 
first of June till the last of September, for duty at bathing- 
houses. 

This arrangement reduces the force on beats seven men 
during the entire year, and some twenty-one during four 
months of the busiest season of the year. 

If it is the policy of the government that each department 
be chargeable with its own legitimate expenses, the question 
arises, — “ Ought all of these services to be paid for from 
the police appropriation ? ” 


INCREASE OF THE FORCE. 

Taking into consideration the long distance each offieer is 
now required to patrol, and the rapid increase of population 
and business, a further addition to the force would seem to 
be necessary at no distant day. 


GENERAL ORDER OF BUSINESS. 

There is kept at the Chief’s office a continuous 
record, in alphabetical order, of the names of all per- 
sons arrested by members of the department,- with a de- 
scription of the prisoner, and the offence committed in each 
case. There is kept also a continuous record of all lost 
and stolen property; all property for which owners are 
wanted ; lost children; missing persons; persons wanted for 
various offences ; persons found drowned, and all other mat- 
ters of a kindred nature, which are reported to the police 
from any source whatever; the record containing the names 
of all persons interested, and a description of all property. 
This record has been so kept for the past thirteen years, 
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and is arranged with an alphabetical index, taking the initial 
letter of the surname of the person most interested for the 
index letter, if in Boston, and the initial letter of the town or 
city, if out of Boston. There are kept also in the office, 
continuous records of all building permits, licensed carriages, 
wagons, pawn-shops and _ intelligence-offices; all accidents 
where the city may be interested; all defective streets and 
sidewalks; hydrants, water-pipes, gas-pipes, lamps, sewers, 
fire alarms, and dangerous buildings. Also are kept the 
daily and monthly reports of the Police Captains, and pay- 
rolls of the whole department, all arranged so as to be most 
convenient of reference. All reports of lost and stolen 
property, missing persons, lost children, etc., etc., as soon 
as received, are entered upon the books as aforementioned, 
and a copy immediately prepared for each station, and placed 
in the box belonging to that station, from which it is taken, 
with other documents, by messengers sent three times each 
day from the stations, and is read at roll-call to all members 
of the department. If a matter of importance occurs be- 
tween the visits of the District Messengers to the office, or 
during the night time, the telegraph which connects each out- 
lying station with the Central Office and with Station 2 is 
brought into requisition, and by this means all necessary or- 
ders are transmitted with certainty and despatch. During 
each day the Chief gathers such information relative to the 
business of the department as comes to hand, and at nine 
o’clock each morning holds.a meeting with his Deputy and 
the Captains, receiving their reports, conveying to them such 
information relative to the work as he may find necessary, 
and with them, taking such note of the past, and making such 
arrangements for the future, as the best interests of the ser- 
vice and the city seem to demand.

SUPERINTENDENT OF HACKS. 


Boston, Dec. 31, 1873. 
E. H. Savaae, Esq., Chief of Police: — 

Dear Sir, — In compliance with the usual custom, I have 
the pleasure of reporting the condition of my department as 
follows : — 

The whole number of licenses in force are 663, to which 
about 60 more will shortly be added by the annexation of 
Charlestown, West Roxbury and Brighton. The carriages 
are generally kept in good order, and the drivers are atten- 
tive to their duties. 

It has been found necessary during the year to remove the 
permanent carriages at the Tremont House, from Tremont to 
Beacon street, to accommodate the great and increasing travel 
through the former street. 

The work of this department at theatres and other places 
of amusement has been very arduous and difficult, owing 
principally to the narrow streets; but I have endeavored in — 
all cases to serve the public as well as circumstances would 
permit; and I believe general satisfaction has been given, 
although some complaints have been unavoidable, and all 
such have been personally attended to. I have been com- 
pelled to make complaints at court in twenty-six cases for 
violation of City Ordinances, while many drivers have been 
suspended and discharged by their employers for drunkenness 
and other causes. 

By your permission, I have also had the care of the public 
flag-staffs and flags, and the ropes, stakes, etc., required on 
public occasions. 

I have now under my charge 11 flag-staffs, all in good 
order but the one on the Common, which will require to be 
removed or replaced the coming season; 14 large flags; 43 
iron stakes ; 70 wood stakes ; about 600 fathoms loose rope ; 
2 sledge hammers; 2 mauls; 2 crowbars, and 1 police tent ; 
all of which are in good order.

The teamsters who were driven from their stands by the 
ereat fire of 1872 are now rapidly returning to their old 
localities, and I trust that the first of next July will find them 
all in their former positions, greatly to the relief of the nar- 
row streets in the vicinity of the burnt district, where we 
have been compelled to locate them temporarily. 

I must renew my report of last year, relative to vehicles 
known as “private,” run by parties who do only their own 
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work, and consequently having no license. ‘These are rap- 
idly increasing in number, and if they could be brought 
under the same ordinance as others, much trouble and an- 
noyance, both to the public and this department, might 
be avoided. Our streets are every year becoming more 
and more crowded, and although much has been accom- 
plished by widening, and in other ways, —the removal of 
the market-wagons from South Market street, proving a 
great relief to that locality, —still the number of teams 
is steadily increasing with the growth of our city, and no 
little labor is now needed to regulate the business of this 
department. In closing this brief report, I desire to say 
that I have been largely aided by my assistant, Mr. Rich- 
ardson, who has on all occasions been a very capable and 
reliable officer.

The great number of new buildings erected during the 
year, upon the ruins of the great fire of November 9th, 1872, 
and the late fire of May 30th, 1873, together with the large 
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amount of building in other parts of the city, has increased 
the work of this department very materially over any pre- 
vious year. The efforts of the builders upon both of the 
burnt districts have been of such magnitude and of such 
vital interest to the entire business community that I have 
used my best endeavors to lend them every assistance possi- 
ble, without interfering with the rights of the general pub- 
lic. Some complaints have been made both by the public 
and the builders, and all grievances, when the remedy was 
in my power, have been personally attended to, and adjusted 
as far as possible. Jam under great obligations to many of 
the builders for the readiness and courtesy with which they 
have complied with all requests to remove obstructions, and 
in some cases they have, to their own inconvenience, relin- 
quished a portion of their rights, that the public might be 
better accomniodated. I cannot refrain from again express- 
ing my opinion that much cause of complaint would be re- 
moved, and the convenience of the public promoted, if the 
ordinance could be changed, as recommended in previous 
reports, so as to require the builders in all cases to complete 
their areas, and lay their sidewalks as soon as the walls of 
the building are up to the Jevel of the street. I submit a 
statement of the building improvements on the several Police

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FUND FOR THE RELIEF OF DISABLED POLICEMEN. 


On the 17th day of June, 1870, the City Council passed 
an ordinance, to take effect on and after its passage, which 
provided that “All moneys received by Police Officers for 
fees as witnesses, and paid by them into the City Treasury, 
shall be kept as a separate fund for the period of five years, 
and be invested and managed by the Mayor, Treasurer,.and 
Auditor of the city for the time being, who shall be trustees 
thereof. 

“The income of said fund shall be applied to the relief of 
persons who have received an honorable discharge from the 
Police force by reason of sickness, age, or other disability, 
and who are in consequence thereof in necessitous circum- 
stances; and also to the relief of widows and orphans in ne- 
cessitous circumstances, of Police officers who have died 
while in the service of the city. Said trustees may make 
such rules and regulations for the appropriation and disburse- 
ment of the interest of said fund as they may deem expe- 
dient, subject, however, to such ordinances as the City Coun- 
cil may from time to time adopt.” The witness fees paid 
into the City Treasury by the officers as above referred to, 
consist of fees earned by them in the Municipal Court. All 
applications for relief, in accordance with the terms and con- 
ditions of the ordinance as given above, must be made in 
writing and addressed to the Auditor at the City Hall. 


The amount of funds now on deposit is . . $31,000 00 
Interest accrued in the hands of the Auditor . 803 25 


It is to be hoped that this fund may be largely increased at 
no distant day, that, by its means, simple acts of justice may 
be done to faithful officers who have been worn out in the 
service of the city.

IMPROVEMENTS. 
STATION HOUSES. 


The station houses on districts number one, two, four, 
five, six, nine and ten, are in good condition. 

The house on district number three is quite large, and 
owing to its construction, and the use of stoves for heating 
purposes, requires a very large amount of fuel during the 
cold season, especially in the basement, the cells being placed 
in the centre of the building, with a wide corridor around 
next to the walls, instead of the cells being on the outside 
and the corridor through the centre. If steam-heating appa- 
ratus were furnished for this house, the whole building could 
be kept comfortably warm much easier, and at much less 
expense. 

Population and business have so much increased at East 
Boston, that an increase of police protection there will soon 
be necessary, and the station house now there (number 
seven) is already too small; to make the house as large as 
necessary, some ten feet should be added to the rear, or west 
end. The bottom of the cellar should also be raised one foot, 
to secure a better pitch to the drains; and steam-heating ap- 
paratus should be substituted for the stoves now in use. 

Some two years since an appropriation was made for re- 
pairing and improving the station house on district number 
eight (Harbor Police). The basement of this house, where 
the cells are, is so low, that in high tides from twelve to 
eighteen inches of water is sometimes found there. There 
seems to be no remedy for this evil but to raise the house. 
This, with some slight improvements in the second story, 
and steam-heating apparatus, would make the house all that 
can be desired. 

The growth of population and business at South Boston 
has called for a division of that territory, which is now in- 
cluded in district number six, and the new station house now 
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erecting on Fourth street, near K, will amply provide for 
that necessity. The division should be made at or near Dor- 
chester street, and the new district will be properly number 
twelve; a division of the force at number six will be called 
for, and probably an increase of the force at both stations 
will be necessary after the division takes place. The house 
on district number eleven is much too small, and very incon- 
venient; but the house in contemplation at Field’s Corner, 
with the present arrangements at Neponset, Lower Mills and 
Mattapan, will probably be ample for a few years to come. 


HARBOR POLICE, AND THEIR BOATS. 


_As early as the year 1853, the City Government deemed it 
necessary to establish a police force for the special protec- 
tion of the harbor, and at the reorganization of the Police 
and Watch departments in May, 1854, the Harbor Police 
became one of the general divisions of the department, and 
was designated as Station No. 8. At that time this division 
numbered about a dozen men, who were furnished with a 
small sail-boat in which to visit the lower harbor, and two 
small row-boats for service in the upper harbor; and this 
arrangement was continued, with a gradual increase in the 
number of men, up to the year 1870, the sail-boat visiting 
the lower harbor by day, and the row-boats patrolling the 
upper harbor day and night. In 1870, the sail-boat becom- 
ing so old as to require great expense in repairs was sold, 
and since that time, notwithstanding the great addition of 
territory and increase of business, the small row-boats 
have been the only means provided for police service on the 
water. We have now within our police jurisdiction, includ- 
ing Boston proper, East Boston, South Boston, Dorchester 
and Hull, a water frontage of more than ten miles, with some 
one hundred and seventy wharves, many of which are con- 
tinually loaded with valuable merchandise, and in numerous 
instances are so situated that they cannot be properly pro- 
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tected from the land side. There are also within our limits 
at least ten islands, requiring more or less police protection, 
some of them having permanent residents, and nearly all 
visited daily during the summer months by pleasure parties 
and excursions, numbering hundreds of men, women and 
children, and including, especially on Sundays, numerous 
persons of doubtful character. Our harbor is also alive at 
all seasons with steam and sailing vessels from all parts of 
the world, together with other water craft of all sizes and 
descriptions, carrying thousands of people, and millions of 
dollars of property ; and there is nowhere in New England, 
a field affording a better opportunity for plunder and the 
commission of crime. 

The rules and regulations of this department require the 
officers to board all foreign vessels on their arrival in the 
harbor, and serve them with copies of the Harbor Regula- 
tions ; to prevent runners of sailor boarding-houses from vis- 
iting vessels to incite crews to desertion and mutiny ; and by 
an act of congress, passed June 7, 1872, the police are re- 
quired “to give their assistance in apprehending any seaman 
or apprentice, who deserts from, or refuses to join and go to 
sea in, any ship in which he has duly engaged to serve.” 

The officers are also required to challenge all boats, and 
pursue and examine them when seen under suspicious cir- 
cumstances; to send back all vessels that may have run 
quarantine, and to assist in other quarantine regulations; to 
prevent the removal of gravel from the islands; to protect 
powder boats and lobster grounds; to remove and care for 
the bodies of dead persons found afloat or washed ashore on 
the islands; to hasten to the assistance of all boats that are 
capsized or are otherwise in distress, or to the scene of any 
accident or breach of the peace that may occur in the harbor ; 
and, in short, to give general protection to life and property, 
and to preserve the peace at the wharves, on the islands, and 
on ship-board; and also to send police aid to the town of 
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Hull whenever occasion may require. To do this work, we 
now have only small row-boats, carrying but two men each, 
too small and too slow to visit the lower harbor with, even 
in fair weather; and capable of doing in the upper harbor 


only a small part of the work there required to be done; with | 


the immense amount of property, and the great variety of 
people and interests scattered over so large an area of water, 
islands and wharves, where there are cases continually aris- 
ing that demand the earliest possible presence of the police, 
it must be apparent to all that there is an urgent and increas- 
ing necessity in this quarter for an active and efficient force, 
and that they should have at their command the best means 
for reaching any given point in the shortest possible time, 
and for rendering every possible assistance that emergency 
may require. 

Some six years since, arrangements were made, and con- 
siderable money was expended, toward building a Harbor 
Police steamboat; the plan then contemplated a boat ninety 
feet long, fifteen feet beam, and about nine feet draught, at a 
cost of $25,000. Pending the consideration of the matter, 
the objections were raised that such a boat would be too large 
and unwieldy for the purpose desired, altogether too expen- 
sive, and would be very liable to be subverted to use for 
pleasure, to the disadvantage of the service, and the project 
was abandoned. If sucha boat is not open to all these ob- 
jections at the present time, it is certain that a much smaller 
one would be much better adapted to the work required to be 
done ; while a boat of such light draught as to be freely used 
about the wharves, over the flats, and along the shore of Dor- 
chester, and still of sufficient size to visit the lower harbor 
safely, could be furnished for from ten to twelve thousand 
dollars, could be manned and run at very small expense in 
addition to that now incurred by the row-boats in use, and 
would give a strength and stability to this arm of the ser- 
vice that can be obtained in no other way.

POLICE TELEGRAPH. 


A telegraphic communication was established between the 
central office and the several station houses as early as 1858, 
and was of great convenience when the apparatus was in 
order, but the motive power was not under the control of 
this department, and in the use of ten years, the wires be- 
came rusty, the machinery impaired, and in 1868 the lines 
became nearly useless. Recognizing the importance of 
reliable telegraphic communication between the central 
office and the several stations, the government gave the mat- 
ter their consideration, which resulted in the passage of an 
order for a new Police Telegraph, which was completed in 
1871, and was a great improvement on the old arrangement ; 
although at first we had but three lines of wire to the eleven 
stations, three or four stations being attached to one wire ; 
this system was open to the objection that if one wire became 
broken or disarranged, all the stations attached thereto 
became at once cut off. On the occasion of the great fire all 
the southern lines were burnt off; but before the fire reached 
them, the telegraph was put to such important use in calling 
the police together, and in transmitting information, that the 
city government at once saw the necessity of making this 
channel of communication as perfect as possible, and readily 
appropriated the necessary means to furnish a separate wire 
to each station. We have now Anders’ magneto dial ma- 
chines, which are arranged with a simple key-board and a 
circular alphabetical indicator, the motive. power being at all 
times under the control of the operator, and the whole easily 
operated by a child of ten years if he has learned how to 
spell. ‘There is a machine at the central office and one in 
each station, and each of the eleven stations is connected 
with the central office by an independent wire. The whole 
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now gives such entire satisfaction that we believe we have as 
simply-constructed, as simply-worked, and as useful a Polive 
Telegraph, as can be found in the world. 


MOUNTED POLICE. 


That part of Beacon street, known as the Milldam, has 
become one of the most convenient and pleasant of the many 
drives leading out of the city, and any pleasant afternoon, 
especially on Sunday, the avenue presents a pretty lively 
aspect. The count taken one afternoon last November 
showed that 1,761 teams passed over Beacon street, opposite 
Parker street, in the space of six hours. The proportion of 
fast teams was large, and the inducement to “let them go” 
became so strong, even at the risk of life and limb, that 
a police force on foot could not command the situation, 
while complaints of reckless driving were so frequent that 
it was deemed necessary to place a mounted patrol there, 
and one officer was detailed for that duty. The experi- 
ment was commenced in May last, and has thus far proved 
a decided success, the officer on duty there having not only 
been able to secure the much-needed reform in reckless 
driving, but he has on several occasions intercepted and 
stopped valuable runaway teams, that were dashing madly 
through the street, to the great risk of injury to property 
and human lives. This is the first experiment with a 
Mounted Police Patrol in Boston, although for some time 
practised successfully in other cities. Sergeants who had 
command of police detail during the great fire were placed 
in the saddle to great advantage, and it is believed that a 
small mounted force in the outer districts would place the 
department on a footing to give better protection and se- 
curity to the city. 


THE INSANE. 


In my last annual report, I had the honor to call the 
attention of the City Council to the limited provision then

made for taking proper care of such insane persons as come 
into the charge of this department, while they are under our 
care, and as no definite action has been taken in the matter, 
and the condition of things still remains unchanged, I beg 
leave to again bring the matter to the notice of the City 
Government. 

The treatment of insane persons has long engaged the 
attention of the benevolent, and extensive accommodations 
and the best of medical attendance have been provided at 
the public expense, and by other charitable means, to meet 
the wants and relieve the necessities of this unfortunate 
class of persons. 

But, although much has been done, and great expense 
incurred, to alleviate the sufferings and restore the health 
of those who have been deprived of their reason, yet a 
most important measure has been overlooked and left un- 
done, in not making suitable provision for the reception and 
care of such persons on the first symptoms of the attack, — 
a time when is offered the most favorable opportunity for 
successful treatment. 

By the police records of our own city it appears that 
while the population has increased only about thirty-two 
and one-half per cent. during the past ten years, the number 
of cases of insanity cared for by the police has increased 
during the same time one hundred and thirty-five per cent. ; 
and this without reckoning cases of delirium tremens. 

The disease is confined to no class, age, or sex, but per- 
sons of every rank and condition in life are stricken down, 
often without warning to themselves or friends, and at once 
fall under our care in every conceivable condition, from the 
quiet, inoffensive imbecile, to the furious, raving maniac. 

When it becomes necessary for an officer to take an 
insane person into custody, he has no place for him but a 
station house, and there a prison cell is the only place 
provided for his reception; if the person is violent and 
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liable to do himself injury, he must be immediately removed 
to the City Prison, and even if quiet and harmless, he must 
eventually be taken there before an opportunity is offered 
for his examination by the Board of Physicians. At the 
city prison there are two cells, with stuffed sides and hard 
floors, where the insane person, be it man or woman, is 
placed for security, and cared for with the best means the 
keeper can command; but these cells are dark, damp, and, 
like the rest of the prison, poorly ventilated ; they are also 
in close proximity to thirty-four other prison cells, where are 
confined each succeeding night from twenty to one hundred 
other prisoners, many of whom are still under the influence 
of dissipation and debauch, often making the whole prison a 
complete pandemonium, much better calculated to derange 
the nervous system of a sane person than to quiet that of a 
maniac; and, in spite of the best efforts of those having the 
final disposition of the patient, he is often compelled to re- 
main in this dungeon for forty-eight hours, and sometimes 
even longer. The cells in a police station house, or the 
city prison, are, with the best arrangements we can make, 
poor and unsafe places in which to confine an insane man or 
woman, but we have no other. 

There should be provided for temporary detention some 
suitable quiet place, where, under the care of skilful physi- 
cians and experienced attendants, the hundreds of insane 
persons who fall into our hands may have that attention and 
treatment long demanded by every principle of humanity, 
and where the earliest and best means can be taken to secure 
relief. 

Could not such arrangements be made at the Asylum at 
South Boston, where the police could readily convey such 
persons as come under their charge, and where the patients 
could be properly cared for pending their examination by 
the Board of Physicians ? 
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NIGHT-WALKING. 


It appears, from the record, that the average number of 
arrests for night-walking during the past four years is less 
than the average of the six years immediately previous. 
There have been, however, many of this class of persons 
taken in charge by the police, who have not been numbered 
among the arrests, but who have been sent to their friends 
out of the city ; while about one-third of those complained 
of at court, and convicted, have been put on probation, and 
an effort made to place them under such restraint as will 
prevent their falling again under those influences that must 
inevitably drag them down to infamy. 

The great injustice and moral wrong which characterizes 
the administration of the law, in the case of this class of 
friendless, misguided and unfortunate females, is repugnant 
to all the better feelings of humanity; and it is not well 
understood how an act committed by one sex, under tempta- 
tions and inducements held out by the other, can be criminal 
on the part of the seduced, and justifiable on the part of the 
seducer. 

Why a law so unequal and unjust should be suffered to 
disgrace our statute books is a question remaining unan- 
swered. 


TEMPORARY RELIEF FOR THE POOR. 


No class of persons has better opportunities or facilities 
for learning the real necessities and the true condition of the 
poor than those who are constantly patrolling the localities 
in which the poor live, and whose duties bring them contin- 
ually into contact with this class of our population; but in 
their years of experience, these patrolmen have learned that 
the most persistent applicants for charity are not always the 
most worthy, nor even the most needy; and they also find 
many who are in destitution and distress, who, rather than 


resign their self-reliance, or from fear of becoming paupers 
4 
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and a public burden, shrink from the hand that is extended 
to relieve them, and bear their suffering, as best they may, in 
silence and unaided; there are many such in Boston whom 
our public charities never reach. In view of these facts, it 
has been the practice at this office, for a few years past, to 
invite such little contributions as are cheerfully given for the 
benefit of this class of persons; and it was almost wholly 
among this class, beginning with the widow and orphan, that 
more than three hundred families were fed on last Thanks- 
giving Day, the means being provided by kind-hearted ladies 
and gentlemen, who confided in the Police Department to 
distribute a portion of their charity. The police, in their 
midnight rounds, are often called to witness the most dis- 
tressing cases of poverty and destitution, where immediate 
assistance from some source is an absolute necessity, and 
this frequently at a time when the doors of our charitable 
institutions are closed ; the office cannot stop to inquire where 
the sufferer belongs, or what cause brought him to want, 
but no one is passed by in distress without something being 
done for temporary relief, and the little expense thus in- 
curred is met by the charitable contributions of kind- 
hearted persons before referred to. 

In our efforts to give temporary relief to the suffering 
poor, whether acting under the instructions of the City 
Council, or from the promptings of humanity, we have not 
rendered aid indiscriminately ; nor have we designed to in- 
terfere with the duties or to trespass upon the prerogatives 
of others, but we have endeavored quietly to lend our aid in 
the relief of sickness, poverty and distress, with such means 
as we have had at our command, hoping to meet the appro- 
bation of all good citizens, and of the government we are 
endeavoring to serve. 


A BRIEF VIEW OF BOSTON IN 1873. 


The Board of Assessors intimate the comparative propor- 
tion of the number of polls to the population as one to four 
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and a half. This estimate gave an excess over the census in 
1870, of 5,465. The following table, based on this estimate, 
shows the population in 1873 to be 309,151. It is therefore 
considered safe to estimate the present population to be 
least 300,000.

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NOTES ON THE TABLE OF CRIME. 
Comparative Increase of Crime and Population. 


It has been claimed by those who have carefully considered 
the subject that, in all large cities, the increase of vice, 


immorality and crime is likely to more than keep pace with. 


the increase of population. 

To learn, as nearly as practicable, how far this rule will 
apply to our own city for the last few years, the foregoing 
table has been carefully prepared from the police records, 
dividing the last decade into two periods, the first period cover- 
ing the first six years, viz., from 1864 to 1869, inclusive, and 
the last period covering the last four years, viz., from 1870 
to 1873, inclusive, and averaging the years in each period 
for the purpose of comparing the general average of the 
two. Thus, we first find the population in 1864 to have been 
185,000; that in 1869 to have been 237,000, and the average 
for the six years about 207,000, while the average of the 
four years — 1870 to 1873 — is about 275,000, or an increase 
of the latter average over the former of a little over 32} 
per cent. Having before us the general: average of popula- 
tion, and of crime as shown in the table for the first six years, 
and keeping in view the average increase of 324 per cent. 
in population the last four years, we can easily calculate what 
we might reasonably expect to be the increase of crime dur- 
ing the latter period. In pursuing our investigations on this 
basis, we find the average number of arrests during the first 
six years to be 28,113; add to this 324 per cent., being pro- 
portionate to the average increase of population, and we 
have 37,249, being the average number of arrests we might 
reasonably expect for the last four years; but on turning to 
the table of arrests actually made during the latter period, 
we find the average to be only 28,122, and this notwithstand- 
ing the tendency to crime consequent upon so great an 
increase of population, and without taking into account the 
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fact that the arrests for the first six years do not include 
those made in Roxbury or Dorchester before their annexa- 
tion, which, if included, would show the average for the last 
four years in a still more favorable light. The increase of 
females and minors among the arrests nearly keeps pace with 
the increase of population, while the increase of non-resi- 
dent criminals is 43 per cent., or a gain of about 104 per 
cent. on the increase of population, the records showing 
that 20 per cent. or one-fifth of all the crime committed in 
Boston during the last four years has been done by non-resi- 
dents. And while offences of less magnitude during the 
same period compare favorably with those of the six former 
years, offences of a more aggravated character have actually 
diminished, with the single exception of murder, and that 
offence would average the same for both periods, were it not 
for arrests made here for murder committed out of the city. 


DRUNKENNESS. 


Commencing in the year 1864, a practice was adopted in 
disposing of persons arrested for drunkenness, to record 
those sent to court, as “drunk,” and those discharged when 
sober, as “lodgers,” with the letter D set against their names 
to distinguish them from sober lodgers. The result of that 
year’s work showed 2,561 drunks, and 11,819 lodgers with 
the letter D attached, making the actual arrests for drunken- 
ness in that yedr 14,380, as shown in the table, in which the 
11,819 lodgers with the D annexed are also added to the total 
of arrests, where they properly belong. The same rule was 
continued up the close of the year 1869, and the same 
method of arranging the table is continued up to that time. 
From the commencement of the year 1870 up to the present 
time it has been the rule to record all persons sent to court 
for drunkenness as “drunk,” and all those who were brought 
in more or less intoxicated and discharged when sober, were 
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set down “disorderly,” and the table is made up from that 
record. 

The number of places where intoxicating liquors are now 
sold in the city is reported by the police captains to be 2,427, 
some 300 less than last year, and about 500 less than in the 
year 1871. The average number of persons arrested for 
drunkenness during the last four years is about 10 per cent. 
more than the average of the six former years, not having 
kept pace with the increase of population by about 22 per 
cent. ; and the arrests from the same cause during 1872 and 
1873 are about 10 per cent. less than in 1870 and 1871, show- 
ing an actual decrease in drunkenness during the past two 
years, notwithstanding the steady increase in population dur- 
ing that period. 


PROTECTION OF LIFE AND PROPERTY. 


The protection of life and property during the last four 
years will compare favorably with any former period. The 
average amount of property reported stolen yearly in the 
city, for the six years ending in 1869, is $334,512; add to 
this 82} per cent. for the increase of population, and we 
have the sum of $443,228; but turning to the yearly aver- 
age for the four years ending in 1873, and we find the same 
amounts to only $74,236, being only about one-fifth of the 
average for the six former years, and Jess than one-sixth of 
what it must have been had the amount kept pace with the 
increase of population. 

The system of this department has been for a long time to 
keep in the books an account of debt and credit with the loss 
and recovery of stolen property, the department being 
charged with all property reported stolen in the city, and 
credited with property recovered by our officers whether 
stolen in or out of the city. The average amount recovered 
during the six former years is $197,735, or about 59 per 


ay 
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cent. of the average amount stolen during the same time. 
The average amount of property recovered during the last 
four years is $71,390, being 96 per cent. of the average 
amount stolen during the same time. 

No rewards have been offered through this department 
during the past four years for the detection of crime or the 
recovery of stolen property. 

Notwithstanding there has been little or no increase of 
crime during the last four years, as shown by the foregoing 
comparison, yet the amount of fines imposed for minor 
_ offences has increased from $42,244 up to $62,539, on about 
the same number of arrests, while imprisonment for more 
ageravated crimes remains nearly the same as during the 
six former years. 

There are some honest people who seem to think that Bos- 
ton is advancing with rapid strides in the paths of intemper- 
ance and wickedness, but these figures do not seem to war- 
rant that conclusion. 


DEALING WITH CRIMINALS. 


A leading object of the department for a few years past 
has been to prevent crime, and for that purpose it has been 
the design to make Boston an uncomfortable and unsafe place 
for wicked men. And with this end in view, we have not 
waited for some crime to be committed, but persons whose 
bad character and evil designs were well known have been 
interviewed and brought to public notice by friendly intro- 
ductions at head-quarters, while we have sometimes preserved 
copies of their features, and used such other mild, but justi- 
fiable means as the occasion required or opportunity offered, 
in the hope that such measures would save our citizens from 
the overt acts of this class of persons, and perhaps save 
themselves from the evil consequences of their own folly. 
We trust our efforts in this direction have not been wholly 
fruitless; while, on the other hand, the records show that 
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something has been done to bring to justice such criminals as 
did not heed the warning. | 

To show the views taken by some of the most inveterate 
thieves that have fallen into our custody, I may be allowed 
to quote a few of their remarks relative to our system. When 
the notorious “Shaver Good” and his accomplices were ar- 
rested, and the robbery of several houses and stores fastened 
upon them, Good said, with all apparent sincerity, “I have 
travelled every city in the United States for the last seven- 
teen years, and “was never collared before, and I would 
not have been now, but for that ‘mug’ of mine that sticks in 
your gallery.” 

Kenney, who was arrested by our officers, for committing 
several burglaries in Lynn and adjacent towns, when asked 
why he had not worked in Boston, replied, “I once had an . 
introduction there at head-quarters, and don’t like the place.” 

When Bill Sheridan, who, with his gang, had robbed some 
twenty dwellings in towns near Boston, was brought in by 
our city police, with some three thousand dollars’ worth of 
plunder, he was asked why he had not tried his hand in 
Boston, said he, “’Tis too hot here; I don’t know your 
shadows ; you don’t give me fair play; we don’t like your 
style; andif I had kept out of this one-horse town 
with my ‘swag’ I would have been all right now.” 

In the administration of criminal law experience has taught 
us that the uncertainty of conviction increases with the mag- 
nitude of the crime charged. In capital cases especially : what 
with the ingenuity of counsel, juries judging of law as well 
as facts, and conscientious scruples that unavoidably creep 
in during the trial, whatever may be the evidence, convic- 
tion is somewhat doubtful. Is it not true that he who em- 
bezzles his million, or kills his neighbor in cold blood, has a 
better chance to escape his just deserts than he who steals a 
loaf of bread, or commits a simple assault? And if con- 
victed, even the most hardened criminal, be he guilty of 
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the most heinous crime, finds at once thrown around him a 
false sympathy that holds out encouragement, and a guaranty 
of safety, not enjoyed by the petty thief. | 

It is a singular fact that the occurrence of some frightful 
event is almost sure to be followed by others of the same 
character, like some fearful epidemic, counting its victims in 
its mysterious progress. 

Whether the reproduction of scenes attending some bloody 
deed, forced by hundreds of batteries continually upon some 
disordered mind, may not lead to a repetition of the deed 
itself; and whether the dreadful tragedies that have so re- 
cently occurred in our own neighborhood may not have been 
multiplied under such influence, are questions for serious 
consideration. 

In a commercial city numbering three hundred thousand 
inhabitants, not including the sixty thousand business people 
who reside and sleep outside her limits; with a transient 
population from all parts of the world, to whom we trace 
one-fifth of all the crime that is committed within her bor- 
ders ; no system of protection, however perfect, can prevent 
daily violations of criminal law, and crimes of the most ag- 
gravated character may often occur, under circumstances 
which no human foresight could anticipate, or human ingenu_ 
ity unveil; yet in the maintenance of peace and good order, 
in the security of life and property, and in the enjoyment of 
equal rights, and civil and religious liberty, Boston will com- 
pare favorably with any city in the world. 

In a city of the magnitude of ours, with a rapid increase 
of territory, population, and business, an efficient police 
force is a necessity of the highest importance ; and when our 
present police system, and the result of its workings, are 
compared with those of other cities, we believe it is shown 
to be well calculated to meet the present wants of our peo- 
ple; and with increased numbers, additional telegraph and 
other necessary facilities, and judicious management, may 
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continue to do so for a long time to come. As the depart- 
ment increases in numbers, and new districts are added, it 
will be impossible for the chief officer of the department to 
exercise more than a general supervision over the whole, and 
a greater responsibility will necessarily rest upon the officers 
in charge of their respective divisions, and their powers, pre-— 
rogatives and compensation for the work done by them, 
should be equal to the responsibilities for which they are held 
accountable. A strict adherence to this rule would secure a 
more perfect discipline, and a better service. 

The duties of the Chief of Police are often difficult and 
perplexing, requiring constant care and untiring industry 
every day of the year; and the past year is far from being 
an exception to that rule; but I can truly say that in my 
efforts to perform my duty, I have ever been cheerfully and 
creditably aided and sustained by the officers in every branch 
of the service. The department is under good discipline, 
and the several branches are acting together in harmony, and 
I trust that the work of the year here laid before you will be 
a satisfactory guaranty of its faithfulness and efficiency. 

In concluding this, my fourth annual report, I desire to 
thank you, Mr. Mayor, and also all the members of the pres- 
ent and past city governments for the kind consideration I 
have ever received at your hands.

Requiring the Committee on Finance to report upon all 
requests for additional appropriations, transfers or loans. 

Requiring Joint Committees to report to the Board in which 
the subject of their report originated. 

Requiring reports to be signed by a member of the Com- 
mittee belonging to the body to which the report.is pre- 
sented. | 
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Requiring notice to be given by the clerks when any 
ordinance, order, or resolution, originating in one branch is 
rejected in the other. 

The accompanying order covers the proposed changes in 
the rules.

Ordered, That the following rules and orders be adopted 
for the government of the City Council during the ensuing 
Municipal Year : — 

Section 1. At the commencement of the Municipal Year 
the following Joint Standing Committees shall be constituted, 
Viz. :— 

A Committee of Accounts, to consist of three Aldermen and 
five members of the Common Council, all to be chosen by 
ballot. 

A Committee on Finance, to consist of seven members of 
the Common Council, to be chosen by ballot; and the Mayor 
and the Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, ex officiis. 

The following Committees shall be appointed, namely : — 

A Committee on Armories and Military Affairs, to con- 
sist of three Aldermen and five members of the Common 
Council. 

A Committee on the Assessors’ Department, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

A Committee on Claims, to consist of three Aldermen and 
five members of the Council. 

A Committee on Common and Public Grounds, to consist 
of three Aldermen and five members of the Common 
Council. 

A Committee on the City Engineers’ Department, to con- 
sist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 
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A Committee on East Boston Ferries, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

A Committee on the Fire Department, to consist of two 
Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

A Committee on Fuel, to consist of two Aldermen and 
three members of the Common Council. 

A Committee on the Harbor, to consist of two Aldermen 
and three members of the Common Council. 

A Committee on the Health Department. to consist of two 
Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

A Committee on the City Hospital, to consist of two Al- 
dermen and three members of the Common Council. 

A Committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of two 
Aldermen and three members of the Common Council, who 
shall, unless otherwise ordered, be authorized to appear be- 
fore committees of the General Court and defend the city’s 
interests. 

A Committee on Mount Hope Cemetery, to consist of two 
Aldermen and three members’of the Common Council. 

A Committee on Ordinances, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five members of the Common Council. 

A Committee on the Overseers of the Poor, to consist of 
two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

A Committee on Printing, to consist of two Aldermen and 
three members of the Common Council. 

A Committee on Public Baths, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 

A Committee on Public Buildings, to consist of three Al- 
dermen and five members of the Common Council. 

A Committee on Public Institutions, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

A Committee on Public Instruction, to consist of three Al- 
dermen, and the President and four members of the Com- 
mon Council. 
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A Committee on Public Lands, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 

A Committee on the Public Library, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

A Committee on Salaries, to consist of two Aldermen and 
three members of the Common Council; and it shall be the 
duty of said Committee to report to the City Council, in the 
month of February or March, orders establishing the salaries 
of the several city officers for the ensuing year; and the re- 
port of said Committee shall designate particularly the changes, 
if any, proposed in said salaries. 

A Committee on laying out and widening Séreets, to con- 
sist of three Aldermen and five members of the Common 
Council. 

A Committee on the City Surveyor’s Department, to con- 
sist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

A Committee on the Department for the Survey and In- 
spection of Buildings, to consist of three Aldermen and five 
members of the Common Council. 

A Committee on the Treasury Department, to consist of 
two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

A Committee on Water, to consist of three Aldermen and 
five members of the Common Council. 


The member of the Board of Aldermen first named on 
every Joint Committee, of which the Mayor is not a mem- 
ber, shall be its chairman; and, in case of his resignation or 
inability, the other members of the same Board in the order 
in which they are named, and, after them, the member of the 
Common Council first in order, shall call meetings of the 
Committee, and act as chairman. 

Secor. 2. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of the City Council, if either Board shall request a 
conference, and appoint a Committee of Conference, and the 
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other Board shall also appoint a Committee to confer, such 
Committee shall, at a convenient hour, to be agreed upon by 
their chairman, meet and state to each other, verbally or in 
writing, as either shall choose, the reasons of their respec- 
tive Boards for and against the matter in controversy, confer 
freely thereon, and report to their respective branches. 

Secor. 8. When either Board shall not concur in any ac- 
tion of the other, notice of such non-concurrence shall be 
given by written message. 

Seor. 4. Hither Board may propose to the other, for its 
concurrence, a time to which both Boards shall adjourn. 

Sect. 5. All By-Laws passed by the City Council shall be 
termed “Ordinances,” and the enacting style shall be: Be it 
ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City 
of Boston in City Council assembled. 

Sucr. 6. In all votes, when either or both branches of the 
City Council express anything by way of command, the 
form of expression shall be “Ordered ;” and when either or 
both branches express opinions, principles, facts or purposes, 
the form shall be “ Resolved.” 

Secor. 7. In the present and every future financial year, 
the specific appropriations for the several objects enumerated 
in the general appropriation bill shall be deemed and taken 
to be the maximum amount to be expended by the several 
Committees having the charge thereof, for the entire financial 
year, and shall be expended with a proper regard thereto ; 
and, after the annual order of appropriations shall have been 
passed, no additional expenditures shall be authorized for 
any object unless provision for the same shall be made by 
special transfer from some of the appropriations contained in 
such annual order, or by expressly creating therefor a city 
debt, in either of which cases the order shall not be passed 
until reported upon by the Committee on Finance, and 
unless two-thirds of the whole number of each branch of the 
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City Council shall vote in the affirmative, by vote taken by 
yea and nay. 

And any Joint Standing or Special Committee may expend 
from the appropriations provided by the City Council an 
amount not exceeding two hundred dollars. 

Sect. 8. In all contracts or expenditures to be made under 
the authority of the City Council, whenever the estimates 
shall exceed the appropriations specially made therefor, or 
whenever any Committee shall have expended the sum spe- 
cially appropriated for its use ip the order of appropriation 
for the year, and in either case shall require a further sum, it 
shall be the duty of such Committee, having such matter in 
charge, to submit the fact to the City Council for instruction, 
accompanied with a detailed statement in print, of the cause 
or causes which have created the necessity for such applica- 
tion, and the object for which the same is needed. And no 
contract shall be made or expenditure authorized in either 
case, unless by a specific vote of the City Council, first making 
the necessary provision for the payment resulting therefrom ;* 
and no debt shall be created, or transfer from one special 
appropriation to another be made, until such report or state- 
ment shall have been submitted to the City Council by the 
committee requiring the same. 

Sect. 9. Joint Standing Committees shall cause records to 
be kept of their proceedings in books provided by the city for 
that purpose. The Committee from neither branch of the 
City Council shall act by separate consultations; and no re- 
port shall be received unless agreed to in Committee actually 
assembled. 


* Committees not only have not the right to make expenditures for any pur- 
pose beyond the amount which has been previously appropriated for it; but 
they have not the right to expend the appropriation, 07 any part of it even, 
unless that right is first conferred upon them by the body from which they are 
appointed.

The foregoing statement of surveys, plans, etc., shows 
only a portion of the work performed during the year in this 
department. As much of the work is of a miscellaneous 
nature, it cannot be classified, such as the giving of grades 
and lines of streets, surveys and levels, and plans for the 
Paving, Public Buildings, Public Lands, and other depart- 
ments, measurement of contractors’ work for the Paving De- 
partment, drawing plans, and writing descriptions of land for 
the City Solicitor, ete. 
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THE BURNT DISTRICTS. 


The surveys of the improvements in the Burnt District 
(by the fire of Nov. 9th, and 10th, 1872) were entirely 
completed early in the year. Considerable delay was occa- 
sioned by the City Government and Street Commissioners in 
deliberating upon the best lines of widening and extension of 
streets ; but the work was pushed forward as fast as practi- 
cable after the new lines had been adopted. 

As was stated in my last report, great difficulty was met 
with in determining the old lines of the streets, as in many 
cases the foundation walls were entirely demolished and the 
sidewalks broken down, and the division walls in some in- 
stances were wholly destroyed, — causing considerable time 
and labor in making the surveys. 

A grade plan was prepared, and adopted by the Board of 
Aldermen in the month of January, raising the grade of the 
lowest portion of the territory lying between Devonshire, 
Broad, Franklin aud State streets. 

The work of raising*the grade and paving the streets will 
be completed during the coming year. 

The fire which occurred on the thirtieth of May last, at the 
junction of Washington and Essex streets, afforded an oppor- 
tunity for the city to widen those streets embraced within the 
district burnt over. This district contains about two and a 
half acres. A survey was commenced, directly after the fire, 
of that immediate neighborhood, and was finally extended be- 
tween Washington and Chauncy streets, as far north as Summer 
street ; and between Washington and Tremont streets, as far 
as West street. A large plan was made showing all the estates 
and buildings within these limits, and submitted to the Street 
Commissioners for their consideration as to what was expe- 
dient to be done on account of the fire. After several consul- 
tations between the Street Commissioners and the Joint Stand- 
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ing Committee on Streets, the only improvements finally 
agreed upon were the widening of Washington and Essex 
streets; and the surveys and plans for the widening of these 
streets were accordingly made. 


HALLECK-STREET DISTRICT. 


The surveys of this low territory in Roxbury, containing 
about twenty-eight acres, lying between Tremont, Ruggles, 
Parker and Prentiss streets, were completed early in the 
year. 

The city was authorized, by an act of the Legislature of 
1872, to take the estates within this territory, and raise the 
grade of the streets and lots in a similar manner to the im- 
provements made in the Church and Suffolk-street Districts. 
The Joint Special Committee on the Suffolk-street District, 
to whom this subject was referred, after carefully examining 
the question, reported that, in their opinion, the nuisance 
existing there could be abated by the Board of Health; and 
recommended that no further action be taken by the City 
Council. Their report was accepted, and the immediate 
nuisance abated by the Board of Health. 


NORTHAMPTON-STREET DISTRICT. 


The City Council was authorized, by the acts of 1873, to 
order the owners of estates within this district, which is 
bounded by Washington, Eustis, Mall, Albany and North- 
ampton streets, containing about forty-eight acres, to fill 
their lands to a grade of twelve feet above mean low water, — 
the grade established for the cellars, back yards, and vacant 
lots, by the Board of Aldermen. 

The notices were served on the first day of October last. 
If the owners fail to comply with the order, the city is 
required by the act to fill the lands to the established grade, 
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and assess the cost thereof on the property filled. The 
expense of raising the grade of all public and private streets 
and courts is to be borne by the city. 

During the latter part of the year the Committee on 
Suffolk-street District, to whom this subject was referred, 
requested the City Surveyor to make the necessary surveys, 
plans, profiles and estimates, with a view to the improve- 
ment of the territory, by raising the grade, and laying out 
new streets across it, aud widening some of the existing 
ones. ‘These surveys are now in progress, and it is expected 
they will be completed as soon as the city is authorized to 
begin the work. Approximate estimates have also been 
made of the amount of earth required to fill the territory. 
The contract work and final measurements of the filling, how- 
ever, will be done under the direction of the City Engineer, 
as required by the city ordinance. 


EXTENSIVE SURVEY AT THE WEST END. 


A survey has been made during the year of that portion 
of the West End bordering upon Leverett, Green and Court 
streets, between Cragie’s bridge and Scollay square. 

This survey was made with a view to the widening of 
Leverett street, and extending the same to Bowdoin square, 
and also the widening of Court street between Bowdoin 
square and Sudbury street, — thus making a wider and more 
direct avenue to the West End and to East Cambridge. It 
is plotted on a scale of twenty feet to an inch, is sixteen feet 
long by four feet wide, and shows the estates, buildings and 
owners’ names. 

As this improvement is, as yet, only a projected one, the 
Street Commissioners have not given the subject sufficient 
consideration to enable them to decide upon the new lines of 
the streets; and therefore no survey has been made of the 


land required to be taken from the several estates. 
3 
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ROXBURY DISTRICT. 


During the past year the force in the Roxbury office has 
consisted of two parties, of three persons each. ‘The time of 
one party has been employed almost entirely on the survey 
of interior estate lines, rears of buildings, and buildings 
which were not included in the original survey. About 
one-half of this work has been completed. A portion of the 
time of the other party has been devoted to the same work; 
but most of its time has been oceupied in surveying and 
measuring street widenings and extensions; giving street 
lines to parties proposing to build, and to the Superintend- 
ent of Streets for grading streets, setting edgestones, and 
building fences. 

The determining and fixing street lines have occupied a 
portion of the time; but other duties have prevented as 
much progress as was expected at the beginning of the year. 
It has been left, as in the past, until a widening, extension, 
or the erection of buildings has required the establishment of 
the street line. This work should receive the attention 
which its importance demands as soon as possible, as the 
existing monuments and records of the street lines become 
lost or obliterated in time, and their restoration is made 
more difficult. More time can be given to this work when 
the surveys of estates, lines, etc., are completed. 

The placing of stone monuments at the intersection and 
angles of streets has just been commenced, and seven have 
been set. During the coming year more attention should be 
given to the setting of these bounds, and they should be put 
down wherever the street lines are determined. One hun- 
dred monuments have been furnished for this purpose for the 
Roxbury district, and are now stored (except seven above 
referred to) in the city yard on Shawmut avenue. 

A system of levels should be made in this district, showing 
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“contour lines” ten feet apart, vertically. This with the 
estate lines and buildings in full upon a plan, will show, at 
once, the topography and all the obstacles in the way of 
laying out new streets, or a proposed system of streets, 
besides being valuable information for the Paving, Water 
and Sewer Departments. 

Profiles of all the streets in this district, not already made, 
should be prepared, with proposed grades shown upon them, 
preparatory to being adopted, as may be required from time 
to time by the Paving Department. For this purpose, and 
for attending to the current work of giving grades, it is 
proposed to add another party to the Roxbury force, whose 
duty it will be to attend to the grade department exclu- 
sively. This work has been done heretofore by a party 
from the office at the City Hall. 

A. new set of sectional plans for the use of the Roxbury 
office has just been commenced. It is proposed to finish 
those plans first upon which all the estate lines and _ build- 
ings are shown in full; there being forty of these plots now 
ready to be copied. 

For the coming year a force of three parties and a 
draughtsman, consisting of ten persons, will be required in this 
office: one party to attend to the current work of street 
widenings and extensions, establishing street “lines, and 
giving the same for building and other purposes; one party 
to attend to the grade department ; and one party to continue 
the survey of estate lines and buildings. Heretofore there 
has been no draughtsman regularly attached to this office, 
but there will be work sufficient to occupy all the time of 
one during the next year in copying the sectional plans, and 
copying and lettering plans for current work. 


DORCHESTER DISTRICT. 


For nearly three years past there have been two separate 
departments in this office, —a surveying department and a 
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grade department, managed independently of each other. 
Hereafter it is proposed to continue these two departments 
under one head, still continuing the work as before. 

The force employed in the surveying department, at the 
beginning of the year, consisted of one party of three per- 
sons and a draughtsman. About the middle of January, 
owing to the press of work in the “Burnt District,” the sur- 
veying party was temporarily withdrawn from the Dorches- 
ter office, and stationed in the office at the City Hall, where 
they were engaged nearly two months. The force was in- 
creased during the summer to two parties, one of which has 
attended to the current work which is of the same nature as 
that in the Roxbury office, and the other, since about the 
first of June, has been exclusively engaged on the survey of 
buildings and estate lines not included in the original survey 
of the district, which showed only the lines of streets and 
the fronts of buildings. Considerable progress has been 
made in this work in the northern part of the district; and, 
if the party is continued, it is expected the whole can be com- 
pleted during another year. This will add very much to the 
usefulness of the sectional plans. 

During the next year, at least two parties will be required 
in the surveying department, — one for current work, and 
one for the survey of estates. There will also be sufficient 
work to keep the draughtsman constantly employed making 
the necessary plans and copies, and in adding the estates and 
buildings to the two sets of sectional plans. Besides the 
plans of surveys made in the office, copies are made of plans 
by other surveyors reluting to Dorchester (when they can be 
obtained) and kept on file. 

In relation to determining street lines and setting stone 
monuments, the same remarks will apply to this district as 
to the Roxbury District. One hundred monuments have 
been furnished for this purpose and stored at the “ old alms- 
house” on Hancock street. Only a few stone bounds have 
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been set to fix the lines of streets during the past year, and 
those on “ Meeting House Hill.” 

The grade department has been busily employed during 
the year with the usual amount of current work, — making 
profiles of streets showing proposed grades; giving grades 
for the Superintendent of Streets and to parties building ; and 
making estimates of work done for the Paving Department. 

The system of “ contour levels” which was commenced in 
the latter part of October, 1872, has been carried forward as 
rapidly as the current work would allow. In June last a 
‘party of three persons were specially detailed for this work, 
and have continued since that time uninterruptedly. Nearly 
all that portion east of Washington street has been com- 
pleted, and the contour lines, taken ten feet apart vertically, 
plotted on the sectional plans of Dorchester. If the present 
force is kept employed on this work, it will probably be com- 
pleted before the close of the present year. 

The average number of persons employed during the year 
in the grade department was four, exclusive of the party of 
three on contour lines, which did not commence till the 
month of June, as above stated. 


CHARLESTOWN DISTRICT. 


It will be advisable, at first, if not permanently, to estab- 
lish a branch office in Charlestown, consisting of a party of 
three persons, in order to systematize the office heretofore 
existing there, and to carry on the current work that will be 
required. 

The plans in that office will have to be separated and in- 
dexed, some of them belonging to other departments. 

J am informed by the City Engineer of Charlestown, whose 
term of office has recently expired, that the note-books and list 
of “bench-marks ” have all been taken away by the parties for- 
merly holding the office of City Engineer, — they claiming 
them as their property, the city having declined to furnish the 
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books in which the notes were made. These records would be 
of great value to the office for future reference ; and their loss 
will undoubtedly occasion a great amount of additional time 
and labor. 

There is a map in the City Hall at Charlestown, probably 
made during the construction of the Water Works, drawn to 
a large scale, that will answer all general purposes, by cor- 
recting it up to the present time. It should be reduced to a 
proper scale and lithographed, as it will be very much needed 
by the various departments of the city. 

Whether it will be necessary to permanently maintain an 
office in the Charlestown District, or to have the work done 
from the central office, at City Hall, will depend upon the, 
amount of current work that will hereafter be required there. 


WEST ROXBURY DISTRICT. 


A survey of the West Roxbury District should be com- 
menced at once, as no survey (except for a county map) has 
been made of the town since the one published by Charles 
Whitney, in 1843. At that time West Roxbury had not 
been set off from Roxbury as a separate town. 

It world be advisable to employ two surveying parties of 
three persons each, — one party to continue the survey of . 
the district uninterruptedly ; and the other party to do the 
current work in connection with the general survey. It will 
also be necessary to have one grade party, to make profiles, 
prepare and give grades of streets for building purposes, and 
give grades and make estimates for the Paving Department. 

A draughtsman will be dispensed with till found to be 
absolutely necessary. 

At the suggestion of the City Surveyor, the selectmen have 
recently had a map of the town prepared, based on the map 
of Charles Whitney, above referred to, and corrected to the 
present time. . This will answer the purpose very well until 
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the new survey shall be completed, which it will probably 
require. two or three years to finish. 

It is very desirable that a system of “contour levels”’ 
should also be made in this district; but on account of the 
other work itis not recommended that this should be done, 
unless required, during the coming year. 


BRIGHTON DISTRICT. 


A branch office will be required for the Brighton District ; 
but it is expected that one party of three persons will be 
sufficient to do all the current work of surveying, making 
profiles and estimates, and giving grades for the Paving 
Department. 

A survey of the town has recently been made by order of 
the selectmen, and the plan lithographed for the use of the 
City Government, and the residents of Ward XIX. It is 
expected that this plan will answer all general purposes for 
the present, without requiring a new survey of the district ; 
although it was not made with a view to being plotted in 
sections similar to the Roxbury and Dorchester plans. 

Detailed surveys and plans can be made for street improve- 
ments from time to time, as they may be required by the 
Street Commissioners and other departments. 

As a system of “contour levels” would be valuable infor- 
mation to add to the plan of the Brighton District, it would 
be advisable for the party located there to devote so much of 
their time to this work as the necessary duties of the office 
will allow. 


ENCROACHMENTS. 


Owing to builders frequently encroaching upon the street, 
by setting the plinths or bases of buildings over the line, it 
was found necessary for the Board of Aldermen to pass the 
following order : — 
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“In Boarp OF ALDERMEN, Dec. 15, 1873. 


“ Ordered, That the City Surveyor be and he is hereby 
directed, on and after the passage of this order, to permit no 
person to project beyond the line of any public street in this 
city, the plinth or base of the front of any building, or any 
portion of any building which at its lowest part is less than 
eight feet above the sidewalk; and in case such projections 
are made after due notice by him to the contrary, to report 
the same to the Board of Aldermen for its action. 

“ Ordered, That the Inspector of Buildings be and he is 
hereby directed to notify all parties taking out permits to 
build, of the above order.” 


A copy of the above order has been sent to all the archi- 
tects, builders and surveyors in Boston; and it is hoped that 
hereafter a uniform rule will be adopted by them, of com- 
plying with the order, so as not to require any compulsory 
action by the city. | 


THE TRUE MERIDIAN LINE. 


There were but three instruments tested during the year, 
and those belonged to this department. The average of the 
variation was 11° 09’ 40” west of north. 


ASSISTANT SURVEYOR FOR INSPECTOR OF 
BUILDINGS. 


The Act in relation to the Regulation and Inspection of 
Buildings requires that “The tops of the piles shall be cut off 
on a level below the natural level of the water, as it stands 
in the ground during the summer months,” — and “ it shall 
be the duty of the Inspector of Buildings to give the grades 
at which piles may be cut off.” ‘ 

Also Section 1, of the “Grade Act,” Chapter 377 of the 
Acts of 1872, is as follows: — 
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“The Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston shall es- 
tablish in said city a grade not less than twelve feet above 
mean low water; and no person shall, in said city, after such 
grade is established, construct any cellar or basement cellar 
of any dwelling-house or other building below such grade, or 
use, or occupy any cellar or basement cellar constructed below 
the same; provided, that the Board of Aldermen may, by 
license, subject to revocation at any time by them, authorize 
cellars to be constructed in buildings used exclusively for 
storage or business purposes, so much below said grade as 
they shall designate in each license.” 

It is evident that this duty should be sytematized and per- 
formed by one person directly under the charge of the In- 
spector of Buildings. As now performed, it is done by 
different persons furnished by the City Surveyor; and, as 
these assistants are usually busily engaged on other work, the 
grades for cutting off piles and for cellar bottoms are not 
given as promptly as desired by the Inspector and parties 
building. Neither can the builders be properly watched, 
under the present system, to see if they conform to the 
grades given. 7 

On account of the recent annexations, this work will be 
considerably increased, and is an additional reason why the 
Inspector of Buildings should have an assistant detailed 
expressly for this duty. 


SECRETARY OF THE COMMITTEE ON STREETS. 


Owing to the rapid growth of the city, occasioned by the 
recent annexations, it will be impossible for the City Sur- 
veyor to longer act as Secretary of the Committee on Streets 
of the Board of Aldermen, without seriously interfering 
with the legitimate duties of his office.

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There are also 2,780 lithographed plans in the office at 
City Hall, not included in the above list. 

There is also deposited in this office a complete set of plans 
of the streets of Kast Boston, fifty-two in number, drawn 
upon a scale of forty feet to an inch, which exhibit the sur- 
vey lines and measurements, lineal and angular; the front 
lines of all buildings, fences, and other structures, with offset 
distances indicating their exact position by figures in relation 
to the true line of the streets; the widths of all the streets ; 
the dimensions of all the blocks; the wharves, docks, and 
the location of the harbor lines as at present established. A 
similar set of plans of the streets of South Boston, forty in 
number, and drawn upon the same scale, was prepared under 
the direction of Commissioners on South Boston streets. 
These plans, like those of East Boston, indicate the lines of 
the streets — except the twenty-foot streets — as determined 
and agreed upon by the said Commissioners, and the en- 
croachments, and the location of granite monuments or 
bounds, put down by order of the Commissioners to preserve 
and indicate the lines, and facilitate the labor of giving them. 
In addition to these sectional plans of South Boston is a 
general plan of the whole, on a scale of two hundred feet to 
an inch, drawn in this office, which is the official plan of the 
streets, signed by the Commissioners, and referred to in their 
report and description of the lines of the streets. There are 
also large plans, on rollers, of South Boston, made from 
actual surveys. ‘These are on a scale of forty feet to an inch, 
were authorized by an order of the Board of Aldermen, 
passed March, 1858, and served as a basis for the subsequent 
plans above referred to. 

There are also plans of the twenty-foot streets in South 
Boston, made from surveys in 1869, by order of the Com- 
mittee on Laying out and Widening Streets. 

The number of bound volumes of plans and profiles has 
been much increased by the addition of copies of official plans, 
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and by the annexation of Roxbury and Dorchester. The 
number of volumes at present in the custody of this depart- 
may be divided into two classes, old and new, and are as 
follows : —

The Commissioners on West Boston and Canal or Cragie’s 
Bridges submit their third annual report of matters relating 
to the care and management of said bridges. 


WEST BOSTON BRIDGE. 


The draw of this bridge was thoroughly repaired early in 
the spring, and, in addition to the improvements made in its 
construction, steam power was applied for moving it and aid- 
ing vessels in their passage through the draw-ways. The 
machinery used for these purposes consists of an eight horse- 
power engine with double cylinders, a line of horizontal 
shafting geared to and extending from the engine to a verti- 
cal shaft, to which it is also geared, a toothed wheel which is 
on the upper end of this vertical shaft and is partially encir- 
cled ‘by a chain, the ends of which are connected with the 
upper track-frame of the draw, and a line of shafting extend- 
ing to the edges of the draw-pier at right angles to the shaft- 
ing running the draw, the ends of this shaft being provided 
with winch-heads, which are used in pulling vessels. 

The engine-house is a plain but substantial wooden struc- 
ture and contains two rooms, one for the engine and its 
-appurtenances, and the other for the use of the engineer; a 
shed attached to it contains the coal-bin and water-tank. 

The operation of the machinery has proved perfectly satis- 
factory to your commissioners, and prevents much of the delay 
formerly so annoying to the travel upon this bridge. The 
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time occupied in opening and closing the draw was, before 
the application of the machinery, about seven minutes; it 
now seldom exceeds one minute. Vessels were frequently 
from fifteen to twenty-five minutes in passing through; they 
can now be taken through in from five to seven minutes. 

The bridge is in good order, and will require but a small 
outlay for repairs during the ensuing year. The expense of 
maintenance has been increased to some extent by the applica- 
tion of steam-power and the substitution of gas for oil in light- 
ing the bridge, but your commissioners feel confident that 
the benefits derived therefrom amply compensate for the 
additional cost. 


CANAL OR CRAGIE’S BRIDGE. 


The plans for the reconstruction of this bridge, which were 
fully described in our last annual report, were presented to 
the Harbor Commission for their approval in February. 
At an informal hearing given by the commission, it was 
ascertained that a special act of the Legislature would be 
required to enable your commissioners to proceed with the 
rebuilding as proposed. Application for an act was imme- 
diately made to the Legislature, but its passage was not 
secured until the 15th of April. <The act is as follows 
(See chap. 199, acts of 1873) :— 

~“Sxorron 1. The Commissioners on the West Boston and 
Cragie or Canal Bridges may build a new bridge in place of, 
or repair, reconstruct and widen, to a width not exceeding 
sixty-four feet, the present Cragie or Canal Bridge ; and may 
construct fender-guards, make changes in the draw and draw- 
piers, and do such other acts-as they may deem necessary, 
expedient or convenient in the premises, to secure a bridge 
and draw which shall safely and conveniently accommodate 
public travel and navigation; subject, however, to the pro- 
visions of chapter four hundred and thirty-two of the acts of 
the year eighteen hundred and sixty-nine. 
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“SxEction 2. To secure and accomplish the objects and 
purposes of the preceding section, said commissioners may 
take such lands, buildings, wharves and structures as they 
may deem necessary ; and all damages to private property, or 
for land taken under this act, shall be ascertained as provided 
in chapter forty-three of the General Statutes, and, together 
with all other expenses incurred hereunder, shall be paid 
equally by the cities of Boston and Cambridge.” 

After the passage of this act, the plans were again submit- 
ted to the Harbor Commission for their approval, which 
they failed to receive. 

The objections made by the Harbor Commission to the 
plans as proposed, were the driving of intermediate piers in 
the portion of the bridge between the new draw-way and the 
Cambridge end, and the driving of intermediate piles in the 
piers between the new draw-way and the Boston end. The 
present piers not being in the line of the current are, in the 
opinion of the commission, a serious obstruction to the water- 
way, any increase of which, by driving more piles, would be 
attended with injurious results to the harbor. 

The modification of the plans to render them acceptable to 
the Harbor Commission required considerable time, and as it 
was too late in the season for the work of rebuilding to be 
commenced, with any prospect of its being completed before 
cold weather, it was deemed advisable to postpone any 
further action until the coming year. Alterations which 
have been-made in the plans will involve an increased expen- 
diture of $22,000 in rebuilding the bridge, and, as the ma- 
chinery for moving the draw on West Boston Bridge has 
proved so satisfactory, we propese to duplicate it on Cragie’s, 
at an expense for machinery, water-pipe, tanks, engine-house, 
etc., of $5,000; making the total estimated cost of rebuild- 
ing the bridge $187,000. 

In this connection your commissioners feel called upon to 
say that they would be glad to recommend to the two cities 
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which they jointly represent, the removal of the present bridge 
structure, and the building of a bridge with stone or iron 
rjers and an iron superstructure. 

The pile bridges which are so common in this vicinity are 
a frequent source of expense, from the decay of the wooden 
superstructure, the repairing and rebuilding of which causes 
interruptions to the travel, involving a loss of time and 
money which it is impossible to estimate, but which must in 
the aggregate amount toa large sum. This loss must in- 
crease in the same ratio of increase as the travel, and can be 
remedied only by building permanent iron or stone struc- 
tures, or by an increased number of bridges. 

The bridges connecting Cambridge and Boston cross the 
channel which connects the Charles river basin with the har- 
bor, and any increase in their number obstructs the flow in 
the channel and diminishes the value of the tidal basin. The 
eminent engineers who, in connection with the Harbor Com- 
mission, have given this subject so much study, looking to 
the future interests of the cities on both sides of the river, 
are opposed to any increase in the number or extent of the 
obstructions, and the commission will not probably consent 
to the building of any more bridges upon the plan of the 
present ones, especially as the annoyance and expense 
attendant upon the frequently recurring repair and recon- 
struction could be obviated by replacing them with practi- 
cally indestructible structures. 

The principal and we may say the only reason why we do 
not recommend the replacing of Cragie’s Bridge by an iron 
or similar permanent structure, is the great cost, which, in 
the present financial condition of Boston and Cambridge, we 
do not feel would be warranted. 

A bridge of the character we mention would cost at least 
$500,000, whereas the estimated expense of rebuilding the 
bridge in accordance with our present plans is less than one- 
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half of this sum; the interest on the difference of cost for a 
period of eight or ten years would rebuild the bridge in its 
present form. 

The substructure of an oak-pile bridge will last an in- 
definite time in a situation where it is not subjected to the 
ravages of worms. Many .of the piles in Cragie’s Bridge 
have been there for seventy years, and are still in a fair state 
of preservation. The superstructure, or such portions of it 
as may be unprotected from the weather, will require renewal 
in twelve or fifteen years, and even in less time if the timber 
used is not of good quality. The expense of renewing the 
portions of the superstructure most liable to decay is small 
in comparison with the total cost of the bridge; and, in the 
case of the bridge under consideration, the interest on the 
difference in ‘cost of the two plans would amount in three 
years to a sum large enough to do all that would be required 
to make the bridge at the end of twelve or fifteen years good 
for an additional term of the same length. 

While, therefore, we acknowledge it would be desirable to 
build a permanent structure, we think the reasons for not rec- 
ommending it, which we have fully explained, will justify us 
in the conclusion that it cannot at present be shown to be the 
most economical, although it may not be many years before 
the price of timber will be so enhanced by the reckless de- 
struction of the forests, as to make the cost of a pile bridge 
closely approximate to that of one of iron or stone. 

It is our intention to advertise for proposals for rebuilding 
this bridge as soon as the revised plans have received the ap- 
proval of the Harbor Commission, and the work will be put 
under contract immediately, to allow ample time for the con- 
tractor to obtain the piles and timber before commencing 
work in the spring. 

The unstable condition of the present bridge has been a 
source of anxiety during the past year, and it has only been 
by constant watchfulness and immediate repair of the weak 
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places as soon as observed that accident to or stoppage of 
the travel has been prevented. : 

Appended to this report is a statement of the payments 
made by the City of Boston on account of the bridges from 
January Ist, 1873, to January Ist, 1874, together with a 
statement from the draw-tenders of the number of times the 
draws were opened during the samesterm.

The Joint Standing Committee on Water, to whom was 
referred so much of the Mayor’s address as relates to .the 
subject of enlarging the Water Works, and to whom was. 
also referred, as a part of the unfinished business of the last 
City Council, the order authorizing the Cochituate Water 
Board to take and convey to, into and through the city, the 
waters of Sudbury river and Farm pond, as provided by 
chap. 177 of the Acts of the year 1872, having considered 
the subject, beg leave to report that the examinations which 
have been made by the able hydraulic engineers appointed by 
the Water Board have demonstrated the necessity of procur- 
ing a permanent additional supply of pure water from the 
Sudbury river source. The future requirements of the city 
cannot be met in any other way; and any effort to avoid ex- 
pense at this time by resorting to temporary expedients will 
only result in greatly increased expenses hereafter. 

The subject has been so fully and clearly presented in the 
message from the Mayor and the reports of the Water Board 
and Hngineers, that the committee do not feel called upon to 
enter into details here; and they would, therefore, respect- 
fully recommend the passage of the accompanying order.

Ordered, That the Cochituate Water Board, as the agent 
of the City of Boston, be and it is hereby directed to take 
hold and convey to, into and through, said city all the water 
of Sudbury river, so called; said water to be taken at any 
point or points within the town of Framingham or higher up 
on said river, and the water of Farm pond, so called, in said 
town of Framingham, and the waters which may flow into and 
from said river and pond, and to take any water-rights in or 
upon said river or pond in or above the town of Framingham 
or connected therewith. Said Cochituate Water Board is 
also hereby directed, as the agent of this city, to take and 
hold, by purchase or otherwise, in connection with said sources 
of supply, any lands and real estate necessary for increasing 
or preserving the purity of the water, or for laying, building 
and maintaining aqueducts, water-courses, reservoirs, dams, 
buildings, machinery and other structures and appliances, with 
their accessories for conducting, elevating, purifying, storing, 
discharging, disposing of and distributing water; and also to 
take and hold any land (excepting any in the town of Fram- 
ingham heretofore taken or purchased by any railroad com- 
pany) on the margin of said sources of. supply not exceeding 
five rods in width from the high-water line of said river, stor- 
age reservoirs or pond, so far as may be necessary in the 
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opinion of said Water Board, for the preservation and purity 
of the same, for the purpose of furnishing a supply of pure 
water for the City of Boston; the expense of the taking of 
said waters and lands aforesaid to be charged to the appro- 
priation already existing therefor.

In compliance with the ordinance, the Commissioner ap- 
pointed by the City of Boston for the care and maintenance 
of Charles River and Warren bridges respectfully submits 
the following annual | 


REPORT. 


Since the last annual report was presented the reconstruc- 
tion of the draw and the extensive repairs on Warren bridge 
have been completed, and, with the exception of a small ex- 
pense occasioned by an accident to the draw-pier, no ex- 
penditure has been required upon this bridge worthy of 
notice. It is now in a very good condition, except that por- 
tion between the draw and the abutment on the Boston side. 
The piling part of this bridge is too slight and requires some 
truss-work in the wide bay near the Fitchburg Railroad depot, 
with some new girders strengthened by bolts. The great 
amount of travel over this bridge renders it necessary that 
all parts should be substantial and firm. 

The draw and all its appurtenances are in excellent work- 
ing order. The result of the application of steam to open 
the draw, and assist vessels in passing through, fully sustains 
the anticipations of the Commissioner in his last annual re- 
port. No accident has occurred in connection with it, and 
its operation has proved entirely satisfactory. By an ar- 
rangement with Messrs. Johnson & Young, the lessees of the 
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lobster-house on the draw-pier, all the steam for the engine 
is supplied from their boiler, and, as the superintendent of 
the bridge acts as the engineer, the expense of steam, as 
compared with horse-power, is only about two-thirds. The 
engine is of eight horse-power, and has a boiler which can be 
used if necessary, but during the past year there has been no 
call for its use. 

The number of times the draw of this bridge has been 
opened for the passage of vessels from January 1st, 1873, to 
January Ist, 1874, is seven thousand and twenty-four (7,024), 
being about seven hundred times less than last year. 


CHARLES RIVER BRIDGE. 


In consequence of the extraordinary expenditures on War- 
ren bridge in 1872, the Commissioners did not deem it ad- 
visable to make the extensive repairs required on this bridge 
during the past year, and therefore did not ask for any ap- 
propriation for this purpose. It will be necessary, however, 
during the present year to put this bridge in thorough order. 
The bulkheads are badly decayed, and, with the fence, re- 
quire entire renewal. The lumber for the fence is on hand. 
The roadway is in a very bad condition, and the present 
cobble-stone pavement ought to be superseded by granite 
blocks, which have been used on Warren bridge with good 
results. The sidewalks also need to be repaved, the edge- 
stones reset, and the gas-pipes renewed. 

The west pier requires new capping, flooring-plank, and 
other repairs. The machinery of the draw will also require 
some repairs, although, by care and good management, it has 
been in good working order during the past year. No ac- 
cident has occurred to cause any delay to either the travel or 
navigation. 

The draw of this bridge has been opened for the passage 
of vessels from January Ist, 1873, to January 1st, 1874, 
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nine thousand three hundred and sixty times (9,360), which 
is nine hundred and four times less than last year. This de- 
crease in the number of vessels passing through the draw of 
this and Warren bridge is partly due to the large amount of 
heavy freight landed during the past year for the Lowell 
Railroad Company at their wharf on the Mystic river, near 
the Chelsea bridge, instead of being landed as formerly at 
their wharves above the bridges, and partly from the intro- 
duction of coal vessels of larger capacity than formerly. 
There has also been quite a falling off in the number of lum- 
ber-loaded vessels and other smaller craft passing up the 
river, during the past season as compared with previous years.

The number of persons employed and paid from the de- 
partment appropriation was, on the first of January, 1873 (in- 
cluding the City Engineer), 16.. The present number is 19. 

The engineering force engaged upon the work pertaining 
to “additional supply” is paid by the Water Board, and 
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although under the immediate direction of the City Engineer, 
is distinct from the force of this department. 

The large amount of work required by the great number 
and magnitude of projected improvements, and the largely 
increased territory to be covered, due to annexation, will 
undoubtedly necessitate the forming of new parties, and a 
consequent addition to the number of employés during the 
coming year. 

The following statement gives the operations of the de- 
partment for the past year, together with such description of 
works, finished or in progress, as is thought to be of general 
interest. 


WATER WORKS. 


Sudbury River and Lake Cochituate. — No water has been 
drawn from the Sudbury river during the past year. On 
Jan. Ist, 1873, the water in Lake Cochituate stood at twelve 
feet one inch above the bottom of the conduit. At the 
beginning of the previous year there was no water in store, 
the conduit being then supplied by pumping from a level 
below its flow line. 

To maintain the supply, about 1,676,600,000 gallons were 

turned into the lake from Sudbury river; this, combined 
with the copious rains of the latter part of the year, brought 
the water level within about 15 inches of high-water mark at 
the beginning of 1873. From this date it rose gradually till 
Jan. 17th, when waste over the dam commenced and con- 
tinued till April 23d, the water then standing at 12 feet 
11} inches. 
On May 4th the stop planks were again removed and the 
water allowed to waste till May 20th. From this time till 
Aug. 14th the water gradually fell, and at the latter date 
stood at 8 feet 7 inches; on Aug. 27th it stood at 8 feet 9} 
inches; Sept. 4th, 6 feet 84 inches; Oct. 10th, 7 feet 6 
inches; Oct. 19th, 7 feet 3 inches; and on Dee. 3lst, 9 feet 
9 inches. 
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To secure a flow that will supply the city with the rate of 
consumption of the past year, there are required from 6 to 
74 feet of water above the bottom of the conduit, and, as in 
September there were less than 7 feet, fears were entertained 
that a resort to pumping would again be required, but fortu- 
nately heavy rains furnished the needed relief. 

The total waste over the dam for the year has been 
2,917,977,000 gallons, equal to an average daily supply of 
7,994,460 gallons. Had there been no aid from the Sudbury 
river the previous year, the waste in 1873 would have been 
equal. to an average daily supply of about 3,400,000 gallons. 
This waste is due to the want of storage room, yet that 


afforded by the Cochituate lake is much greater in proportion 


to its drainage area than it is usually possible to secure for 
the water sources of this portion of the country, and in fact is 
more than sufficient to make available all the water that can 
be collected in a season of extreme drought. 

Conduit. —On Nov. 19th and 20th a thorough examina- 
tion of the interior of the conduit was made by Mr. Wiggin, 
clerk of the Water Board, and others, who passed through 
its entire length from the lake to Chestnut Hill reservoir. 

A number of new and dangerous cracks were discovered ; 
those on the embankment to the west of Charles river were 
of such alarming character that it was considered imperative 
they should be repaired at once; accordingly the water was 
kept shut off and a force of masons kept at work night and 
day until temporary security was ensured. 

At this point there was found a crack in the bottom vary- 
ing in width from } to 1 inch and 200 feet long, through 
which an iron rod readily passed and penetrated the gravel 
filling below. The leakage here must have been considerable, 
but it did not make its appearance at the surface of the bank , 
owing to the very porous nature of the material forming it. — 

The repairs made in no way add to the strength of the 
conduit; the best that could be done was to stop the leakage 
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and thus remove for a while the danger of undermining the 
masonry.

The average for the year is 17,842,700 gallons, —an in- 
crease of 2,779,300 gallons, or 18} per cent. above that for 
1872. 

On July 20 observations were made at the Beacon Hill 
reservoir, to determine the rate of night consumption, or 
more properly speaking, the rate of waste, in a certain dis- 
trict of the city. | 

This district comprises what is called the west end, north 
end and burnt-district, and contains not far from 80,000  in- 
habitants. In it are located many of the manufacturing 
houses, principal hotels, newspaper offices, printing-houses, 
etc., of the city, but at the time selected for the experiment, 
between twelve and three o’clock, Sunday morning, the legiti- 
mate use of water must have been very small. 

This section was shut off from all communication with the 
Brookline and Chestnut Hill reservoirs, by gates on Bed- 
ford, Washington, Tremont, Charles and other streets, and 
fed exclusively from the Beacon Hill reservoir. The leak- 
age through the gates, if any, must have been inappreciable,

as the pressures on opposite sides could have differed but 
slightly. | 

Observations were commenced at midnight, and readings 
of the gauge taken every fifteen minutes. At the first of the 
experiment the consumption was found to be somewhat ir- 
regular, but between one and three o’clock it'was remarkably 
uniform, showing that the draft was not due to irregular open- — 
ing and shutting of cocks, but to a continuous flow at almost 
unvarying outlets. 

There were drawn from the reservoir during these two 
hours, 386,857 gallons, equal to a rate of 4,642,284 gallons 
in 24 hours. This enormous rate of night consumption in- 
dicated either a heavy leakage or great waste. <A party of 
inspectors was at once organized, under the direction of Mr. 
Joseph Whitney, of Cambridge, who from experience gained 
in searching for leaks on the Cambridge works, was particu- 
larly qualified for this work, and a careful inspection of all the 
fittings in the district was made, and the street mains were 
tested for leaks in various ways. No leaks were discovered 
in the mains, but many hundreds of defective fittings were 
found and repaired, and some leaks in the house service- 
pipes detected and stopped. Before the examination was 
concluded, however, it became manifest that much the greater 
portion of the night consumption was caused by waste, that 
is, by flow through fittings left open either carelessly or wil- 
fully. All the leaks that could be discovered having been 
stopped, a second observation was made on Sunday morning, 
October 5, between the hours of twelve and three, as before. 
The water in the reservoir at the commencement of the trial 
stood at the same height as on the morning of July 20. 

There was a slight wind blowing at the time of the latter 
trial, which caused an oscillation in the gauge-tube, and the 
readings were not so satisfactory as those of July. During 
the three hours of observation the water fell 2 feet 43 inches, 
showing a consumption of 506,182 gallons, which is at the 
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rate of 4,049,456 gallons in 24 hours. The consumption 
between one and three o’clock was 336,294 gallons, or at the 
rate of 4,035,528 gallons in 24 hours, showing a small sav- 
‘ing, about 13 per cent., caused by the repairs made. 

The greater portion of the remainder of the.consumption 
must have been caused by waste. 


RESERVOIRS. 


Although during the summer the conduit was used under 
a pressure greater than was deemed safe, yet it was found im- 
possible to maintain the level of the reservoirs at a greater 
height than within four or five feet of high-water mark. 

The Beacon Hill, South Boston and East Boston reser- 
voirs, though kept partially filled with water, to be used in 
case of necessity, have been kept shut off from the distribut- 
ing system of pipes for the past year. 


HIGH-SERVICE. 


Parker Hill Reservoir. —QOn March 4, a report upon 
various methods of increasing the effective capacity of the 
high-service system of supply was made to the Water 
Board, and the building of a reservoir, with a capacity of 
. about 7,000,000 gallons, upon Parker Hill, in the Highland 
District, was recommended. | 

An act of the Legislature granting the right to take lands 
for the purpose of building this reservoir was obtained May 
14, 1873, and an appropriation of $161,000 was passed by 
the City Council, June 6, 1873. 

Contract and specifications were drawn up and proposals 
for doing the work, to be received till July 29, were adver- 
tised for. Three bids were received, of which that of 
Stephen H. Tarbell and Martin Hayes, both of Boston, was 
the successful one, being the lowest. The contract was 
awarded July 30, and the work on the ground commenced

od 
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August 11, and continued till frost interfered. About 20,000 
cubic yards of earth have been excavated, and 600 cubic 
yards of stone collected.

The preliminary surveys and estimates of quantities for this 
work were made by Ass’t W. F. Learned and party, and 
the work of construction is done under his direction. It is 
expected that the reservoir will be ready for service early 
next fal]. Its purpose will be found fully stated in the report 
of the Water Board, May, 1873. 


PUMPS. 


The high-service engines have continued to work well 
during the year, and though in the morning hours they have 
been run at a high speed no failure has occurred. The 
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average daily amounts pumped during each month of the 
year have been as follows : —

DISTRIBUTING SYSTEM. 


Considerable work has been done during the past year in 
extending the street pipes, more particularly in the Highland 
and Dorchester Districts, and important changes have been 
made in the old system of distribution, especially in the city 
proper. Many of these changes were recommended in the 
. last annual report of the City Engineer to the Water Board, 
others have been marked out in special reports made in 
response to orders of the City Council or of the Water 
Board, and others still have been suggested by the experience 
of an inadequate supply at certain points, either for fire or 
other purposes. 

Although much has been done already in this direction, 
more remains to be done. There has lately been let, under 

authority from the City Council, a contract for about 3,500 
— tons of pipes, to be used in replacing old pipes by new ones of 
much larger calibre. These will be chiefly used as sub-mains 
and feeders, and ‘all the hydrants removed in laying them 
will be replaced by those of the Lowry pattern. Lowry 
hydrants have been in use from the first in the Highland and 
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Dorchester Districts, and lately have been set in the “burnt 
district” and at other points in the city proper, and’ it is 
probable that in the future they will be almost exclusively 
used, since they meet the approval of the Fire Department. 

Early in the season plans and estimates were made for re- 
piping the “burnt district,” and an appropriation of $85,000 
for this purpose was made by the City Council. This work 
is now nearly finished. A large number of the streets in 
this district were re-piped with 12 and 8-inch pipes in place 
of 6-inch, and the plan requires all the old tuberculated pipes 
to be taken up, to make room for new pipes coated with 
coal-tar. 

The new system has a‘capacity of delivery several times 
greater than the old, even if, for the latter, no deduction for 
tuberculation be made, and is provided with Lowry hydrants 
placed at distances apart never exceeding 260 feet, and gen- 
erally falling much below this. In place of 80 of the old 
3-inch hydrants, 113 Lowry hydrants with 9-inch barrels 
have been or will be substituted. The former accommo- 
dated but one steamer, the latter will accommodate four ; 
hence it will be seen the facilities for extinguishing fires have 
been very largely increased. ‘The changes made have given 
an improved head or pressure throughout the district. 

The following are some of the more important improve- 
ments that have been made in the system of other parts of 
the city : — 

A 16-inch pipe has been laid from the 30-inch main on the 
Common, through Joy street to Mt. Vernon, there connect- 
ing with the Beacon Hill high-service system. 

This change releases the 30-inch main over the hill for use 
on the low-service, and this main now forms an important 
connection of the large mains from the Brookline reservoir 
with the sub-mains and feeders of the northern part of the 
city, and very greatly increases the pressure and supply for 
fire purposes in the northern wards. 
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On Central wharf 2,800 feet of 8-inch pipe have been laid 
in place of 4-inch, and 11 Lowry hydrants set. 

On Lewis wharf 6 and 8-inch pipes have been laid in place 
of 4-inch, and 4 Lowry hydrants set. 

In Washington street, between Bedford and Essex streets, 
800 feet of 12-inch pipe have been laid in place of 6-inch, 
and 5 Lowry hydrants set. 

In Essex street, between Washington and Oxford streets, 
500 feet of 8-inch pipe have been laid in place of 6-inch, and 
2 Lowry hydrants set. 

In Norfolk place 8-inch pipe has been substituted for 
4-inch, and 1 Lowry hydrant set. 

For the protection of City Hall and property in the vicin- 
ity, a Lowry hydrant has been set on School street and 
an 8-inch pipe laid from the 12-inch sub-main of School 
street to the rear portion of Court square, where two new 
Lowry hydrants are located. 

For the special protection of the eae of Deeds and 
Probate building, two Lowry hydrants have been set on Tre- 
mont street. 

In New Devonshire street an 8-inch pipe has been laid 
and three Lowry hydrants set. 

In Charles street, between Pinckney and Cambridge, and 
between Leverett and Poplar, 16-inch pipe has been laid in 
place of 6-inch Cia all 1,430 feet), and seven Lowry hy- 
drants set. 

In Columbus avenue 764 feet of 12-inch pipe have been 
laid, and two Lowry hydrants set. 

In Berkeley street 600 feet of 8-inch pipe have been laid, 
and two Lowry hydrants set. 

In Clarendon street 690 feet of 12-inch pipe have been 
substituted for 6-inch. 

Lowry hydrants have been set at other points in different 
parts of the city proper, making sixty in all, exclusive of 
those in the burnt district. 
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A report was also made, by order of the City Government, 
upon the cost and expediency of building street reservoirs, 
and the Water Board was subsequently authorized to build 
these reservoirs at such points as should be selected by it and 
the Fire Department. 

In July, plans were prepared for a syphon at the Dover- 
street draw, for the South Boston high-service main. ‘The 
pipes for this work were not received till late in the fall. 
The syphon was successfully lowered into its place Dec. 24. 
It consists of a strong box made of 12 by 14-inch hard-pine 
timber, well bolted together and held by iron straps, and knee 
timbers at the angles (where the horizontal portion joins the 
vertical arms), in which is laid a 16-inch water-pipe, the 
space between the box and pipe being filled solid with con- 
crete. The syphon box is 48 feet in length, with vertical 
arms of 285 and 252 feet in height, and the grade of the bot- 
tom of the box is 17 feet below mean low water. 


PIPE PLANS, ETC. 


A large amount of work has been done during the past 
year in the preparation of plans showing the sizes, location, 
etc., of pipes, hydrants, and other appurtenances ‘to the 
street system of distribution, as is shown by the following 
extracts from the report of Assistant Dexter Brackett: “A 
large portion of my time has been spent in preparing plans 
to show more fully the pipe distribution of the city, and un- 
der this head the following has been accomplished.” “The 
sectional plans of Boston and the Highland District, spoken 
of in my last report, have been finished, together with a du- 
plicate set of those of the Highland District, for the use of 
the Cechituate Water Board.” 

“Karly in the year, sectional plans of Dorchester, thirty- 
four in number, similar to those of the Highland District, 
showing, on a scale of 100 feet to an inch, the location of the 
water-pipes, gates and hydrants were commenced, aud these 
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with duplicates of the same for the Water Board are practi- 
cally completed. 

‘A plan is now in progress which will show, on one sheet, 
sixty by seventy-two inches, the entire pipe system of the 
City proper, South Boston, and Roxbury Highlands, with a 
portion of Dorchester. 

“When the system is extended through the recently an- 
nexed territory, a similar plan will be required for West 
Roxbury and the remaining portion of Dorchester. 

“During the year plans of the City proper, South and East 
Boston have been made, showing the changes proposed, with 
estimates of the lengths of pipe required to make the system 
more effective; others, showing the pipes as re-laid in the 
burnt district, and the plans belonging to the Water Board 
and the Superintendent of the Eastern Division, which, to- 
gether with our own, number 160, have been corrected as 
the system has been extended. 

“Sectional plans in duplicate, showing the property owned 
by the city on the line of the Cochituate Aqueduct and the 
lots which have from time to time been sold therefrom, are 
in preparation, and will be completed early in the year.” 

A set of finished drawings, showing the gate-houses and 
other structures at the Chestnut-Hill reservoir, as they were 
actually built, has been commenced, and is in a forward state 
of completion. 


ADDITIONAL SUPPLY. 


A report bearing date Jan. 27, 18738, together with plans 
and estimates relating to the various sources within fifty miles 
of the city, available for the supply of Boston, and giving in 
detail the proposed scheme of works for a supply from the 
Sudbury river, was presented to the Water Board in that 
month. 

This report, together with one from Mr. Chesbrough, City 
Engineer of Chicago, and another from the Water Board 
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upon the same subject, was presented to the City Council 
early in the year. 

The plan proposed received the approval of the City Gov- 
ernment, and an appropriation of $500,000 was made to 
cover the estimated expenses of the past year. 

A number of engineering assistants were engaged early in 
May, and placed under the direction of Mr. A. Fteley, 
who was appointed Resident Engineer in charge of the 
whole work, and the final location of the conduit line, 
dams, etec., and plans of structures, and forms of contracts 
and specifications were commenced. 

The line is now located, and cross sections of the ground 
have been taken, anda large number of plans, profiles, etc., 
have been prepared. 

A contract, amounting to about $340,000, for excavating a 
tunnel and building a portion of the conduit, was let early 
in August, and considerable work has been done under it. 

Other portions of the work were made ready for contract, 
and advertisements for proposals would have been made last 
fall, had not the action of the City Council rendered such 
course unwarrantable. 

In October surveys and plans of certain lands in the val- 
ley of the Sudbury were made, for the purpose of prepar- 
ing papers for the taking of such lands. It was, however, 
decided by the City Solicitor that the City Council had not 
authorized the Water Board to take lands or water-rights ; 
and accordingly the Board made application, October 20, for 
the needful authority. 

Charlestown, with its water supply, had recently been an- 
nexed by vote of the people, and the strong argument urged 
in favor of annexation had been the use of the Mystic water 
for the partial supply of Boston, and the consequent post- 
ponement for a number of years of the large expenditure re- 
quired for the building of the Sudbury river works, as pro- 
jected. Under the circumstances, it was thought best by the 
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City Council, before granting the power asked for, to have 
made a more thorough investigation of the capacity and 
purity of the water of the Mystic valley, and accordingly an 
order was passed requiring the Water Board to enter into 
further examination on these points. For this purpose the 
Board engaged the services of Mr. J. P. Kirkwood, of Brook- 
lyn, Mr. J. B. Francis, of Lowell, and Professor EN" 
Horsford, of Cambridge. The studies have been completed, 
the reports made, and the results will soon be laid before the 
City Council. 


FARM POND. 


During the month of February, Mr. Brackett, of this of- 
fice, made a survey, with soundings, of Farm Pond, in 
Framingham, and prepared a plan, on a scale of 100 feet to 
an inch, showing the soundings and nature of the bottom, 
and giving contour lines for each foot in depth. 


BRIDGES. 


The 5th section of the ordinance relating to City Engineer’s 
department, reads as follows : — 

“Said Engineer shall make annually, or oftener, if re- 
quired, a careful examination of all the bridges within the 
city limits, and make such reports respecting their condition 
as to safety, need of renewal, or repairs, as the exigency of 
the case may require.” 

This, I have assumed, directs that an examination of all 
bridges within the city limits, that are open to street travel, 
(whether supported by the city or other corporation), and the 
foot-bridges in public grounds, shall be made annually, or 
oftener, under the direction of the City Engineer ; according- 
ly I have caused as complete a survey of such bridges as this 
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department has the means and authority to make, to be made 
from time to time by Mr. Manley, the assistant in charge of 
bridges, and in addition Mr. Wightman, Assistant City En- 
gineer, and myself, have given them such attention as our 
other duties would permit. 

During the year several written reports upon the condition 
of various bridges, and a number of estimates of cost of re- 
pairs, et, have been made by Mr. Manley, and copies, with 
such remarks and recommendations as each case required, 
have been transmitted to the Committee on Bridges, or to 
the Superintendent of Streets. 

These reports will be found in the Appendix. 

The following is a list of the bridges which, by the fore- 
going interpretation of the ordinance, come under the inspec- 
tion of this department. . 

Those marked with an asterisk are over navigable waters, 
and are each furnished with a draw. Those in italics have 
been heretofore in part, but hereafter will be entirely, sup- 
ported by the city; those in small capitals have come under 
the control of the city through the annexations of this year.

I. — BRIDGES WHOLLY SUPPORTED BY BOSTON. 


* ALBANY-STREET BRIDGE, (OVER ROXBURY CANAL). 


This bridge was built in 1868 and 1869, at a cost of 
$7,965.58, and was opened to travel early in the latter year. 
In 1872 it was thoroughly repaired, at a cost of $1,692.80. 

It is only 30 feet wide, and as the amount of travel over 
it is great, and since the wharf accommodation above it is 
insignificant, it should make way for solid filling of a width 
equal to that of the street. It is now in poor condition, but 
may be made to do service for a while longer by frequent 
repairs. 
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BERKELEY-STREET Bripce (OVER B. & A. R. R.). 


Although of light proportions this structure appears to do 
its work without signs of dangerous yielding. The iron 
work beneath the flooring has been repainted and the bridge 
is now in good order. 


BeRKELEY-STREET Bripce (over B. & P. KR. R.). 


No change except that due to wear is noticeable in this 
bridge. The southerly abutment shows no signs of further 
movement. 

The city will probably soon be required by the Boston and 
Providence Railroad corporation to build retaining walls on 
each side of Berkeley street, from the bridge to Stanhope 
street and Columbus avenue. 

Plans and specifications were made for the retaining wall 
from the bridge to Stanhope street during the past year, 
and provision was made in the specifications for rebuilding 
the westerly corner of the abutment. 

When these walls are built no trouble is anticipated from 
further movement of the abutment. 

The remarks made in the last annual report about painting 
the iron work of this bridge will apply with equal force at 
the present time. 


BROADWAY BRIDGE. 


The remarks upon the fixed portions of this bridge, made 
in the last annual report, are still applicable. 

The Phoenix columns should be at once protected, as they 
are made of +-inch iron, which affords but a small margin for 
rust. The arch trusses over Lehigh and Foundry streets are 
badly distorted, but have been stayed by braces, and no change 
has been noticeable in the past year. 

Karly in the year the hot-air engines were removed, to 
make place for steam-engines of much greater power. 
These have worked very satisfactorily. They have sufficient 
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power to operate a capstan for pulling the vessels through 
the draw-way, and the gearing is so arranged that the cap- 
stan can be easily applied; before deciding upon its use, 
however, it was thought best to wait until experience with 
the one at Warren bridge had been obtained, and its value 
determined. 

In the meanwhile careful surveys of the draw, made from 
time to time, showed it to be in such a condition that either 
very costly repairs must be made, both to the foundation 
pier and superstructure, or a new pier and draw must be 
built; accordingly a report to that effect (given in the Appen- 
dix), with a number of preliminary plans, was sent to the 
Committee on Bridges, and by them submitted to the City 
Council, with the recommendation that an entirely new struc- 
ture be built, at an estimated cost of $114,000. 

An appropriation of that amount has been granted, and ‘he 
work will be begun early in the spring. 

The rest of the bridge requires repainting. 

The amount expended under the direction of this depart- 
ment for alterations and repairs during the’ past year has 
been as follows : — :

BROOKLINE-AVENUE BripGe (over Muppy River, 
Warp 15). 


This is a bridge of only 21 feet span, built by Joseph Ross, 
in 1871, at a cost of $970. It replaced one built with round 
logs laid side by side and covered with gravel. It consists 
of 12 by 14-inch hard-pine stringers, placed three fect apart 
on centres, covered with 4-inch spruce and 2-inch oak planks, 
and resting on stone abutments. It is now in good condi- 
tion. 
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CHARLES-RIVER BripGe (FROM Boston TO CHARLESTOWN). 


This bridge is in charge of Commissioners who represent 
both cities, and for whom Mr. Wightman has acted as en- 
gineer. His report upon this and other bridges in the hands 
of commissioners will be found in the Appendix. 


* CHELSEA-STREET BripGE (FROM Hast Boston TO CHELSEA). 


In February and March, plans, specifications and estimates 
were made for rebuilding the Chelsea-street bridge with ex- 
ception of the draw and its pier. Bids were advertised for, 
and a contract (dated June 2d) was made with Mr. Wm. A. 
Kenrick, of Kast Boston, who was the lowest bidder. 

This work and some slight repairs on the draw and draw- 
pier were finished and the bridge opened to travel on Au- 
gust Ist. 

The first structure at this place was built by the East Bos- 
ton Co. in 1834, though the act of incorporation was granted 
to Benj. T. Reed and others as proprietors of Chelsea Free 
Bridge. 

It cost $8,277.76, and was opened to public travel in Oct., 
1834. It was rebuilt by the company, in 1848, at a cost of 
$4,678.15. 

The act was so drawn that the proprietors of the bridge 
could close it to travel, which was accordingly done, and on 
May 6, 1850, the Mayor and Aldermen, by virtue of an act 
of the Legislature, laid out that portion of it which was 
within the limits of the city asa public highway. The di- 
viding line between Boston and Chelsea is the harbor line on 
the Chelsea side. 

The Chelsea side was laid out as a public highway 35 feet 
wide, by Commissioners appointed by the Court of Common 
Pleas, and in 1855, by order of the City Council, there were 
paid to the town of Chelsea $8,473.00, on condition that said 
town would give a bond in the penal sum of $10,000, to keep 
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that portion of the bridge and road in the limits of the town 
in good repair. 

The bond was given July 12, 1855. 

The Chelsea part of the bridge is built as a solid causeway, 
the abutment on that side being supposed to be on the harbor 
line. The first abutment that was built sunk, and another, 
founded on piles, was built around it. In 1868 the draw was 
rebuilt, and a new flooring to the bridge laid down by Mr. 
Joseph Ross, at a total cost of $9,146.35. 

The draw of the present structure is 22 feet wide, the 
fixed portion is 30 feet wide and 344 feet long, and is sup- 
ported on 18 pile piers, each formed of 8 oak piles, well 
braced with oak braces. The piles are girder-capped with 
hard-pine sticks 7 by 14 inches, and support 12 by 14-inch 
hard-pine bolsters, on which rest the floor-stringers, 12 by 
14, also of hard pine. 

The floor-planks’are 5 inches thick, of burnetized spruce, 
and are covered with a sheathing or roadway of 2-inch spruce 
planks, laid lengthwise of the bridge. On the north side of 
the bridge is a sidewalk 5 feet 6 inches wide, and on each 
side is a substantial railing of white pine, planed and 
painted. 

About 140 feet in length of the old bridge, on the East 
Boston side, has been replaced by solid filling, held in place 
on the west side by a heavy dry rubbie retaining-wall, and 
on the south end, which is 36 feet back from the Harbor 
Commissioners’ line, by a stone abutment of like construc- 
tion. The width at the top of this part is 31 feet, one foot 
in width of the wall and its batter (which is one inch in a 
foot) and projection of its footing courses being on the land 
of the East Boston Company. ‘This company has given a 
proper release for the land occupied, conditioned on its being 
allowed to make use of so much of the wall as is on its land, 
for building upon. 


The wall is capped with a line of granite stones, 18 by 18 
4 
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inches, laid in cement, and supporting iron standards for a 
wooden railing. The total cost of the bridge, including 
engineering expenses, was $17,260.27. 


CoLUMBUS-AVENUE Brince (over B. & A. R. R.). 


This bridge is in good condition. ‘The grade has been 
raised in the centre to drain the roadway, the roadway re- 
planked, and the iron-work below the flooring repainted 
during the past year. The cost of these improvements, not 
including the painting, was $1,663.94. 


CoMMERCIAL Pornt oR TENEAN BRiIpGE, Warp 16. 


In 1871 about 130 feet of the pile work at the southerly 
end of this bridge was replaced by a solid causeway, and now 
the bridge, properly so-called, consists of little else than a 
draw. This is not in condition to require any very expensive 
repairs, still it will, unquestionably, require to be replaced 
by a new one in a short time. 


DARTMOUTH STREET (OVER B. & A. anv B. & P. R. R.’s). 


This bridge was built in 1869. It consists of wooden 
trusses (built in the style known as the Pratt truss), in three 
spans and continuous over the piers. The piers and abut- 
ments are formed of heavy trestle-work, supported on oak 
piles. Great care was taken in its construction to secure 
good material and workmanship. 

During the past season the superstructure began to show 
signs of weakness. 

The vibration caused by a passing team, especially if moy- 
ing at a brisk trot, was unusually great. This defect was 
attributed to the unequal settling of the piers and abutments, 
which caused strains within the continuous upper chords they 
were not proportioned to resist, and which changed the char- 
acter and amount of strain in some of the ties and counters. 
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The upper road planking requiring to be repaired, it was 
decided by the Committee on Paving to have the bridge 
thoroughly overhauled, and accordingly this work was begun ; 
but, upon removing the ornamental casing and sheathing of 
the trusses, it was found the lower chords were in a dangerous 
state of decay, the lower portions of the posts in an even 
worse condition, and the upper chords also somewhat rotten. 

The ends of the floor timbers, where they rested upon the 
trusses, were badly decayed, and the three thicknesses of 
floor planks were in a condition to require the removal of all 
but about one-half of the lower course, which had been creo- 
soted by the Robbins process. 

Considering that the bridge had been erected but four 
years, this state of things was quite surprising. 

This being reported to the committee, orders were given 
to stop repairs, and to make estimates for a new bridge in 
one span, with iron superstructure and stone abutments. 
Such an estimate, amounting to $155,000, was made, and by 
the committee presented to the City Council, with the recom- 
mendation that an appropriation for this amount should be 
granted. 

The appropriation was not passed, however, but instead 
repairs were ordered, at an estimated expense of $3,000. 

The bridge was at once closed to travel and the repairs 
began, and are now (January 26, 1874) completed. 

The floor planking, of which there were three thicknesses, 
nine inches thick in all, has been (all but about one-half the 
lower course) replaced by two courses of new lumber, giv- 
ing a total thickness of five inches. Some four or five new 
posts have been inserted and others strengthened by side 
pieces nailed on, and the trusses on each side of the two 
longer spans have been reinforced with new trusses of the 
bowstring form, with a wooden bow and iron tie. The new 
trusses are proportioned to bear the entire moving load, and 
are connected with the old ones by iron suspending-rods 
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attached to stirrups on which rest the lower chords, — there 
being a bowstring on either side of each of the old trusses. 

The bills for this work have not yet been presented. The 
bridge can be kept in service probably a year or two longer, 
but will require careful watching. 


DoRCHESTER-STREET BripGe (OVER O. C. R. R.). 


This structure is in a serviceable condition, and will require 


only ordinary repairs. 


*DOVER-SEREET BripGE (OVER Fort Point CHANNEL). 


This bridge has been examined and repaired from time to 
time during the season, and in November last was thoroughly 
surveyed by Mr. Manley, who then reported upon its condition. 
(See Appendix for report.) It being too late in the season 
to make the thorough renewals there marked out, it was 
recommended that repairs be made, at a cost not exceeding 
$1,800. The repairs indicated in the latter part of Mr. 
Manley’s report have been made, and the bridge is now safe, 
but is in a condition where further repairs of the upper 
works will soon become more costly than reconstruction. 

The bridge should be widened, and a draw that can be 
handled much more quickly should be substituted for the ex- 
isting one, that the great travel which daily passes over may 
be properly accommodated.

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*FEDERAL-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Fort Pornt CHANNEL). 


The work of widening and rebuilding this structure, as 
described in the last annual report, was finished early in the 
year. 

The draw is a slide draw, in two parts, which are drawn 
off in opposite directions. “Each part weighs about seventy- 
five tons, and moves about forty-four feet to leave a clear 
channel, yet runs so easily that the movement can be made 
by a horse in less than thirty seconds. 

The total cost of the work, including extras and engineer- 
ing expenses, was $90,082.24. 

The bridge is now in good condition and will require no 
repairs this season, other than those due to wear and acci- 
dent. | 


The amount expended under the direction of this department 
for repairs for the past year, including the cost of a new 
buoy, has been : : : ; : $1,400 95 


FERDINAND-STREET BripGE (OVER B. & A. R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, of light construction. The floor beams 
have not sufficient depth to give proper stiffness, and are not 
properly connected with the trusses. It has, however, done 
its work without showing signs of failure, and now needs no 
special repairs. The iron work of the trusses shouldbe re- 
painted soon. 

The cost of repairs for the past year, made under the 
direction of the Paving Department, has been $94.15. 


HUNTINGTON-AVENUE BripGE (OVER B. & A. R. R.). 


Nothing has been done to this structure since the date of 
the last report, nor indeed since it was built. Since the 
time of the Peace Jubilee it has not been used as a bridge for 
common travel, but, with the consent of the Committee on 
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Streets, has served to carry the railroad track of the con- 
tractor for filling Back Bay lands. It is now in very much 
the same state as described a year ago, and it is still question- 
able as to what should be done to place it in proper condition. 

Measurements have been taken at various times during the 
year to ascertain the amount and direction of the movements 
occurring inthe abutments. These movements, although 
diminishing in rate, still continue. Between Jan. 17th and 
Oct. 3d, the northerly abutment had moved one-tenth of a 
foot and the southerly abutment nineteen-hundredths of a 
foot, or over 21 inches. 

The total movement since the completion of the bridge has 
been, for the northerly abutment 9 inches, and for the 
southerly abutment 13} inches. Before the bridge comes 
into much use as a public highway it should receive extensive 
repairs. 


*MERIDIAN-STREET BRIDGE (FROM [ast Boston TO CHELSEA). 


In May last, the draw, with its running gear and pier, 
received very thorough repairs. In July, Mr. Manley made 
a detailed examination of the draw, and submitted a special 
report upon its condition (see Appendix), which was trans- 
mitted, with recommendations, to the Committee on Bridges. 

The bridge is in good condition, with the exception of the 
concrete sidewalk (which should be relaid) and the planking 
of the draw. Orders have been given for replanking, but 
the work is not yet done. 

The cost of repairs done under the direction of this de- 
partment during the past year was : : $1,525 21

This structure is in good condition, and will require nothing 
put ordinary repairs during the coming year. 
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*MtT. WasHINGTON-AVENUE Bripege (OVER Fort Point

CHANNEL). 


This bridge is now in good condition. During the year it 
has been repaired by replanking the draw, and improved by 
changing the lines of the sidewalks near the draw, putting 
up new gates with iron posts, painting the draw and patching 
the fence. 


The cost of repairs made under the direction of this de-

NEwWToN-STREET BripGE (OvER B. & P. R. R.) 


This bridge is not much used, and although it has received 
no repairs is in good condition, with, of course, the exception 
of the northerly abutment, which is badly cracked by the 
movement of its foundation. 


Puspiic GARDEN Foor BRIDGE. 


This structure is in good condition. 


SHAWMUT-AVENUE BrinGE (OvER B. & A. R. R.). 


This bridge is in good order with the exception of the 
paint. It should be repainted the coming year. 


*WARREN BripGE (FROM Boston TO CHARLESTOWN). 


This bridge is in the charge of Commissioners. <A state- 
ment of its present condition, and the renewals required for 
the coming year, will be found in Mr. Wightman’s report in 
the Appendix. 
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Winturop Bripce (FRoM Breep’s Istanpd TO WINTHROP). 


Portions of the floor planking of this bridge have decayed 
and will require to be replaced soon. Otherwise it is in fair 
condition. 


II. Bripces OF wHIcH BOSTON SUPPORTS THE PART WITHIN 
Irs Limits. 


The maintenance of most of the bridges classed under this 
head has been lately thrown upon the city, through the annex- 
ation of Charlestown, West Roxbury and Brighton, and they 
have not yet received from this department that careful 
examination which is required for a full and positive state- 
ment of their condition. 


*CAMBRIDGE-STREET BRIDGE (FROM BRIGHTON TO CaAmM- 
BRIDGE). 


This is a pile bridge, with a leaf draw, the centre of which 
is on the division line between Brighton and Cambridge. 
The part within the limits of Boston has been repaired lately 
and is in good condition. 


*CHELSEA BRIDGE (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO CHELSEA.) 


This bridge is 3,633 feet long and 32 feet wide, and is pro- 
vided with two draws, one in Charlestown, the other in 
Chelsea. 

Of this length Charlestown has supported 2,333 feet, the 
Lynn and Boston horse-railway corporation, however, plank- 
ing one-half the width and furnishing the two lines of stringers 
which carry its track. 

It is very old and in a dangerous state. It probably will 
have to be rebuilt at an early day. When rebuilding, from 
1,200 to 1,500 feet of it can be replaced by solid filling with- 
out the expense of retaining walls, and can be widened to 
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about 64 feet without purchase of more land, as the bridge 
corporation which built the original structure owned a strip 
. Of land of that width, the centre line of the bridge being on 
the ceutre line of the land. 


*GRANITE Briper (FRoM DorcHEsTER To Mitton). 


This bridge is in fair condition, and will require only 
ordinary repairs. 


Lonewoop-ave. Bripee (From Warp 15 To Broox.ine). 


This bridge has been examined lately and found to be in 
very bad condition. The report of Mr. Manley in the Ap- 
pendix will give the detail of repairs required, with an 
estimate of their cost. 

A permanent structure should be built to replace the 
present bridge, but as Brookline and Boston are jointly inter- 
ested, it will probably take considerable time to devise a 
plan which will be mutually satisfactory. I should, there- 
fore, recommend the repairs mentioned in Mr. Manley’s 
report to be made. 


Marraran Brings (FRoM Warp 16 To Quincy). 
Minton Brince 6 66 66 6 


These bridges are in good condition. 


*NEPONSET Bripge (FROM WarpD 16 To Quincy). 


The Committee on Bridges, at the beginning of the year, 
decided to recommend the rebuilding of that portion of this 
structure supported by Boston, and requested plans and 
estimates prepared for the consideration of the City Council. 

Surveys were made in February, and the plans were 
partially completed by Mr. Learned, when it became neces- 
sary to withdraw him from this work to commence upon other 
more urgent, and his duties since have prevented his again 
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taking hold of the plans until near the close of the year. 
They will soon be finished, and, with estimates, presented to 
the committee. 

The bridge was repaired at an expense of $980.64. 


*NortH BEracoN-STREET BripGE (FROM Warp 19 To 
WATERTOWN). 


This bridge has been recently renewed above the pile caps 
and is in good order. 


*NorTH HARVARD-STREET BripGE (FRoM Warp 19 To Cam- 
BRIDGE). 


. 

This bridge is in good order, though the draw (which is 
new) needs more counter-balance. The draw pier should be 
replanked, and the dolphin, used by vessels in passing 
through, which has been carried away, should be replaced as 
soon as navigation begins. 


SPRING-STREET Brip@k (FROM Warp 17 To DepHam). 


This is a five-arch stone bridge over Charles river, con- 
necting Ward 17 with Dedham. It is in good condition, and 
with the exception of the fence, which will soon have to be 
renewed, requires no repairs. One half of the bridge will in 
future be supported by Boston. 


*WESTERN-AVENUE BripGE (FROM WarD 19 TO CAMBRIDGE). 


One of the piles of this bridge is badly shattered at the top, 
and must be replaced in the spring. (It has been tempo- 
rarily strengthened within afew days.) The draw pier needs 
to be replanked, and very likely new floor timbers will be. 
required, 
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*WESTERN-AVENUE Bripgre (FRoM Warp 19 to Warter- 
TOWN). 

This bridge is apparently in fair condition ; the draw pier, 
however, will require thorough repairs. 

A petition was sent to the Harbor Commissioners, a short 
time since, requesting an alteration of the position of the 
draw, which is badly located for the passage of vessels going 
above the bridge. No action was taken by the commission, 
but when the draw is rebuilt, in view of the location of the 
Brighton abattoir, and the business which will ultimately 
concentrate above the bridge, it would be good policy to 
alter its position. 


III. Brinces or wuHicu Bosron Pays A PART OF THE 
Cost oF MAINTENANCE. 


ALBANY-STREET BripGE (OVER B. & A. R. R.). 


The existing structure is soon to be removed, to make place 
for one of longer span, and, as the change is for the accom- 
modation of the Boston & Albany Railroad, that corporation 
will make the improvement at its own expense. 

The abutments have moved, and are badly cracked. They 
may be said to be in very poor condition, and when the 
bridge is rebuilt they should be taken down and built anew. 


*CaNAL BripGE (FROM Bosron TO CAMBRIDGE). 


‘This bridge is in the charge of commissioners. Mr. 
Wightman’s report will give the requisite information rela- 
tive to its condition and the proposed improvements. 


*MaupEN Bripae (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO EVERETT). 


This bridge has not been closely examined, but will receive 
careful inspection as soon as the weather will permit. It is 
quite old, and undoubtedly is in an unsafe condition. 
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It bas a counter-balanced turn-table draw, which is nearly 
new, and in good order. 

Although entirely within the limits of Chelsea it is 
supported by the several towns, corporations, etc., benefited 
by it, as provided in chapter 266 of the Acts of 1869. 

By this act the County Commissioners of Middlesex county 
are required to assess annually the various corporations 
interested in the maintenance of the bridge, for the estimated 
cost of maintaining it for the year, and they are also requested 
to designate who shall receive and disburse the money. 
It is directed that the Mayor and Aldermen of the city of 
Charlestown shall have the care and superintendence of the 
bridge, and that said city shall be liable for any loss or in- 
jury that any person may sustain by reason of carelessness 
or misconduct of its agents in the management of the bridge. 


*Prison Pornt BripGe (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO CaM- 
BRIDGE ). 


This is an old and poor structure, too narrow for conven- 
lent use, consisting of little else than a draw. 

Chapter 800 of the Acts of 1870 requires the cities of 
Charlestown and Cambridge to forthwith construct a new 
draw, and directs each city to choose a commissioner to 
have the care and management of the bridge, the expense to 
be borne equally by the two cities. No commissioners have 
been chosen under this act, but since its date, the draw has 
been rebuilt ; in fact, all the draws between this and the har- 
bor have been rebuilt or changed in conformity to a general 
plan of the Harbor Commissioners, regulating their position, 
and the direction and width of draw openings. 

It would seem proper that this bridge should now be placed 
under the charge of the commissioners on West Boston and 
Canal bridges. 
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*West Boston BripGe (From Boston TO CAMBRIDGE). 


This bridge is under the charge of commissioners appointed, 
one from each city. Mr. Wightman’s report will give full 
information in regard to it. 


IV. BRIDGES SUPPORTED BY RAILWAY CORPORATIONS. 


With the exception of certain bridges described in the 
report of Mr. Manley, on the Hartford & Erie (New York 
and New England) bridges (see Appendix), all the struc- 
tures that are classed under this head are either in good or 
fair condition, and will require no special mention at this 
time. 


MISCELLANEOUS CONSTRUCTIONS AND Estimates IN 1872. 
Under this head may be classed : — 


Berkeley-street Retaining Wall. — Plans and specifications 
have been made for a retaining wall on Berkeley street, 
from the bridge over the Boston & Providence Railroad, to 
Stanhope street, on the westerly side. The specifications 
were printed, but the work has not yet been advertised for 
proposals, the Superintendent of Streets preferring to wait 
until the coming season. 


Chester Park Hextension Bridges. — Plans for the bridges, 
with their abutments, which will be required for crossing the 
Boston and Providence and Boston and Albany Railroads, on 
the extension of West Chester Park, have been prepared. 

If the filling of the avenue is completed, in accordance 
with the contract with Mr. Munson, the city will probably 
be called upon to build them during the coming year. 


Eastern-avenue Extension. —Considerable work has been 
done, by this department, in locating lines, making plans, and 
taking soundings and borings for this extension. 
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The construction of the bridge will have to be commenced 
in the spring, the terms of the contract between the State 
and the city requiring its completion during the year 1874. 
An appropriation has been made by the City Council which 
will partially cover the cost of this improvement, and the 
plans of the bridge and sea-walls are now in progress. 


Lovejoy’s Wharf.— The retaining wall on the easterly 
side of Beverly street, adjoining Lovejoy’s Wharf, having 
moved to such an extent as to narrow the dock, the Superin- 
tendent of Streets requested this department to prepare plans 
for remedying the difficulty. 

Plans for cross-bracing the piers of the wharf were made, 
and the work was satisfactorily completed by Messrs. Whit- 
comb and Potter, for the sum of $450. 


Pinckney-street Sea Wall. — The rebuilding of this wall, 
which was commenced in the fall of 1872, was not completed 
until June, 18738. The work has been thoroughly done, and 
no signs of movement have been observed. ‘The contract 


price was $6,850. 


Pynchon-street Retaining Wall. —In May plans and spe- 
cifications were made for a retaining wall on the northerly 
side of Pynchon, at its junction with Washington street. 
The wall was about 431 feet long, of an average height of 17 
feet, and to be built of Roxbury stone, with granite capping. 
Proposals were advertised for July 2, and the contract 
awarded to Thomas Dolan, for $9,548. The wall has been 
substantially built, under the supervision of an inspector 
(Mr. J. W. Coburn), and was completed on the 3d of De- 
cember. <A continuation of the wall, not required by the 
contract, was built by the same contractor for $489.09. 


Suimner-street, Hast Boston Bridges. — Plans and esti- 
mates for a bridge for team and foot travel, over the Eastern 
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Railroad, on Sumner street, were made in March, and in 
December plans arid estimates for a foot-bridge on the same 
location were made, but neither have as yet been adopted.

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SPECIAL REPORT ON CHARLESTOWN AND CAMBRIDGE 
BRIDGES. | 


OFFICE OF THE City ENGINEER, 


Boston, January 1, 1874. 


JOsEPH P. Davis, Esq., Crry ENGINEER : — 


Sir, — Having for the past two years acted as the Engi- 
neer for the Commissioners on the Charles river and Warren 
bridges, and for the past year in the same capacity for the 
Commissioners on the West Boston and Canal bridges, I 
submit a brief report of the history and condition of the first 
two, and also of such work upon the last two as required en- 
gineering supervision, together with their present condition. 

The Charles river and Warren bridges, owing to the an- 
nexation of Charlestown, will soon come under the same con- 
tro] as the other city bridges, orders having passed the City 
Council having in view the repeal of the legislative act by 
which. they were placed in charge of commissioners. The 
annual report of the Commissioner to the City Council will 
give the information relating to the care and management of 
the bridges for the past year. 


CHARLES-RIVER BRIDGE. 


Previous to the year 1786 the only regular public way of 
communication between the town of Boston and the country 
on the other side of Charles river was by means of a ferry 
over the river to Charlestown. By an act passed March 9, 
1785, John Hancock and others were made a corporation

with authority to build a bridge across the river on the site 
of the old ferry. The work was commenced June 1, 1785, 
and completed June 17, 1786. The proprietors had author- 
ity to collect tolls for a term of forty years from the time of 
its completion, which term was extended, in 1792, to seventy 
years. 

March 17, 1841, an act was passed authorizing the pur- 
chase by the Commonwealth of the Charles-river bridge and 
the franchise of the proprietors for $25,000, and providing 
that the old rates of toll should be imposed on this and the 
Warren bridge, to pay for the purchase, put both bridges in 
repair, and raise a fund for their support, the time for taking 
tolls being limited to two years. 

The purchase having been consummated, the bridge was 
repaired, it being in a dangerous condition, at a cost of 
$60,931.54, and tolls were commenced December 1, 1841, 
and continued till December 1, 1843, when both bridges 
became free and continued free until June 2, 1854. 

In 1854 and ’55, the bridge being in a ruinous condition, 
it was rebuilt. The superstructure and pile substructure of 
the old bridge were entirely removed and new work substi- 
tuted. The bridge was closed to travel for the purpose of 
rebuilding, July 11, 1854, and opened to travel May 16, 
1855. ‘The cost of the new, including the removal of the old 
structure, was $133,826.67. Tolls were commenced June 2, 
1854, and taken off April 8, 1858, and since that time both 
the Charles-river and Warren bridges have been free. 

In 1870 the present draw was constructed, with a draw- 
way 44 feet in width. 

In May, 1871, this bridge and the Warren were placed 
under the charge of commissioners, one being appointed by 
Boston and one by Charlestown, and the expense of main- 
tenance has since that time been equally divided between the 
two cities. 

Shortly after the appointment of these commissioners I was 
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requested by them to examine the draw on the Charles-river 
bridge, and devise, if possible, some remedy for its faulty 
construction. After a careful examination, I was convinced 
that no remedy would be so effectual as a shortening of the 
draw, and so reported. 

The Legislature not being in session, there was no way by 
which the commissioners could obtain the authority necessary 
to enable them to legally do the work, but, notwithstanding 
this, they took the responsibility, narrowed the draw-way to 
36 feet, and shortened the draw 9 feet. Since that time it 
has given no further trouble, and works as easily and rapidly 
as any draw in the city. 

In 1872 the fender guards were thoroughly repaired and 
portions of them rebuilt. 

Lhis bridge will require extensive repairs during the pres- 
ent year. The bulkheads on both sides are badly decayed, 
and should be entirely renewed. The fence is also in a 
dilapidated condition, and the west pier requires new capping, 
flooring plank, and other repairs. The roadway is in bad 
condition, and the present cobble-stone pavement should be 
replaced by granite block. The sidewalks need to be re- 
paved, the curb-stones reset, and the gas-pipes renewed. 

With the exception of some repairs to the machinery, 
which shon!d be made soon, the draw is in good order. It 
is not furnished with hand-power machinery, a very impor- 
tant defect, as accidents to the moving gear may prevent its 
use, in which case there is no way provided for moving the 
draw until repairs are made. 

The commissioners have on hand some duplicate machinery 
for the draw, and also the material for a new fence. 

The entire length of the bridge from abutment to abutment 
is 1,102 feet, its width 50 feet. At the Charlestown end 177 
feet of its length are occupied on both sides by buildings and 
wharves. At the Boston end 164 feet on the west side are 
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occupied by Goodnow’s wharf, and on the east side 175 feet 
by the Boston Gas Co.’s wharf. 

The draw is the full width of the bridge, is of the slide or 
mitre pattern, and consists of two plate-iron girders carrying 
trussed wooden floor-beams, with a plank roadway. It has 
friction roller trucks, is moved by horse-power, and can be 
opened or closed in less than one minute. 


WARREN BRIDGE.

March 12, 1828, an act was passed incorporating John 
Skinner, Isaac Warren, and others, by the name of the Pro- 
prietors of Warren bridge. The bridge was built and opened 
for travel in December, 1828. The act provided that the 
bridge should revert to and become the property of the 
Commonwealth, when said proprietors should have been re- 
imbursed the money by them expended in and about the 
building of the bridge, and other necessary expenses, with 
five per cent. interest thereon, provided the term for taking 
tolls should not exceed six years. March 28, 1833, the rev- 
enue up to that date having been sufficient to reimburse the 
proprietors for the money expended, etc., an act was passed 
providing for the State taking possession of the bridge, but 
owing to a suit brought by the Charles-river Bridge Corpora- 
tion to restrain the building of Warren bridge, which suit 
was still pending, the Legislature passed the acts of March 
28, 1834, and November 4, 1835, continuing the Warren 
Bridge Corporation in being on certain terms and conditions, 
and it was not until 1836 that the Commonwealth took actual 
possession and made it a free bridge. 

In 1842 the bridge was repaired at a cost A; $49,827.99, 
and opened for travel October 22 of that year. The history 
of the collection of tolls from this time is the same as for the 
Charles-river bridge. 

In 1855 the bridge was again repaired, being closed to car- 
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riage travel from August 5 until the 28th of the following 
December. The alterations and repairs made at this time 
were the widening of the bridge from 44 to 50 feet, the build- 
ing of a new draw and new draw foundation, the remodelling 
of the draw-way, repaving of the roadway and sidewalks, 
repairing fences, etc. ‘ 

From the Charlestown abutment to the draw the super- 
structure was entirely renewed, leaving no portion of the old 
structure but the piles. 

From the Boston abutment to the draw the superstructure 
was not renewed; the roadway and sidewalks were, how- 
ever, repaired, curb-stones reset, and fences repaired. The 
total cost of these improvements was $65,494.80. 

In 1872, by request of the commissioners, [ had surveys and 
plans made for building a new draw, repairing the bridge, 
and other improvements. The work was commenced and 
completed during that year with the exception of some minor 
details. A description of these alterations and improvements 
will be found in my report to you for the year 1872 (City 
Doc. 23, 1873), and in the commissioners’ report for the 
same year (City Doc. 14, 1873). The plans are on record 
in this office. 

The pile foundations of this bridge are the same as origin- 
ally driven in 1828. Some of the piles are quite small, being 
considerably worn by the action of the tides and other causes, 
and although most of them are perfectly sound, it is probable 
that by the time the superstructure again requires renewal, 
the entire bridge will have to be rebuilt. There is a wide 
bay or span near the Fitchburg Railroad depot, on the Boston 
side, which it would be advisable to strengthen by trussing 
the floor timbers with iron rods. The bridge is otherwise in 

good condition, and will require only ordinary repairs. 

The application of steam-power for opening and closing the 
draw, and assisting vessels in their passage through the draw- 
way, has proved both efficient and economical. Its success- 
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ful operation has already led to its adoption on West Boston 
bridge by the Commissioners on West Boston and Canal 
bridges, and it will undoubtedly be adopted on other 
bridges. 

The length of this bridge between its abutments is 1,374 
feet; its width 50 feet. At the Charlestown end 250 feet on 
the west side and 254 feet on the east side, measuring from 
the abutment towards the draw, are occupied by buildings 
and wharves. At the Boston end 525 feet on the west side 
and 62 feet on the east side, measuring from the abutment 
towards the draw, are occupied in the same manner. 


CANAL BRIDGE. 


A complete history of the Canal and West Boston bridges, 
from the date of their first construction to the time of their 
coming under the control of the present commissioners, is 
given in the first report of the commissioners to the City 
Council (City Doc. No. 19, 1872). 

In November and December, 1871, surveys and estimates 
were made for widening and repairing this bridge. In 1872 
plans and estimates were made under my direction for widen- 
ing the bridge to sixty-four feet, and building a new draw in 
the position fixed by the Harbor Commission. 

During the past year these plans have been altered to 
make them conform to the views of the Harbor Commission, 
and an act of the Legislature, granting the requisite 
authority to the Bridge Commissioners to make the proposed 
improvements, has been obtained. 

A license from the Harbor Commission for doing the work ° 
was granted December 31, 1873. The specifications are in 
print, and as soon as some legal questions, relating to the 
taking of land at the Boston end of the bridge, are settled, 
the commissioners will advertise the work for proposals. 

The present bridge is old and badly decayed. It is and 
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has been for the past year, in an unsafe condition for public 
travel. 

As the defects of this structure are fully enumerated in the 
several reports of the commissioners, I shall not repeat them, 
but refer you to their reports for further information. 


West Boston BRIDGE. 


The superstructure of this bridge above the flooring was 
rebuilt in 1871, at a cost of $49,450.59. A detailed descrip- 
tion of the repairs and improvements is given in the report 
of the commissioner for that year (City Doc. No. 19, 1872). 

The bridge is in good and safe condition. The draw is 
old, but has been thoroughly repaired during the past year. 
It is to be rebuilt as soon as the Canal bridge improvements 
are completed. 

The application of steam power for moving the draw was 
made under my direction in May and June. The machinery 
is similar to that in use on Warren bridge, and has proved 
equally successful and satisfactory to the commissioners.

SPECIAL REPORT ON BROADWAY BRIDGE, 
OPPS TO Pe ORS CoA aNe 


OFFICE OF Ciry ENGINEER, City HALL, 
Boston, Nov. 8th, 1873. 


To ALDERMAN Leonarp R. CuTrer, Chairman Committee 
on Bridges : — 


Sir, — In compliance with the instructions of your com- 
mittee, given on the 5th of this month, I submit the follow- 
ing report and estimates relating to the draw of the Broad- 
way bridge. 

The report of Mr. Manley, Assistant Engineer in charge 
of bridges, transmitted to you last July and here reproduced, 
will point out the present unsafe condition of this struc- 
ture : — 


“Sir, — The condition of the draw, and draw foundations 
of Broadway Bridge is briefly as follows : — 

* The sixteen screw-piles, upon which the draw rests, have 
settled unequally, and this is the cause of a great part of the 
trouble with the bridge. 

“The weight is not equally distributed upon the piles, and 
those carrying the greatest load have settled most, so that a 
profile of the lower track shows two hills and two hollows. 
The difference between the highest and lowest point is 24 
inches, one tower being 11 inches higher than the other when 
the draw is in position for use. 
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“There are two other movements, which I am confident 
have taken place in the bridge since its erection. First, the 
whole structure has moved towards the South Boston end. 
Second, the towers, and trusses with them, have also had 
an independent motion, —the westerly tower to the north, 
and the easterly tower to the south. These movements are 
not susceptibls of demonstration, but there is sufficient evi- 
dence to make me confident that they have taken place. 

“They are indicated by the fittings at the end of the 
draw; by the striking of one truss against the truss of the 
fixed span; by the fitting of the draw pier, and by the 
towers not being exactly opposite each other. 

“Tuaere is no cross-bracing in the floor of the draw, nor 
anything but the weight of the draw to prevent this warping 
motion. 

“The towers are carried on the wheels directly under 
them, and the trusses are further supported by cross-beams, 
also carried on the wheels, making a base about 28 feet long, 
on which the trusses (together 160 feet long) are balanced. 
The track being uneven in height, the ends of this base, and 
the ends of the trusses with it, are alternately raised and 
lowered as the draw swings off. The greatest effect of this 
is seen when the draw is in place for vessels to pass through, 
at which time the roadway surface is warped so much that 
two diagonal corners of the draw are apparently 18 inches 
higher than the other two. 

“The lower track is carried on a 15-inch I-beam; the 
upper flange of this beam is not a true circle, and as the 
towers roll over the portion farthest from the centre (which 
coincides nearly with the lowest place in the track), the great 
weight continua'ly increases the variation, and there is 
danger that the beam will give way. 

“This distortion of the lower track causes a purt of the 
wheels to bear only on the outer edge of their faces, and 
they continually break and crumble. 
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The settling of the piles has broken and disarranged the 
diagonal bracing between them, the upper end of the ver- 
tical driving-shaft is insecurely fastened, the machinery for 
raising the ends of the draw when in place, is in poor con- 
dition, the trusses are distorted by the pull of the tower- 
rods, and under the best condition of things, that is to say, 
allowing that all the tower-rods are equally strained, the 
strain on them is more than 20,000 Ibs. per square inch of 
cross section. 

“The track has a steel face 3” by 1” fixed in a groove $ 
inch deep. The weight rolls this steel longer, thereby 
increasing the diameter of the track-circle, and tearing the 
track from its fastenings. The steel under the towers is 
rolled flat and thin, thereby increasing the inequalities of the 
track. 

“Levels taken on the piles Feb. 14th, May 28th, and 
July 12th, all in 1873, show no perceptible change since the 
first date, and no longitudinal motion in the bridge has been 
discovered in that time. 

“During the hottest weather of last year the expansion 
of the draw was so great that one truss struck the stationary 
part of the bridge, and it was found necessary to cut away 
the chord-bars of the fixed span. 

“This trouble has not occurred this summer as yet, but 
may happen at any time.

Since the date of the above report, the upper track has 
broken, and has been repaired and strengthened at the weak 
point in a manner that will render it secure for a while; the 
steel track under the towers has worn down and splintered 
off to an extent that allows the wheels to almost bear upon 
the cast-iron base; other than these, no serious changes have 

taken place, and measurements taken yesterday show no fur- 
ther settling of the pile foundation. 
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The draw is safe for street traffic, and, as the season for the 
frequent passage of vessels is nearly closed, it is possible that 
it may be maintained through the winter without very expen- 
Sive repairs, but only at a risk, as there are several points 
where failure is likely to occur when the draw is in motion. 
It should either receive thorough repair, or be replaced by a 
new structure within a short time, not only because of its 
imperfect state, but also that it may be placed beyond danger 
of failure when it becomes necessary to interrupt the travel 
over Dover-street bridge to permit the rebuilding of the lat- 
ter structure. 

As Mr. Manley has stated, the chief defect is want of sta- 
bility in the foundation, and there seems no effectual remedy 
except in building a new foundation, which shall have a much 
greater bearing surface and greater power to resist distortion, 
or movement of its separate parts. 

The weight brought upon each pile as the towers pass over 
it when the draw is in motion, produces a pressure per square 
foot of bearing surface of the base and flange of the pile two 
or three times greater than is allowable where a due regard. 
for safety is had. The two piles over which the towers stand 
when in position for street travel are liable to receive a 
much greater load. 

The accompanying plan, marked A, will show the essen- 
tial features of the draw and its foundation. 

The want of strength to resist a swaying motion, and the 
want of bearing surface, will be readily seen. 

A number of estimates of cost of repairing and rebuilding 
are hereinafter presented. 

The first, amounting to $16,000, is for repairing and 
strengthening both the foundation and the superstructure. 

The work covered by this estimate, and which seems to be 
the least that can be done to place the draw in a temporarily 
safe condition, consists in levelling the supports of the lower 
track, putting in a new upper and lower track, new wheels and 
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a greater number of them, new eccentrics, and diagonal floor- 
ties, repairing the bracing of the foundation piles, staying with 
radial rods or struts the circular I-beam that supports the 
lower track, bracing and strengthening the towers, adding 
new suspension rods, etc. 

It should be understood that even if the above-mentioned 
repairs are made, there is no surety that further settling of 
the piles will not take place, and the work, in great part, 
have to be done over again. 

The second estimate, amounting to $62,000, is for a new 
foundation (to be built substantially as shown on plans B 
and C), new centre-pivot turn-table, and strengthening and 
replacing old draw. 

In this plan for a foundation the old piles are to be left to 
carry the track of the turn-table, and a stone centre-pier to 
carry the centre-pivot is to be built. The greater portion 
of the weight of the draw will be thrown upon the centre 
pier by means of a new turn-table, thus reducing the load on 
the piles to a weight they can safely bear. The bearing area 
of the base of the centre pier alone will be more than 
double that of the present foundation. 

The only objection to this form of pier is the want of 
durability of the cast-iron piles. They will, undoubtedly, 
last for a number of years; but for how many it is impossi- 
ble to say. They may, however, be so arranged that they 
can be taken out, one by one, and replaced by new ones, 
without disturbing the superstructure. 

A saving of $12,000 is effected by replacing the old draw 
instead of building a new one. But as it is unnecessarily 
heavy, is wanting in lateral stiffness of trusses, and shows 
poor workmanship in its details, I am of opinion it would 
soon need further repair, and that its life would be but a 
short one, at best; therefore, if you should decide to build a 
new pier, it would seem judicious to also build a new draw. 
The material in the existing draw, if sold for old iron, would 
bring about $4,000, which amount added to the $12,000 


ie 
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mentioned above, gives the difference between estimates 2 
and 3, equal to $16,000. 

The third estimate, amounting to $78,000, is for a new 
foundation and new draw. ‘The foundation to be the same 
as that already described. (See plans B and C.) 

With the exception of the want of durability of the cast- 
iron piles, there seems to be no objection to urge against this 
form of structure. . 

The fourth estimate, amounting to $99,000, is for a new 
foundation, all of masonry (to be built substantially as shown 
on plans D and E), new turn-table, and old draw repaired 
and strengthened. 

This form of foundation may be said to be imperishable, 
and not liable to need repair. The objections to replacing 
the old draw have been before stated. 

The fifth estimate, amounting to $114,000, is for a new 
foundation (the same as in last estimate, and shown on plans 
D and E), and a new draw. 

It is possible that objection may be made to this founda- 
tion, on account of its forming a considerable obstruction to 
the flow of the tides, and thereby increasing the rapidity of 
the current in the channel way.

SPECIAL REPORT ON DOVER-STREET BRIDGE. 


JOSEPH P. Davis, Esq., City ENGINEER : — 


Str, — The condition of Dover-street bridge is similar to 
that of Federal street, West Boston, and Mount Washington 
avenue bridges before they were rebuilt, and it needs about 
the same repairs as were made upon West Boston bridge. 

The draw is in fair condition, and with moderate repairs 
will last several years; it, however, requires replanking im- 
mediately. The draw-pier on the South Boston side of the 
channel is in fair condition, excepting the covering plank, 
and they will answer for a year or two with patching. The 
pier on which the draw-tender’s house stands is very rotten 
indeed, and will hardly hold itself up. The face of the draw- 
opening has been repaired this summer with spruce piles, 
and is in fair condition. The remainder of the pier is past 
repair, and if it were much used would be very dangerous. 
The principal danger is in the use of it by the bathers in 
summer. It can be used for ordinary bridge purposes for a 
year or two longer without serious danger, but should not be 
again used for bathing in its present condition. 

The piling of the main part of the bridge is in good con- 
dition, and probably the stringers and plank covering. All 
wood-work above that, however, is badly decayed, the edge- 
stones very much out of place, and the paving poor. 

The superstructure is about in the same condition, and 
should be overhauled, and renewals made at the same time. 
The cost of thorough repairs and renewals, including new 
pier and new stone block paving, will not exceed $20,000. 
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The bottom plank being sound, and the stringers and piles 
good, nobody can possibly fall through the bridge into the 
water; and if the fences are put in good condition, and sev- 
eral other minor repairs made, and the usual repairs continued, 
the bridge may be continued in use for another year or two 
without serious danger. 

The bulkheads at the ends of the draw are completely rot- 
ten, and must be renewed; the plank sidewalk over the 
water-pipe on the south side of the bridge is in bad condi- 
tion, and should be repaired at once, or as soon as the new 
pipe is laid. The fence on the same side was fastened to the 
bulkhead this summer, and is in fair condition; on the other 
side there is no sound timber in the bulkhead to fasten the 
fence to, but if desirable, I think it can be secured without — 
wholly rebuilding the bulkhead. There are places in the 
stone paving where it will soon be all out of the ground, and 
which must be relaid. 

The draw-tender’s house is in need of repairs, which I 
understand have been promised by the Committee on Bridges. 
A main timber of the draw is broken, causing a sag which is 
unsightly, and not at all conducive to strength, and which 
must be repaired at once. 

My estimate of the cost of repairs absolutely necessary to 
the running and safety of the bridge is $1,800.

SPECIAL REPORT ON LONGWOOD-AVENUE BRIDGE. 


OFFICE OF THE City ENGINEER, 
December 20, 1873. 
Jos. P. Davis, Esq., Crry ENGINEER : — 

Sir, — A recent examination of Hosencnds avenue bridge 
shows that the tops of the piles, the caps of the piles, and the 
lower part of the posts of the trestle work are badly de- 
cayed, and that one part of the bridge has settled in conse- 
quence. The upper part of the structure is in better con- 
dition, having been repaired within two or three-years ; but 
the defects of the substructure are of such a nature as to 
make the bridge unsafe for public travel. 

The bridge, as a whole, is worn out and valueless, and, 
pending the question of replacing it, it should receive certain 
repairs in order that it may be safely continued in use. 

A plan and estimate of cost is herewith given. The esti- 
mate is for repairing the whole bridge. The cost of repair- 
ing the part within the limits of Boston would be a trifle less 
than one half of this; but it should be repaired for its whole 
length to insure the safety of the part within the city limits.

SPECIAL REPORT ON MERIDIAN-ST, BRIDGE. 


Jos. P. Davis, Esq., Crry ENGINEER : — 

Sir,— The condition of the draw of Meridian street 
bridge is as follows : — 

It has just been temporarily repaired by new straining 
blocks for truss rods ; new frame for, and repairs on gear for 
turning ; new wheels and track, repairs on fence and side- 
walks, strengthening floor timbers, and a general tightening 
of the rods of the truss; but the chords of the trusses, the 
iron straining blocks, the floor-timbers, track timbers and 
foundation are in such condition, and the rods of the trusses 
and gallows-frame are so small, that the draw as a whole is 
past repair, and, though it will run for a year to come, and 
without doubt carry any single-loaded team liable to come 
upon it, yet it is not safe, and never was safe for a dense crowd 
of people. Steps have béen taken to prevent fast-driving over 
the bridge, but the city ordinance is defective, as it applies 
only to certain specified vehicles, and does not apply to light 
teams, which are driven fastest, and are most destructive to 
the bridge.

SPECIAL REPORT ON BRIDGES OVER BOSTON, HART- 
FORD & ERIE R. R. 


Boston, Aug. 16th, 1873. 
JosEP? P. Davis, Esq., Crry ENGINEER: — 


Dear Srr, —I have examined the bridges over the Bos- 
ton, Hartford and Erie R. KR. in this city, and make the fol- 
lowing report : — 

There are thirteen bridges over this railroad on highways 
within the limits of the city: eight in South Boston, and five 
in Dorchester, all of which are maintained by the railroad 
corporation. Seven of these bridges in South Boston are of 
the same general character, and may be described in the same 
terms. The retaining-walls on the sides of the cut through 
South Boston are about 29 feet apart. This space is spanned 
by single sticks of hard-pine timber of varying sizes ; varying 
in different bridges, and often, in the same bridge, from 
8” X13” to 10” *K 15”; ‘possibly 10”°x 16", ‘and’ trom 2 
4} feet apart. These sticks are covered with two thicknesses 
of spruce plank, 3” thick. This makes a flooring theoreti- 
cally strong enough to carry any load that may come upon 
it. But most of the bridges have been built eight or nine 
years, and are more or less decayed —just how badly it is im- 
possible to tell without removing the plank covering, and as 
this plank is in two thicknesses, crossing each other at right 
angles, its removal will involve some little labor and expense, 
and, therefore, I have not felt authorized to have it done. 
The place where these timbers decay first is on the upper 
surfaces, or those parts in contact with other portions of the 
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bridge. Fourth-street bridge has just been rebuilt; the 
others seem stiff and strong to passing loads, and, though I 
know them to be somewhat decayed, it does not follow that 
they are in an unsafe condition. 

In Dorchester there are three more bridges built on a sim- 
ilar plan, but are of: lighter construction. These are on 
Washington, Harvard, and Madison streets. Washington- 
street bridge crosses the railroad at an acute angle. Part of 
the floor-timbers are carried at one end by atruss. This 
truss is very rotten and unsafe. The floor-timbers appear to 
be in fair condition. Harvard-street bridge is timbered with 
10” « 12” hard-pine sticks, about 24 feet apart, badly de- 
cayed; it is covered with one thickness of 3” plank. I re- 
moved one of these, thereby showing a short piece of each 
timber ; one stick was rotten 4” deep, some others not at all, 
and yet others from one to three inches deep. 

Madison-street bridge is also lightly built, and somewhat 
decayed, but is in better condition than the two last described. 

Norfolk-avenue bridge (near Mattapan Station) is in a 
dilapidated condition, and has been shored-up from below 
between the tracks. 

The four last-described bridges have been slightly repaired 
recently, and are apparently considered safe by the person 
who has the care of them, and for any single load that is 
commonly carried in Dorchester they perhaps aré ; they are 
not by any means, however, such bridges as the city pro- 
vides in similar localities, and for a dense moving crowd 
of people they are not safe. 

There remain two other bridges of entirely different 
character: one on Sixth street, and one on Norfolk avenue. 
Sixth-street bridge is a very light iron structure, built by the 
Mosely Iron Company. It is entirely too light for the place 
it occupies, and is not safe for a crowd of people; one 
trussed beam is broken, and I am told it was done by a 
chimney falling upon it. 
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Norfolk-avenue bridge is a trussed bridge, apparently not 
badly decayed, but so proportioned that if covered with peo- 
ple it would unquestionably give way. Half the bridge is 
carried by a beam of hard pine, 42 feet long, 12” x 10”, 
trussed with an iron rod 1}” in diameter, with a post in the 
centre 26” deep; this trussed beam is carried by an 14” 
rod at each end. The area of the bridge is 1,113 square 
feet. 

In conclusion, it is my opinion that the following bridges 
are in an unsafe condition, namely, Sixth street, Norfolk 
avenue (two bridges), Harvard street, Washington street 
and Madison street, and that the bridges on Second, Third, 
Broadway, Fifth streets and Dorchester avenue, are probably 
safe ; but as they are liable to decay in places not easily ac- 
cessible, except while under repair, and being eight or nine 
years old, they should receive a thorough inspection, by re- 
moving the floor-plank, boring the timbers, ete. | 

The following table will show the relative breaking 
strength of the various bridges, under the supposition that 
the materials of which they are built are sound, and of good 
quality : — |

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The following cases of violation of the building law have 
been brought before the Supreme Court :— 


Building Nos. 59-61, Temple Place, Charles Blake, owner. 

The building was partially destroyed by fire, ‘and a permit 
was granted authorizing the owner to construct a Mansard 
roof on that portion of the building not destroyed ; the whole 
height of building, when completed, not to exceed thirty-five 
feet. A wooden story was constructed, and the height of the 
building was increased to 48 feet. 

The Court allowed the building to be carried up to the 
same height as before the fire. 

Building No. 16 Lincoln street, Julius Hincke, et als., 
owners. | 

The complaint was for violation of Section 11 of Chapter 
371, Laws of 1872, which requires that all party walls shall 
be carried up to a height of 24 feet above the flat or upper 
slope, and 18 inches through -the lower slope of Mansard 
roofs. The defendant was constructing a four-storied build- 
ing, with Mansard roof, which was from nine to twenty feet 
higher than the buildings next it on one side; and it was 
claimed by him that under these circumstances he was not 
obliged to build his party walls to a greater height than his 
own roof-covering, and that the wall could not be termed 
a party-wall to a greater height than where it actually 
separated the buildings. 

The Court ordered a decree to be entered in favor of the 
city. 

Buildings on Parker street, Ward 15, W. S. Pattee, 
owner. | 

The complaint was for violation of Section 2 of Chapter 
3871, Laws of 1872, which requires that party walls for 
dwelling-houses shall be 12 inches thick. 

The defendant received a permit in August, 1872, to erect 
a block of dwelling-houses on Parker street, under the 
provisions of the law of 1871, which was then in force, 
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and which required party walls for dwelling-houses to be 
8 inches thick; but he did not proceed with the construc- 
tion of the building until the spring of 1873. Meanwhile, 
at the special session of 1872, the law of 1871 was amended 
so as to require the party walls of dwelling-houses, such as 
the defendant was erecting, to be 12 inches thick. The de- 
fendant contended that as the permit had not been revoked, 
it was still in force, and gave him authority to build un- 
der the provisions of the law of 1871. 

The Court, however, held that no revocation of the permit 
was necessary, because the party was bound to take notice 
of the passage of the law of 1872, and ordered a decree to 
be entered in favor of the city. 

Buildings on Ruggles street, Robert T. Paine, Jr., owner. 

The complaint was for erecting a block of brick build- 
ings with walls of a less thickness than required by Section 2 
of Chapter 371, Laws of 1872. 

The defendant obtained a permit to erect a block of eight 
wooden buildings, to contain three 8-inch brick walls, as re- 
quired by the ordinance relating to wooden buildings. He 
proceeded to construct the external walls of the block of 
brick, so that when completed the buildings would be 
separated on one side by an 8-inch brick wall, and on the 
other by a wooden partition, and would have brick front 
and rear walls, and he claimed that they were still wooden 
buildings, although built better than required by the ordi- 
nance. 

The Court ordered an injunction to issue, sustaining the 
decision of this department.

TENEMENT HOUSES. 


This department is required to see that the requisitions of 
the Board of Health in regard to the repair and alterations 
of tenement and lodging houses are properly carried out. 

The following requisitions have been received and the

Nathaniel M. Jernigan, of 4 and 6 Phillips street, having 
refused to comply with the requisition to place a fire escape 
on his building, the case has been referred to the City Solici- 
tor for prosecution. 


FIRE ESCAPES. 


In March the Inspector of Buildings was directed by the 
City Council to examine all buildings, in which operatives 
were employed, to ascertain whether they were provided with 
sufficient means of escape in case of fire. 

The result of the examination proved the necessity of im- 
mediately taking measures for the prevention of loss of life. 
Buildings were found filled with combustible material, and the 
upper stories occupied by females, with no means of egress 
except one narrow staircase. In one case two hundred and 
eighty operatives, mostly females, were found in the fourth 
and fifth stories of a building, the only means of escape in case 
of fire being a single staircase and a small scuttle in the roof. 
In most cases the owners and lessees of buildings gladly 
made the necessary alterations required by this department ; 
but a few persons were met with who did not seem to appre- 
ciate the importance of the subject, and who required very 
vigorous treatment. 

The number of buildings examined was 540, and 221 of 
these were found to be unprovided with sufficient means of 
escape. Two hundred and sixty-nine notices have been 
issued, covering two hundred and eighty-six requirements, 
as follows : —

COMPLETED BUILDINGS. 
BRICK. 


The whole number of brick buildings reported as being 
completed during the year is five hundred and ninety-seven 
(597), at an estimated cost of sixteen million one thousand 
two hundred twenty-five dollars ($16,001,225). These 
buildings contain three hundred and seventy-two (872) 
stores, and accommodate four hundred and _ eighty-four 
(484) families. A less number of buildings have been com- 
pleted, and a less number of families accommodated than in 
1872, but the number of stores and the valuation has increased, 
as is shown by the following statement : —

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The increase in the number of stores is accounted for by 
the number of buildings which have been completed on the 
“Burnt District.” The work of rebuilding that district is 
rapidly progressing, and up to date, two hundred and seventy- 
three (273) buildings have been reported as completed. 
Most of these buildings are occupied either wholly or in part. 

One building has been completed and occupied on the 
district burned over May 30th, and a number are roofed in. 
Exhibit G will give further information in tabular form.

The whole number of wooden buildings completed during 
the year was seven hundred and twenty-one (721), con- 
taining sixty-eight (68) stores, and accommodating nine 
hundred and twenty-seven (927) families. The estimated 
cost of these buildings was two million three hundred and 
forty dollars ($2,000,340).

The whole number of buildings of all kinds completed in 
1873 was one thousand three hundred and eighteen (1,318), 
at a total estimated cost of eighteen million one thousand 
five hundred and sixty-five dollars ($18,001,565.) 
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The following public buildings have been completed during 
the year : — 


W ALNUT—AVENUE CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH. 


Though designed at present to serve the purposes of a church, 
this building is at some future time to serve as a chapel to a 
main edifice to be erected adjoining it. It is located on the 
corner of Walnut avenue and Dale street, Ward 14, fronting 
the avenue. The building is 47 feet front by 95 feet deep, and 
is built of Roxbury stone, with Nova Scotia stone trimmings. 
On the front corner most remote from Dale street is a main 
entrance porch, with a small turret on one corner. On the 
outside, next to Dale street, and near the rear, is a larger 
porch, which leads to the gallery, the parlors, and the base+ 
ment kitchen. 

The building is of the decorative Gothic style of architec- 
ture. The interior is finished with ash, and tastefully frescoed. 
At the rear is a gallery, under which are two rooms for social 
purposes, connected together with large doors, and with the 
principal audience room, when required, by a series of doors. 
The seats are fitted with reversible backs for Sunday-school 
use. The entire seating capacity is about 700. At the front 
end is a handsome screen and pulpit of ash and a minister’s 
room. ‘The front windows are glazed with stained glass, and 
those on the side with tinted flecked glass with stained 
borders. 

Ventilating ducts are carried from the various rooms to 
the stone turret at the apex of the front. The interior of the 
audience room is lighted by reflecting sun-burners. The 
building is heated by a furnace. ‘The architect was George 
F. Meacham, and Robert Colbert, builder. 


THe Seconp Hawes Piacer ConGREGATIONAL CHURCH 


On Broadway, Ward 12, has a front on Broadway of 70 feet, 
and a depth of 152 feet 6 inches. The front is broken by a 
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projection 9 feet 6 inches X 40 feet, in which are the two en- 
trances. ‘There are also two entrances on the westerly side, 
one opening into the vestibule at the northerly end of the 
audience-room, and the other opening into the pastor’s 
room, at the southerly end. 

The northerly or front end of the edifice is two stories in 
height. In the first story of this portion is the vestibule, 
15 feet wide, and connecting with the same on each side 
are two parlors, each 31 feet 8 inches X 24 feet — one ex- 
clusively for ladies, and having dressing-room and water- 
closet connecting. This vestibule connects with a trans- 
verse vestibule, in which are two liberal staircases leading 
to the gallery and chapel. 

In the second story of this portion is the chapel, 31 feet 
8 inches X 66 feet 8 inches, and 25 feet high, and having 
library and retiring-rooms attached. 

A recess in the southerly side of the chapel contains a 
wide door, which may be thrown open, thus connecting the 
chapel with the gallery, and allowing of an unobstructed 
view of the pulpit from the chapel. 

The audience-room is in the main body of the church, on 
a level with the vestibules and parlors, and is 93 feet 6 inches 
x 64 feet 8 inches, and 538 feet from flocr to ceiling. It is 
well lighted by pointed windows on each side, and by a clear 
story 34 feet above the floor, extending the whole length of 
each side, all glazed with stained cathedral glass, as are also 
the windows in the chapel. 

At the southerly end of the audience-room, the pulpit 
platform, pastor’s room, organ and choir are situated, the 
pastor’s room having a separate entrance from the outside, 
as before mentioned. 

The finish of the audience-room and gallery is black 
walnut; of all other parts of the building, brown ash. The 
basement contains a kitchen, pantry, water-closets for gen- 
tlemen, and furnaces for warming the building. The exte- 
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rior walls are built of brick, with trimmings of sandstones 
in two colors. The front wall and a return of 35 feet on 
each side are faced with pressed bricks, and all the walls 
except the rear are laid in black mortar. The front central 
projection is carried up into a steep gable, and from the 
north-west corner of the projection rises the spire to a 
height of 130 feet from the sidewalk, 84 feet of this height 
being of brick and stone, the remainder of wood, slated. 

The nave of the church is covered by a roof of steep 
pitch, and the aisles by one of a flatter pitch, the intersec- 
tions of the two being supported by rows of cast-iron col- 
umns appropriately ornamented. 

The audience-room and gallery will seat 1,200 persons, 
and the chapel 350 Sabbath-school children; and ample 
means for ventilating the entire edifice have been provided. 

The architect was Samuel J. F. Thayer, the masons, H. & 
P. F. Clapp, and the carpenter, Wm. H. Stewart. 


Tue New BRATTLE-SQUARE CHURCH. 


The building fronts on Clarendon street, Ward 9; is built 
of Roxbury pudding-stone, and in the Norman style of archi- 
tecture, with a massive square tower, rising 176 feet in 
height, and which is surmounted by a finial, 16 feet high. 
The tower being otherwise ornamented by carvings, repre- 
senting scenes from biblical history, and by statues of coll- 
ossal size, one of which stands at each corner of the tower, 
gives to it a most distinguishing aspect. 

The main body of the building is 104 x 116 feet in size, 
and is 78 feet high. The auditorium is in the form of a 
Greek cross, its length being 116 feet, and width through 
the transepts 104 feet. 

The interior is finished in brown ash; the pews, to the 
number of 104, are upholstered in crimson velvet, and af- 
fording a seating capacity for over 800 people. 
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The building is heated by steam; was thoroughly and 
substantially built by Augustus Lothrop, under the super- 
vision of the architects, Messrs. Gambrill & Richardson, of 
New York city. 


THe Parker MermoriaAL BUILDING. 


This building, which is located on Berkeley street, at the 
corner of Appleton, Ward 9, was erected by the Twenty- 
eighth Congregational Society and the Parker Fraternity, for 
their respective uses, and as a memorial building to their late 
pastor, the Rev. Theodore Parker. 

The building is constructed of brick, with sand-stone trim- 
mings, which are laid in black mortar. It is 70 x 98 feet in 
size, three stories high, with Mansard roof. The walls are 
16 inches thick, and the total height of the building is 51 
feet. 

The central projection of ‘the fagade on Berkeley street 
terminates in a tower or pavilion, crowned with appropriate 
iron cresting. The arched windows have bold projections, 
and are deeply recessed, giving to the building the appear- 
ance of being a solid and enduring structure. 

On the Berkeley street front are two stores, one on either 
side of the main entrance to the chapel, each 26 x 50 feet in 
size, and connected with the basement. 

The rear part of the first story is partitioned off for the 
use of the Parker Fraternity, and has a separate entrance on 
Appleton street. In that part of the basement, immediately 
underneath, is the refectory, 40 x 50 feet in size, together 
with cloak and storage rooms, and a boiler-room constructed 
in a fire-proof manner. 

The Chapel, which is intended for the use of the Twenty- 
eighth Congregational Society, is located in the second story 
of the building, and is 70 feet square, and 25 feet in height. 
In connection with the chapel are two rooms especially de- 
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voted to Sunday-school purposes and library, and two other 
rooms for collateral uses. The Chapel is reached through an 
arched entrance on Berkeley street, the stones forming the 
arch resting upon columns of Alford marbie. The staircase 
is of marble, and the sides of the entrance are panelled 
throughout. The interior of the building is finished in hard 
wood, without any perceivable attempt to provide ornate 
accessories, and presents a neat and substantial appearance. 
Architect, W. G. Preston; builder, Isaac C. Cooper. 


GERMAN REFORMED CHURCH. 


Situated on Shawmut street, Ward 9. The building has 
a frontage of 49 feet on Shawmut street, and is 49 feet, 8 
inches deep. It is two stories in height, with a pitch roof. 
The basement and first story are fitted up for schc ol purposes, 
etc. ; the audience-room above is reached by a broad flight of 
stairs; is finished in black walnut, and contains accommoda- 
tions for 500 persons. The building is heated by furnaces. 

Architect, Theodore Voelcker; builders, Hines & Acken. 


St. Vincent (Roman CatTHouic) CHURCH. 


Situated on E street, corner of Third street, Ward 7. 
The building has a frontage of 72 feet on E street, and is 148 
feet deep. It is one story in height, with a pitch roof. The 
outer walls on E and Third streets are built of stone from the 
ehurch which formerly stood on Purchese street; the outer 
wall on Bolton street is built of Roxbury stone, and the 
rear wall is built of brick. The inside is finished in chest- 
nut and black walnut. 

The building is heated by furnaces. 

Architect, J. G. Quinlivan; builder, John J. Carney. 


THE FELLOWES ATHENZUM BUILDING. 


‘The edifice, located on Millmont street, is constructed of 
brick, with freestone trimmings and granite foundation. It 
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is two stories high, with a Mansard roof, which is spired at 
either end. Its size. is 73 feet 4 inches X 81 feet, and its 
height is 30 feet. 

The central portion of the facade, fronting on Millmont 
street is deeply recessed, and the adjacent portions being 
surmounted by a spired roof, which gives to the building a 
decided character for appropriateness in design and substan- 
tiability in execution. 

The library proper, which is in the rear of the building, 
occupies a room 27 feet X 55 feet 4 inches in size, and is 25 
feet in height (the upper and lower stories here being thrown 
into one), giving an ultimate shelving capacity of 100,000 vol- 
umes. Immediately in front of the library room is the waiting 
room, 36 feet X 37 feet in size, divided throngh the centre by 
a rail and with separate entrances for adults and youths. In- 
gress to the library is obtained through three arched en- 
trances on Millmont street, ushering the visitor into a vesti- 
bule 8 feet * 86 feet 8 inches in size, and from thence 
access is obtained to the waiting-room of the library, or, by 
a stone staircase in the tower, to the reading-room, which 
is in the second story of the building. This room is 37 feet 
X 45 feet in size, and is well lighted. 

The usual conveniences aid appurtenances to a library of 
this kind are provided. There is a reception-room, the 
librarian’s office, the ante-room for the use of the officers of 
the institution, and living rooms for the janitor in the base- 
ment. The means of ventilation are secured by large tran- 
som windows in the basement, and the building is heated by 
steam. The interior is finished in black walnut, with evi- 
dent taste, and without any apparent attempt at superlative 
ornateness. This building is occupied as a branch of the 
Public Library. 

The Architects were N. J. Bradlee and W. T. Winslow, 
and the builder, Ivory Bean.

W ASHINGTONIAN Homn. 


Situated on Waltham street near Washington street, Ward 
10. Main building has a frontage of 82 feet on Waltham 
street by 40 feet deep, with a wing 30 feet wide by 52 feet 
long, extending to the rear opposite the centre, and at right 
angles with the front. The front has a basement nine feet 
above the sidewalk, faced with Rockport granite, and above 
this four stories of face-brick, with corner quoins, door and 
window trimmings of Nova Scotia stone, surmounted with a 
bracketed iron cornice, and the whole covered with a flat, 
non-combustible roof. The wing is three stories high, in- 
cluding the basement, and has a pitch roof covered with slate. 
The main entrance is situated in the centre of the front, and 
an ascent of fourteen steps is made from the street to the 
first floor, through a vestibule 10 feet wide by 13 feet 
long. Opposite this is located the main staircase, which is 
enclosed on three sides by brick walls, 12 inches thick. The 
basement of main building is occupied by the laundry, 
mechanics’ work-room, store-rooms, and superintendeiit’s 
dining-room and kitchen. The basement of the wing con- 
tains the main dining-room 30 X 27, and in the rear of this 
the culinary department. ° : 

Kach floor of the main building has a corridor six feet wide 
running through the centre, parallel with the front, with 
apartments front and rear of the same, with bath-room, etc., 
on each floor. The business offices, general parlor, and super- 
intendent’s apartments are on the first floor. The second, 
third, and fourth floors contain the patients’ rooms, which 
average 11 X 15 feet in size. The hospital and servants’ 
room are on the first floor of the wing. The chapel, 27 
x 950 feet, is on the second floor of the wing. The building 
is heated by steam, from a boiler located in a fire-proof 
apartment outside the main walls of the basement. The 
entire building is fitted up in a neat, substantial manner, but 
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without any superfluous ornamentation. All possible pre- 
cautions against fire have been taken in the construction of it, 
and the work has been done in strict conformity with the 
building law. Architect and superintendent, W. P. Went- 
worth. Builders, Hewitt and Webster, masons. FE. B. 
Witherspoon, carpenter. . 


GASTON GRAMMAR ScHOOL-HOUSE. 


The new Grammar School building, named in honor of ex- 
Mayor Gaston, is located on a lot of land bounded by Fifth, 
L, and Sixth streets, Ward 12. 

It is built in the modern French style of architecture, and 
is_ irregular in its outline of plan; the length being 132 feet 
on L street by 90 feet on Fifth street. . 

The material of the four facades is of pressed brick, 
trimmed with Connecticut brown stone. 

The basement story, appropriated as play-ground, 
elevated high above the lot, admitting plenty of light and 
air, and making the exit on the level with the yard at the 
Sixth-street front. 

There are two finished stories above the basement, sub- 

divided into six school-rooms each, with wardrobe closets, 
master’s room and dressing-room. 
The whole is crowned with a high Manusard roof, with 
towers at each end, for ventilation. The dormer windows, 
and all finish about the roof, is of iron. The roof story ac- 
commodates an exhibition hall, 30 ~ 76 20 in the clear, 
and two school-rooms for advanced classes. 

The main features of the plan are its spacious entrance and 
staircase-room, commodious and well-lighted corridors, the 
amount of ventilation provided, and the method. 

The building has double windows throughout, and is finished 
in pine, grained to imitate ash, with hard-pine floors and 
staircases, walnut newels, rails and balusters.

It is heated with steam, and hot-air pipes are connected 
with vent ducts to assist in ventilation. The boiler-room in 
the basement is constructed fire-proof, and all hot and cold 
air chambers are built in solid masonry. 

The builders were Wester and Shepard, masons, and Joha 
Rawson, carpenter. George A. Clough, architect. 


Matuer ScHoot-House, Merrtine-House Hitt, Warp 16. 


Three stories, hip roof. Area 83,8 x 73 feet. Material, 
brick, with Nova Scotia stone trimmings. Contains ten 
school-rooms, accommodating 560 pupils, and an exhibition 
hall, beside the necessary ante-rooms, etc. The play-room, 
water-closets and boiler-room are situated in the basement. 
Building heated by steam. 

Architects, Messrs. Emerson & Fehmer. Builder, Wil- 
liam H. Sayward. 


THE ATHERTON SCHOOL BUILDING. 


This building is situated upon a lot of land with a front- 
age on Columbia street of 128 feet and on Columbia place of 
220 ft. Gin. Itis constructed of brick with granite trimmings, 
2 stories in height, besides a finished basement, and is sur- 
mounted by a hip roof of such pitch as to insure successful 

construction and pleasant expression of outline. 

The ground plan is a rectangle, measuring 79 ft. 4in. on Col- 
umbia street, with a projection in front and in rear, each of 
which measures 80 ft. 4 in. on face, and 7 ft. 0 in. in width. 
The basement, which is 8 ft. 6 in. clear height, is devoted to 
heating purposes, and three play-rooms for scholars, besides 
accompanying halls, stairways, closets and laboratories. The 
first story, 13 ft. O in. in clear height, is divided in 4 school- 
rooms, having their usual complement of ante-rooms, teachers’ 
rooms, and clothes closet. The central portion is used for 
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hall purposes, having a broad and easy flight of stairs in 
each hall, and extending from basement to upper story. 

The second or upper story, 14 ft. 6 in. in clear, is appropri- 
ated as an exhibition-hall, having two school-rooms annexed. 
The exhibition-hall runs the full width of the building, 
and is 46 feet deep, and amply lighted from three sides. 
The exterior of the building, though not highly ornate in 
architecture, is well-proportioned, and properly expressive 
for judicious school-house construction. 

The pilaster finish, doorways and pediments of the front 
and rear centre projections in the two principal facades, re- 
lieve the monotony which might otherwise exist in the 
exterior composition, and the surmounting cupola and balus- 
trade impart pleasing sky lines to the edifice. 

Messrs. Bryant & Rogers were the architects, and Wm. 
H. Sayward was the builder. 


Boston AND LOWELL PASSENGER STATION. 


This building is located on Causeway street. The head 
house has a frontage of 200 feet on Causeway street, and is 
102 feet deep. The train house is 698 feet long. The head 
house with its broad pavements, its bold end towers and 
centre pavilion, with its lofty Mansard roof broken into 
graceful turrets, presents a distinguished architectural ap- 
pearance. The facade is of brick, with heavy moulded and 
carved belts of Nova Scotia freestone. Through the arch- 
ways supporting the towers, covered driveways 40 feet wide 
and 400 feet long, with liberal sidewalks, lead to the outward 
and inward entrances of the head house and main house. 

The four principal rooms onthe ground floor of the head house 
are the gentlemen’s in the east tower, the ladies’ in the west, 
the ladies’ parlor in the pavilion between these, and the dining 
hall leading from the ladies’ room and the court. All these 
rooms open into a magnificent marble-tiled court, 52 x 92 
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feet, covered with a glass roof, 70 feet above the tiling. 
This court is finished in ash, elegantly carved. The gents’ 
waiting-room is finished in ash, is 26 x 40 feet, 20 feet in 
the clear. The supports of the floor above are metal columns, 
finished in bronze and maroon color. The ladies’ parlor, en- 
tered from the ladies’ waiting-room, is 52 feet long and 42 
feet wide. It is finished in walnut, upholstered in plush, has 
tall mirrors and pier-glasses, and the ceiling is frescoed to 
blend with the colors of the carpet. The common waiting- 
room for the ladies is about the same as that for the gentle- 
men, but has walnut furniture. 

Staircases lead from either side to the upper stories. The 
conductor’s room is in the half-story looking out into the 
main house. The second floor is subdivided into spacious 
business offices. This story is 19 feet in the clear, and is 
finished in ash. 

In the third story, which is 18 feet in the clear, finished in 
ash, are business offices, a private lunch-room communicating 
with the dining-hall below, and a room for the civil engineer’s 
department. In the French roof story is the kitchen, com- 
municating with the dining-rooms below by means of a dumb 
waiter, and provided with an elevator for sending up supplies. 
This building is heated by steam. Each floor has 200 feet 
of hose on each side of the court attached to pipes leading 
over the entire building. 

The architects were L. Newcomb & Son, the masons 
Adams & Barstow, and the carpenters Morton & Chesley. 


Enoine House No. 12. 


The new building for Engine Company No. 12 is located 
at the corner of Winslow and Dudley streets, Ward 13, and 
has a frontage on Dudley street of 26 feet, running back on 
Winslow street 76 feet 4 inches. 

The building is two stories, of pressed brick, trimmed 
with Connecticut brown-stone in style after the modern Eng- 
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lish architecture, also surmounted with an English Mansard 
roof, with a brick gable fronting on Winslow street at the 
rear. 

The engine-room is 45 feet by 24 feet, to accommodate an 
engine and hose-carriage, and is entered by double driveway 
doors from the level of Dudley street; also, there is a side 
entrance from Winslow street connecting with the staircase 
to second story. 

The stable in the rear of carriage-room is fitted up with 
four stalls and finished in hard pine. 

The second story has four sleeping-rooms, a hall, bath- 
room, and hay-loft, all finished in pine. 

The novelty of exterior effect is the management of the 
octagon bell-tower at front, growing out of the angles of the 
main roof. : 

The building is heated by steam. The builders were 
James P. Neal, mason, and E. B. Witherspoon, carpenter. 
Architect, George A. Clough. 


EncInE House No. 24. 


This building is situated on Warren and Quincy streets, 
Ward 14, and is constructed of brick with freestone trim- 
mings, two finished stories in height, with a pointed roof, and 
a cellar beneath the entire building. 

It measures 73 feet on Quincy street, and 31 feet on 
Warren street. 

The first story is finished 12 feet in height; the second 
story, 11 feet in height; and the basement, 9 feet in height. 

The first story is occupied by Engine No. 24, with the 
stable in the rear of the same, which is separated from the 
engine-room by a brick cross-wall, but connected with it by 
a sliding door. 

The second story contains a parlor, two bedrooms and a 
bath-room. 

A hay-loft is provided in the rear over the stable, which 
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also is separated from the other rooms in the second story by 
a brick cross-wall. 

The walls are finished with a stone cornice and a copper 
gutter. Above the cornice is an ornamental cupola connect- 
ing with the hose tower. 

The interior is finished in pine, grained in imitation of 
oak. All the modern improvements have been supplied, and 
it is one of the finest and most conveniently arranged engine- 
houses in the city. 

Alden Frink, architect; James Devine, mason; Emerson 
and French, carpenters. 


CONCLUSION. 


A marked change in the manner of constructing buildings 
has taken place during the year. The use of wooden ex- 
terior finish has diminished, and non-combustible material 
substituted therefor. More attention is paid to the setting of 
heating apparatus in buildings; and stand-pipes and other 
appliances for extinguishing fires are being introduced. 
Nineteen of the completed buildings on the burnt district are 
provided with stand-pipes, and they will probably be intro- 
duced into others. 

During the year an effort was made to evade the regula- 
tions respecting the thickness of walls for dwelling-houses, 
which signally failed. We are passing through the same 
experiences that other cities have passed through in their 
efforts to secure a safe method of building, and it is to be 
expected that opposition will be met with, especially from 
persons who are interested in erecting cheap buildings in- 
tended to be sold or rented as soon as built. These persons 
claim that to build twelve-inch walls so increases the cost of 
buildings as to prevent the erection of tenements for poor 
people, and they therefore want the thickness reduced to 
eight inches. This statement is erroneous, for the difference 
in the cost between eight and twelve inches of brick-work is 
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but a trifle, which becomes insignificant when the increased 
security against the spread of fire and the loss of life by fall- 
ing walls is taken into consideration. It is quite certain that 
no reduction of rents would follow a diminution of the thick- 
ness of walls. 

A large number of unsafe buildings have been examined 
during the year. The causes which rendered these buildings 
unsafe are various, but arise principally from defective con- 
struction. In many cases the foundations were laid on piles 
which were not cut off at proper grade, and had therefore 
rotted, causing the walls to settle and throwing them out of 
plumb. In other cases the buildings were originally dwell- 
ing-houses which had been altered for business purposes, 
without any change being made in their construction, or 
provision made for the increased weight imposed upon them. 
Such buildings become perfect man-traps in case of fire. In 
the alterations which have been made during the year, the 
department has endeavored to guard against any accidents in 
the future, and a number of permits have been refused 
because the applicants were unwilling to take the precautions 
required by the department. 

The subject of fire-escapes has received considerable atten- 
tion. This is a subject in which every householder has a 
direct interest. If the number of cases in which lives have 
been lost for want of sufficient means of escape in case of 
fire were summed up the result would be appalling. This 
department can require that fire-escapes shall be placed upon 
tenement houses, hotels, and buildings in which operatives 
are employed, but have no control over private dwellings, 
and it therefore becomes a personal matter with every citizen 
to see that his building is provided with some means by 
which the members of his family can escape from the upper 
stories in case the fire prevents their escaping from below. 

The work of the department has largely increased during 
the year, and the supervision of the newly acquired territory 
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will add greatly to its duties. In order to perform the work 
properly additional assistance will be required, and it is 
hoped that at an early day the City Council will take into 
consideration the expediency of providing assistant in- 
spectors for the new districts. 

The department has been ordered to report to the Board 
of Aldermen all violations of chapter 377 of the Laws of 
1872, relating to cellars below the established grade. ‘This 
added to the duty imposed by law of giving grades for cutting 
piles renders the services of a person competent to perform 
such work almost imperative.

The Committee on Streets respectfully report that an ad- 
ditional loan of $260,000 will be required to complete the 
extension of Washington street to Haymarket square, to pay 
the land and building damages yet unsettled, the grade dam- 
ages, and for grading and paving the street. 

The loan authorized when the order passed, in November, 
1872, to extend the street, was $1,500,000. The land and 
building damages paid from it to date amount to $1,429,- 
661.63, leaving unexpended $70,338.37. 

Claims yet unsettled for land and building damages are 
estimated to amount to about $112,900; the grade damages, 
$75,000; grading and paving the street, $80,000; and the 
cost of negotiating the total loans requested ($1,760,000), 
and chargeable to those loans, $61,730, — in all $329,630 ; an 
excess of $259,291.63 over the balance of the original loan 
now remaining. 

The committee would therefore recommend the passage 
of the accompanying order for an additional loan of $260,000.

RAILROAD LOCATIONS. 


May 19, 1873, the Metropolitan Railroad Company was 
authorized to lay down an additional track in Shawmut ave- 
nue, from Cliff street to Bartlett street; also a single track 
in Bartlett street, from the track in Shawmut avenue to a 
point two hundred feet west of the westerly line of Shawmut 
avenue; also a curved track from the track in Shawmut ave- 
nue, opposite the foot of St. James street, into the estate owned 
by said company, on the westerly side of Shawmut avenue. 

September 22, 1873, the same company was authorized to 
construct a double track on Stoughton street, from Hudson 
street to Hancock street. 

March 10, 1873, the location granted to the Metropolitan 
Railroad Company by the city of Roxbury, in 1855, was re- 
voked. 

June 25, 1873, the location granted to the same company 
on Waltham street, in 1855, was revoked, and the company 
directed to remove its track. 

May 5, 1873, the Highland Street Railway Company was 
authorized to lay down a double track on Dudley street, 
from Warren street to Mount Pleasant avenue.

The Joint Standing Committee on Salaries, who are 
required by the rules of the City Council to report, in the 
month of February or March, orders establishing the sala- 
ries of the several City Officers for the year beginning on the 
Ist of April next, having considered the subject, would re- 
spectfully recommend the passage of the accompanying 
orders. 

The only changes proposed in salaries, and allowances for 
clerk-hire, as at present established, are as follows : — 


For Clerk-hire in the Treasurer’s Office, an increase of 
$5,200, — said sum to include the expense of furnishing 
transportation for the Paymaster. 

For Clerk-hire in the oftice of the Auditor of Accounts, an 
increase of $1,500. 

For Clerk-hire in the office of the City Clerk, an increase 
of $2,840. 

For assistance in the office of the Clerk of Committees, an 
increase of $50. 

To the First and Second Assistants in the City Solicitor’s 
Office, an increase of $500 each. 

For an additional Assistant in the Messenger’s Office, 
$400. 

To the Clerk of the Board of Street Commissioners, an 
increase of $200. 

To the Superintendent of Common ‘and Public Grounds, 


an increase of $200. 
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To the Master of the House of Correction, an increase of 
$500. 


To the Chairman of the Board of Assessors, an increase 
of $500. 


The total amount of increase recommended is, 


On Salaries, $2,850, 
On Clerk-hire, $9,540. 


In view of the changes which may soon be made in the 
organization of the City Government, the committee have 
felt it to be their duty to refrain from making any additions 
to the salaries as at present established, except in those cases 
where it was clearly necessary on account of the increased 
business of the departments, growing out of the additions to 
the territory and population of the city. 

The committee have not sufficient information at this time 
in regard to the duties performed by the draw tenders on the 
Charlestown and Brighton bridges, to enable them to fix the 
amount of compensation which should be allowed; and 
orders covering the salaries of those officers will be presented 
hereafter.

The Committee on Streets respectfully report that an 
additional loan of $1,620,000 will be required to complete 
the plan of street improvements instituted in the district 
burned over by the fire in November, 1872. 

The loans so far raised amount to $5,051,176.65. There 
had been expended to February Ist, to pay for land taken 
and for buildings, $4,230,131.22. Up to that date the paving 
had reached a cost of $81,100.86. $174.24 had been paid 
for expenses of advertising, etc. These, in all amounting 
to $4,311,405.82, left a balance of $739,770.83 from the 
original loans. 

Against that balance there remained unsettled claims for 
land damages estimated at $1,750,000. ‘To finish paving and 
grading the streets $400,000 will be needed; to pay for 
erade damages, $150,000. The expense attending the nego- 
tiation of the loan herein requested will be probably some 
$52,000. The total of these sums is $2,852,000, an excess 
of $1,612,229.17 over the remainder of the original loans. 

The Committee would therefore recommend the passage of 
the accompanying order for an additional loan of $1,620,000.

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In Common Councit, Feb. 19, 1874. 


The undersigned, members of the committee appointed to 
nominate four candidates for the Board of Overseers of the 
Poor, to take the places of those whose terms of service expire 
April 1st, beg leave to say, that in the exercise of the dis- 
cretion with which we are clothed by our appointment, and 
according to our best judgment in the premises, we do not 
feel that we can, in all respects, agree with our associates 
upon the committee in the conclusions arrived at by them. 
We feel it to be our duty, in the light of the experience of 
the past, and the facts presented by the demands of the 
present, to take advantage of such suggestions as are afforded, 
to improve in the future the management and control of the 
charities to be dispensed, under and by virtue of our muni- 
cipal authorities. 

In the exercise of the prerogatives with which the over- 
seers, under existing laws, are clothed, opportunities are 
often presented for arbitrary exactions from the weak, though 
deserving poor, by said Board, or some of its members or 
officials; and notable instances have occurred in this direc- 
tion, which have not escaped observation and criticism by 
individuals and the press; forcibly reminding reflecting per- 
sons, who have the best interests of humanity as well as the 
good of society at heart, that great discretion should be 
exercised in the selection of individuals upon whom shall 
devolve the dealing out of the city’s charities. 

Kind and sympathetic words to the souls of the poor and 
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unfortunate are often as much needed as material aid and 
food for the body; and many have been saved from 
destruction by encouraging words, being thereby led to 
fecl that “the world’s cold charities,” when thus conveyed, 
may yet help them to help themselves. Weare well aware that 
great discretion should be exercised in the distribution of 
the charities provided by the city’s authority, lest imposition 
and fraud might be frequent, and the more deserving fare 
not so well as the importunate. But let us say, in the lan- 
guage of our late Mayor, on the soup question, “Better that 
some unworthy persons should be aided, than that one worthy 
person should suffer.” 

The undersigned are not without some practical experi- 
ence in the line of charity, and the care of those who, by 
reason of misfortunes and circumstance, are without the 
physical or moral force, or ability, to protect and provide for 
themselves ; and we have taken great pains, also, to inform 
ourselves of the general public opinion regarding the prac- 
tical way of improving the efficiency of the Board, and of 
bringing it more directly into line with the sentiment and 
judgment of the times; and have been irresistibly led to the 
conclusion, that of the twelve persons constituting the “ Board 
of Overseers of the Poor,” three at least, if not six, should 
be women; and of the four to be chosen this year one should 
be a woman. 

It appears to us, that in no sphere in life can the attributes 
of woman be better applied to a practical demonstration ; 
and we can cite cases without number, in the private 
charitable institutions of our own city, as well as throughout 
New England, whose Boards of Directors are composed 
largely of women; some of which Boards have much larger 
amounts of funds at their disposal than has our Board of 
Overseers. 

It has been stated by some that the City Council -has no 
more right by law to elect women to this board than have

the people to elect members of the School Board; but such 
statements have no foundation in fact, and come only from 
those who are but superficial judges of law or logic. 

Whatever may be said of the laws governing elections by 
the people, such as those of School Committees, they have no 
relation to election by City Councils; the rights, duties and 
responsibilities, of the latter being delegated and provided 
in the Charter upon the same general principles and condi- 
tions as are granted to corporations; “The Board of Over- 
seers of the Poor, in the City of Boston,” being a corporation 
chartered more than a century ago (1772) by the Legislature, 
which charter was amended in 1868, providing that the 
Overseers shall be elected by the City Council. 

The City Council has the same right and power to elect 
women to said board as has the School Committee to elect 
women as teachers in the schools, which right is exercised by 
the latter without a question. 

Now, we trust that the City Council will agree with us in 
making this slight change this year, thus allowing the oppor- 
tunity for a fair trial. Being ourselves firmly of the opinion 
that such a change will inure to the best interest of society, and 
fully conform to the growing sentiment of the. age; and that 
it will result in a decided improvement in the management of 
the Board, and in entire satisfaction to the public, we are full 
of hope and confidence.

The lady we have selected has had very great experience 
in this particular line of charities, as is well known, for sev- 
eral years past in this city, and formerly, for several years in 
New York city, having there acted as a missionary in deeds 
of charity; and we are entirely confident that no person, 
male or female, can or will more satisfactorily perform the

chosen.

Sir, — The undersigned, Auditor of Accounts, complying 
with the requirements of the Ordinance in relation to Fi- 
nance, has the honor of presenting to the City Council the 
accompanying estimates of the money which will be needed 
to meet the expenses of the 


City or Boston 
and the 


County OF SUFFOLK 


for the financial year 1874-75, commencing May 1, 1874, 
and terminating April 30, 1875, and pay the State Tax 
assessed upon the city of Boston for 1874. 

The Auditor’s estimates for the coming financial year 
would necessarily present an increased amount for taxation 
to meet the wants of our city, the recent acts of annexation 
having added one city and two towns to our municipality ; but 
they also present items for taxation of amounts for buildings 
which have heretofore been obtained on ten year loans, the 
frequency of which borrowing, during the year, after provision 
has been made for the expenses of the year, has been inju- 
rious to our financial standing. An additional reason why 
these amounts should be taxed is the fact that at the present 
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time we are unable to borrow money at par at 6 per cent. 
interest. The burden is therefore increased upon generally 
the same class of tax-payers within the period of ten years 
by borrowing. The taxing for the amount necessary for the 
cost of such public buildings as School Houses, Police Sta- 
tion Houses, Engine Houses, Stables, etc., is one that has 
commended itself to the late Mayor, Hon. Henry L. Pierce, 
and the Committee on Finance of 1873, and was endorsed 
by the present Mayor, Hon. Samuel C. Cobb, in his inaugu- 
ral address to the City Council. The amount asked for, 
which has usually been borrowed, is $874,000. 

All the loans authorized by the City Council up to the 
first of this month, but not negotiated, amounting to 
$4,000,000, have been placed, $3,300,000 of which at 31 @ 4}. 
per cent. discount, and there are now before and been 
passed by the City Council orders for loans for completing 
the Burnt District, Washington-street Extension and Dev- 
onshire-street Extension improvements for $2,000,000. The 
Northampton-street District improvement already commenced 
will require, it is estimated, a loan of $500,000, and the ex- 
tension of the Water Mains in the outlying districts $500,- 
000, this year; so we have already, with no new undertak- 
ing, of which there are many pressing to be done, $3,000,- 
000 to be borrowed during the coming financial year.

To this valuation of $765,818,713 may safely be added, 
without increasing values generally, for new buildings in the 
burnt district and other portions of the city, sufficient to 
assume that the valuation of the city on the first of May 
next will be $800,000,000; and, based upon that amount, 
the tax to be levied to obtain the sum required and the 
amount to be added by the Assessors for abatements, etc., 
will certainly be $15 per $1,000; an increase of $2.20 per 
$1,000 over last year. In three instances the amount has 
been larger; in 1865, $15.80, 1867, $15.50, and in 1870, 
$15.30.

The City of Boston now pays 407,°5 per cent. of the 
State tax, instead of 3682,4, last year; being of $2,000,000, 
the amount asked for by the Auditor of the State, $802,120, 
against last year for the same amount of total tax, $736,480. 

The estimates made by the several departments in nearly 
all cases show a heavy increase. 

The Assessors’ Department has been placed as a regular 
standing appropriation, the expenses incurred by this de- 
partment having been heretofore charged to the appropriation 
for Salaries, Printing, etc. The amounts asked for salaries 
and printing are consequently reduced. 

The Trustees of the City Hospital call for an appropriation 
of $190,000, for the erection of a commodious wing to meet 
the urgent wants of poor patients. 

The Board of Health require $5,600, for the care of Burial 
Grounds, except the Mount Hope and Cedar Grove Ceme- 
teries, which have been heretofore in charge of the City Regis- 
trar, the ordinance establishing said Board making it their — 
duty to care for the same, and $8,000 for new urinals. 

The Board of Directors of the East Boston Ferries, in ad- 
dition to the amount for regular running expenses of the 
ferries, ask for $14,000 for a new drop and tank, and $10,000 
for repaving the North Ferry Avenue. 

The Board of Fire Commissioners’ first requisition embraces 
the expenses for the Fire Department, Fire-Alarm Telegraph 
and Bells and Clocks, and the total is in amount $751,892, 
showing an increase over the appropriation for these depart- 
ments last year of $149,636; but a further appropriation 
will be needed, before closing this financial year, to the origi- 
nal one granted. Included in their estimates are items for 
meeting the increased force of firemen, tools and machinery 
for a new repair shop, and for extension of the fire-alarm 
telegraph to Brighton. Also, for repairs on the buildings in 
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their charge, which have been previously charged to the ap- 
propriation for Public Buildings, the change being made as 
an economical one, as it is believed that the expenditures for 
small repairs will be more judiciously made under the imme- 
diate supervision of the Board. 

The amount asked for the Paving Department is in excess 
by $300,000 of the amount of last year; the total of $1,800,- 
000 is represented as being actually required to meet the 
wants of the citizens. 

The communications from the Committees on Public Build- 
ings and Public Instruction show the amounts needed for 
new buildings, the completion of those now erecting, and the 
land needed for sites for the new school-houses. 

The Police Department’s request embraces $25,000 for a 
new harbor police boat, including fire apparatus, and $22,400 
for a mounted police. Total amount, $865,000; increase of 
$165,000 over hast year. 

The total amount asked for carrying on the schools is 
$1,743,400, exceeding the amount of last year $352,275. 

The interest account stands at $2,766,000, an increase over 
last year of $418,000. 

The Water Works estimate includes $380,000 for main 
pipes to replace old ones in the city proper, of which amount 
$200,000 has been contracted for under authority of the City 
Council. 

No amount is placed for the carrying on the Mystic Water 
Works, as the revenue derived from said works pays the cost 
of maintenance and the interest on the Mystic Water Loans, 
and leaves a balance to be carried to the sinking fund for the 
redemption of said loans. 

The following table, on pages 8 and 9, shows the increase 
and decrease of each appropriation estimated for, com- 
pared with those of 1873-74; and on page 10 may be found 
a comparative table of the estimated income compared with 
that of 1873-74.

ALFRED T. Turner, Esq., Auditor of Accounts, City of 
Boston : — 


Sir, — The Trustees of the “ City Hospital” most respect- 
fully and earnestly represent to you and the City Governinent, 
that the capacity of the present buildings of this institution is 
entirely inadequate to the accommodation of those seeking 
and entitled to its benefits; they were arranged for one 
hundred and ninety patients. In December we cared fora 
daily average of 234; in January, 250; this month the daily 
average will be still greater. To show the gradual and 
steady increase in numbers, we would state that the daily 
average of patients from May, 1871, to May, 1872, was 206; 
May, 1872, to May, 1873, it was 218; May, 1873, to May, 
1874, will amount to 225 or more. When we take into ac- 
count the various departments, which must be kept distinct, — 
such as male and female wards, medical and surgical wards, — 
* over-crowded” hardly expresses our real condition. 

To meet this state of things in the city proper, and to pro- 
vide for the natural increase from the outlying wards lately 
annexed, it will be provident and economical at this time to 
provide accommodations for two hundred to two hundred 
and fifty additional patients. 

No plans and specifications having been concurred in by 
this Board, we are unable to give accurate estimates of the 
cost of the required buildings. 

The steam-heating apparatus in the present buildings has 
become very imperfect and defective, and will require reno- 
vating before another winter, at a cost of from ten to twelve 
thousand dollars. 

We would, therefore, ask and recommend that the sum of 
one hundred and ninety thousand dollars be appropriated for 
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the purposes above indicated, believing that that sum will be 
sufficient for their completion. 

The Trustees take great pleasure in reporting this institu- 
tion in a very satisfactory and highly efficient condition, and 
they cannot close this communication without expressing the 
pleasure which they feel in being the almoners of the city’s 
great care for its sick and unfortunate.

Sir, — The Board of Street Commissioners estimate the 
requirement of the appropriation for laying out and widen- 
ing streets for the coming financial year, at two hundred and 
fifty thousand ($250,000.00) dollars. This sum they judge 
will meet the total of all improvements effected during the 
year where the whole estimated cost upon any one street Is 
not in excess of thirty thousand ($30,000.00) dollars.

In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, March 9, 1874. 


The Joint Standing Committee on Water, who were re- 
quested to consider the expediency of providing for the 
establishment of a single board to exercise the powers now 
vested in the Cochituate and Mystic Water Boards, beg 
leave to report in part at this time as follows: — 

The original act authorizing the city to procure a supply of 
pure water (1846, chap. 167) provided that all the powers and 
duties therein conferred in relation to the taking of lands, the 
construction of aqueducts and reservoirs, the laying of pipes 
and the distribution of water, should be exercised by three 
commissioners, appointed by the City Council; and that 
whenever their office should cease, either by the expiration 
of the term of service for which they were appointed, or by the 
completion of the works, all the rights and authority given 
to the city by the act should be exercised in such manner and 
by such agents, officers and servants as the City Council 
should from time to time ordain, appoint and direct. 

Upon the completion of the works in the latter part of 
1849, an ordinance was passed by the City Council providing 
that all rights, powers and authority given to the city should 
be exercised by a board, consisting of a commissioner, an 
engineer and a water registrar (elected annually by the City 
Council) and by a joint standing committee of the City 
Council on water. The ordinance also provided for the 
appointment of a water comptroller to keep the accounts of 
the board, receive the water rents and audit all bills under 
the direction of the board. 

In the following year (1850) a new ordinance was passed, 
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providing that there should be chosen annually, by the City 
Council, one Alderman, one member of the Common Council 
and five citizens at large; but no person could be chosen for 
more -than five consecutive years. A city engineer and a 
water registrar were to be elected annually by the City 
Council. This ordinance continued in force until 1862, when 
a new ordinance was adopted, providing for the organization 
of the board in its present form, namely, one Alderman and 
two Councilmen, elected annually, and four citizens at large 
elected for a term of two years each. 

In the special statutes passed since 1846, granting ad- 
ditional powers in relation to enlarging or strengthening the 
water works, the city is, with two exceptions, authorized to 
act “by and through the agency of the Cochituate Water 
Board therein, or by and through any other agency which 
may be established therefor by the City Council.” 

In the act (1871, chap. 185) authorizing the construction 
of an aqueduct and the laying of new main pipes from 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir, and in the act (1872, chap. 177) 
authorizing the taking of the waters of Sudbury River and 
Farm Pond, it is provided that the city shall act “by and 
through the agency of the Cochituate Water Board.” | 

The act for supplying the City of Charlestown with pure 
water (1861, chap. 105) contained provisions in relation to 
the appointment of commissioners similar to those contained 
in the Boston act; and it was provided that whenever the 
commissioners appointed under the act retired from oflice, all 
their rights, powers and authority were to be exercised by 
the city in such manner and by such agents as the City Coun- 
cil should from time to time ordain, appoint and direct. 

In 1869 the City Council of Charlestown passed an ordi- 
nance, to take effect January 1, 1870, establishing the Mystic 
Water Board, to consist of one member of the Board of 
Aldermen, and one member of the Common Council, elected 
annually, and three citizens at large, elected for a term of 
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three years each, one being elected annually. The board 
was authorized to exercise all the* powers vested in the City 
of Charlestown in relation to the introduction and distribu- 
tion of a supply of pure water, so far as the same could be 
legally delegated. 

In the act to unite the city of Charlestown with the city 
of Boston, it was provided (1873, chap. 286, sect. 12): 
that the Mystic Water Board should be continued a separate 
organization under the direction of the City Council of Bos- 
ton until the said City Council should determine to unite it with 
the Cochituate Water Board of Boston; and the members of 
the Mystic Water Board are to hold their offices for the terms 
for which they were respectively elected. 

The Mystic Water Board consists at the present time of 
five persons. If it is united with the Cochituate Water 
Board, three members will retire on the first of April next, 
one on the first of April, 1875, and one on the first of 
April, 1876. If the boards are not united, all the members 
‘of the Mystic Water Board will continue to hold office for 
an indefinite period, as the ordinance under which they were 
elected provided that they should continue until their suc- 
cessors were elected. 

In reply to an inquiry concerning the power of the City 
Council to establish by ordinance a new board to exercise all 
the powers and perform all the duties now vested by statutes 
and ordinances in the Cochituate and Mystic Water Boards, 
the City Solicitor has furnished the following opinion : —

* Str,— In my opinion it is competent for the City Council 
by ordinance to unite the Mystic Water Board with the 
Cochituate Water Board; but under the act of annexation 
(acts of 1873, chap. 286, sect. 12) the ordinance should 
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provide that the present members of the Mystic Water Board 
shall hold office after the whion for the terms for which they 
have been respectively elected. 

“The identity of the Cochituate Water Board should, I 
think, be preserved, on account of powers that have been 
conferred upon it by statute, and have not, as yet, been fully 
executed. There can be no legal objection to altering the 
number of the members of this board, or changing the mode 
of electing them, if it be deemed expedient.

During the next few years it will be necessary to spend a 
very large amount of money in procuring an additional sup- 
ply of water from some source; and in view of that fact, 
and also of the increased duties caused by the rapid growth 
of the city, it is evident that some change is necessary in the * 
present organizations having charge of the Water Depart- 
ment, in order to insure economy and efficiency in the man- 
agement of its affairs. Those who have been at the head of 
the Cochituate and Mystic Boards during a number of years 
past, are unanimous in the opinion, that the present system 
should be changed without delay. It appears, from the 
opinion of the City Solicitor, that it will be necessary to 
apply to the Legislature for authority to organize the depart- 
ment upon a proper basis; and, without attempting at this 
time to designate the form of organization which should 
be adopted, the committee would recommend the passage of 
the accompanying order, requesting the Mayor to petition 
the Legislature for authority to make such changes as the 
City Council may deem expedient.

AN ACT 


To establish the Board of Registrars of Voters of the City of 
Boston, and to regulate the preparation and revision of the 
Voting Lists in said City. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows : — 


Section 1. There shall be appointed by the Mayor and 
aldermen of the City of Boston, as soon as may be after the 
passage of this act, three able and discreet persons, tnhabit- 
ants of said city, to be styled the Board of Registrars of 
Voters. One of said registrars shall hold his office for the 
term of three years, one for the term of two years, and one 
for the term of one year, from the first day of April in the 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-four. And annually 
thereafter, in the month of February or March, the mayor 
and aldermen shall appoint one person, qualified as aforesaid, 
to be a registrar of voters for the term of three years, from 
the first day of April in the year of his appointment; and 
in case of a vacancy in the office of registrar by reason of 
death, resignation or removal, the mayor and aldermen shall 
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fill such vacancy by the appointment of a person, qualified 
as aforesaid, to hold oftice for the residue of the term. 


Secr. 2. The registrars shall, in addition to the duties 
imposed upon them by this act, perform all and singular the 
duties devolved upon the mayor and aldermen, or board of 
aldermen, by any general or special laws which now are or 
hereafter may be in force respecting the preparation, correc- 
tion, revision, publication and transmission to the ward off- 
cers of the alphabetical lists of voters to be used at elections 
in said city; and all the powers so conferred, and all the 
duties and liabilities so imposed upon the mayor and alder- 
men, or board of aldermen of said city, in relation to 
the preparation, correction, revision, publication and trans- 
mission of said lists, are hereby conferred and imposed ex- 
clusively upon said registrars. 


Secr. 38. The registrars shall, before entering upon the 
duties of their office, take and subscribe an oath faithfully to 
perform the same. They shall receive such annual compen- 
sation as the City Council may from time to time determine ; 
but any reduction of compensation shall take effect upon 
such registrars only as shall be appointed after such reduc- 
tion. 


_ Secor. 4. The registrars shall annually, between the first 
day of May and the first day of October, appoint assistant 
registrars of voters, inhabitants of said city, not exceeding 
two for each ward, who shall be sworn by one of the regis- 
trars to the taithful discharge of their duties, and_ shall 
hold office for the remainder of the municipal year, unless 
sooner discharged by the registrars. They shall receive 
such compensation as the City Council may from time to 
time determine ; but such compensation shall not be regu- 
lated by the number of names registered on any list of 
voters. 


REGISTRARS OF VOTERS. n 


Sect. 5. The registrars, and the assistant registrars under 
their direction, shall prepare, correct, revise and publish, in 
accordance with this act, and with the laws of the Common- 
wealth, the alphabetical lists of voters of each ward ; and the 
collectors of taxes of said city shall make the return now re-_ 
quired by law to be made to the mayor and aldermen, to the 
board of registrars of voters; and all assessors and collectors 
of taxes of said city shall furnish any information in their 
possession necessary to aid the registrars and assistant regis- . 
trars in the discharge of their respective duties. 


Secor. 6. The registrars shall, at least twenty days before 
the day of the annual State election, cause printed lists of 
the voters in each ward to be posted in three or more places 
in such ward, with notices thereon, stating the place and 
hours in which they or the assistant registrars for such ward 
will hold sessions to correct and revise the lists. Such ses- 
sions shall be held in or near each ward three or more hours 
daily, for at least twelve days within the twenty days 
immediately preceding the annual State election, and in addi- 
tion, six evening sessions, of at least two hours’ length each, 
shall be held within said twenty days. If the assistant reg- 
istrars refuse to place the name of any person on the voting 
list, he may appeal to the board of registrars of voters. 


Sect. 7. The registrars may make such rules and regula- 
tions, not contrary to law, for the government of the assist- 
ant registrars and for carrying out the provisions of this act, 
us they may deem necessary. 


Seor. 8. The city council shall furnish office-room for the 
registrars, and shall, when requested by them, provide in or 
hear each ward a suitable room for their sessions. 
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Sect. 9. The registrars may remove any officer ap- 
pointed by them, may fili vacancies, and may make tempo- 
rary appointments in case of absence. 


Sect. 10. No person who holds an office by election or 
‘appointment under the government of the United States, of 
the Commonwe th or of the city of Boston, except justices 
of the peace and officers of the militia, shall be appointed 
registrar or assistant registrar ; and the appointment or elec- 
tion of a registrar or assistant registrar to any such office and 
his acceptance thereof shall be deemed to be a resignation of 
his office of registrar or assistant registrar. : 


Sect. 11. Whoever gives a false name or a false answer 
to any registrar or assistant registrar concerning any matter 
relating to the registration of voters, or to the right of any 
person to vote, shall incur the same penalty which is provided 
by law for giving a false name or false answer to the select- 
men of towns when in session to correct the lists of voters. 


Sect. 12. Any registrar or assistant registrar who wil- 
fully neglects or refuses to perform the duties of his office 
shall for each offence forfeit a sum not exceeding two hundred 
dollars. 


Secr. 13. This act shall take effect when accepted by the 
city council of the city of Boston.

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REPORT OF THE MYSTIC WATER BOARD. 


OFFICE OF THE Mystic Water Boarp, 
CHARLESTOWN District, Bosron, March 10, 1874. 


To THE City CoUNCIL OF THE Crty oF Boston :— 


The act to unite the City of Charlestown with the City of 
Boston continues the Mystic Water Board as a separate : 
organization, under the direction of the City Council of 
Boston, until the said City Council shall determine to unite 
it with the Cochituate Water Board of Boston. And as no 
action has been taken by the City Council of Boston to 
change or modify the rules adopted by the City Council of 
Charlestown for the government of the Board, they have 
continued on in the performance of their duties, as if the 
ordinance of the City of Charlestown was in full force; and 
as one of its requirements made it the duty of the Board, on or 
before the fifteenth of March, annually, to present to the 
City Council a report, containing a statement of the condi- 
tion of the water works and of the lands and other property 
connected therewith, with an account of all receipts and 
expenditures, with such information or suggestions as they 
may deem important, we have made up, and now respectfully 
submit to the City Council of Boston, the ninth annual re- 
port of the Mystic Water Board. 

The Superintendent, whose report is hereto annexed, 
makes the statement that the works are all in good order, 
and we have every reason to believe that this statement is 
correct. 
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The shores of the lake have been carefully looked after, 
and are in good condition generally. A small purchase of 
land was made last summer to straighten a line, and the 
materials have been collected and preparations made for 
completing the improvement on the westerly side, referred 
to by the Superintendent; arrangements have also been 
made for the better protection of the easterly shore. 

For reasons referred to by the Superintendent, the con- 
duit has not been as thoroughly examined this year as usual, 
but we have no reason to doubt that it is in good order. 

Everything about the engine-house is in a satisfactory 
condition, and all three of the engines are in the best work- 
ing order. Engines Nos. 1 and 2 have been completely 
overhauled and thoroughly repaired ; the first at an expense 
of $2,581.15 and the other of $3,815.21. No. 3 has also been 
carefully examined and adjusted, by and at the expense of 
Mr. Worthington, the builder. We think we can safely say 
that the engines were never in better condition. The work 
they have done during the year, the quantity of coal con- 
sumed, and other information of interest in this department, 
is given in the report of the Superintendent. We recom- 
mend an enlargement of the coal-shed connected with the 
engine-house, which can be done with a moderate expense, 
as a portion of the wall is already built. 

The force main has shown no signs of weakness, and is 
without doubt in good condition ; but with only a single line, 
a break would, for a short time, cause some trouble and in- 
convenience, notwithstanding the fact that spare pipes are 
on the ground ready for use in case of need. For this rea- 
son we are of the opinion that a second line is needed, and 
should soon be constructed. 

The reservoir and grounds have been well kept up, 
and all needed repairs attended to; and we know of 
no liability to any considerable expense there. An im- 
provement can be made, we think, by the construction 
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of a roadway over the line of force main leading directly 
from the reservoir to the engine-house, and discontinuing 
the present roadway, provided an even exchange of lands 
can be made for the purpose; and as the change will be 
so clearly for the interest of all parties, it will without 
doubt be soon effected. 

The new thirty-inch [cement] supply-main has required 
but little attention during the year, and the only break of 
any importance in the -twenty-four-inch [cast-iron] main 
was repaired with but little inconvenience and expense. 

The recommendation of the Board, made in their last 
report, that the construction account should be closed, and 
the cost of the extension of new mains and service-pipes be 
charged in the maintenance account, and defrayed from the 
receipts of water, was adopted by the City Council, and all 
the expenses of the past year have been so charged. And 
the construction account, which, when the last report was 
made, stood at $1,461,259.41, has been reduced wo the 
amount for which bonds were authorized, viz.: $1,460,000. 
The difference, $1,259.41 has also been charged to mainten- 
ance account, and included in our statement of the expenses 
for the year.

The total water rates for the year 1873 were $217,817.45, 
as will be seen by the report of the clerk, whose reliability 
and excellence we are happy to acknowledge. The same 
report will also show the number of water-takers, the number 
and kinds of fixtures, buildings, ete. 

Included in the expenses for the year is the cost of the 
suits in regard to the rights of drainage at Woburn and Win- 
chester, commenced in 1872, asd also $1,000 paid to the 
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City of Somerville, in settlement for damages consequent 
upon the laying of the new thirty-inch main in 1872. The 
suits referred to resulted adversely to the city, for the reason 
that sufficient evidence was not produced to prove that the 
impure matters suffered to flow into the streams running into 
the lake actually contaminated the water taken for use, or 
had an inevitable tendency so to do. But the court was fully 
as decided, that no person or corporation can lawfully cor- 
rupt or render impure the water of Mystic Lake, or its tribu- 
tary streams, to the injury or prejudice of others having the 
right to use said water. In other words, those who have the 
right to use said water, by virtue of the several acts for sup- 
plying Charlestown with water, have the right to said water 
pure and uncontaminated; and any defilement contrary to 
this right may be prevented. 

The amount of water bonds issued and outstanding, Jan. 1, 
1874, was $1,403,000. Of these bonds, $116,000, bearing 
interest at six per cent., will be due in October of the pres- 
ent year, and the payment of this amount will be provided 
for from the sinking fund, which, on the 12th of January, 
1874, amounted to $96,620.64. 

On the 15th of July last Hon. Edward Lawrence resigned 
_ his position as a member of this Board. He was Chairman 
of the Board of Commissioners originally appointed to build 
the works, and had held the office of President of the Water 
Board from the time of its first organization, and his services 
had been of great value to the city during all that time. The 
City Council acknowledged the fact in resolutions passed at 
the time of the resignation, and our records bear witness to 
the regret felt at his loss, and our high esteem for him as a 
man and public officer. Nevertheless, it seems proper that, 
in making this report, we should not forget to make allusion 
to the termination of so long a service, performed without 
pecuniary compensation, with great excellence of judgment 
and general faithfulness. 
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The whole quantity of water delivered from the reservoir 
during the year was 2,830,806,660 gallons. The average 
daily consumption was 7,755,634 gallons — an increase over 
1872 of 989,578 gallons daily. 

In making our report we confine ourselves to the lake in 
its present condition, and to its capacity, without any con- 
siderable increase of expenditure, to do the work which had 
been expected of it previous to the annexation of Charles- 
town to Boston. It has so far generously poured forth an 
ample supply of good water, and shown no signs of failure 
for the future. "What it can do beyond this, is a question 
which the City Council, by its Committees and Engineers, 
have been considering independently of this Board. But it 
may be proper for us to say, that we have believed that the 
water-shed of the Mystic basin is sufficient to furnish a very 
large quantity of water, and that the character of the country 
within this basin is such, that storage reservoirs, of large 
capacity, can be constructed at a comparatively small expense. 
Messrs. Baldwin and Stevenson, in their report of December, 
1859, say that “the area of country forming the drainage 
basin of Mystic pond is thirty-one square miles, exclusive of 
the area of the water surfaces of the ponds and streams lying 
within the basin.” ‘This statement includes tne lower Mystic 
pond, and we know of no actual survey that shows it to be 
incorrect. All the estimates of the Board heretofore have 
been based upon its accuracy. We are firm in the faith that 
you have a property of great value in the Mystic water- 


works, and the grants to the City of Charlestown fora supply.

Sir, —I have the honor to submit herewith, the Annual 
Report of the Clerk for the year ending December 81st, 
1873. 

The number of water-takers registered January 1st, 1874, 
was 14,845, distributed as follows: Charlestown, 4,700; 
Chelsea, 3,870; Somerville, 2,285; East. Boston, 4,275; 
Everett, 315. During the year 1873, the water was supplied

The water has also been supplied for 22 fire-engine and 
hose houses, 88 public schools, 56 saloons, 127 offices, 24 
churches, 7 armories, 6 hotels, 5 railroads, 1 brewery, 1 dis- 
tillery, 3 gas houses, 2 sugar refineries, 4 tanneries, 2 pot-

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teries, 8 brick-yards, 3 coal oil companies, the Middlesex 
Bleachery, the Everett Chemical Works, the American Tube 
Works, the Navy Yard, Naval Magazine, Naval and Marine 
Hospitals, State Prison, McLean Hospital, 3 City Halls, the 
Winnisimmet Ferry Company, the Public Institutions at Deer 
Island, and other public and miscellaneous establishments. 

The amount of receipts for water rates for 1873 has been 
as follows: Charlestown, $90,043.60 ; Boston, $49,451.70; 
Chelsea, $33,688.42 ; Somerville, $25,188.20; Everett, $3,- 
335.60; making $201,707.22; and there was due to January 
Ist, 1874, for water rates of that year, the sum of $16,110.23, 
making a total of $217,817.45 for that year. The aggregate 
amount of water rates to January Ist, is $1,086,519.12. 

The expenses of the office for 1873, including all the 
charges for collection in Chelsea, Somerville and Everett, and 
exclusive of $2,500, reserved by the City of Boston for col- 
lection of East Boston rates, were $1,750.83, viz.: for clerk- 
hire, $1,327.51; printing, advertising and _ stationery, 
$423.32. 

The number of places shut off for non-payment of water 
rates was 76, 49 of which have again been let on.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


CuarLestown District, Boston, January 17, 1874. 
Hon. T. T. Sawysr, President Mystic Water Board: — 


Sir, — Agreeably to the city ordinance, the annual report 
of the Superintendent for the year ending December 31, 
1873, is herewith respectfully submitted. 

The works are in good order throughout. 

The supply of water has been ample during the year, 
although the level of the water in the lake was lower at one 
time than ever before since the works were completed. The 
consumption has been comparatively light, the daily average 
increase being 1,46, per cent. over that of the previous year, 
while for the two years previous to that, the daily average 
increase each year was 331, per cent. 

Quite extensive and thorough repairs have been made on 
engines No. 1 and 2 the past year, the results of which are 
very satisfactory, they being, to say the least, equally as 
good as new, so that we have now three pumping-engines, 
in complete running order, that for duty will compare favor- 

ably with any in the country, with a capacity in the agere- 
gate of 18 millions of gallons in 24 hours; but as the inten- 
tion is to keep one engine in reserve, the safe and reliable 


pumping capacity is not over 13 millions. 


LAKE. 


The average level of the water in the lake during the year 
was 9.5 feet above the bottom of the conduit, or 1.7 feet 
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below high-water mark. The total rain-fall for the year was 
48.6 inches. For 7 months, viz., January, February, March, 
April, May, November and December, the average depth of 
water on the overfall was 4 inches (taken as it has been in 
previous years in the centre of the crest, which is 6 inches 
wide, but the depth on the inside of the crest was 51 inches, 
which is the real depth of water flowing over, and from which 
the calculations have been made), which makes an average 
daily waste of 29,221,834 gallons. The daily average waste 
through the fishway was 1,250,000 gallons. The average 
number of gallons delivered into the conduit daily was 
8,326,576, which together makes an average daily yield 
from the lake of 38,798,410 gallons, ora total of 8,225,- 
262,920 gallons for 7 months. 

For the remaining 5 months there was no waste on the 
overfall. From June 1st to October 6th, the water lowered 
3 feet 7 inches, or a daily average loss during this time (128 
days) of 1,827,472 gallons, or a total loss of 233,916,416 
gallons. Frem October 6th to November 1st the water rose 
3 feet 7 inches, or daily average gain during this time (25 
days) of 9,856,656 gallons, or a total gain of 233,916,416 
gallons ; consequently the average daily yield of the lake for 
5 months was equal to the daily amount delivered into the 
conduit, which was 8,158,282 gallons, or a total for this 
time of 1,248,217,146 gallons. 

From these data it will be seen that the average yield of 
the lake during the year was as follows : —

It will be noticed that on October 6th the water in the 
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lake had lowered 3 feet 7 inches, which made the level of 
the lake 6.9 feet above the bottom of the conduit, or 4.9 feet 
below high-water mark, which is the lowest point reached 
since the construction of the works, and for which we are, as 
yet, unable to find any satisfactory reason or explanation, as 
the rain-fall during this time was 19.3 inches. 

The yield of the lake as computed from the rain-fall is as 
follows: total rain-fall 48.6 inches, available rain-fall .4 of 
the total, or 19.44 inches, which gives on the area of water- 
shed a daily average of 3,415,737 cubic feet, or 25,589,712 
gallons. 

The riprap along the borders of the land of Stephen 
Symmes, Esq., which was commenced in the season of 72, 
has. been continued and completed the past year. This work 
not only protects the shore, but adds very materially to the 
appearanee of the lake. The materials are on hand to con- 
tinue this the coming season, along the Jand owned by Mr. 
Dwight. It will be necessary, also, to repair and protect the 
shore along the land of Mr. Brooks, on the easterly side of 
the lake. All the property at the lake has been kept in very 
good order throughout the year. 


\CONDUIT. 


At the head gate-house but very slight repairs were re- 
quired during the year. At the pipe-chamber the screens 
have been refitted with new copper wire netting. The floor- 
ings have also been entirely replaced. On account of the 
repairs that were being made on the engines, and the fact 
that the city is dependent on the storage in the reservoir for 
a supply during the time necessarily occupied in drawing the 
water from the conduit, in order to make a thorough exami- 
nation of it, it was not thought advisable to do so this year ; 
but from the fact that no perceptible change has taken place 
in it for a number of years, there is no doubt that it is in 
good condition throughout. 
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ENGINE-HOUSE. 


The past year has been a busy one at the engine-house, for, 
in addition to pumping the usual supply daily for the city, 
the repairs on Engines No. 1 and 2 (which had been in con- 
templation after the completion of the new Engine No. 3) 
have been completed, occupying the entire year. They were 
commenced in January with No. 1, which had been in con- 
stant use for eight years. The water end was in very good 
condition, requiring but slight repairs. On the steam end 
the repairs have been quite extensive, and very thorough. 
The work was completed and the engine ready for regular 
duty in July, and the results were in every way satisfactory. 

Engine No. 3, which had been in constant use since first 
started, was stopped during August and September, to enable 
the builder, Mr. Worthington, to examine and readjust the 
steam valves. 

The repairs on Engine No. 2 were commenced in October, 
and were very similar to those on No. 1, the water end re- 
quiring but slight attention, while the steam end required avery 
thorough overhauling. The “low-pressure” cylinders were 
in such condition that it was necessary to have them rebored, 
which was done by Mr. Wheelock, of Worcester, who has the 
best portable apparatus for that purpose. He has also intro- 
duced his patent “steam cylinder packing” into this engine, 
refitting the pistons for that purpose. The other parts of the 
engine have been put in complete order, by Mr. Worthington. 
The engine was started up for the first time on the first day of 
January, and the results so far are such as to lead us to antici- 
pate an unusually good record from this engine. All the other 
work necessary for overhauling and replacing the engines has 
been done by and under the direction of the engineer, Mr. 
Barnes. These repairs were necessary, partly from the ordi- 
nary wear and depreciation, but mostly, I think, from the 
use of tallow for lubricating, the animal acid affecting the 
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iron very much. Fortunately this has been superseded 
within the past two years by the introduction of a new oil, 
called “cylinder oil,” which is equally as good a lubricator, 
with scarcely any deleterious effects on the iron. 

The work of the engines for the year is as follows: En- 
gines No. 1 and 2 have been run in all 4,056 hours, and 
Engine No. 3, 6,106 hours, making together «24,914,167 
strokes, and pumping 2,830,951,338 gallons of water. The 
whole amount of coal consumed in running was 6,877,650 
lbs., in firing and banking, 154,600 Ibs., a total of 7,032,250 
lbs., or 3,196.4 tons. The amount of ashes and clinker pro- 
duced from this was 632,381 lbs., or a loss of 8.9 per cent., 
making the total amount of effective coal for pumping 
6,245,269 lbs. or 2,838.9 tons. 

The boilers are in good condition, having required but the 
usual repairs during the year. Everything about the engine- 
house, also the dwelling-houses of the engineer and fireman 
is in good condition. There have been delivered at the coal 
shed 3,650 tons of coal, making, with the amount on hand, 
January Ist, 1873 (450 tons), 4,100 tons. The amount con- 
sumed, 3,196 tons, leaves a balance on hand January Ist, 
1874, of 904 tons.

“FORCE MAIN.” 


The force main is in good order throughout. It has 
required no repairs during the year. 
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RESERVOIR. 


The reservoir is in good order, having required no repairs 
during the past season, but, with the grounds connected with 
it, has received the usual care and attention. At the gate- 
house the screens on the College Hill supply main have 
been refitted with new and heavier copper wire netting. 

The average depth of water in the reservoir was 21, feet. 
The whole number of gallons of water drawn out during the 
year was 2,830,806,660, an increase over the previous year 
of 367,057,820 gallons. The average daily consumption 
was 7,755,634 gallons, an increase over last year of 989,578 
gallons.

SUPPLY MAINS. 


The supply mains are in good order throughout. A few 
slight leaks have been repaired on the thirty-inch main, with 
little expense, and without having to shut off the water. 
On the twenty-four-inch cast-iron main a very large break 
occurred on the second day of March, near the corner of 
Broadway and Temple streets, in Somerville, doing consid- 
erable damage to the estates adjacent. On examination it 
was found that an entire length of pipe was broken, making 
the leak equal to the whole capacity of the pipe, or 8,000 


gallons per minute. This happens, fortunately, when there 
3 
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was nearly four feet of frost in the ground, otherwise the 
damage must have been much greater. Shutting off the 
water from this main during the time occupied in making the 
repairs occasioned no inconvenience in the city, as the new 
thirty-inch. main was amply sufficient for all the demands 
made upon it. 


DISTRIBUTION PIPES. 


There have been laid during the year in this city 4,461 feet 
of distribution pipe, viz.: 8,976 feet of wrought-iron and 
cement pipe, and 485 feet of cast-iron pipe. Of this 3,835 
feet were to replace pipe that had become unfit for further use, 
or relaid in consequence of a change in the grade of a street, 
and the balance was in extension of that already laid. There 
have been 26 leaks repaired, all caused by defective pipes. 
Three new hydrants have been located, and 24 new gates set 
during the year. 

In Chelsea there has been an extension of 3,292 feet of dis- 
tribution pipe, making a total in that city of 136,608 feet, or 
25 miles, 4,608 feet. : 

In Somerville there has been an extension of 16,741 feet 
of distribution pipe, making a total in that city of 200,448 
teet, or 37 miles, 5,088 feet. © 

In Everett there has been an extension of 553 feet of dis- 
tribution pipe, making in that town, a total of 68,637 feet, 
or 12 miles, 5,277 feet. 

In East Boston there has been an extension of 2,884 feet 
of distribution pipe, making a total in that city of 120,332 
feet, or 22 miles, 4,162 feet. 

The total amount of distribution pipe connected with the 
works, January Ist, 1874, was 670,363 feet, or 126 miles, 
5,083 feet.

GENTLEMEN, — In accordance with the custom of the last 
fifteen years, I with pleasure submit the following report of 
my office, commencing April 1, 1873. 

The laws of this Commonwealth require that all Inspectors 
of Milk shall keep an office and books, for the purpose of 
recording the names and places of business of all persons 
engaged in the sale of milk within their limits. 

This law has been fully complied with in this department. 
In consequence of the magnitude and extent of the milk 
business in this city, and for convenience and system, the 
milk trade is divided into two branches, of which separate 
sets of books are kept at the office of the Inspector. 

1. Wholesale dealers are those who distribute to families, 
stores, etc., from carriages, and those who keep more than 
one cow, in the city proper, in the Sixteenth Ward (Dorches- 
ter), Boston Highlands, and South and Kast Boston. 

2. Retail dealers are those who sell in small quantities 
from market places, stores, shops and cellars. 

The milk dealers in the recently annexed territory of 
Charlestown, Brighton and West Roxbury have not been 
registered, and are not included in this report.

During the winter of 1872 a change or addition to the 
milk law was made by the Legislature, of which the follow- 
ing is a true copy :— 
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CHAPTER 319. 


An Act to prevent the sale or exchange of adulterated 
milk. 


Be tt enacted, etc., as follows ; — 


Section 1. Whoever sells or exchanges, or has in his 
possession with intent to sell or exchange, or offers for sale 
or exchange, adulterated milk, or milk to which water or any 
foreign substance has been added, shall tor the first offence 
be punished by a fine of not less than twenty, nor more than one 
hundred dollars; and for any subsequent offence, by a fine 
not less than fifty, nor more than three hundred dollars. 

Sect. 2. Whoever sells or exchanges, or has in his pos- 
session with intent to sell or exchange, or offers for sale or 
exchange, as pure milk, any milk from which the cream or 
any part thereof has been removed, shall be liable to the 
penalties provided in the preceding section. 

Sect. 8. Whoever knowingly sells or exchanges, or has 
in his possession with intent to sell or exchange, or offers for 
sale or exchange, adulterated milk, or milk to which water 
or any foreign substance has been added, shall for the first 
offence be punished by a fine of not less than fifty, nor more 
than three hundred dollars; and for any subsequent offence 
by a fine of not less than one hundred dollars, and imprison- 
ment in the House of Correction not less than thirty, nor 
more than ninety days. 

Secor. 4. Violations of this act may be prosecuted by 
complaint or indictment before any court of competent juris- 
diction, and one halt of any fine paid shall go to the com- 
plainant. 

Sect. 5. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed, but such repeal shall not affect any 
prosecutions now pending. 

Secr. 6. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

[Approved May 4, 1872.] 
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To carry out the good intentions of this law your Inspec- 
tor has devoted his time during the year. Stores and shops 
within the limits of the city where milk is sold have been 
visited and the milk examined. Some of these places have 
required frequent attention. 

More than one hundred families have been visited that 
desired the assistance of the Inspector in regard to their 
milk ; and nota little has been brought to this office for inspec- 
tion from the neighboring cities and towns. ‘To prevent the 
distribution of adulterated milk in the city, the railroad milk 
stations have often been visited, and also the stables of milk- 
men, not only in the city, but also in the neighboring towns. 
Nearly every day milk may be found at some of the milk 
stations, which was either watered or skimmed previous to its 
leaving the dairy. Those who commit these offences the law 
seldom if ever reaches ; and the returning of the milk whence 
it came does not have the desired effect, except for a short 
time; and, besides, the men who usually take these dairies 
are dependent on them for their daily supply of milk for 
their customers. 

During the latter part of January, 1874, the milk-car on 
one of the railroads was visited, and the milk of two or three 
dairies was found more or less adulterated, and one dairy, 
consisting of only one can of milk, on analysis proved to con- 
tain 33.67 of added water in one hundred parts. The follow- 
ing information, being useful from year to year, is inserted 
from my last report : — | 

“The contracts for the supply of milk are generally made 
twice a year, viz.: on the first of April and the first of 
October. | 

“The milk-cans used for the conveyance and sale of milk, 
by the dealers are of two classes.. The large cans, 
which hold nine quarts and a pint, are in general use 
by the milk trade of Worcester county, and by many 
of those who collect their milk in the towns in the 
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vicinity of Boston. The smaller cans, which hold eight 
quarts and one half pint, are mostly in use on the Fitchburg, 
Lowell and Eastern railroads, and no milkman is considered 
equipped for business unless he is the owner of four or five 
full sets of cans, either eights or nines, as above described, 
sufficient to contain the necessary milk for his daily route ; 
one set being in use while the others are on their way to the 
country for a fresh supply. 

“Many of the milkmen engaged in the family trade have 
small cans, holding ‘from a pint to four or even six quarts, 
which they fill from the larger cans to suit their customers ; 
these are left within the houses, or at some designated place 
on the premises.” 

“The subject of requiring that cans used in the sale and 
conveyance of milk be of uniform size, and sealed as a 
measure, has nearly every season, for the past ten or twelve 
years, engaged the attention of our Legislature; and there 
seems to be no sufficient reason why milk-cans should be 
exempt from the restrictions placed upon other measures in 
daily use. It has often been contended that milk-cans are 
not used as measures, but are only of a convenient size for 
the transportation of the milk, which is bought and sold by 
the can, without regard to the quantity which the cans hold. 
These cans, of different sizes, may be found in stores, shops 
and every place where the milk trade is carried on; and 
most persons who sell or buy milk from these cans, year 
after year, are disposed to believe that it makes to them 
quite a difference whether the cans hold nine quarts and a 
pint, or only eight quarts and one half pint.” 

“In the retail trade of milk, many of our families prefer 
to receive their daily supply in small cans, of a size to meet 
the wants of the family. To this arrangement none can ob- 
ject, provided the cans are sealed, showing the quantity which 
they hold.” 
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During the winter of 1873, an act was passed by the 
Legislature, of which the following is a true copy : — 


CHAPTER 180. 


An Act concerning the purchasing of milk and the size of 
milk-cans. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 


Section 1. All milk-cans used by persons engaged in 
the business of purchasing milk at wholesale shall be sealed 
annually by the sealer of weights and measures in the city or 
town where the purchaser resides, and no milk-can shall 
be sealed which does not contain one or more quarts, without 
the fractional parts of a quart, and the capacity of the can 
shall be legibly marked upon it by such sealer. 

Secor. 2. When milk is purchased by the can, such can 
shall hold eight quarts of milk, and no more. 

Srecr. 3. Every person violating the provisions of this act 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than twenty dollars 
nor more than fifty dollars, one half of which fine shall 
inure to the use of the complainant. | 

Secor. 4. This act shall take effect on the first day of 
July next. 

[Approved April 14, 1873. ] 


By this law the general order of things seems to have been 
reversed, by punishing the buyer of short measure, instead 
of the seller. Whatever the effect of this law may have been, 
I have not heard that any complaints were made to the 
courts during the year, or that any effort was made for car- 
rying out the intentions of the law. 

The milk trade of Boston has become extensive enough to 
require the daily use of fifty thousand or more milk-cans, 
besides the small cans in daily use for the family trade. It 


would be no easy task for the owners of these cans to collect 
2 
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them for the purpose and intent required by the law, and it 
is difficult to understand how they can be spared from their 
constant use in carrying on the milk trade. 

Again, thousands of these cans have been long in use and 
are so dilapidated that they are not worth the expense of 
changing to a uniform size. 

Most of the men engaged in the milk trade supply them- 
selves annually with a new addition to their stock of cans, 
according to the size of their routes. These new cans are 
marked with their owner’s name or his initials, and are imme- 
diately brought into active service with thousands of others, 
and forwarded on their mission to the country for a supply of 
milk, and soon become scattered, and so mixed up with the cans 
at the other milk stations that it would be impossible for the 
owner to find one half of them. It may be observed that 
this law requires that all milk-cans used in the wholesale 
trade shall be annually sealed by the sealer of weights and 
measures. This is certainly a good idea, but one that would 
be found extremely difficult to put in practice. 

In the month of September, 1862, to carry out the then 
existing law in regard to the selling of mill at wholesale in 
unsealed cans, a number of complaints were made to the 
courts, and were continued from time to time for consul- 
tation with the associate justices of the court; who at length 
decided that no complaint could be sustained upon that section 
of the statute providing for the punishment of selling milk 
in unsealed cans, or other vessels ; because, they say, the cans 
in which the milk was sold must be shown to be measures. 
Under the above ruling of the court the defendants were all 
discharged. ‘These I think were the first complaints ever 
made in this city against parties for selling milk in unsealed 
cans, and, as far as I know, the last. When we consider, 
however, the vast amount of capital invested, and the 
thousands of persons directly and indirectly employed, in the 
milk trade of Boston, it is but reasonable to demand and to 
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have good practical laws and restrictions for the government 
of the business, and the persons engaged in it. 

Many of our large families, boarding-houses, stores, shops, 
and eating-houses take one or more of the large cans of 
milk every morning for their daily consumption, as it comes 
direct from the country ; and to many persons it has appeared 
difficult to determine where the line should be drawn between 
the wholesale and the retail sale of milk; and still more dif- 
ficult to see any good reason for the law restricting the sale 
of milk to what is termed wholesale, and not at retail. Many 
families receive their daily supply of milk in what is called a 
six-quart can; the can isnot sealed, and how are they to know 
whether or not they receive the quantity for which payment 
is demanded ? } 

The daily supply of others is four quarts of milk, and it is 
left for them.in what is supposed to be a four-quart can, 
which, of course, is not sealed; and no one knows whether 
the can holds the professed quantity or not. The same diffi- 
culty exists with those families who expect to receive in their 
smaller cans two quarts of milk, and, also, with hundreds of 
our small families who receive their milk in the one-quart cans. 
In order to remedy and settle this long-vexed question in re- 
gard to the capacity and the sealing of milk-cans used in the 
conveyance and sale of milk, which seriously interests not 
only the producer and consumer, but all others engaged in 
the milk trade, it is believed, by many long engaged in this 
business, that a practical law could be enacted by our Legisla- 
ture, which would be effective and not oppressive, and which 
would afford relief and satisfaction to all concerned. To this 
end milk should be bought and sold, at wholesale and retail, 
from cans or vessels of the following dimensions, viz.: ten 
quarts, eight quarts, six quarts, four quarts, two 
quarts, and one quart. These cans should be sealed by the 
maker, or by the sealer of weights and measures, with figures 
which should plainly show the quantity which they hold; and 
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when thus sealed they should constitute and be accepted as 
legal measures, wherever milk is bought and sold. 

Again, whoever should make, keep for sale, or sell, cans 
or other vessels to be used in the transportation or sale of 
milk, holding more or less than the figures upon them indi- 
cate, should be punished by a fine of not less than twenty 
nor more than fifty dollars for each offence. In this way, it 
will readily be seen, the new cans would gradually work into 
use throughout the State, and the old cans disappear, much to 
the relief and advantage of all persons, dealers and con- 
sumers alike. 

The price of milk has varied but little in the last two or 
three years; the increasing facilities of railroads and their 
branches, as they extend more and more into farming districts, 
are daily furnishing us milk from places heretofore not drawn 
upon, so that the price of milk does not advance in proportion 
to the increase of our population. 

The price of milk last summer was about the same as in 
the year previous, viz.: At the farmer’s door, from thirty- 
three to forty-two cents per can, and at the depots in or near 
the city, after collecting and transporting it, from forty to 
forty-eight cents. This is sold to stores and shops at from 
fifty-four to sixty-two cents per can, and is retailed in smaller 
quantities to families, at eight cents per quart. Although the 
above prices are such as were generally agreed upon, yet 
many of the milk-dealers, owing to the great competition in 
the trade, would buy and sell their milk at greatly reduced 
prices, governed only by supply and demand. During the 
last summer a number of stores and shops were found which 
were supplied with good pure milk at forty cents per can, 
and families at six and seven cents per quart. 

Aprit, 1873. The first part of this month the weather 
was variable, with a few very pleasant days, and many which 
were cold, dull and lowery, with but little rain. The supply 
of milk was generally sufficient for all demands. 
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I would here observe that the weather, as it is cold or hot, 
wet or dry, seriously affects the supply of milk, as well as 
the demand; and often the quality is materially affected by 
the sudden changes in the weather. 

The 12th and 13th of this month brought on a cold north- 
east snow-storm, accompanied with high wind. The latter 
part was cool, with but little rain, and the month closed with 
an ample supply of milk. 

The general inspection of the milk this month was in the 
stores and shops at the Boston Highlands. 

On the 26th day of this month the Highlands were visited 

at an early hour in the morning, and the Inspector happened 
to be present as a milkman was leaving his can of milk with 
one of his poor customers. After the milk was well mixed, 
by turning it from one can to another, a sample was taken 
for analysis, which showed that 49.62 per cent. of water had 
been intentionally added in one hundred parts. 
' As this man had previously been before the court, the 
judge, who considered the adulteration of milk a heinous 
offence, imposed upon him a fine and cost amounting to two 
hundred and ten dollars. ° 

May, 1873. The 2d and 3d days of this month gave us a 
cold north-west rain-storm, with high wind ; and again on the 
5th the storm was very cold, with considerable rain and suf- 
ficient snow to cover well the ground ; in fact the weather on 
the first fifteen days of the month, with two or three excep- 
tions, was stormy, or dull and unpleasant. 

There appeared but little complaint in regard to the quan- 
tity of the milk, and the quality would compare favorably 
with the corresponding month of the previous season. 

The latter part of the month, with the exception of a few 
days, was quite cool and dry; the general inspection of the 
milk was at the north and west parts of the city. 

The establishment of milk depots in the different wards of 
the city, which commenced the season previous, for the sale 
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of milk to be carried away, and also over the counter, by the > 
glass, still continues, and their trade rather increases, form- 
ing as it does quite a favorable feature for the milk trade of 
Boston. 

JUNE, 1873, was remarkably dry throughout, and very 
cool until the nineteenth day, when the weather became warm 
and some days very hot. 

A number of the milk depots were visited in regard to the 
quality of the milk, which, with the exception of a few dairies, 
was found good; and the supply at this time continued 
favorable for the dealers. 

The general inspection of the milk in stores and shops this 
month was at the west part of the city, and then to the neigh- 
borhood of the South Cove. In this locality many of the 
people have but little regard to the quality of their milk, 
their only effort being to obtain the largest possible quantity 
for the least amount of money; and here, as in some other 
places, they are constantly on the watch to give information 
that will protect their milkman from prosecution, rather than 
assist the officer in the discharge of his duties. 

The month closed with hot, sultry weather, and a gradual 
decrease in the supply of milk from the country. 

JuLy, 1873, commenced with dry, hot weather, and an 
increasing demand for milk, and our supply decreasing, as 
mentioned at the close of last month. However, at this 
season many families leave the city for more genial resorts in 
the country, which affords considerable relief to the milkman, 
as it enables him to meet more liberally the wants of those 
who remain. 

At the middle of the month the milk supply had not 
increased, as the weather continued hot and dry, with the 
exception of two or three days, which were cool and comfort- 
able; many of the milk-dealers were hard pressed to obtain 
sufficient milk at any price to meet the wants of their 
customers. 
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We have a few men engaged in this business who are sel- 
dom if ever found short of milk, always watching the times 
and changes of the season, making wise provision before 
hand for the days of famine, so that when the scarcity comes 
they-not only have enough for themselves, but are prepared 
to supply their brother milkmen at a greatly advanced price. 

It may not be out of place here to mention the fact, that 
many of our unprincipled milkmen, both in the spring and in 
the fall, contract for much less milk than will honestly supply 
their customers at any time; so that when the extra demand 
comes for milk, occasioned by the dry, hot weather, they are 
very unwilling to buy of others and pay the exorbitant prices. 
Consequently they extend their milk by the addition of water 
sufficiently to satisfy the demand of their customers — in 
quantity, if not in the quality. 

The amount of adulteration found at this time in the stores 
and shops was unusually large, and many of our private fam- 
ilies were very fortunate if they escaped the milk pressure 
with only twenty-five per cent. of added water. 

On the 18th and 19th of the month the hearts of our peo- 
ple were gladdened by an easterly storm, giving us rain in 
abundance, which revived vegetation, until then drooping 
and ready to perish. 

The month, however, closed with its general character, — 
hot and dry, — with a constant demand from the consumers 
for more milk. 

Auveust, 1873. For the first few days the weather and 
the supply of milk continued about the same as for the last 
month. 

In very hot, sultry weather, milk requires skilful manage- 
ment; and even with persons of long experience not a little 
is lost, or at least becomes nearly worthless, especially at 
this season of the year, from contaminating influences over 
which those in charge have no control. Hundreds of cans 
of milk in stores, delivered as good milk, is allowed to per- 
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ish during the hot season, from ignorance, and the want of 
care in its management. 

The care of milk is too often thought of but little conse- 
quence, as, the milkman is obliged to replace that which is 
unfit for use with fresh milk. 

The loss in these cases must fall heavily on some one, and, 
generally, it falls on those who are the least able to bear it. 
In the general inspection of the milk in stores and shops, 
during this month, it was found that milk which was left by 
the milkman at an early hour in the morning would become 
so changed before ten o’clock as to be entirely unfit for use. 
This milk is generally left at the shop door; where, exposed 
to the sun perhaps, it remains until the place is opened for 
business. The cans of milk are taken in and placed ina 
large ice-chest, which, amongst other things, contains a large 
stone jar, kept for the purpose of holding the milk. 

This ice-chest is found to contain almost everything de- 
structive to the milk ; foul odors of every description arising 
from cooked and uncooked meats, and partially decayed 
fruits and vegetables. 

The delicate composition of the milk cannot long survive 
such foul treatment, and it is not surprising that large quan- 
tities are daily returned to the milkman, to be replaced by a 
fresh supply, soon to share the same fate. 

About the middle of the month the weather was cooler for 
a number of days, and a cold north-east rain-storm greatly 
assisted in bringing about more favorable weather for milk, 
which soon lessened the demand, and gradually increased the 
supply from different sections of the country, so that the im- 
provement in the quality of the milk was noticeable in all 
parts of the city. | 

In April, 1868, a new milk-car was placed on the Boston and 
Albany Railroad, by an association of the farmers of West- 
boro’. This car has been transferred to other parties, who, 
during the short season of milk, extended their resources for 
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supplies to more distant parts of the country; thus coming 
to the rescue with their increased stock of milk at a time 
when it was most needed. 

‘From the 20th to the close of the month the weather was 
variable, with the exception of a few warm, pleasant days ; 
and but few if any complaints were made in regard to the 
quantity or the quality of the milk. 

SEPTEMBER, 1873, came in much more favorably for a 
good supply of milk than the last month, and the weather 
was cool and comfortable, with frequent rains. 

The general inspection of the milk this month was at East 
Boston; and much less adulteration was found than at any 
time during the preceding two months. The milk-cans, which 
arrive at an early hour in the morning in this section of the 
city, were visited, and a large number of cans of milk were 
examined, and the milk with one or two exceptions was 
found good. ‘These cars bring in daily from three to four 
hundred cans of milk, which is nearly all, if not all, distrib- 
uted to the citizens of the ward, and but seldom has any 
fault been found as to the quality. 

On the 12th of this month a meeting of the directors of 
the Milk Producers’ Association of Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire was held in this city, to decide upon the price of 
milk to be paid the farmers for the ensuing six months, from 
October 1st, and it was unanimously resolved that the price 
of milk at the station in Boston or Charlestown should be the 
same as last season, viz.: forty-three cents per can so long 
as the retail price in Boston should remain at eight cents per 
quart. 

The middle of the month brought cool nights and morn- 
ings, and generally fine weather for ripening the fruits of the 
season. The supply of milk at this time with the dealers gen- 
erally more than equalled the demand. 

While examining the milk in both South and East Boston 


the cow-stables and cow-sheds were visited ; and their limited

accommodations showed, more conclusively than ever, that 
neither of these places is suitable for the production of milk. 
Still, very many families in the neighborhood where these 
cows are kept, prefer this milk to that which comes in on the 
railroads, and are willing to pay for it a cent or two more per 
quart. 

On the 24th of this month one of the milkmen that drives 
in from one of the towns near this city brought to this 
office a large can of milk, which he received as a part of his 
daily supply from one of his neighbors. This milk, on being 
analyzed, showed that it contained water intentionally added 
in one hundred parts, 45.74, and only 4 per cent. of cream 
instead of about 10 per cent., the usual amount found on pure 
milk, 

The month closed with fine, pleasant weather, with the ex- 
ception of a few days, which were dull and lowery, and with 
sufficient milk to satisfy all demands. 

OctroBER, 1873. Generally, in the first of this month, the 
winter contracts and the advanced price of milk commence ; 
but at this time the supply of milk more than equalled the 
demand, and, with favorable prospects for the future good 
supply of milk through the winter, the dealers generally con- 
tinued the summer prices. | 

There were a few, however, who sold their milk at a 
small advance during the winter season. 

At this time the pastures and fields afforded food and 
nourishment for cows nearly equal to the summer supply. _ 

The moderate pleasant weather continued with few excep- 
tions until the 20th of the month, when a long easterly storm 
prevailed; but with the temperature mild for the season. 
The supply of milk continued favorable for the dealers until 
the latter part of the month; when, although the weather 
was mild and pleasant, the supply of milk with some of the 
milkmen was very limited, owing, it was said, to some of 
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the producers keeping their milk at home for the purpose of 
making their winter butter. 

All parts of South Boston were visited this mouth, and the 
milk was examined and generally found as free from adul- 
teration as in any of the wards in the city, if we except the 
Sixteenth Ward (Dorchester). 

It may here be observed that if families were firm and 
determined to be supplied with pure good milk, they could, 
with:-few exceptions, readily obtain it. But the fact is, hun- 
dreds are easily imposed upon, and are made to believe 
that all the milk delivered in the city is more or less adul- 
terated, and, therefore, are perfectly willing to consume their 
share of it, rather than consent to an immediate discharge of 
their milkman. 

By request the Inspector this month visited a family two 
or three times in regard to their milk, which was found ex- 
tended to the amount of 12 or 15 per cent. of added water, 
and contained but a small proportion of cream. ‘The lady 
of the house made it a point the following morning to wait 
on her milkman, and, with some good advice, informed him 
that his services would no longer be required in supplying 
her family with milk. He plead earnestly for one more 
opportunity to redeem his lost reputation; but the verdict 
had gone forth, and there was no appeal therefrom. 

If other families would but follow the example of this one, 
the milk-dealers would soon learn that pure milk is the 
only standard by which they can retain their trade and 
give satisfaction to their customers. 

November, 1873. The moderate pleasant weather of 
the last month continued until the 8th of this, when an 
easterly storm brought considerable rain; so that up to this 
time the cattle could obtain nourishment from the fields and 
pastures, and in ,general the dealers in milk were well sup- 
plied. 
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The middle of the month was very cold and blustering, 
and some few days were as cold as winter itself. 

The supply of milk continued sufficiently large, and many 
of the dealers considered the prospects for an increased de- 
mand for milk through the winter at renumerative prices 

very doubtful. The weather on the last ten days of the 
month, with very few exceptions, was cold and stormy. 
The 27th day was the annual Thanksgiving. The recur- 
rence of this day in former years caused a demand for extra 
quantities of milk; but, for the past few years, the dealers, 
by a little management beforehand, have succeeded in having 
a sufficient supply of milk to meet the wants of their cus- 
tomers. 

As a result of the scarcity above named, a large portion of 
the milk distributed in stores and families was adulterated to 
an enormous extent; and not a little was retained in the 
hands of the dealers from day to day and then distributed to 
customers — old, and so changed as to be unfit for use. 

The afternoon previous to Thanksgiving, in November, 
1866, one of our citizens brought to this office a can of milk 
which was left him by his milkman, which on analysis was 
found to contain 51.17 added water in one hundred parts. 
This man persisted in the statement that this can of milk was 
one which he himself bought of a brother milkman. How- 
ever, he went through the court and paid his fine and cost. 
The increased demand for Thanksgiving milk being over, 
he was requested by the Inspector to buy of the same man 
one more can of his milk, which he did. The milk was an- 
alyzed, and the adulteration amounted to 30.24 of added 
water in one hundred parts. This man also went through 
he court, and soon left the business in disgust. 

This month, as a whole, was remarkably cold and stormy, 
ut the complaints in regard to the quantity or the quality of 
he milk were few. 

DrcEMBER, 1873. The weather for the first few days was 
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very cold. There was, however, but little if any complaint 
with the dealers in regard to the supply of milk. 

The Milk Producers’ Association of Massachusetts and 
New Hampshire held their sixth annual meeting in this city 
on the 2d day of the month, the object of which was to con- 
sider as to the price of milk and the matter of a more direct 
and cheaper transportation to market. 

On the 4th day of the month the thermometer rose to 63 
degrees, and the weather continued mild, with an average 
quantity of rain, but with not more than an inch of snow; so 
that the surface of the ground was at times dry and dusty. 

The middle of the month was a succession of unusually 
moderate, pleasant days, with few exceptions. The milk- 
stations in Boston and vicinity brought in sufficient milk to 
satisfy all demands. 

The latter part of the month was remarkable for its mild, 
pleasant weather, with the exception of the few last days, 
which were cold, and the weather variable; but this month, 
as a whole, was a wonderful contrast to the preceding. 

In January, February and March there is but little demand 
for an extra quantity of milk, and the open, moderate 
weather this winter has been favorable for a larger supply 
than usual at some of the milk stations, while at others the 
demand for milk more than equalled the supply. 

In general, however, the milk trade with many of the 
large dealers was considered very dull throughout the winter 
months. 

The milk stations have been visited a number of times in 
the course of the winter, and a large number of cans exam- 
ined, and with few exceptions the milk has been found good. 

Those dealers who obtain their supply of milk at these 
stations generally scrutinize its quality very closely, espe- 
cially at this season of the year, to see whether or not a change 
to some other milk station would be desirable before the 
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summer contracts for milk commence, which is on the first of 
April. 

The facilities for obtaining our milk supply by the, rail- 
roads this winter have been made more favorable than for 
some of the past seasons, when the milk trains have been so 
obstructed by the deep snow as to be many hours late on 
their arrival ; and sometimes they have been detained on side 
tracks for a number of days, thus depriving our citizens of 
their supply of milk at the usual time, to their great incon- 
venience and vexation. 


The following valuable information in regard to milk and its 
adulteration has been received from Mr. John M. Merrick, of 
Messrs. Merrick and Gray, consulting chemists of No. 59 
Broad street, Boston. He says :— 

“In accordance with your request, I send you a tabular 
statement of the results of the analyses of milk, which we 
have made from samples furnished by you, commencing 
April 4th, 1873.

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“Tn addition to the facts given in the above table, we have 
to say that, in no case, have we detected any adulteration 
except the addition of water, and in one or two cases a very 
trifling amount of salt and burned sugar. The amount of 
the admixture of milk with water seems to depend somewhat 
upon the dryness of the season. If there come a very dry 
and hot spell in summer, it is generally the signal for adal- 
teration to begin. 

“The method of analysis pursued is the following: The 
specific gravity is determined by weighing a measured quan- 
tity, with proper precautions, upon a delicate balance. This 
factor has varied between 1.014 and 1.029. The specific 
gravity of a sample of milk does not tell much about its 
character, further than this: that if it be very low, it is a 
suspicious fact, and calls for closer investigation. 

“The normal specific gravity of milk is about 1.029; but 
it is lowered by the addition of fat (cream), so that the 
strippings, @. é., the last portions of milk wrung out of the 
udder at the end of milking, may have a specific gravity of 
only 1.020, and yet contain solids to the amount of 18.74 
per cent.* 

“2d. The determination of the cream is made by pouring 
a quantity of milk into a glass tube, graduated into hun- 
dredths, and reading off the volume of cream, after leaving 
the tube at rest a proper time. The percentages of cream, 
which it should be borne in mind. are percentages by volume, 
have varied from 3 to 12 per cent.* 

“Tn thirty-five samples analyzed by Dr. C. F. Chandler, for 
the New York Board of Health, during the last four months 
of 1869, the cream ranged from 5.20 to 11.80 per cent. 
Taking out four samples, viz., 310, 312, 323 and 334, from 
the above table, would give a much more respectable aver- 
uge for the remainder. No samples of cream, as such, have 
been brought to us for examination during the past year.

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“3d. Determination of the total fixed constituents of the 
milk. The method we adopt is to dry down 10 cubic centi- 
metres of milk, in a small platinum dish, at 100° C., — until 
apparently quite dry, and then weigh the residue repeatedly 
until a constant weight is obtained. The percentage of sol- 
ids,-caseine, fat, sugar and ash, vary between 8.38 and 12.30. 

“The determination of the total solids in milk admits great 
exactness. In five analyses of one sample the variations did 
not exceed four hundredths of a per cent. 

“We believe it better to take 10 cubic centimetres for this 
step in the analysis than 5, as recommended by a recent high 
authority, as it not only lessens possible error in measuring, 
but gives a more satisfactory-amount of residue for further 
operations. 

“4th. The caseine and fat are determined jointly by coag- 
ulating with aceticacid 30 cubic centimetres of milk, adding 30 
centimetres of warm water, and after thorough and vigorous 
stirring and agitation, filtering and determining the weight 
of the precipitate and filter, dried at 100 C., which, minus 
the previously ascertained weight of the filter, gives the 
weight of the fatty matter and the caseine. The use of an 
excessive amount of hot water to wash the precipitate intro- 
duces an error at this step,* and is to be avoided, recent 
researches showing that caseine is not wholly insoluble in 
water. 

“The percentage of caseine and fat subtracted from that of 
the total of solids gives the milk-sugar and the ash. The 
percentage of ash, it should have been said, is obtained by 
igniting the residue left in the platinum dish, viz.: the total 
solids. 

“The organic matter of this residue, the caseine, sugar and 
fat, is consumed, leaving the mineral or inorganic constituents 
of the milk. +

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“If carbonate of soda or other mineral adulteration be 
added to the milk, it will be detected here by the abnormal 
amount and character of the ash. In no case have we found 
the ash redundant, but always below the normal amount, 
showing no great quantity of salt, even, if added to the 
samples that came under our inspection. 

“5th. The amount of absolute water contained in the milk 
is found by deducting the percentage of total solids from 100. 
This amount varies from 91.66 per cent. to 87.70 in the 
samples we found adulterated ; one sample in the table, No. 
333, containing only 84.30, and proving perfectly pure milk. 

“It is perfectly fair to assume that milk to be marked pure 
should have at least 7.5 per cent. of joint caseine and fat, or 
9.3 per cent. of solids, not fat., viz. : caseine, milk-sugar and 
ash together. Any falling below either of these ratios indi- 
cates adulteration. 

“ By the labors of Bourchardat and Quevenne, Vernois and 
Becquerel, and the Jater works of Pribram, Miller, Boussin- 
gault, Muter and Wanklyn, milk analysis has been simplified 
and perfected till it is not inferior in accuracy to any depart- 
ment of proximate analysis. 

“ The following figures may be adduced in support of his 
assertion. 

“ Pribram obtained in two analyses the following very satis- 
factory results, viz. : —

Caseine, 2.666 2.6595 
Fat, 2.204 2.203 
Milk-sugar, 2.709 2.700 


“ His method to be sure is complex, but the results are 
gratifying. : 

“The results given in our table above are themselves the 
strongest proof of the necessity of the frequent examinations 
and analyses of the milk brought to this city. 
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“Dr. Chandler estimates that, in 1869, the people of the 
city of New York paid $4,000,000, or about $12,000 per day, 
Jor water bought under the guise of milk. 

“Of fifty-six samples of milk furnished to the London 
work-houses in 1872, only fifteen were found to be unwa- 
tered ; nine of these fifteen had been skimmed, leaving only 
six that were genuine; that is to say, about 10 per cent. of 
the milk had not been meddled with. The same results 
followed the analyses of about one thousand samples in 1871 
and 1872. 

“The government in England has taken the matter vigor- 
ously in hand, and undoubtedly will do something to check 
this imposition, but it has been found here, and will be found 
there, that constant vigilance is the price of pure milk, con- 
stant watching, inspection and analysis. 

“It remains to be seen whether a new industry which has 
Sprung up within a year, viz.: the artificial production of | 
butter, will have any effect upon the quality and amount of 
milk supplied for family use. This new process, which has 
been put into practice, working on a large scale in different 
parts of the country, gives a butter which cannot be distin- 
guished from the product of the dairy, even by experts. 
We have recently examined a sample, and by looks, smell 
and taste could not find anything in it suspicious, or which 
would lead us to suspect its artificial origin.

A practical treatise has been recently published on the 
examination and analysis of milk, by J. Alfred Wanklyn, 
M.R.C. S., ete., ete., from which the following extracts are 
taken : — 

“Milk exhibits great constancy of composition; the effect 
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of variations in the diet of the cow showing itself in the 
amount of the secretion rather than in its quality. ‘This is 
very strikingly manifested on making a comparison of the 
milk yielded by the poor and ill-fed Bengali cows in India 
with that given by our own highly-fed beasts in this . 
country. 

“Dr. Macnamara’s analyses of the milk of the Bengali 
cows show that it hardly differs from the milk of English 
cows in quality, whereas in quantity it differs greatly, the 
yield of milk from the former being a small fraction only of 
that from the latter. 

“The milk of an animal has probably very much the same 
constancy of composition as the blood of the animal. It is 
well known that, by administering water to an animal, we 
are not able to dilute its blood to any considerable extent. 
Instead of telling on the blood, the water tells on the per- 
spiration, or on the urine, so that from containing four or five 
per cent. of solids, the urine may become so diluted as to 
contain only one per cent. of solids. 

“The milk resembles the blood in this respect, and is in 
contrast with the urine; and, by giving an animal an excess 
of water, we do not dilute its milk, but its urine. 

* As will be readily comprehended, this constancy of com- 
position is a cardinal fact in milk analysis. If milk were 
variable in strength, as the urine is, chemical analysis would 
fail to detect the watering of milk. That milk is a secretion 
of constant, or only slightly varying composition lies at the 
very root of the subject of this treatise. 


“THE MILK SUPPLY OF THE LONDON WORK-HOUSES. 


“ Having had occasion to examine a large number of speci- 
mens of milk during the year 1871, it possibly may not 
be deemed to be unworthy of the attention of those chemists 
who may have a like task before them. 
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“The two common forms of malpractice which occur in the 
milk trade are the practice of removing the cream from the 
milk, and the practice of diluting the milk with water; and 
the testing of milk resolves itself into the detection of skim- 
ming and watering, and the measurement of the extent to 
which these operations have been carried. 

“ The possibility of detecting whether or not a specimen of 
milk has undergone impoverishment depends obviously on 
the possibility of assigning a normal composition to milk, or, 
at any rate, on the possibility of fixing limits beyond which 
the composition of milk does not vary. 

“From the observations of Alexander Miiller and Eisens- 
tuck, who carried out an investigation for the Royal Agricul- 
tural Society of Sweden, it appears that the milk yielded by 
a herd of cows remains very constant in composition 
throughout the year. <A daily analysis of the milk given 
by fifteen cows, of different breeds, but uniformly well-fed, 
exhibited the percentage of solids in the milk as never once 
during the entire year having fallen so low as 11.5. The 
highest percentage of solids was 14.08. Only four times 
during the year did the solids fall below 12 per cent. The 
average was 12.8 per cent. My own observations, made on 
an entirely different plan, fully bear out the statement that 
cow’s milk does not fall so low as 11.5 per cent. of solids, 
and seldom so low as 12 per cent.

“The first two specimens, named D. R., were specimens of 
milk brought from milk-dealers believed to be perfectly 
honest. The next five specimens were samples of milk pro- 
duced on farms in the different counties named in the table. 
Specimen 8 is a sample, taken by myself, out of some fifty 
or sixty gallons of milk fresh from the country. 

“Taken together, the ten analyses represent the composition 
of an immense quantity, and of a great variety of milk, and 
support the couclusion arrived at in Sweden by Miiller and 
Hisenstuck. 


“POISONOUS MILK AND MILK PANICS. 


“Tt is known that violent mental emotion exercises an un- 
favorable influence on the secretion of the mammary gland ; 
and a fit of anger has rendered the milk of the human mother 
poisonous t» the child. 

“No doubt the milk of the cow is more or less liable to 
similar influences; and cows which are giving milk should 
not be driven or harassed in any way. Diet, too, has an 
effect on the quality of the milk; a purgative administered to 
the mother often taking effect on the child. Poisonous herbs 
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fed on by the cow contaminate the milk; and a very well 
known example in point is afforded by turnipy butter, which 
derives its very objectionable (though not poisonous) prop- 
erties from turnips on which the cow has happened to be 
fed. All this tends to show the importance of attending to 
the health of milk-giving cows, and to the kind of fodder on 
which they are fed, 

“Milk, after it has been yielded by the animal, may suffer 
contamination at a later stage. A case is recorded where, 
jn the process of milking, which was performed by persons 
recovering from scarlet fever, the infection of scarlet fever 
was conveyed by milk to the children who drank it. This 
is, I believe, authentic enough. 

“In addition to these genuine instances of milk-poisoning, a 
very subtle kind of poisoning has been described. It has 
been said that if a very minute quantity of water from a 
foul well be mixed with a very large quantity of milk, the 
whole mass of milk will become poisonous. 

“And, as it is well known, considerable alarm has been 
created in the west-end of London, bya report that the milk 
purveyed by a certain milk company bad occasioned an out- 
break of typhoid fever in Marylebone, and the parishes adja- 
cent to Marylebone. 

“It is, however, important to record that the result of inves- 
tigation has been to demonstrate the groundlessness of these 
alarms. 

“The returns of the Registrar General, which are now before 
the public, show that Marylebone has seldom been so free 
from typhoid fever as during the period of the supposed 
epidemic. 

“The history of this supposed epidemic of typhoid fever, or, 
as it would be more correctly designated, the history of the 
milk panic of 1873, is very instructive in many ways. 

“ Karly in August, 1878, several children of an eminent west- 
end physician were ill of typhoid fever, and their father attrib- 
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uted the disease to the milk which they took. The doctor’s 
family was supplied with milk by the Dairy Reform Company. 

“On communicating his suspicions to neighboring medical 
men, and to the medical officer of health for the district, a 
number of cases of alleged typhoid were found among cus-_ 
tomers of the same dairy, a strangely large proportion of 
these cases occurring in the families of medical men. It was 
said that, naturally enough, the superior knowledge of the medi- 
cal men was the explanation of the apparent preference of the 
disease for their families, and that by and by the anomaly 
would disappear, when the multitudes of unrecognized cases 
in non-medical families became sufficiently serious to force 
recognition of their real nature. 

“The physician and the medical officers of health (in a most 
public-spirited manner, as it was called) addressed a pe- 
remptory order to the directors of the milk company to stop 
selling milk; the fears of the physician even reached the 
local government board, and an official investigation was 
ordered. 

“ Meanwhile the press took up the subject, and the medical 
papers and the non-technical newspapers vied with one an- 
other in s-nsational descriptions of the ‘outbreak of typhoid 
fever,’ its source, and the wickedness or recklessness of the 
milk company which had caused it. 

“ At the outset of the panic the leading journal published a 
list of twenty-three households, wherein inmates were said 
to have been poisoned by the Dairy Reform Company. With 
the assistance of my friend Mr. Cooper, I took the trouble to 
inquire into some of these cases. 

“In one of these households there was no one ill, and there 
had been no one ill. In another household there had been 
only a little summer diarrhea. In a third, the lady had been 
ill in Munich, where typhoid fever_is known to be rife. 

“In a fourth, where the servants were affected, the water in 
the kitchen was bad, the general supply to the house being 
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good. The servant had, moreover, been a day’s journey into 
the country, during the very hot weather, and had been over- 
heated. I did not pursue the investigation further. 

“The official report on the condition of the farms, whence 
the milk company derive their supply of milk, has not yet 
been published. 

“A gentleman who attended on behalf of the Dairy Reform 
Company has, however, written to the ‘Times’ newspaper a 
letter purporting to give an outline of the conclusions arrived 
at by the commission. 

“From this letter we gather that at the time of the inquiry 
there were no cases of typhoid on any of the farms, and that 
there had been no recent cases. 

“Instead, however, of calling public attention to that most 
satisfactory result of the inquiry, the writer of the letter 
dwelt upon a very doubtful case which had occurred on one of 
the farms at a rather remote period. 

“The supposed epidemic was alleged to be at its height about 
the 10th of August, and before the beginning of August’ 
nothing had been heard of any epidemic. 

“On the supposition of infection from one of the farms, we 
should hardly look for the case before the beginning of July. 
The case, however, to which the writer of the letter directed 
attention, dated as far back as before the 8th of June. The 
case in question was that of the farmer who had occupied one 
of the farms, and who died on the 8th of June. Even the 
nature of his illness is involved in doubt. 

“The man’s death, indeed, is entered on the register as 
caused by heart disease, from which he had been known to have 
suffered for at least a year; and the suddenness of his death 
is quite in accordance with the register. Some few weeks 
before his death he had an attack of diarrhoea, of a suspicious 
character, and that circumstance was seized upon as ‘a reason 
for setting down his case as one of typhoid fever. 

“Tt is, however, hard to believe that the excreta from this 
man can have poisoned the farm well, and the water from that 
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well should have poisoned the milk which*was sentto London 5 
and the wonder becomes the greater since the water from the 
well was occasionally, though not usually, employed for 
domestic purposes. 

“As already mentioned, the reported case of typhoid oc- 
curred very much too early to account for what was called the 
London outbreak. 

“Tt is very curious to observe that the termination of the 
outbreak did not accord with the theory. That which was 
designated the ‘infected milk’ ceased to be supplied to Lon- 
don on the 11th of August, and forthwith, within two or three 
days, the epidemic was reported to have declined. 

“The period of incubation in typhoid fever is ten days, or 
thereabouts, therefore the stoppage of the poisoning on the 
11th should not have been felt till towards the 21st. 

“It has been mentioned that when the returns of the Regis- 
trar General were published, the mortality in Marylebone 
from typhoid fever was found to have been lower than usual. 

“The following are the returns, week by week, embracing 
the whole period of the panic. 

“Population of Marylebone, 159,254. 

“The deaths from typhoid fever in Marylebone were as 
follows : —

“Total during the ten weeks 
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Being at the rate of rather less than one per 100,000 per 
week. 

“A poison which does not poison if you take it in aqueous 
solution, but poisons a whole township when that same 
aqueous solution is diluted with milk, a hundred or a thousand 
fold, and whose period of incubation is sometimes two months 
and sometimes three days, according to the exigencies of your 
case, must be singular indeed. 

“And when such a poison seems to have ravaged a whole 
parish, it marks its ravages most appropriately by a diminu- 
tion in the death-rate.”’ 


In closing this report, your Inspector would acknowledge 
the hearty co-operation of the Superintendent and officers of 
the Health Department; and also the kind assistance ren- 
dered by the prosecuting attorneys and officers of the courts. 

I feel obliged especially to mention the valuable services 
rendered by Messrs. Merrick and Gray, chemists, whose 
analyses of milk have been relied on in the trial of cases aris- 
ing under the milk law, and for their personal kindness and 
courtesy, that have marked the intercourse of the year. My 
thanks are also due the Police Department for their prompt- 
hess in affording information, and their ready assistance in 
carrying out the object and intent of this office.

In Common Counc, April 23d, 1874. 


The Joint Standing Committee on Water, who were re- 
quested by orders of the City Council, (1) To consider 
the possibility and expense of obtaining a sufficient supply of 
water for the city by connecting Mystic pond with Shaw- 
shine, Concord and Merrimack rivers, or either of them, by 
the use of the old Middlesex canal or otherwise ; (2) to con- 
sider the expediency of making a permanent water-connection 
between Farm Pond and Lake Cochituate, and constructing 
a conduit from Lake Cochituate (crossing Charles river by a 
bridge) to Chestnut Hill reservoir; (8) to ascertain the 
purity of the water of Charles river at the point where it would 
be expedient to take the same for the use of the city; (4) to 
ascertain by accurate surveys the water shed of Mystic pond ; 
(5) to ascertain the number of mills, and the average 
amount of water required daily by each, on Charles and Sud- 
bury rivers, respectively, as a means of obtaining an approx- 
imate estimate of the water damages which will be caused by 
making use of those rivers for a water supply, — beg leave 
to submit the accompanying report from the City Engineer, 
furnishing the information desired under the four orders first 
named, and the report of Messrs. Warren and Adams of this 
committee, covering the information, so far as it could be 
procured, requested in the fifth order. 

These reports are so full and comprehensive, that it is 
hardly possible for the committee to add anything to them. 
It may be well, however, to recapitulate briefly the results 
which have been obtained. 

It is estimated that the yield of the Shawshine river, in a 
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season of extreme drought, provided suitable storage basins 
are established, would be about 20,500,000 gallons daily. In 
an ordinary year a supply of 24,000,000 or 25,000,000 
might be obtained. The quality of the water compares favor- 
ably with the Sudbury, Charles and Mystic. 

It will be necessary to raise the water by pumping for dis- 
tribution in this city. The cost of works for an immediate 
daily supply of 8,000,000 gallons, planned so as to be readily 
enlarged from time to time, and eventually deliver the entire 
yield of the Shawshine, is estimated at $2,623,775. The 
cost of delivering each million of gallons, on the basis of a 
delivery of 15,000,000 gallons daily, would be $38.75 ; much 
higher than for the Charles and Sudbury river schemes, al- 
though a cheap class of works has been estimated upon. The 
plan involves the construction of a stand-pipe in place of a 
reservoir, the use of an open canal, and the laying of a 42-inch 
main over the West Boston Bridge. The stand-pipe system 
is an imperfect one; the use of an open canal is decidedly 
objectionable ; and the bringing of the main supply across a 
wide and navigable river is attended with considerable risk. 

In this estimate, as well as in the estimates which follow, 
no allowance is made for mill damages below the point of 
taking, or for interest during construction, or cost of nego- 
tiating loans. The mill damages on the Shawshine, at Bal- 
lardvale, and below, would be considerable. 

The estimated cost of works built upon a different plan 
(such as has been proposed for the Sudbury river, see p. 18 
City Engineer’s Report), and capable of delivering in the 
city an average supply of twenty or twenty-five million gal- 
lons daily from the Shawshine, amounts to $6,026,570. On 
the basis of a supply of 20,500,000 gallons daily, the cost 
for each million gallons delivered would be $53.94. These 
works might be reduced to meet the wants of the immediate 
future so as to make the estimated expense $4,480,000. 

The estimated yield of the Concord river, without storage, 
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is 45,500,000 gallons daily. The engineer is of opinion 
that for the greater portion of the year the water from this 
source would prove unacceptable for domestic use, unless 
previously stored for some time. The estimated cost of 
works of a capacity to deliver 50,000,000 gallons daily, in- 
cluding a high level reservoir of a capacity of 120,000,000 
gallons, is $7,703,300. The cost of delivering each million 
of gallons is $30.00. The estimated cost of works with a 
stand-pipe in place of a reservoir is $6,880,000. The mill 
damages on the Concord would be very large. 

Another scheme for procuring a supply of water from this 
source is described by the engineer, namely, turning the 
Concord into the lower basin of the Shawshine, by which the 
water from the former would be purified to some extent. 
The cost of delivering 50,090,000 gallons daily, upon this 
plan, is estimated at $8,341,630, exclusive of heavy mill dama- 
ges on both the Shawshine and Concord. Works of a smaller 
capacity (“with two engines, one compartment to the reser- 
voir, one delivery main and the conduit brought from the 
Shawshine only”) could be built for $4,850,000. 

The estimated cost of works for a supply of 50,000,000 
gallons daily from the Merrimack river is $13,224,200. The 
seheme embraces a pumping station, settling basins and filters 
at or near Lowell, and a conduit leading to the pumping en- 
gines at Winchester. ‘The cost of each million gallons would 
be $52.24. The cost of works proportioned to immediate 
use is $7,800,000. 

In regard to the quality of the water from the Merrimack, 
it is stated that at certain seasons of the year “it is very tur- 
bid, and the suspended matter does not readily subside, even 
when the water is at rest. The amount of matter held in 
suspension at such times is sufficient to render the water some- 
what objectionable for domestic use, and entirely unfit for 
many manufacturing processes.” The cost of suitable settling 
basins would be so large that filtration is regarded as the 
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only practicable method of freeing the water from its me- 
chanical impurities. The mill damages on this river would 
also be very large. 

On the order in relation to establishing a permanent con- 
nection between Farm pond and Lake Cochituate, and con- 
structing a conduit from Lake Cochituate to Chestnut Hill 
reservoir, the City Engineer reports that it would be inex- 
pedient, for reasons which are given on pp. 37-44. The esti- 
mated expense of bringing water from Sudbury river by that 
route is $6,826,388. 

On the order to ascertain the purity of the water of Charles 
river, at the point where it would be expedient to take it, the 
City Engineer submits the results of analyses made at differ- 
ent times during the past forty years, by well-known chem- 
ists. The able report by Prof. W. R. Nichols, made last 
year to the State Board of Health, on the present condition 
of certain rivers in Massachusetts, is- printed in full in the 
Appendix. It is evident that the water of Charles river 
should be held in reservoirs for some time before it is used, 
and possibly it would require filtration unless important 
changes were made in the drainage area. 

It appears from accurate surveys of the Mystic Water-shed 
(made under the authority of fourth order), that it covers an 
area of 27.75 square miles, being 10} per cent. less than the 
area given by the Engineer of the Mystic Water Works, and 
6.6 per cent. more than that given by Messrs. Kirkwood & 
Francis. 

The information in relation to the damages which would 
accrue to the mill property on Charles and Sudbury rivers, 
by the use of the waters of those rivers (appended to this 
report), is furnished by Messrs. Warren & Adams of your 
committee, who, by practical experience, were peculiarly 
qualified to perform that duty. 

For the convenience of members, the following condensed 
statement is presented, showing the estimated cost of the 
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various schemes before the City Council, for an additional 
supply of water, with the probable time required for the 
completion of the same, and the cost per million gallons. 

Sudbury river. —Cost, $5,150,000. (See page 58 City 
Doc. 29, 1873.) Time required, three full working sea- 
sons. Cost, per million gallons, $21.17. This source will 
furnish a supply, in addition to the Cochituate, of 40,- 
000,000 gallons daily in the dryest season. 

Mystic pond. — Cost, $1,408,546. (See page 18 City 
Doc. 134, 1873.) Time required, two full working sea- 
sons. Cost, per million gallons, $40.00. This source will 
furnish for use in the city south of Charles river, a tem- 
porary supply of about seven or eight million gallons daily. 

Shawshine river. —Scheme No. 1 (to furnish eight 
million gallons daily). Cost, $2,623,775. (See page 15 
City Engineer’s Report, appended.) Time required, two full 
working seasons. Cost, per million gallons, for works of 
capacity to deliver 15,000,000 gallons daily, $38.75. 

Shawshine river. —Scheme No. 2 (to furnish 20,500,000 
gallons daily). Cost, $6,026,570. (See page 19 of Engi- 
neer’s Report, appended.) ‘Time required, three full working 
seasons. Cost, per million gallons, $53.94. 

Concord river. — Scheme No. 1. Cost, 7,703,300. (See 
page 29 City Engineer’s Report, appended.) ‘Time required, 
three full working seasons. Cost, per million gallons, $30.00. 
This source will furnish 50,000,000 gallons daily. 

Concord river. — Scheme No. 2. Cost, $8,341,630. (See 
page 30 City Engineer’s Report, appended.) Time required, 
three full working seasons. Cost, per million gallons, $32.50. 
50,000,000 gallons daily. 

Merrimack river.—Scheme No. 1. Cost, $13,065,000. 
(See page 34 City Engineer’s Report, appended.) Time re- 
quired, four full working seasons. Cost per million gallons 
$53.64, by estimate of February 13, 1872. This source will 
furnish 50,000,000 gallons daily.

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. Merrimack river. — No 2. Cost, $13,224,200. (See page 
36 City Engineer’s Report, appended.) Time required, four 
full working seasons. Cost per million gallons, $52.24. 
50,000,000 gallons daily: 

Charles river. — Cost, $3,150,000. Time required, two 
full working seasons. Cost per million gallons (works of 
capacity to deliver 50,000,000 gallons daily), without filter- 
ing, $16.38 ; with filtering, $30.00. (See pages 48, 49 and 50 
City Engineer’s Report, appended.) The mill damages on this 
river would be large. It would certainly be necessary 
to establish storage basins for the purification of the water, 
and there are no facilities for such basins on the line of the 
river within forty or fifty miles of this city. 

If the Sudbury river scheme is adopted, there will be 
required during the next four or five years (in addition to the 
cost of the works) for mill damages, interest on construc- 
tion account, new supply mains for newly annexed territory, 
and immediate additions to the high-service work, a sum not 
exceeding $3,000,000. , 

The expenses connected with the taking of the Concord 
and Merrimack would largely exceed that amount; and for , 
the Shawshine they would be somewhat less, —the mill 
damages being smaller. 

The causes which led to the selection of Farm pond and 
Sudbury river as the most available sources from which to 
obtain an additional supply of pure water are set forth very 
fully and clearly in City Documents numbered 29 and 134 
of the year 1873. Although the engineer was pressed to a - 
decision in making the selection before complete surveys had 
been made, subsequent investigations have fully demonstrated 
the wisdom of the choice. If the question was entirely open, 
—if no steps whatever had been taken by the government 
in determining a new source of supply, — the committee 
would, with all the information now before them, unhesitat- 
ingly adopt the Sudbury river scheme as being, to use the 
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words of the mayor in his inaugural address, the surest, saf- 
est and most economical way of securing a permanent sup- 
ply for the future. In the amount and quality of the water, 
the present and prospective freedom from pollution of the 
water-shed, the facilities for storage and control, the eleva- 
tion (which is just sufficient to furnish the supply by gravi- 
tation and not so high as to require the payment of unneces- 
sary mill damages), the shortness of the conduit line to 
Chestnut-hill reservoir, and the comparatively low cost of 
delivery as a permanent supply, this scheme possesses advan- 
tages over any of the others which have been examined. 

The requisite legislation has been obtained, and the work 
_has been actively entered upon. If any other scheme is 
adopted, additional legislation will be necessary, and a strong 
opposition will have to be encountered from other cities and 
towns and from private corporations; and the work which 
has been contracted for on the new conduit from Farm pond 
to Chestnut-hill reservoir must be abandoned and lost. 

The adoption of the Cochituate scheme was violently 
opposed and at first rejected on the ground that the magni- 
tude of the works was altogether beyond the future require- 
ments of the city; and yet, in a period of less than thirty 
years, the wants of the city have outrun the extreme capacity 
of the source then selected. It must be kept constantly in 
view that the prosperity of our manufacturing interests, as 
well as the health and comfort of all our citizens, depends 
upon securing an abundant and unfailing supply of pure 
water. The prospective wants of the city are well presented 
in the following extract from the first report made last 
year : — . 

“Tt seems proper to take into consideration in this question 
the towns of West Roxbury, Brookline, Newton, Brighton 
and Hyde Park, all of which, as well as Boston, are situated 
upon an island formed by the harbor and the Charles and 
Neponset rivers and their connecting stream, Mother brook. 
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“The territory covered by Boston and the above towns is 
topographically one district, and hardly admits of subdi- 
vision when considered with reference to water supply and 
sewerage. 

“The population of the entire district in 1870 was 287,787, 
and the rates of future increase applied to it will show a 
erowth of 700,132 in fifty years, and a total population 
in 1920 of 987,919, or 1,000,000 of souls. 

“One million of people will form a large city ; but when it 
is considered that Boston is the metropolis of New England, 
with its extensive territory and increasing manufacturing 
population, — that it is the radiating point for the whole system 
of New England railroads, — that it possesses a fine harbor, 
with which no other on the New England coast can compare in 
facilities for commerce, and that it is likely to become the port 
of at least a portion of the north-west, it does not appear 
unreasonable to suppose that it may grow to such a size 
within the estimated time. | 

“Tn looking then for a new source of supply the wants of 
at least one million of people should be kept in view, and in 
fixing upon the capacity of the works, those parts which can- 
not be enlarged or readily duplicated should be proportioned 
for an even greater number. 

“ The average daily consumption per inhabitant has varied 
during the past few years between wide limits, having been 
ninety to one hundred gallons as a maximum, and somewhat 
less than sixty as a minimum. 

“ As the new area to be provided for will undoubtedly con- 
tain a less proportion of manufacturing and shipping inter- 
ests than that now supplied, and as there will probably be 
means devised at no distant day to check the great waste 
that has heretofore taken place, an allowance of sixty gallons 
for each person should and without much doubt will be 
ample. 

“This allowance requires a total supply of 60,000,000 
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gallons daily, of which fully 12,000,000 will be furnished 
from Lake Cochituate, and about 48,000,000 must be obtained 
from new sources.” [City Doc. 29, 1873. ] 

In conclusion, the committee desire to urge upon the City 
Council the great importance of acting upon this matter with- 
out any more delay than is absolutely necessary to a proper 
understanding of it. The reports of the City Engineer and 
his able assistants, and of Messrs. Kirkwood and Francis, fur- 
nish sufficient information to enable every member of the 
government to act intelligently upon the question.

MINORITY REPORT. 


The undersigned regrets that he cannot agree with the 
majority report. His reasons he will briefly state. 

So far as it concerns the order of the committee to con- 
sider the expediency of constructing a conduit from Lake 
Cochituate to Chestnut Hill reservoir, etc., it is evident that 
the subject has been evaded as much as possible. The un- 
dersigned, finding that the meaning of the order had been 
somewhat misconstrued, requested the City Engineer to 
make an estimate of the cost of a conduit of about the size 
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of the present one; that it was not the intent nor spirit of 
the order requiring an estimate of a conduit from Farm pond 
to Lake Cochituate, as none is needed, any more than it 
would be in the bed of the Sudbury river; that the conduit 
which was considered by the engineer was of a capacity 
double the size needed for the whole Sudbury river. 

After making several requests of the City Engineer to re- 
port the cost of a conduit of the proper capacity, he reluct- 
antly concluded to do so; but refused to allow it to go into 
print with the report of the committee. 

The undersigned is opposed to the line of conduit pro- 
posed by the Water Board, from Farm pond to the reservoir 
without entering the lake, for many reasons. First, that it 
involves an expenditure of about $10,500,000, including 
damages ; will take four or five years to complete it ready for 
use, and would allow no chance for the aeration and purifica- 
tion of the water. 

There can be no reasonable objection to using the lake at 
nearly its maximum height of water. There is no necessity 
of using the lake as a storage basin, for we will have 1,884 
acres of storage basins at the head of the Sudbury. There 
will ordinarily be nearly if not quite as much fall to the mile 
on this route as on the other. 

An extra strong conduit, of an area of twenty-eight square 
feet, and capable of discharging 35,000,000 gallons per day, 
costing but a little over $2,000,000, according to the engi- 
neer’s estimate, and including all the land and mill damages, 
will not exceed $4,500,000. The above conduit can be 
built by the side and parallel with the Cochituate conduit, 
without any difficulty, and both can be bridged over Charles 
river, instead of using siphons, which is included in the above 
estimated cost. 

The new conduit, together with the old one repaired and 
improved at Charles river crossing, will convey 55,000,000 
gallons per day, which would be an ample supply for 40 
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years. By that time the towns along the line of the Sudbury 
will most likely need the remainder of the water in the river, 
which they will have a right to take. But if, at that time, it 
should prove otherwise, the old conduit could be rebuilt, and 
enlarged to suit the requirements of the times. The conduit 
recommended by the minority can be built in one season. 
The other will take four or five years. 

Boston cannot, nor will it, wait four or five years for the 
completion of this immense undertaking. Therefore a con- 
duit will have to be built on the Cochituate line very soon, 
whether the other is built or not. 

These facts must be apparent to the Water Board. Why 
not build this first, and not wait for the passage of the order 
for the more expensive one? 

We cannot get rid of building another conduit for the 
Cochituate, unless we give up and abandon the lake, and it 
is hoped that the people will never submit to that. 

The present conduit has been condemned many times, and, 
of course, if it cannot stand, it must be the intention to build 
another by its side, and why not do this first, and stop to 
breathe before we plunge the city deeper into debt on this 
needless expenditure ?

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REPORT OF SUB-COMMITTEE 


ON THE NUMBER AND CHARACTER OF MILLS AND AMOUNT 
OF WATER USED, ON THE CHARLES, SUDBURY, AND 
OTHER RIVERS. 


CITY OF BOSTON. 


In ComMItTrEE ON Water, April 17, 1874. 


The sub-committee of the Joint Standing Committee on 
the Water Department, to whom was referred the order to 
ascertain the number of mills and the average amount of 
water required daily by each on Charles and Sudbury rivers 
respectively, having attended to that duty, would respectfully 
submit the following report : — 

The sub-committee have visited all the mills on the 
Charles river, Mother brook and Neponset, Sudbury, Con- 
cord, and Merrimac rivers, which would be affected in any 
way by obtaining from the Charles or Sudbury rivers a sup- 
ply of water for this city. The principal results of their in- 
vestigations are set forth in the following tables, which show 
(in all cases where the information was attainable) the num- 
ber of mills, the number of wheels in each, the size and 
kind of wheels, the amount of water used, the fall of water, 
and the power obtained. 
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The information presented in the foregoing tables was ob- 
tained in most cases from the mill-owners, superintendents, 
or employés. In regard to the measurements of water at 
the weirs, it should be stated that those were taken in the 
presence of your committee, and may be considered as 
showing substantially the condition of the water at that time. 

There is great difficulty in making anything like an intelli- 
gent estimate of the damages which would result to the mill 
privileges, by taking a supply of water from the above- 
named sources ; and, in furnishing the foregoing statement, 
your committee have endeavored to cover all the facts so far 
as they were ascertainable, which would be of value in en- 
abling the individual members of the government to judge, as 
well as the members of the committee, as to the amount of 
damage likely to accrue from the action of the city. 

It has occurred to your committee that the water power 
at Saxonville would serve as a guide in ascertaining the 
amount of water running at that point of the Sudbury river. 
The proprietors of the Saxonville mills claim that they have 
equal to three hundred and twenty-five horse power during 
nine months in the year, — that fact having been ascertained 
from tests made by steam power. At the time the commit- 
tee visited those mills (March 10th, 1874), the entire works 
were run by the water power alone. 

The agent of the Wamesit Power Co., of Lowell, was 
very cautious about giving information in regard to the 
amount of water used by that company, and referred us to 
Hon. Benjamin F’. Butler for any information we desired on 
that subject.

Str: The following orders of the City Council were re- 
ferred to me by your committee during the past month, with 
the request that I should make the required investigations 
and report : —

“ Ordered, That the Joint Standing Committee on Water 
consider and report upon the possibility and expense of 
adding to the waters of the Mystic pond a supply sufficient 
for the use of the city, by connecting said pond with Shaw- 
shine, Concord and Merrimack rivers, or either of them, by 
the use of the bed of the Middlesex Canal or otherwise.” 


“In Common Councin, Jan. 29, 1874. 


* Ordered, That the Committee on Water be requested to 
consider the expediency of making a permanent water-con- 
nection between Farm pond and Lake Cochituate, build a 
conduit from Lake Cochituate to Chestnut Hill Reservoir — 
said conduit to be bridged over Charles river instead of 
siphons in said river, and report an estimated cost of same.” 
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“In Common Councin, Feb. 16, 1874. 


“ Ordered, That the Joint Standing Committee on Water 
ascertain, by analysis or otherwise, the purity of the water 
of Charles river at the most expedient point of taking the 
same for the use of the city of Boston, the expense to be 
charged to the appropriation for additional water supply.” 


In compliance with your request I have had made approxi- 
mate surveys and estimates, and now respectfully submit the 
following report : — 


THE SHAWSHINE. 
QUANTITY. 


The Shawshine rises in Lexington and Bedford, and flows 
in a north-easterly direction through Andover to the Merri- 
mack river, which it enters below Lawrence. 

The drainage area or water-shed of that portion of it which 
lies above the old Middlesex Canal, as computed from the 
County Map, is 84 square miles. Although no survey of 
the boundary line has been made, the area above given can- 
not be greatly in error, as it has been determined quite care- 
fully by the method adopted by Messrs. Kirkwood and Fran- 
cis for the Mystic basin. First the accuracy and scale of the 
map were tested, and, if necessary, corrections made, by 
measuring upon the ground distances taken from it; next 
the boundary line was determined by a careful examination 
of the district, and laid down on the map, by noting where it 
crossed roads or other landmarks. ‘The enclosed area was 
then computed and checked. 

The water-surfaces, including those of the proposed stor- 
age basins, cover an area of somewhat less than three square 
miles. As the yearly evaporation from a water-surface is 
greater than the amount of rain that falls upon it, its area 
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must be deducted from that of the water-shed, in determining 
the capacity of a source of supply. We have then an effec- 
tive water-shed of 31 square miles for that portion of the 
Shawshine which is here considered. 

In the year of extreme drought, experience has proven 
that about 12 inches of rainfall enter the brooks and streams, 
and that a storage capacity equal to 120 days’ supply is 
required to equalize the flow of such a year and render the 
total amount available. * 

Twelve inches of rain upon 31 square miles will give a 
daily flow of 17,711,000 gallons. 

If the capacity of the storage basins that may be built is 
equal to 120 days’ supply only, or 2,125,320,000 gallons, 
then it is not safe to reckon upon a greater supply for the 
dry year than that given by the portion of rainfall collecta- 
ble in such a year, or 12 inches. 

Surveys have been made to determine the storage facilities 
of the valley, and it is found that an available capacity of 
3,158,000,000 gallons may be readily obtained by the con- 
struction of three dams; this will admit of carrying over from 
the average year for use in the dry year, 3,158,000,000 — 
2,125,000,000 = 1,033,000,000 gallons, which will furnish a 
daily supply of +223;9.99:000 = 2,830,000 gallons in addition 
to the available rainfall of the latter year. 

It will therefore be safe to estimate the least daily yield 
of the Shawshine above the Middlesex Canal, with its pro- 
posed storage basins, at 17,711,000 + 2,830,000 = 20,541- 
000, or say 20,500,000 gallons, equal to 14 inches of rain- 
fall for the year. 

A somewhat greater result than this is obtained by apply- 
ing the method adopted by Mr. Kirkwood and Mr. Francis 


* Without storage the available yield would be reduced to the summer flow 
of the stream, which, in a dry year, may be taken at 200,000 gallons daily per 
square mile of water-shed, or a little over 6,000,000, for 31 square miles. In 
a very dry summer the flow is still less.

in estimating the yield of the Mystic basin during a season 
of drought. 

They assume that 15 inches of rain may be collected in 
such a year, and show that storage capacity equal to about 
130 days’ supply is needed to equalize the flow and render 
the whole available. Fifteen inches in depth upon 31 square 
miles will yield a daily supply of 22,000,000 gallons, for 
which there is required a storage capacity of 2,860,000,000 
gallons. In the case of the Shawshine we have an excess of 
storage-room of 300,000,000 gallons, which will furnish a 
daily supply of 820,000 gallons for a year; therefore the 
minimum daily supply, computed by this. method, will be 
22,000,000 + 820,000 = 22,820,000 gallons. 

Within certain limits there exists some uncertainty or dif- 
ference of opinion as to what data shall be used in solving 
questions relating to the supply for the dryest year; the cir- 
cumstances under which these gentlemen were called upon to 
make the estimate for the Mystic basin rendered it natural 
and proper for them to select the data from that limit of the 
range of uncertainty which would produce the greatest results, 
giving the Mystic the benefit of the doubt. They were fur- 
ther warranted in this course, because what is here termed the 
dryest year occurs only at long intervals, say twenty years or 
more, and the real question behind, but nevertheless pervad- 
ing those presented for their consideration, was, will the Mys- 
tic afford a supply sufficient to justify the expenditure neces- 
sary to make its surplus water (beyond that required for the 
district north of the Charles) available for a temporary sup- 
ply to Boston? 

In estimating for a permanent supply, I deem it proper to 
take the data from the other limit, following in this respect 
the method adopted in estimating for the Sudbury and most 
of the other sources considered in the report of 1873 (City 
Doc. No. 29), and among others, for the following reason. 

The Cochituate tables show that in 1871, with a rainfall 
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of 45.°9, inches, only 14.68, inches found their way to the 
lake, ane rest of the fall having been lost by evaporation and 
absorption. 
The rain tables published in the report of the Water Board 
for 1871 (City Doc. No. 78, 1873) show that frequently the 
yearly rainfall is considerably less than 45%, inches. 
Thus, in 1849, the fall at Lake Cochituate was 34,69, inches, 
in 1852, 38 58, inches, in 1855, 39,4, inches, in 1860, 3887545 
inches, in 1864, 36,83, inches; the fall in 1846 at Lowell was 
285%, inches only, and since 1842 there have been nine 
years when the fall was less than 40 inches; at Boston in 
1846 the fall was 29.95, inches, and since 1842 there have 
been three years when it was less than 40 inches; at Cam- 
bridge the fall in 1846 was 30,5 inches, and since 1842 there 
have been two years when it was less than 40 inches, and four 
years when it was between 40 and 41 inches. 
_ Should any of these low rainfalls occur with conditions 

favorable fora high ratio of evaporation from the ground 
surface, the figures for 1871 show us that, at such times, the 
amount of water reaching the streams would not much, if at 
all, exceed a depth of 12 inches upon the area of the water- 
shed. 

Gaugings taken at the outlet of Long pond or Lake Cochit- 
uate, from June 27, 1837, to July 27, 1838, show that only 
11; inches of the rainfall passed through the lake during 
hat. year. 

It would be unwise, therefore, in estimating for a perma- 
nent supply, to place the yield of the Shawshine in a sea- 
son of extreme drought at more than 20} million gallons 
daily. 

The average daily flow of this river at the canal for a series 
of years must be about 31,000,000 gallons, being in some 
years as great as 40 or 45 millions, and in others as little as 
18 or 20 millions; of the average flow a large fraction must 
be wasted during freshets and the melting of the snows in 
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spring, and allowed to pass on to the ocean by its natural 
channel, but undoubtedly during an ordinary year a supply 
of 24 or 25 millions may be obtained. In stating the avyail- 
able capacity, however, the yield of the year of drought 
should be given, as that yield determines the real value of the 
source. (See Appendix I.) 

I would refer you to the report upon the ai (City 
Doc. No. 29, 1873, pages 9-28), for a different treatment 
and more in detail, of this question of available capacity of a 
water source as depending upon the least rainfall and amount 
of storage room that can be secured. 


QUALITY. 


Judging from the character of the country drained by this 
river, the water must be pure and well suited for a domes- 
tic supply. 

The district is sparsely populated, and very little manufac- 
turing of an objectionable kind is carried on within it. 

Like all rivers flowing through meadow lands, the Shaw- 
shine is liable to become highly colored at certain seasons of 
the year, and at the time the surveys were made (in Feb- 
ruary) the water had a decidedly marshy or earthy taste, but 
probably both the color and taste would be lost during 
storage in capacious basins. As a rule, the waters of no 
river should be introduced for a domestic supply until they 
have undergone the processes of subsidence and exposure to 
the air in basins or otherwise, and in comparing such waters 
as they are taken from the natural flow of the river, with 
those already in use in various cities, it should be borne in 
mind that they are, as it were, in their crude state, and are 
to undergo an imperfect, but nevertheless important, process 
of preparation before being delivered for use. 

The following is an analysis, by Messrs. Merrick & Gray, 
of a sample of water taken Feb. 20th from the Shawshine, 
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at the point where it passes under the Boston and Lowell 
railroad. 


“Sample 3. This was. yellowish, with a very faint odor, 
and some flocculent deposit. 

“The unconcentrated water gave a prompt reaction with 
the Nessler test.

This analysis will compare favorably with those of other 
river-waters, as, for instance, the Sudbury, Charles and 
Mystic. 

In the report of the Cochituate Water Board (City Doc. 

' No. 134, 1874, pages xrv. to xx.) will be found some remarks 
upon the effect of storage. 


SCHEMES OF WORKS, AND ESTIMATES OF COST. 


As the elevation of the water-surface of the lowest pro- 
posed basin is 99 feet above mean high tide, the water 
must be pumped for distribution in the city. ' 

In the first scheme of works for which estimates will be 
given, it is proposed to turn the Shawshine into the upper 
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reach of the Abajonna, and use the latter river as the course 
for conveying the water to Mystic lake. 

If the pumping capacity and size of the force and delivery 
mains of the Mystic works are sufficient to provide a supply 
to Boston for a few years, then the present outlay may be 
limited to the cost of storage basins, some changes in the 
street pipes, and the work above mentioned. It is therefore 
necessary, before making an estimate, to determine what 
additional supply Boston will require in the immediate future, 
and to ascertain what may be called the safe working capacity, 
in distinction from the total capacity, of the Mystic pumps 
and mains. 

Let the capacity of the Cochituate works be placed at 
16,000,000 gallons daily, taking the risk of a dry year 
occurring during the next four or five years. ‘The probable 
daily yield of the Cochituate, in the dryest year, has been 
estimated to be about 12,000,000 gallons. In 1871 it 
was a little over 13,000,000 in 1866 it was about 15,- 
000,000. In 1864, for six months of the year, the 
water in the lake was kept considerably above high-water 
mark, and the storage capacity was thereby considerably 
increased. As we are now compelled to manage the height 
of water, the supply for that year would have been about 
16,000,000, and the lake would have been exhausted at the 
end of the year. 

The average daily consumption last year was nearly 
18,000,000. We must anticipate a considerably  in- 
creased consumption for this year. The natural yearly 
increase, by increase of water-takers and for trade use, may 
be placed at five or six per cent.; if we assume it at 
365,000,000 gallons, equal to 1,000,000 daily, we shall 
be placing it at a low limit; then by natural growth the 
increase of daily consumption in five years would amount 
to 5,000,000 gallons. West Roxbury and Brighton 
must soon be supplied. In 1870 they had a population of

13,650; five years hence, or at the end of 1878, they will 
have a population not far from 18,000; which, at 60 gallons 
per head, will require a supply of 1,000,000 gallons per 
day. Then, bya low estimate, it is found that the daily con- 
sumption in that part of Boston which lies to the south of 
the Charles, will be, in 1878, about 24,000,000; unless, 
indeed, the Water Board shall be given ample power to 
prevent waste and extravagant use. 

The Cochituate, it is assumed, will yield 16,000,000 ; 
an additional supply of at least 8,00),000 must therefore 
be soon provided; and it would be short-sighted policy to 
make any large expenditures to obtain a less supply, except 
for very temporary purposes, and in the face of a pressing 
emergency, when time might be of more importance than 
cost. In fact, the works for a supply of 8,000,000 could 
hardly be completed before an increase in their capacity 
must be begun. 

The Mystic works are provided with three pumping en- 
gines, two capable of pumping 5,000,000, and one 8,000,- 
000 in 24 hours. The total pumping capacity is, therefore, 
18,000,000 per day. 

Experience has proven, what should be evident upon 
reflection, that to insure a supply for each and every day of 
a series of years, some means must be provided that will 
admit of throwing a part of the machinery out of use, for a 
longer or shorter time, for repairs, renewals, etc. ; and, in 
case of a serious accident, this time may be from one to two 
months. 

With a large distributing reservoir, one holding a supply 
for several days or weeks, it might, perhaps, be considered 
justifiable to allow the consumption to reach nearly the full 
capacity of the pumps before providing an increase of pow- 
er; but this is not the practice. There should always be a 
surplus of power, that at least one engine may be thrown out 


of use at any and all times. 
2 
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The total capacity of the Charlestown reservoir is given in 
the report for 1865 as 26,244,415 U. S. gallons, or only 
three days’ supply for the present consumption of the cities 
drawing from it. In the actual management of the works, it 
is considered essential to keep the water always at or near 
high-water mark, as the reservoir cannot be drawn upon to 
any great extent without serious inconvenience to people 
residing upon the higher lands of the cities that receive the 
supply. It will be seen that the capacity is not sufficient to 
warrant the omission of an extra engine. 

If one of the 5,000,000 gallon engines is disabled, the 

pumping capacity will be 18,000,000 per day, and in 
case the 8,000,000 engine is idle, the capacity will be 
10,000,000. The safe working capacity would ordinarily be 
stated at 10,000,000; but even supposing it can be taken at 
13,000,000, it will be found that it is but a little in 
excess of the varying requirements of the present consump- 
tion. 
- This is well illustrated by the following extract from the 
report of the Mystic Water Board for 1872, page 4: “The 
large increase in the consumption of water demonstrates the 
fact that the Board acted wisely and none too promptly in 
recommending the City Council to authorize the construction 
of the new thirty, twenty and sixteen inch pipes for supply 
and distribution, and also the third pumping-engine, as it 
would be utterly impossible to furnish a supply at this time 
without them; the full capacity of the new pump and nearly 
that of one of the old ones being necessary to keep up the 
supply. 

“ After the new engine was in successful operation, an 
examination of engine No. 1 and the check valves was had, 
and they were both found to be in such condition that we 
should have been unable to use either many days longer, 
which would have deprived the city of water for some days 
atleast... .” 
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During the cold weather, when water is allowed to run 
constantly to prevent freezing, the consumption, for days at 
a time, has been 11 or 12,000,000 gallons, and it has been 
' necessary to pump this amount to keep up the supply. 

The Brooklyn, N. Y., works have a distributing reservoir 
holding 160,000,000 gallons, with two engines, each of 
15,000,000 gallons’ capacity, and when the consumption was 
somewhat less than 15,000,000 daily, an accident to one 
engine, while the other was dismantled for cleaning and 
repairs, nearly deprived the city of water. The reservoir 
was drawn down to but a few hours’ supply before either 
engine could be put in working order. <A third engine has 
since been added. 

The St. Louis works have two supply engines, each of a 
capacity of 16,500,000 gallons; when the consumption 
reached this amount it was considered necessary to add a 
third engine, and one of a capacity of 24,000,000 is now 
under construction. This work has a distributing reservoir 
holding about 56,000,000 gallons, 

It is evident that the pumping capacity of the Mystic 
works is not sufficient for furnishing Boston with anything 
more than a very temporary supply. 

There is but one pumping main (380 inches diameter), 
and this is now used to nearly its full capacity. 

There are two distributing mains, one 24 inches and the 
other 30 inches in diameter, which, with an average velocity 
of flow of 24 feet per second, will convey 18,000,000 gallons 
daily. This may be taken as their maximum average daily 
capacity. 

The varying demands of a daily consumption of 13,- 
000,000 will require them to convey from one and a half to 
two times that amount during certain hours and days of the 
year, and at such times the loss of head will be seriously felt. 

As the consumption in 1874 will be considerably more 
than 8,000,000, and as it is rapidly increasing, it is plain 
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there will soon be no surplus capacity of distributing mains, 
and that the water of the Shawshine, if brought to Boston, 
must be brought in independent pipes, and that new engines 
must be provided for pumping it. 


SCHEME NO. l. 


The scheme of works now to be described provides for an 
immediate daily supply of 8,000,000 gallons only ; but is so 
planned that it can be readily enlarged, from time to time, 
and eventually deliver the entire yield of the Shawshine. 
Such parts as cannot be economically duplicated, as the 
conduit, etc., are to be built of the full capacity at the outset, 
and the estimate will include the cost of building all three 
of the storage basins, as they are thought essential for the 
purification of the water. 

The dam of the lower, or No. 1, storage basin will be built 
on the line of the Middlesex canal, the bed of which is 20 
feet above the surface of the river at this point. The water 
in the river will be raised 20 feet, making the level of the 
water surface of the basin 99 feet above mean high tide. 

The old canal between the Shawshine and the Abajonna is in 
three levels, there having been two locks, each of about seven 
feet lift, in this distance. It is intended as far as practicable 
to make use of it for the new conduit, and the elevation and 
state of preservation of the lower level is such that a very 
little work upon it will render it serviceable. The height of 
the bottom of the conduit at the starting-point will be 82 
feet above mean high tide, the height. of the bottom of the 
first level of the canal is 99 feet, and that of the second about 
92 feet ; hence, on account of the depth of cutting required, it 
will be advisable to build a closed or covered conduit for the 
length of these two levels. 

The distance from the end of the closed conduit to the 
point of crossing the Abajonna is 19,200 feet; the total 
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length of conduit and canal will be 11,500 + 19,200 = 
30,100 feet = 5,8, miles. 

Considerable work must be done upon the Abajonna to 
put it in a proper state for use, such as enlarging its channel 
in the upper reaches, strengthening the dams along its 
‘course, and increasing the length of their overfalls, etc. 

Through the conduit, canal and Abajonna river the waters 
of the Shawshine will flow into Mystic lake. 

The gate-house, engine-buildings and stand-pipe will be 
located at the lower end of the lake, on the westerly side. 
From the stand-pipe a 42-inch pipe will bring the water over 
the West Boston bridge to Boston, and connect with the 40- 
inch Cochituate main at the corner of Beacon and Charles 
street; a 30-inch sub-main along Cambridge street, from 
Charles to Hancock, will connect the new 42-inch main with 
the old 30-inch main leading to the north end of the city. 

Before giving the estimate for the entire scheme a few 
words about the capacity and class of pumping-engine to be 
adopted are necessary. 

A stand-pipe is proposed in place of a reservoir, for econ- 
omy in first cost, and because with it the head can be more 
readily adjusted to suit the head of the Cochituate works. It 
is considered desirable, for so small a supply as 8,000,000 
gallons, not to isolate a portion of the city for its exclusive 
use, but rather to so regulate the pressures that the water 
from both works may flow through the same pipes. ‘This 
arrangement will avoid a good deal of changing of the street- 
mains and pipes, and will ensure an abundant supply for fire 
purposes in all parts of the city. 

In a report upon the high-service supply (City Doc. No. 
103, 1873) it was shown that an engine supplying a city 
without the intervention of a reservoir, or which “has to vary 
its speed as the consumption of water varies, is required to 
be about double the capacity of one doing the same work 
under a uniform speed ; that is to say, to furnish a given sup- 
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ply, an engine pumping into a stand-pipe should have twice 
the capacity of one pumping into a reservoir.” 

To meet the case of a supply of 8,000,009 of gallons, and 
to provide a reserve engine, the minimum of machinery will 
consist of three engines, each of 8,000,000 capacity ; looking 
to the early increase of supply, however, and bearing in mind 
the amount of machinery that eventually will be required for 
the full supply of 20} millions, it appears desirable to adopt 
a larger size of engines, say of 15,000,000 capacity ; two 
of which will be sufficient at first. 

Until recently the better classes of pumping engines in 
this country have given a working duty of about 500,000 
Ibs. raised one foot high for each pound of coal burnt in the 
furnace ; lately, however, a more expensive class of engine 
has been introduced, which will give a working duty of fully 
800,000 lbs. ft. per pound of coal. 

A comparison of the cost of operating these engines, in- 
cluding interest upon first cost, will determine which it is 
most economical to adopt. For such a comparison the cost 
of attendance, oil, waste, etc., may be omitted, as it will be 
the same in each case. 

First, an 8,000,000 engine with a working duty of 500,- 
000 Ibs. — ft. per pound of coal; lift, 125 feet, —

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The use of the more expensive engine will result in a sav- 
ing of $6,060 per year, when the supply is 8,000,000 gallons 
per day. As the supply increases, the saving will be pro- 
portionately greater.

To compare this estimate with those made for other sources 
of supply and given in the report of the Water Board (City 
Doc. No. 29, 1873) it will be necessary to compute the cost 
of delivering each million of gallons, by adding the cost of 
pumping to the interest, at 6 per cent. upon the cost of 
works. 

With the exception that the delivery-main would be some- 
what small, the works as proposed, by the addition of a third 
engine, are of capacity to furnish a supply of 15,000,000 gal- 
lons daily ; it will therefore be proper to determine the cost 
of deliveringeach million of gallons, with this capacity as a 
basis. The small size of the main for this supply may be 
compensated by increasing the lift of the engine, which, by 
giving a greater head, will increase the velocity of flow.

It will be seen that the cost of delivering each million of 
gallons is high, much higher than for the Charles or Sudbury 
river schemes, —although a cheap class of works very un- 
satisfactory, and in some respects objectionable or temporary 
in their character, has been estimated upon. The use of an 
open canal is in itself decidedly objectionable, on account of 
evaporation, leakage, cost of maintenance and trouble from 
ice in winter, where the depth of flow is shallow. In a re- 
port made in 1843 by Mr. Caleb Eddy, then agent of the 
Middlesex Canal Corporation, it is estimated that the loss due 
to leakage and evaporation is 540,000 gallons per day, per 
mile of canal; therefore for 3.6 miles it would be nearly 
2,000,000 gallons. 

The estimate does not provide for lining the ‘eae with 
puddle and masonry; hence they will be liable to wash, and 
will. require a considerable yearly expenditure for mainten- 
ance. ‘The extra cost of making the canal comparatively 
water-tight, and protecting the slopes, would be about $235,- 
000. A closed conduit the entire distance between the Shaw- 
shine and Abajonna would increase the cost about $445,000. 
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A canal, on account of its soft bottom, is difficult and ex- 
pensive to clean, and is apt to be left until it becomes 
actually offensive. It is not subject to the self-cleansing 
processes of a river from periodical freshets. 

There is a loss of about 70 feet of head, caused by letting 
the water down to the level of the Mystic lake, which mate- 
rially increases the cost of pumping, and in passing the 
waters through the Abajonna they are mingled with others 
which have not had the benefit of storage. 

A stand-pipe system is in itself an imperfect system, and 
should not be adopted where a reservoir can be constructed 
at the required height, and at a reasonable cost. 

The bringing of the main supply pipes across a wide and 
navigable river, on a support of pile work, is a more objec- 
tionable feature than might at first glance appear. The pipe 
is there exposed to accidents that would require days to repair, 
and the interruption to the supply for any great length of time 
would stop all manufacturing, and temporarily cause much in- 
convenience and suffering in the city. Of course, with the 
Cochituate in reserve, this objection has not great weight so 
long as the total consumption is not greater than the pipes © 
leading from Chestnut hill and Brookline reservoirs can 
convey. 

The stand-pipe can be connected with Chestnut-hill reser- 
voir, and as the flow in such case would be uniform for the 
day, the connecting pipe need be only 386 inches diameter. 
The cost of this pipe would be about $300,000 less than that 
of the 42-inch main to Boston via Cambridge. 

In the foregoing estimate, and in all those given hereinafter, 
no allowance is made for mill damages below the point of 
taking, for interest during construction, nor for cost of nego- 
tiating loans. 

There are mills of considerable value on the Shawshine 


at Ballardvale, and as they would be deprived of nearly all 
3 
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their power, the damages would be high compared with 
the amount of water and the elevation at which it is taken. 


SCHEME NO. 2. 


Inthis scheme storage basins upon the river are to be built, 
asin scheme No. 1. The conduit following the line of the 
Middlesex canal to Woburn Centre is to be continued to the 
location of the pumping engines, north of High street, near 
the corner of Cambridge street, in the town of Winchester. 

It is to be covered its entire length; at Woburn Centre, 
near the corner of Chestnut and Middlesex streets, it turns 
towards the head of Horn pond, entering the valley of its 
principal tributary through a tunnel 350 feet long, and cross- 
ing the valley in a siphon 900 feet long. 

The total length is 56,300 feet, or 102 miles. The water is 
to be elevated into a high level reservoir, built with two com- 
partments, and of a capacity equal to about 120,000,000 gal- 
lons; the level of high-water mark in the reservoir is taken 
at 155 feet above mean high tide; this will deliver the water 
into the city under about 35 feet greater head than the 
Cochituate works now give. 

Of ‘course the distributing systems of the two works must 
be independent ; but with an elevated reservoir and sufficieut 
capacity of mains leading from it, the separation can be safely 
made, as an abundant supply for fire purposes can be drawn 
from either the new or the Chestnut-hill reservoir. 

The reservoir is to be connected with the city proper by 
two 48-inch mains. 

The estimate is for the cost of works built of full capacity, 
that is, capable of delivering in the city an average supply of 
20 or 25 million gallons daily, under all the variable condi- 
tions that usually attend the consumption. The mains are 
larger than would ordinarily be provided, the object aimed 
at being to give them a capacity which will ensure a good 
pressure in the street-pipes for fire purposes.

The estimate of the cost of works with one force main, one 
compartment of the reservoir, one engine and one delivery 
main omitted, that is, proportioned to meet the wants of the 
immediate future, is $4,480,000. 

In closing this section of the report, it should be stated 
that the town of Lexington has obtained an act for taking 
water from Vine brook, which is one of the tributaries of the

CONCORD RIVER. 
QUANTITY. 


The Middlesex canal enters the Concord river at the dam 
in North Billerica. The drainage area of the river above this 
point as computed from the State map is 350 square miles. 

Could reservoirs or basins be built upon it, having a 
capacity of 20,000 million gallons, it would yield a daily 
supply of about 200 million gallons; it would, however, be 
practically impossible to secure anything like this amount of 
storage room. 

The Concord is formed by the junction of the Sudbury 
and Assabet in the town of Concord. On the Concord itself 
no storage room can be had beyond that offered by the mill 
pond. Ithas been shown ina previous report, that on the Sud- 
bury seven basins may be built, which, with Farm and White- 
hall ponds, will give a capacity of 4,847 million gallons. 

The Assabet has not been surveyed, nor examined 
specially with reference to reservoirs, but it is probable that 
it offers nearly equal opportunities for their construction 
with the Sudbury. 

The storage capacity of the two streams would hardly 
reach 10,000 million gallons, or one half the amount required 
to equalize the flow of the Concord in a dry year. With 
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this storage the least available yield of the river for a year 
may be roughly taken to average 150,000,000 gallons daily. 

In the towns of Concord and Sudbury are extensive 
meadow lands, which, while they aid evaporation, act as a 
sponge to hold back to some extent the summer rains and 
freshets, and thereby equalize the daily summer flow of the 
river at and below Billerica. 

The following table, although not covering any year of 
remarkable drought, will serve to give an idea of the sum- 
mer flow, and its great irregularity, of streams in this cli- 
mate, where the average rainfall is between 40 and 50 
inches : —

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The average daily flow per square mile of water-shed of 
the Cochituate district was 130,000 gallons in Aug., Sept. 
and Oct. of 1837; it was 103,100 gallons for 50 days, Sept. 
Ist to Oct. 21st, 1839; it was 62,900 gallons for the last 5 
days of Sept., 1837, and 65,300 gallons for 13 days in 1844. 
The least average daily flow for a month during nine years in 
this district was 46,340 gallons per square mile of water-shed. 
This flow was found for the Charles river to be 192,900 gal- 
lons for 50 days, Aug. 21st to Oct., 1845. 

If the least daily flow of the Concord be taken at 130,000 
gallons per square mile of drainage area, then without stor- 
age it will yield a daily supply of 45,500,000 gallons. Ina 
very dry year, and for short periods of a few days, the yield 
might be less than this, though it is thought that the effect 
of the meadows above the point of taking would be to equal- 
ize the flow at such times.. In a report made by State Com- 
missioners appointed in 1861 to make experiments on the 
Concord and Sudbury rivers, the flow at the Billerica dam 
on Sept. 8th is given at 50 cubic feet per second, equal to 
323, million gallons per day; the water above the dam, how- 


ever, was slowly rising, and the full flow of the river must 


>? 

have been somewhat greater than the discharge over the 
dam. In the same report it is incidentally mentioned that a 
discharge at the dam of 100 cubic feet per second is “ prob- 
ably not greater than the ordinary summer flow of the riv r.” 


This would give a daily flow of 64,8, million gallons. 


QUALITY. 


Chemical analyses of the Concord river water have been 
made from time to time, and they prove it to be pure and 
soft ; nevertheless, it appears to be the quite general opinion 
of those most familiar with it, that it is not well suited for a 
domestic supply. 

The junction of the Assabet and Sudbury is about 11 
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miles above the Billerica dam; the Assabet rises quite rap- 
idly from this point, but the Sudbury flows through a very 
level country of meadow lands for the ten or fifteen miles 
immediately above ; the flow of the Concord from the junc- 
tion to the dam is also through flat meadow lands. From 
Wayland to Billerica, a distance of some 25 miles along the 
Sudbury and Concord, the fall is about three feet. 

In the report of the State Commissioners above-mentioned, 
the following description of the rivers and meadows is found : — 

“The meadows alleged to be injured by the dam in ques- 
tion lie along the Sudbury and the Concord, in irregular 
bodies, from Wayland to Billerica. They lie now upon the 
right bank of the river, now upon the left, now upon both ; 
varying in width from a few rods to about a mile. The great- 
est expanse of meadows is in the towns of Wayland and Sud- 
bury, but they lie in considerable bodies in Concord, Carl- 
isle, Bedford and Billerica. In their present condition they 
are very wet throughout their whole extent, and in places 
they are overflowed during the greater part, if not the whole, 
of the season. The river standing through the year nearly 
full between the banks, there is no possibility of effective 
drainage, and the meadows can be of but little value for pur- 
poses of agriculture. There are in all about 4,000 acres of 
these wet meadows. 

* The Sudbury and the Concord constitute in fact but one 
river, running through a very level country, and withremark- 
ably sluggish waters, for a distance of more than 25 
miles above the dam in Billerica. A single fact strikingly 
illustrates the nature of this stream. The bed of the river, 
for a distance of nearly 25 miles above the dam, at 
no point rises to a level with the top of the dam.” 

The effect of the drainage from this immense extent of 
boggy meadows is to discolor the water and give it a rather 
unpleasant taste, and as they lie upon the last stretch of the 
river above the point of taking, and below all locations for 


. 
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basins, there is no opportunity to get rid of the color and 
taste by storage. 

Mr. Loammi Baldwin, in a report made in 1834, speak- 
ing of the Charles river water, says: “ The water of Concord 
river, from Sudbury to the Middlesex canal, at Billerica 
mills, has the same defect as to its discolored state, together 
with the additional objection of its possessing some poisonous 
quality. J remember when the locks, etc., of the Middlesex 
canal were built, 30 or 40 years ago, the workmen obliged 
to labor in the water complained that it made their hands 
and feet sore, and if a little scratch occurred to their flesh, or 
the skin was torn or bruised away, the water would cause it 
to fester into a serious wound, and it was often necessary to 
suspend working in it that the sore might heal. This char- 
acter of the water was confirmed to me a few days ago by 
Mr. Wilson, a master-carpenter, who had been employed 20 
years in the direction of the canal-works there, whose ex- 
pression was, ‘Ifa man gets a little piece of skin knocked 
off his hand while working in it, the water would fester it up 
so that I don’t know but it would eat his hand up in time; 
but working in the Merrimack river would wash it well 
again.’ ” 

In a report made in 1843, by Mr. Caleb Eddy, “ Agent for 
the Middlesex Canal Corporation,” 
canal, presenting his views as to the best method of disposing 


to the proprietors of the 


of the canal property, and urging its use for supplying Bos- 
ton with water, the following answer, applicable to the above 
given remarks, is found : — 

“ An idle story has been circulated in regard to the water 
of Concord river’s containing some deleterious substance 
which would cause a wound by contact with it to ‘fester,’ or 
become greatly irritated. The same tradition adds_ that 
washing the part so exposed in the waters of the Merrimack 
would soon restore it. Carpenters and other mechanics who 
have been constantly employed on the works of the canal, 

4 
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and who have been a great many times in the water during 
the past 30 years, have experienced no such trouble, having 
daily washed in, and otherwise used it. From experience 
and inquiries made for the past 20 years, I have not been 
able to find the origin of this fabrication. It is not impossi- 
ble but that the blood of the persons who originated the 
story might have been overheated by the too frequent use of 
‘strong water,’ particularly when it was sold by authority and 
used with impunity. Science establishes facts incontrovert- 
ible by fable; and the analyses of four able and practical 
chemists are certainly more to be depended on than all the 
idle tales that ignorance and prejudice can create.” 

The water was analyzed at that time by Drs. Charles T. 
Jackson of Boston, John W. Webster of Cambridge, S. L. 
Dana of Lowell, and A. A. Hayes, Esq., of Roxbury, and was 
pronounced by them as pure and soft, and applicable to 
domestic uses. Dr. Webster says: “The slight yellow color 
of this water arises from vegetable matter; but this, I found, 
in a great measure, disappeared after a few days’ repose.” 
_ The following is an analysis made, by Messrs. Merrick and 
Gray, of a sample taken from the river at North Billerica, 
Feb. 20th, 1874 : — 

“ Sample from Concord River. 

“This sample was very nearly colorless, with a very faint, 
or no odor, and some flocculent deposit. 

“The unconcentrated water gave an exceeding faint reaction 
with the Nessler test.

This analysis would indicate that the water is unusually 
free from impurities. It was taken, however, at a season of 
the year when the vegetable impurities, and consequently the 
color, are at a minimum. 

I am of opinion that for the greater portion of the year it 
would prove unacceptable for domestic use, unless previously 
stored for some time. 


SCHEMES OF WORKS, AND ESTIMATES OF COST. 
SCHEME NO. l. 


In this scheme it is proposed to take the water from the 
river at North Billerica, and bring it by a conduit, of the 
same size and construction as that proposed for Sudbury 
river, following the line of the old Middlesex canal to Wo- 
burn Centre, and from there, the line described for the 
Shawshine conduit, to the location of the pumping engine, 
near the corner of High and Cambridge streets in Winches- 
ter. Here it is to be pumped into a high level reservoir, of 
a capacity of 120,000,000 gallons, and brought to Boston in 
three 48-inch pipes, the works being proportioned for a daily 
supply of 50,000,000 gallons. 

The reservoir is the same as proposed for Shawshine 
scheme No. 2, and the pipes follow the same line to Bos- 
ton as the Shawshine pipes. 

The elevation of the dam at Billerica is 105 feet above 
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mean high tide. The total length of the conduit is 74,485 
feet, or 14, miles. The length of each delivery main is 
44,600 feet, or 8345, miles. 

The estimate is for a covered conduit ; no estimate is made 
for an open canal, as, if it is properly protected from leak- 
age, and by masonry lining, it would not cost much, if any, 
less than the conduit, and then would prove a very unsatis- 


factory affair, permitting of the contamination of the water, . 


great loss from evaporation, and trouble from ice in winter. 

The old Middlesex canal was simply a wide ditch, some- 
times in excavation, sometimes in embankment, without 
lining of any kind, built in perfectly level stretches, and 
dropped suddenly down from one level to another by locks. 
It was not designed, and was entirely unsuited, to convey 
water running with an appreciable current. For the greater 
part of its length it is in a very fair state of preservation ; 
but in some places it is entirely obliterated; and in others 
it is grown full of brush, etc. It is entirely above the water 
level of most of the country through which it passes, and 
unless thoroughly puddled the loss from leakage would be 
enormous.

The mill damages would be very large, as the whole flow 
of the river must be paid for. The entire power at and 
below the Billerica dam, on the Concord, would be de- 
stroyed. 

The objections to the scheme are excessive mill damages, 
the delivery of the water in pretty much the same state that 
it flows in the river, and the crossing of a long stretch of 
navigable waters with the main supply pipes. | 

The estimated cost of works, with a stand-pipe in place of 
the reservoir, and three 42-inch mains, leading to Chestnut-

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SCHEME NO. 2. 


To in part remedy the evil of want of storage on the Con- 
cord, the water might be turned into the lower basin of the 
Shawshine, and mixed with the purer water of that river. 
This scheme will admit of a large saving in the first outlay, 
as the Concord need not be taken till the consumption reaches 
the full capacity of the Shawshine. 

This perhaps might very properly be considered a Shaw- 
shine scheme, but as the Concord determines the capacity of 
the conduit, engines, mains, etc., I have preferred to class 
- it under the head of Concord river schemes. 

The works are similar to those already described, except 
that the conduit between the Shawshine and Concord is 
smaller, and the lift of the engines is a little greater.

With the exception of the impurity of water, this scheme 
has all the objections of No. 1, and in addition a still larger 
sum is required to cover mill damages, as the power upon 
both the Shawshine and Concord must be paid for. 


MERRIMACK RIVER. 


The Merrimack has already been reported upon (see City 
Doc. No. 29, 1873, page 63), in the following terms: “The 
drainage area above Lowell of the Merrimack river, is between 
3,900 and 4,000 square miles, and its minimum summer 
flow cannot fall short of 1,000,000,000 of gallons in 24 
hours. 

“It would, therefore, furnish a supply to a population vastly 
greater in numbers than we have estimated upon. 

“The water has at various times been subjected to analysis, 
and has always been found remarkably free from chemically 
combined impurities. 


“An analysis made by Professor Appleton, for the City of 
Lowell, in 1869, of a sample taken from above the Paw- 
tucket dam, gave in one U. S. gallon, —

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“It was found: to have but half a degree of hardness, and 
the organic matter to be sanitarily of a harmless nature. 

“ Although there are several large towns and cities, and 
many manufactories, on the river above Lowell, the volume 
of water flowing down is so great that it is not liable to appre- 
_ciable pollution of a chemical nature, but in certain seasons, 
especially in the spring, when swollen by melted snow and 
heavy rains, it is very turbid, and the suspended matter does 
not readily subside, even when the water is at rest. 

“The amount of matter held in suspension at such times is 
sufficient to render the water somewhat objectionable for 
domestic use, and entirely unfit for many manufacturing 
processes. | 

“The following extract from the report of Mr. Burbank, 
‘made to the City of Lowell in 1869, will show the nature of 
the sediment and the difficulty of its removal : — 

“* The experiments here described were made for the pur- 
pose of determining the amount and character of the sedi- 
ment contained in the water of the Merrimack, at a time 
when it contained nearly the maximum quantity of impurities 
In suspension. 

“*The water for these experiments was taken from the 
river above the dam, April 29th, 1869, and glass tubes were 
filled with it to the depth of six feet. | 

“* A whitish sediment began to fall immediately and in 
half an hour covered the bottom of the tubes. 

*** During the first twelve hours this sediment accumulated 
rapidly, and the water became perceptibly clearer in the upper 
part of the tubes. A considerable amount of matter remained 
suspended, however, and in forty-eight hours from the time 
the tubes were filled, the water was still quite turbid 
throughout. 

“* After standing ten days the heavier matter had subsided, 
but the water still retained a whitish, opalescent appearance, 
from the clay in suspension. It was then allowed to stand 
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for twenty days longer, when the sediment appeared to be all 
deposited. 

“*The sediment from three gallons measured (wet) 35 of 
a cubic inch. About one-fourth of the bulk of this material 
was light, flocculent matter, which at first occupied a much 
larger space. (‘The sediment from the three gallons weighed, 
when dry, 46.68 grains).’ 

“Tt appears, then, that in certain conditions of the water, 
at least thirty days of perfect quiet are required to allow the 
suspended matter to entirely deposit itself; it also appears 
that the amount of sediment from a daily supply of 50,000,- 
000 of gallons would be so large as to entail a considerable 
expense for its removal. 

“If it be supposed that the turbid condition continues for 
sixty days in the year, and that the average quantity of mat- 
ter in suspension during that time is one-half only of that 
given by the above experiment, it will be found that the 
yearly deposit from a daily supply of 50,000,000 of gallons 
will amount to 3,430 cubic yards, and will weigh 1,490 tons. 

“The cost of settling-basins of sufficient capacity to allow 
the water to remain undisturbed for thirty, or even ten days 
is too great to admit of their use. Filtration would be the 
only practicable method of freeing the water from its mechani- 
cal impurities. 

“Filters cost much more to operate than do settling-basins, 
but they very materially shorten the time required for the 
clearing process. 

“The water should be taken from the river above the 
Pawtucket dam in Lowell, before it has been deteriorated by 
the discharge from the factories. On account of the level of 
the land between this point and Boston, the conduit will 
have to be so located as to require two pumping-stations ; 
one at the Merrimack, to elevate the water to the conduit, the 


other at ot near Charles river, to elevate the water to Chest- 
nut-hill reservoir. 
5 
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“The scheme of works upon which the estimate is based, 
is, then: a pumping-station, settling basins and filters at 
or neir Lowell; a conduit 25 miles long, leading to 
Charles river in Watertown; a pumping-station at the 
Charles, and force-mains about two miles long leading to the 
reservolr. 

“The supply being 50,000,000 gallons per day, the esti- 
mated cost of the works, of a capacity to furnish it, is $13,- 
065,000.00. The estimated cost of delivering each million 
gallons is ;:—

‘* The estimated cost of works, with a portion of the filters, 
settling-basins and pumping machinery omitted (that is pro- 
portioned to meet the wants of the immediate future), is 
$10,440,000.00. 

“It should be stated that filtration, on an extensive scale, 
has not yet been tried in this country, and although success- 
fully practised in England and on the continent, it is not un- 
attended with difficulties and failures at times. In a climate 
like ours, with its severe winters and warm summers, the 
difficulties would be materially increased.” 

The line of conduit in this scheme followed the Middlesex 
canal as far as Woburn Centre, and then followed a very 
direct line to Watertown. 

At the time the above-quoted report was made very little 
study had been given to this or any of the sources then con- 
sidered, as the necessity for a temporary addition to the 
Cochituate supply was pressing, and the legislative action in- 
volved required a decision as to the source of supply before 
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sufficient time for an exhaustive comparison of the various 
available sources could be made. No surveys whatever had 
been made, and the distances for estimates were taken from 
maps, and the quantities of work, such as excavation, ma- 
sonry, etc., were computed from a hurried reconnoissance of 
the grounds and from comparison with executed works in 
other parts of the country. | 

It will be seen, however, by a comparison of the estimate 
for the Sudbury river, given in the Appendix to the report 
upon “ Additional Supply,” with that given in the body of 
the report, which was made after preliminary surveys and 
plans and a careful study of the grounds had been made, 
that the very rough comparative estimates of the Appendix 
are not greatly in error. The plans of works there proposed 
for the various sources, however, are not in all instances the 
best, though usually the cheapest. 7 

This much is said, because some of the criticisms of this 
report that have appeared do not take into consideration the 
circumstances under which it was made; but, onthe contrary, 
assume that the schemes and estimates given in the Appendix 
were put forth as definitive. 

The scheme for the Merrimack now estimated upon is in 
most of its details identical with that already given; but in- 
stead of locating the second pumping-station at Watertown, 
it is to be located in Winchester at the point selected for the 
Shawshine and Concord schemes, and the reservoir and dis- 
tribution mains are to be the same as for the latter schemes. 

The surveys have not been extended beyond the Concord ; 
the distance from the Concord to the Merrimack, — about six 
miles — is taken from the map, and the cost of the conduit 
for this distance. is determined from that of the Sudbury 
river conduit. 

The approximate estimate of cost for works of a capacity

The cost of works proportioned for immediate use is 
$7,800,000.00. 
There appear to be no objections to this scheme, except 
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complexity and great cost. In other respects I regard the 
Merrimack as the best source from which the city can take a 
large supply. 

The mill damages would be excessive, unless the State 
Legislature can grant the right to take a certain definite 
daily supply upon which the award for damages would be 
made, and fears of danger might be entertained by some per- 
sons from the large amount of sewage that is turned into the 
river at Concord, Manchester, Nashua and other places in 
New Hampshire and Massachusetts. 


CONDUIT FROM FARM POND TO LAKE COCHITUATE, AND FROM 
LAKE COCHITUATE TO CHESTNUT-HILL RESERVOIR. 


Farm pond can be easily connected with the lake by a 
covered conduit, but to connect the lake with Chestnut-Huill 
reservoir by an aqueduct of large capacity, many obstacles 
must be overcome, and work of a very expensive character 
is required. 

In a report made Jan. 27, 1873 (see City Doc. No. 29, 
page 40), in speaking of the Sudbury river conduit, it was 
said: “It would on many accounts be desirable to so locate 
the new conduit that water may be drawn through it from 
the lake ; but there is a serious difficulty in the way, due to 
the low rate of fall that can be obtained between the lake and 
Chestnut-hill reservoir. 

* To preserve the present storage capacity of the lake, a 
tall of less than two inches per mile can be allowed, after 
deducting the necessary fall for the siphon at Charles river. 
So small a rate of fall would necessitate a conduit of fully 
twelve feet in diameter, to equal in flowing capacity one of 
eight and a half feet with a grade of twelve and two thirds 
inches per mile. 

“By reducing considerably the storage capacity of the 
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lake, a fall of three inches per mile can be secured ; but even 
this would require a conduit of eleven and one-seventh feet 
diameter to equal one of eight anda half feet located as 
above described. 

“The extra cost of either of the two large conduits above 
the small one would be a large sum, and, beyond this, their 
location must of necessity be unfavorable. 

* The elevation of low water in Farm pond is 146} feet ; 
that of low water in Lake Cochituate, taken at four feet 
above the bottom of the conduit, is 125 feet above tide marsh 
level, or only about one foot greater than high-water level in 
Chestnut-Hill reservoir.” 

The Sudbury water, it is believed, is as free from impu- 
rities — especially impurities of a noxious character — as 
that of any source of large capacity within the reach of Bos- 
ton, excepting only the Merrimack river and the Middlebor- 
ough ponds. 

In certain seasons, however, it takes up considerable vege- 
table matter, which imparts to it a deep color, and affects its 
taste in a slight degree. In this respect it does not differ 
from the Charles, Neponset and other streams and small 
rivers of this vicinity. The Merrimack, with its large vol- 
ume of flow, coming down from the granite regions of New 
Hampshire, and passing over a rocky and sandy bed, is not so 
liable to become discolored, yet at times it takes on a very 
perceptible tinge. 

The impurities which produce this color are in quantities 
that do not affect the salubrity of the water, but the color 
itself is quite objectionable, and should be in some way 
destroyed. 

Chemistry would suggest, and it has been found by expe- 
rience, that discolored water becomes clear again after an 
exposure to the air of a few days or weeks, in basins or 
other places where new matter cannot be taken up. 

Mr. Bateman, a celebrated hydraulic engineer of England, 
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in his evidence before the Royal Commission of 1867, on 
Water Supply, says: “ Any color with which the streams 
may occasionally be charged is discharged on exposure in 
these large reservoirs, or by subsidence. Loch Katrine, 
which is probably as fine a body of pure water as any in the 
world, and is almost absolutely colorless, is fed by mountain 
streams, which in summer and in autumn are as brown as 
porter. 1 have never seen a darker stream, even from a bog 
in Ireland, than the river Strowan, which flows into Loch 
Katrine, and is one of the principal contributors to it on the 
northern side of the lake; but all the color is discharged by 
exposure to the atmosphere in so large a surface, namely, 
3,000 acres. That is also the case in the Manchester water- 
works, and in all the other water-works where the water is col- 
lected in a large body; however colored it is in the first in- 
stance, its impurities become removed by time and expo- 
sure.” So also the waters of brooks that feed Lake Cochit- 
uate mostly flow through meadow lands, and are very highly 
colored in the late summer and fall; yet before they leave 
the lake they become clear and almost colorless. 

The proposed storage basins will do much towards remoy- 
ing the vegetable impurities ; nevertheless, at the very out- 
set in the study of the Sudbury as a source of supply, it was 
felt that it was desirable to pass its waters through Lake 
Cochituate, even at a considerable cost, as the slow passage 
and deep water would tend to still further purify them. 

To do this would necessitate a new aqueduct from the 
lake to Chestnut-hill reservoir, and to ascertain if such an 
aqueduct were practicable, the ground about the lake was 
quite carefully examined, though no surveys were made ; but 
no satisfactory route was found. The old conduit occupied 
the only practicable line, and the building of a new one near 
to and parallel with it would be not only expensive, but also 
attended with great risk of interrupting the present supply 
to the city.

In many places the old conduit is on steep hillsides, or in 
narrow valleys, where there is no room for a second one; it 
passes through the villages of Wellesley and Grantville, 
which have become quite thickly settled since its construc- 
tion, and through which it would be impossible to get a new 
line without destroying much property. The cut in Grant- 
ville is quite deep. The section most difficult and costly to 
build, and the construction of which would be attended with 
the greatest risk, would be the first mile from the lake. 
Great trouble was found in building the existing conduit 
through this section, on account of the quicksand and large 
quantity of water encountered, although at that time the 
lake was drawn down much below its present level. The 
difficulties overcome here are well described in a speech 
made by Mayor Quincy in 1848, at the time of the water 
celebration : — 

“The obstacles to be overcome have not been of a light or 
trivial nature. The aqueduct, after leaving the gate-house at 
the lake, follows up the valley of Suake brook to a dividing 
ridge that separates the waters of the Charles from those of the 
Merrimaek. In this distance the difficulties encountered in the 
construction of conduit masonry arose from the character 
of the material in the foundation, no less than from the 
amount of water to be removed by pumps. The conduit 
lies wholly in excavation, varying from 15 to 52 feet in depth, 
and for three-quarters of a mile occupies the bed of Snake 
brook, at an average level of 23 feet below the ordinary sur- 
face of its waters. 

“The narrowness of the valley rendered it necessary to 
maintain an open channel for this brook parallel to the line 
and not more than 25 feet distant. From the slight descent 
of the brook, and the extent of the country drained by it, it 
was impossible to prevent a periodical overflow, which, as the 
material was quicksand, produced the most disastrous results, 
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the banks caving in and covering unfinished work, and ren- 
dering it as difficult of completion as when it was begun. 

* At times like these there was no cessation of labor; night 
forces relieved day forces, and the five steam engines, attached 
to pumps capable of raising 12,000,000 of gallons 10 feet 
high in twenty-four hours, were constantly employed, and 
at times their extreme capacity failed to free the excavation. 
Unaided by steam this work could not have been performed 
in less than five years, and the expense of constructing the 
conduit in quicksands subject to inundations for that length 
of time would have increased in still greater proportions. 

“In the same section the extreme hardness of the rock, 
was such as to require seven times the amount of labor and 
powder usually required for the same amount of rock 
excavation.” 

To build a new conduit in this section at a still lower grade 
(to secure the necessary depth of flow for an aqueduct of large 
capacity, without lessening the storage capacity of the lake, 
will require it to start at a lower level than the old aqueduct), 
without destroying the old one, may be said to be impractica- 
ble. And even if it could be readily built, to locate a second 
conduit alongside the first one would not be desirable, as an 
accident to the one would endanger the other. 

Some other outlet from the lake than the valley of Snake 
brook must be sought then. A very brief examination of the 
ground will show that on the easterly side no such outlet can 
be had except by a long tunnel, which would probably en- 
counter much quicksand, and would be 15 or 16 feet below 
the high-water level of the lake. The difficulties to be over- 
come in building such a tunnel cannot be foreseen ; all that is 
positively known is, they would be great, and would much 
retard the completion of the work. 

The topography of the ground to the south of the lake is 
such that by a rather deep excavation a conduit may be built, 


following a southerly direction, a distance of about 7,500 
6 
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feet to the line of the proposed Sudbury river or Farm-pond 
conduit, and joining it near the entrance to the first tunnel. 

As the conduit from Farm pond would enter at the 
southerly end also, the water would not have the benefit 
of the passage through the lake, and as the chief tribu- 
tary of the lake enters at this point, the Cochituate water 
would itself be delivered in a less agreeable state than 
now. 

At the point where the new Cochituate conduit would join 
the proposed Farm-pond conduit, the level of the former would 
be 17 or 18 feet lower than that of the latter. The high cost of 
the Farm-pond conduit is, in a great measure, due to the 
deep cutting and tunnel work required; on the grade nec- 
essary for the new Cochituate conduit this cost would be 
very greatly increased. 

The slight difference in the low-water level of the lake, and 
the high-water mark of Chestnut-hill reservoir, would give a 
very flat grade, only two or three inches to the mile, re- 
quiring a very large sectional area to give a flowing capacity 
equal to that proposed for the Sudbury river conduit, and 
consequently would increase very materially the amount of 
the mason work. ‘The difference in cost per running foot of 
the two conduits is estimated at $13 for mason work alone. 

These reasons were considered conclusive against carrying 
the new aqueduct through or by way of the lake. 

The order of the City Council, in answer to which this 
section of the report is written, requires that an estimate be 
made for a conduit from the lake to the reservoir, passing 
Charles river by a high level bridge. 

At Newton Lower Falls, where the old conduit crosses, the 
Charles-river valley is quite wide, and a high level bridge at that 
point will be very expensive. At the Upper Falls, where the 
Farm-pond conduit line crosses, the valley is much narrower, 
and the cost of the bridge would be much less, but to carry the 
conduit to this point the valley of Rosemary brook must be 
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crossed, requiring either another expensive high level bridge, 
or a syphon 1,700 feet in length; as the two bridges would 
be much more costly than the one at Newton Lower Falls, 
the point of crossing for the line to be estimated upon has 
been taken at the latter place. 

This line starts from the eastern shore of the lake, about 
1,200 feet north of the Worcester turnpike, and runs in an 
easterly direction, through the valley of Pickerel and Mud 
ponds, and, turning somewhat to the north, joins the old con- 
duit line near its intersection with Oak street. From here 
it follows alongside the old conduit to Newton Centre, where 
it deflects to the right, following the line proposed for the 
Sudbury-river conduit, through the Beacon-street tunnel, to 
Chestnut-hill reservoir. The total length from the lake to 
the reservoir is 64,500 feet. 

The first 1,100 feet from the lake is in rather deep sand 
cutting, in which the water, when the lake is full, would stand 
15 or 16 feet deep. The next 4,000 feet is in tunnel, the first 
portion of which, at least, would be in wet sand and gravel. 
As has been before said, it is impossible to give anything 
like a reliable estimate of the cost of this portion of the work. 
Also the cost of protecting the old conduit while building a 
new one beside it is a matter of considerable uncertainty. 

The following is the approximate estimate : —

ANALYSES OF CHARLES RIVER WATER. 


A great number of analyses of Charles-river water have 
been made since the question of bringing a supply of water 
to Boston was first agitated. 
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During the early days of the discussion, from 1834 to 
1845, the purity of this water was a matter of animated, al- 
most bitter controversy, and quite a number of opinions on 
the subject were then published. 

To quote them in full would occupy too much space; it 
will be well, however, to bring together the various analy- 
ses, and to give the opinions in brief. 

In a report made in 1834 by Loammi Baldwin, the results 
of an analysis by Dr. C. T. Jackson, of a sample (F) “taken 
by the falls in Watertown ” are given : — 

“F. Clear, transparent and colorless; has a few flocculi. 
No animalculi. Specific gravity, 1.0005. 5,000 ers. evap- 
orated to dryness leave 0.1 grs. vegetable matter.” 

He speaks of this water, among others, as being “ suffi- 
ciently pure for the ordinary uses of life.” 

Mr. Baldwin, after speaking of the poisonous qualities of 
the Concord-river water, as before quoted (page 25), says: 
“This natural defect of streams flowing through extensive 
boggy soil, and lying as the water does in winter and spring, 
and often in summer, upon immense fields of morass lands 
bordering on the Charles and Concord, should induce great 
caution in taking their waters for the supply of towns.” 

In the report of 1837, by Commissioners Treadwell, Bald- 
win and Hale, the following results of an analysis by A. A. 
Hayes, are found : — 

“No. 4. [Charles river.] Nearly colorless, has no percep- 
tible odor, is more brisk and sparkling than either of the 
specimens. 

**100,000 lbs. give by repeated trials, 3,741 pound bulks 
of mixed gases, which were decomposed into oxygen, 2,040, 
nitrogen, 1,701. 3 

“ A trace of carbonic acid only, can be observed; the ex- 
cess of oxygen is an unusual fact ; 3.32 lbs. result from the 
evaporation of 100,000 lbs. at 212° F.

The Commissioners say, “ We have found the water of this 
river more colored than that of Spot pond, Long pond, or 
Mystic pond. The chemical analysis, however, shows it to 
be a very pure water. Notwithstanding this, we consider 
the presence of coloring matter as a serious, though not an 
insuperable objection.” 

In 1845 various pamphlets were published in opposition to 
the Long pond or Cochituate scheme, and generally favoring 
the taking of water from Charles river. In one of these pam- 
phlets by John H. Wilkins, Esq., it was contended that the 
Charles-river water was superior to that of Long pond. 
These pamphlets were answered by Commissioner Hale, who 
devoted several pages to the discussion of the purity of the 
waters. He objected to that of Charles river on account of 
its color and the amount of sewage it received in 50 miles of 
its length above Watertown. 

Analyses of two samples by B. Silliman, Jr., are given in 
a report made in 1845 by Commissioners John B. Jervis and 
Walter R. Johnson. They are as follows: — 

No. 6 was taken from the river at Watertown, July 29, at 
six P.M. No. 7 was taken at South Natick, July 22, at 
nine A. M.

Mr. Silliman says that these and a number of other waters 
he examined “are all remarkably free from foreign matters.” 


The commissioners, in their remarks upon samples, say : — 
“Sample No. 6 was taken on the afternoon of July 26, 
from Charles river, at Watertown, 150 feet above the lower 
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dam, where the current appeared to be the most rapid. 
When first collected its odor was strongly marked by the pe- 
culiar smell of marsh water ; floating fibres were numerous, 
and at least two species of animalcules were observed. The 
taste was somewhat styptic, — savored decidedly of stagnant 
pools, and was characterized by a kind of astringency like 
that left on the tongue by tan, orcertain slightly acrid barks 
and roots. This continued to be perceived for half an hour 
after tasting the water. After several weeks the insects died, 
the odor was nearly lost, and only the peculiar styptic taste 
remained. When first collected the taste of this water was 
highly objectionable.” 

“Sample No. 7 is from Charles river at South Natick. It 
was collected in a mill-pond at that place, midway between 
the banks, and, by estimation, about 200 feet above the dam. 
This water had a yellowish color, a taste and odor both 
savoring of the marsh and animalcules in small numbers.” 

In the report of the State Board of Health for 1873, will 
be found a very interesting paper on the present condition of 
certain rivers of Massachusetts, by Prof. Wm. Ripley 
Nichols. It throws so much light upon the general 
question of purity of river waters that, with consent, it 
is reproduced here in Appendix II. In it will be found a 
great number of analyses of Charles river and other waters, 
and the views of Prof. Nichols on this and other rivers as 
sources for domestic supply. ‘There is an Appendix to it, 
giving the result of a number of chemical examinations made 
by J. M. Merrick in the early part of last summer, for the 
town of Brookline. 

The order of Feb. 16 requires that the purity of the water 
of Charles river, at the most expedient point of taking the 
same for the use of the City of Boston, shall be ascertained. 

Without a much more thorough study of the river than it 
has been possible to make, the location of this point cannot 
be determined. In the preliminary report of Feb. 13, 1872, 
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it was stated that the best point “is between Newton Lower 
and Upper Falls.” A more familiar acquaintance with the val- 
ley of the Charles places this statement in doubt, and it will 
be seen by reference to City Doc. No. 29 of 1873, page 74, 
that even at that date this doubt was felt to a certain extent. 
It is there said, “The Charles is the natural drain of a terri- 
tory which in the future will support a large population, and 
its waters will be liable to appreciable pollution from the sewage 
of that population, requiring either special means for its puri- 
fication or a removal of the pumping station to a more dis- 
tant point.” 

The river after passing South Natick flows for nearly 20 
miles to Newton Upper Falls through a flat country, chiefly 
of meadow lands, with only one dam in that distance. In this 
respect itis somewhat similar to the Concord above Billerica, 
though the extent of meadows is not nearly so great. In this 
distance no opportunity for a storage basin offers itself, and 
it is thought that to store water at some point above South 
Natick, and then pass it down as wanted in the summer sea- 
son, through such a channel bordered by a considerable popu- 
lation, which is destined to increase largely in the future, 
would tend to so far contaminate it as to render it at least 
suspicious. 

Even for a long distance above South Natick it is not cer- 
tain that a basin could be formed of sufficient depth to insure 
the purity of the water; in fact, an eye examination of the 
grounds leads to the conclusion that such a basin cannot be 
built; if, however, surveys should prove the contrary, and a 
dam a little above South Natick would secure capacious stor- 
age room, there seems to be no reason why water taken at 
this point should not be as good, in all respects, as that taken 
from storage basins on the Sudbury or any other similar 
stream. 

The summer flow of the Charles at Newton is between 20 
and 30 million gallons per day, and for a day or two at a 


time it may be reduced to 10 or 12 millions. It will be 
7 
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necessary, therefore, to build storage basins to obtain a large 
supply from it, and in a dry season the dams of these basins 
will stop entirely the natural flow of the river. As at such 
times it will be necessary to husband the water, only so much 
as is needed for the supply of the city will be allowed to pass 
the dams, and if then it have a run of many miles, through 
meadow lands and past a number of villages, it will take up 
considerable foreign matter, and in this condition will be 
pumped directly into the distributing reservoirs. If this 
view be correct, the water should be taken directly from the 
storage basin, or somewhere above South Natick. 

On the other hand, if the water be taken at some point near 
Newton Upper Falls, the works for conveying it to the dis- 
tributing reservoirs will cost very much less, and as for the 
first few years the quantity taken will be so small that even 
the summer flow of the river can be made to largely exceed 
it, and as at present the amount of sewage carried into the 
channel between South Natick and the Upper Falls is not 
large, it is possible that true economy would require locating 
the pumping engines at this point, having in view always their 
ultimate removal to or beyond South Natick. 

The objection would still obtain, however, of delivering 
the water into Chestnut-hill reservoir in its discolored state. 

As this uncertainty existed in regard to the most expedient 
point of taking, I have had four samples analyzed, one from 
Newton Lower Falls, one from Newton Upper Falls, one 
from near Spring-street bridge, and the fourth from South 
Natick. The analyses were made by Messrs. Merrick and 
Gray, and give the following results : —

The above results show the Charles-river water to be very 
pure, and that last February it was quite free from color. 
The sample taken at South Natick, or from the highest point 
on the river from which any samples were taken, was the 
most discolored of all, but its tinge was hardly perceptible.

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In the foregoing report and in that of Jan. 27, 1873 (City 
Doc. No. 29), it has been said that the minimum yield, or 
the yield in a year of extreme drought, should be used as the 
basis of estimates upon the real value of a source of supply ; 
also that “It has been customary in this country and in Eng- 
land to assume that a very large percentage of the rainfall 
may be made available; but numerous failures to realize in 
times of even moderate drought the amount estimated upon, 
have led engineers to use a much smaller percentage than 
formerly.” 

In confirmation of these positions, and as showing the 
danger of calculating the available yield from averages of 
rainfalls, volumes of flow, etc., the following extracts from 
the report of the Royal Commission of 1867 on Water Sup- 
ply, and from the evidence of engineers given before the 
Commission are printed. 

In the report the term “gravitation schemes” is used as 
referring to schemes whose sources of supply aresmall rivers, 
improved with storage or catchment reservoirs, the water in 
most cases being delivered by gravitation, in distinction to 
schemes deriving a supply from large rivers, for which no 
storage basins are needed, and which usually require the 
water to be pumped for distribution. 


* REMARKS ON GRAVITATION SCHEMES GENERALLY. 


* Durings the sittings of this Commission, the gravitation 
plans throughout the country have been subjected to a severe

test by the occurrence of an unusually long drought in 1868. 
Although the rainfall of the whole year was above the aver- 
age, yet it was very unequally distributed; as from the end 
of April to the end of September, a period of five months, 
there was scarcely any rain. Hence the capacities of the 
catchment reservoirs were severely tested, the towns having 
to depend entirely on the stores in them, without any feed- 
ing supply, except that of perennial springs. ; 

“In Manchester, it appears that after official notices had 
been published, cautioning the inhabitants against waste, and 
urging them to economize their supplies, the corporation, on 
the 38d of August, limited the supply to the city to 12 hours 
of the day, stopped the street-watering, and diminished the - 
trade supplies by one-half. They also made an arrangement 
with the mill-owners, for reducing by one-half the quantity 
given to the mills on the line of the river, and made compen- 
sation in money for the deficiency. In the middle of Sep- 
tember the general supply to the town was further limited to 
eight hours per day, and the quantity for trades also dimin- 
ished. Many persons were prosecuted for waste or undue 
use of water. The eight hours’ supply lasted seven days, 
and the 12 hours’ supply 76 days. : 

“ At Rochdale, as early as the 25th June, the supply was 
limited to four hours per day for 15 weeks; but with this 
precaution, during the second week in October, the store be- 
came entirely exhausted, and the town would have been al- 
most without water, but that recourse was had to pumping 
from a colliery in the neighborhood. 

“ At Bury the store ran so low towards the end of August 
that it was reserved entirely for compensation to the mills, 
and the company obtained a supply of seven gallons per head 
from neighboring works; for baths, and for the numerous 
manufacturing and trade uses in the town, there was none. 
This continued for five weeks.” . | 

The report further mentions the following towns depending 
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upon storage schemes, as having derived, during seasons of 
drought, a much less supply than had originally been esti- 
mated: Liverpool, Neweastle-on-Tyne, Bristol, Preston, 
Kendall, Bradford, Halifax, Sheffield, Stockport, Bolton, 
Ashton, Stalybridge, Oldham, Dewsbury, Warrington, Black- 
Durniand others. ...+. 

“The causes of this difficulty may lie either in an over- 
estimate of the available rainfall, or in an insufficient provis- 
ion of storage. ‘The sufficiency of water-collecting plans’ in 
these respects must be tested both by the concurrence of sev- 
eral consecutive dry years, and by occasional droughts of 
long duration; and to obtain the necessary data on these 
points, for any particular district, must require special obser- 


vations on that district, extended over a considerable time.” 


“Tn so variable a climate, and with a rainfall in different 
parts of the kingdom ranging in round numbers from 20 to 
100 inches, it is of primary importance to have the most 
complete information as to the rainfall, and, as the annual 
variation is also great, the average fall for a term of years 
cannot be determined without observations extended over a 
long period. Less than 20 years would probably not suffice. 
But the question, with reference to a water-supply, has to 
deal not with the average rainfall of a long term of years, 
but with a short term depending on the capacity of the 


storage. In no case yet contemplated would it be prudent 


to rely on more than the average of three years, and under 
certain conditions it is doubtful whether two years would not 
be asaferterm. . . . 

“The question of storage room involves complicated con- 
siderations, which have been especially dwelt upon by Mr. 
Hawkesly. On account of the irregularity of the rainfall, 
particularly in mountainous districts, it is impracticable to 
construct reservoirs large enough to store the entire quantity 
received, so that all large floods occurring when the reser- 
voirs are full must pass away and be lost. Hence the avail- 

8 
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able average attainable from reservoirs must fall much short 
of that deduced simply from the fall of rain.” 


EVIDENCE OF ROBERT RAWLINSON, ESQ., CIVIL ENGINEER. 


‘Are we to understand that the object of the remarks 
which you have made with regard to the average of rainfall 
is to guard against the supposition that any scheme which 
professes to supply the inhabitants of any given town with 
water should not be calculated upon the average, but that 
there must be a deduction, and of, in your judgment, one 
third from that average as a proper deduction to make that 
quantity safe? 

“T think so, the same as I say is exemplified in Liverpool ; 
they have been landed in a very grievous mistake, because 
they relied upon the supposed average.” 


EVIDENCE OF REV. J. C. CLUTTERBUCK. 


“Does there appear in your judgment any serious objec- 
tion, apart from the question of cost, to the schemes which 
have been generally considered ? 

“One of the objections which struck me with regard to the 
scheme proposed by Mr. Bateman was, that he had not suffi- 
ciently shown that the water-sbed there would yield the 
amount of water that he calculates upon. In the first place 
he has not sufficient information with reference to the average 
quantity of rainfall; not that I attach much importance to 
the averages of rainfall. I think that all rainfall with ref- 
erence to the areas which are to supply water to London, 
must be considered with regard to the minimum, whatever 
that is— what shall be the minimum of rainfall, and what 
shall be the possible duration of drought which may deprive 
you of water at a certain time. The objection us it appears 
to me to Mr. Bateman’s plan is that you have no certainty 
that you shall not at some period be deprived of water.” 
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“Then your objection would be to taking an average at 
all? 

“Decidedly. | 

“And for the sake of safety you would take the minimum 
fall, and all plus that would be gain? 

“The only thing to set against that would be the natural 
or artificial storage of water in those lakes, but when you 
speak of that as a supply of water which you are to depend 
upon you must take the minimum, as it appears to me.” 


EVIDENCE OF THOMAS DUNCAN, ESQ., ENGINEER OF THE 
LIVERPOOL WATER WORKS. 


“JI think that calculations for the supply of towns should 
be upon minimums and not means.” 


EVIDENCE OF THOMAS HAWKSLEY, ESQ., HYDRAULIC 
ENGINEER. 


“In order to furnish that supply to London, what amount 
of rainfall would you consider to be necessary ? 

‘J should first explain that the 45 inches of rain is only the 
quantity which on an average descends from the heavens, and 
that quantity is subject to two deductions. In the first place, 
we know asa matter of absolute fact that we cannot by any sys- 
tems of reservoirs which it is practicable to construct ( I will 
not say with a reasonable but with a large amount of capital) 
deal with more than the average of three consecutive years of 
minimum fall. We know as a matter of experience — and 
this important fact is verified by large and long-continued 
rain tables — that in those three years the average fall of rain 
is almost precisely one-sixth part less than the general aver- 
age, and I could refer the Commission to any number of long- 
continued rain tables to establish that fact ; but we know also, 
as engineers, that practically that is the case. If we take 
from the 45 inches a sixth of that quantity, that will be 7} 
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inches, and that would leave 87} inches as the quantity of 
rainfall due to the three minimum years. Then from that we 
have to take the evaporation. Now, the evaporation over a 
district like that, part of which is lowland and part of which 
is highland, will be about 134 inches” [the evaporation and 
losses in the Eastern States of this country are from 75 to 100 
per cent. greater than in England], “and if that be deducted 
there is the residual quantity of 24 inches, and that may be 
deemed to be the available quantity. That is the way in 
which we now make all our calculations for undertakings of 
this kind. Iam not shifting or moving the calculation in 
any way. ‘This system has been tested by actual results in a 
great many cases, and is known to be as accurate as anything 
dependent upon the eventualities of the seasons can possibly 
be. It is as near to the truth as we can in practice obtain 
anything. 

“You stated, dia you not, that you allowed from the 37} 
inches 134 inches for evaporation ? 

“Yes; 134 inches. 

“That would give you an available rainfall of 24 inches? 

“Yes, upon which you might, in my opinion, safely rely, 
providing your reservoirs were made large enough to deal 
with that quantity. 

“ What sized reservoirs should you think would be large 
enough to deal with that. quantity ? 

“The reservoirs to deal with that quantity should be of a 
magnitude to store 170 days’ supply.” 


EXTRACT FROM A REPORT TO THE COMMISSION, BY JOHN 
TAYLOR, ESQ., CIVIL ENGINEER, ON GRAVITATION WATER 
SUPPLIES TO LARGE TOWNS. 


“The general conclusions to be drawn from the data I have 
given in the preceding pages respecting the largest gravita- 
tion water supplies in this country, are as follows : — 
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‘That none of the works alluded to have completely ful- 
filled the anticipated results. 

“ Manchester and Glasgow are favorable examples of grav- 
itation works, but exhibit signs of deficiency when tested for 
cycles of dry years; and of the jive large towns alluded to, 
Jour have already erected, or are erecting, pumping works in 
aid of the gravitation supplies. 

“ Thus, it appears that, basing calculations on average falls 
of rain is erroneous; the minimum quantities only should be 
depended upon; but, as I have before stated, there is yet no 
experience sufficient to show what are the minimum falls in a 
given district, nor what proportion of such falls would be 
available. 

“ The question of storage is, of course, an important ele- 
ment in gravitation works, and from past experience it is 
plain that complete security against want of water, in excep- 
tionally dry years, could only be attained by storing all the 
flood waters of two or three successive winters, or, in other 
words, providing storage for 300 or 400 days’ supply to the 
district. 

“This matter was well explained by Mr. Homersham, 
C. E., in a report on the supply of water to Manches- 
ter in 1848, in which he states generally that if the whole 
quantity of water collected in wet years be not used, then 
the quantity of water that could be regularly yielded by the 
reservoirs would depend upon the depth of rain falling on 
the gathering ground and flowing off it in the average of 
years, since the water falling in wet years would be stored 
from wet to dry years. ‘The size of such reservoirs must, 
however, be very large, as they must be sufficient to contain 
the superabundance of a succession of wet years, in order to 
compensate for the deficiency of a succession of dry ones. 

“The axiom in mechanics that the strength of a beam is 
the strength only of its weakest part, applies also to gravi- 
tation water-works, their real strength or power of supply 
being only the minimum quantity they may be reduced to.” 
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EXTRACT FROM A REPORT OF JOHN TAYLOR, ESQ., ON THE 
DROUGHT OF 1868, AS REGARDS ITS EFFECT ON GRAVI- 
TATION WATER SUPPLIES TO LARGE TOWNS. 


* With regard to the rainfall of the present year, the aver- 
age for 13 localities in the counties of Lancashire, Cheshire, 
Cumberland, Northumberland, and Yorkshire, for the last 
10 months, to the end of October, has been about 30 inches ; 
and comparing the results of this year with the averages 
of the corresponding 10 months for many years past, at 
places for which I have been able to get such returns, I find 
the rainfall has been deficient in the proportion of about 40} 
inches to 343 inches, or 85 per cent. of the average. This 
deficiency, however, does not, in itself, altogether account 
for the extraordinary drought that has prevailed, because 
during the first three months of the present year the rainfall 
was generally more than an average. It was the singular 
deficiency of rain in May, June, and July, accompanied with 
an excess of temperature and evaporation, that caused the 
exhaustion of the springs, streams, rivers, and stores of 
water throughout the country. 

“The general result has been that nearly all gravitation 
supplies of water, obtained from drainage grounds, have failed 
in a manner hitherto unprecedented within the known expe- 
rience of such works, proving that the data on which they 
have been based have been fallacious, and that the storage 
reservoirs and gathering grounds of such works must be 
greatly increased to meet the demands of years like the 
present.”

ON THE PRESENT CONDITION OF CERTAIN 
RIVERS OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


By an order of the Legislature, passed April 6, 1872, the 
Board of Health were instructed to inquire into certain mat- 
ters connected with the questions of sewage, sewerage and 
the water-supply. The text of this order may be found on 
the tenth page of the last (fourth) Annual Report, and in 
compliance therewith a report upon these questions was made 
a year ago to the Board by Dr. Derby, Secretary of the 
Board, and the writer. 

.During the present year the inquiry has been prosecuted 
further, having more especially in view a reply to the third 
clause of: the article referred to,— “ the increasing joint use of 
water-courses for sewers and as a source of supply for do- 
mestic use by the people of this Commonwealth.” 

It has been thought desirable to investigate the present 
condition of the running streams, partly to learn the extent 
to which they are now made the carriers and receptacles of 
refuse materials, and partly to put on record some detailed 
statements, to which future reference can be made in the 
event of apparently increasing contamination. This inquiry 
was begun last year on the Blackstone river, and this year 
has been made to embrace several of the rivers of Eastern 
Massachusetts, principally the Merrimack, Blackstone, Sud- 
bury, Concord and Charles. 

In endeavoring to ascertain the character of a natural 


water, and especially of a running stream, whether the ex- 
9 
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amination be undertaken simply for scientific purposes or 
with reference to employing the water as a source of supply 
for domestic uses, it is important not to base too general 
statements upon the results of a single examination. The 
greater the number of conditions under which the samples 
can be taken, and the larger the number of samples, the 
more complete will be the answer to the inquiry proposed. 
Many loose statements find their way into reports of water 
committees and water boards, in which the estimate of the 
character of a running stream is based upon the results of a 
single examination, made, possibly, under extremely favor- 
able or extremely unfavorable circumstances. It has there- 
fore been thought better for the present year not to extend 
the work over a very large number of streams, but rather to 
choose a more limited number of streams, and to make ex- 
aminations at several different times during the summer, fall 
and winter. It has been proposed further to examine the 
water at the same localities once or twice during the spring 
of 1874. 

Great care has been exercised in collecting the water for 
chemical examination, and, having a very strong feeling of 
the importance of this part of the investigation, I have made 
personal visits to the localities indicated in the tables, and 
have taken the samples, except in one or two instances, with 
my own hands, using every necessary precaution. 

The chemical examination of the waters was made as soon 
as possible after the collection, being, as a rule, begun and 
finished on the following day. A somewhat detailed state- 
ment of the methods employed will be found in the Appendix 
to this Report. Most of the analytical work has been per- 
formed by Miss Ellen H. Swallow, A. M., in the laboratory 
of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, under my own 
direction. I take pleasure in acknowledging my indebted- 
ness to her valuable assistance, and in expressing my confi- 
dence in the accuracy of the results obtained. 
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THE MERRIMACK RIVER. 


The Merrimack rises in New Hampshire. Its head-waters 
are the streams flowing from the granitic regions of the 
White and Franconia mountains; and Lake Winnipiseogee 
serves as a huge storage reservoir to equalize the flow of the 
river during the summer months. Of the 110 miles of its 
course, 40 are in our own State. Both in New Hampshire 
and in Massachusetts it receives contributions to its volume 
from almost innumerable brooks and small streams, and from 
other tributaries of considerable size, such as the Pemigewas- 
set, Contoocook, Suncook, Souhegan, Nashua, Concord, 
Shawshine and Spicket. The manufacturing interest upon its 
banks is very great. Concord and Manchester (N. H.), and 
Lowell and Lawrence (Mass.) lie directly upon the river, 
taking advantage of its waters as a source of power, drawing 
from it in some cases their water-supply, and using it also as 
a means of removing a greater or less portion of the refuse 
from their factories and their dwellings. The population of 
the principal towns upon the river was as follows, according 
to the census of 1870 :—

A few figures may give some idea of the extent of the 
manufacturing interest on the Merrimack within the borders 
of our own State. At Lowell there are some 75 mill-build- 
ings, in which about 16,000 operatives are employed. About 
10,000 horse-power is derived from the river, and, in addi- 
tion, steam-power is used to the extent of 6,000 horse-power. 
The Merrimack Manufacturing Company alone consumes, 
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among other things, 7,500 gallons of oil per annum, 225,000 
pounds of starch, 1,100 barrels of flour, 2,500,000 pounds 
of madder, 50,000 of copperas, 170,000 of alum, 200,000 of 
sumac, 1,120,000 of sulphuric acid, 300,000 of bark, 350,000 
of soda-ash, and 40,000 of soap.* 

At Lawrence there are some 25 mills (buildings) , employ- 
ing 9,000 operatives. The manufacturing industry is less at 
Lawrence than at Lowell, but it is still very considerable. 
The Pacific Mills, which is the largest corporation, use some 
800,000 pounds of starch, 540 barrels of flour, 8,300 gallons 
of oil, etc. 


Character of the fiver-Bed. 


The river, as has been said above, has its beginning in the 
mountain-streams of New Hampshire, and for the greater 
part of its course flows over a rocky or gravelly bed, the 
banks becoming in some places quite high. In the vicinity 
of Concord, N. H., there are beds of clay, and in times of 
freshet considerable quantities of earthy matter are washed 
into and carried down by the river. ‘The water ordinarily is 
clear, and possesses little color. At times of freshet, how- 
ever, for some two months and more during the year,{ there 
is a large quantity of suspended matter, made up of particles

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of sand and silicious minerals and, to some extent, of clay. 
The aggregate amount of this earthy material is enormous. 
Dr. Dana, of Lowell, a number of years ago attempted to 
estimate it, but of course the data for any such calculation 
are far from being sufficient. He says: — 

“In the year 1838, during 23 days of freshet, from May 
till November, no less than 71,874,068 pounds of geine [7. e. 
organic matter. — w. R. N.| and salts rolled by the city of 
Lowell, borne seaward. During the five days of the great 
freshet, from January 28th to February 1st, 1839, no less 
than 35,970,897 pounds of the same matter rolled by at from 
the rate of 112,128 pounds to 20,405,397 pounds per day ; 
each cubic foot of water bearing onwards from 1} to 30} 
grains. This is only the suspended matter. That which is 
chemically dissolved by the waters, the fine, filmy deposit, 
which occurs in a few days after the coarser and grosser mat- 
ters subside, and the matter ordinarily suspended in the 
water of the river, added to the above for the year 1838, give 
a grand total of 839,181 tons of salts and geine which were 
rolled dewn in the water of the Merrimack River.’’* 

Dr. Dana made a chemical examination of the suspended 
matter, and states the composition of the coarser part, that 
which deposits more readily, to consist of —

Mr. Burbank, of Lowell, has more recently examined th's 
suspended matter. He found that a portion settled very

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rapidly, and consisted almost entirely of minute grains of 
fine, sharp sand; the portion of the deposit which settled 
after a longer interval of time was made up of finer sand, of 
scales of mica, of clay, of silicious infusorial remains, and of 
flocculent vegetable matter. The entire sediment from three 
gallons of river-water, taken April 29, 1869, and allowed to 
stand until it became perfectly clear, measured (wet) #35 of 
a cubic inch. 7 

The character of the country from which the Merrimack 
gathers its supply, and the nature of its bed, would lead us 
to expect to find the water naturally quite free from organic 
impurities, and this expectation has been borne out by chem- 
ical examination. 


Present Condition of the fiver. 


The results of the chemical examinations of water from 
different points of the course of the river are given in 
Table I., in which table the results are stated in “parts per 
100,000.” As, however, it has been the custom with many 
to give such results in “grains per gallon,” a second table

(Ia.) is appended, in which they are so expressed. 
The samples of water have been taken from the following 
localities : — 


A. Tyngsborough, near the bridge now building, about 
eight miles above the dam at Lowell. 


B. Pawtucket Dam, Lowell. — This dam is situated at the 
upper part of Lowell, just above the bridge which connects 
Lowell and Dracut. The dam diverts the water on the 
Lowell side into two canals belonging to the “ Proprietors of 
the Locks and Canals on the Merrimack River.” The canals 
convey the water to the various manufacturing corporations.

Two or three weeks previous to the November examination 
there had been quite a freshet, owing to heavy rains. At 
this time, however, the amount of suspended matter was very 
small. 


C. Hunt's Falis. — Just below Lowell the Merrimack is 
joined by the Concord, a stream small in comparison with 
the river into which it flows, but not of inconsiderable size. 
It furnishes power (in all about 500 horse-power) to several 
manufacturing establishments. Below the junction of the 
Concord and Merrimack are “ Hunt’s Falls,” where the river 
flows rapidly over a bed strewn with boulders. The water 
at this point was of necessity taken near the shore. The 
current is rapid, however, even close to the banks, and sam- 
ples were taken from both sides of the stream. As the fac- 
tories are on the right-hand side of the river, ‘and as the 
Concord enters on the same side, the character of the water 
is here very different at different parts of the current. 


D. Above Lawrence.— From Hunt’s Falls the river flows 
to Lawrence, where it encounters the dam of the Essex Com- 
pany, and is thus diverted to furnish power to the various 
manufacturing establishments. The locality from which the 
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specimens were taken was about half a mile above the dam, 
near the boundary between Lawrence and Methuen and An- 
dover. At this point the river is some 800 feet wide, and the 
depth of the water at different points was found to be as 
follows : —

EK. Below Lawrence. — A short distance below Lawrence 
the canal which furnishes water to the larger corporations 
enters the river on the north side, and at about the same 
point the Spicket river also joins the Merrimack. The 
Spicket is a small stream. It receives drainage from some 
manufactories, and some sewage from dwellings. The canal 
on the south side of the river empties into the Shawshine 
river, which, in its turn, empties into the Merrimack some- 
what below the mouth of the Spicket. The “station” chosen 
was below the mouth of the Spicket, and above that of the 
Shawshine. At this point the surface of the river is dotted 
over with bits of wool and cotton; the water is covered with 
a greasy film, and sometimes thickly strewn with flocks of 
soap-suds. 

From what has been said of the magnitude of the manufac- 
turing operations carried on upon the banks of the river (and 
nothing has been said of the very great number of paper- 
mills, grist-mills and small factories upon the numerous 
brooks and small streams which empty into the river), we 
might at first sight suppose that the effect would be to make 
the water very foul, and to cause it to be unfit to use for any 
domestic purpose. Inspection of the Tables I and Ia. (as 
well as of the Table 10., in which are collected mean results) 
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will show that such is not the case; and if we observe the 
mean result of the examination of eleven samples taken from 
the river just below Lawrence, where to the eye it is the most 
filthy, we shall see that the amount of dissolved solid matter 


is very small.

What becomes of all the waste material daily thrown into 
the waters of the Merrimack? ° 

This question has already been somewhat discussed in a 
previous report, but it may be well to recapitulate or restate 
the facts and opinions there brought forward. 

The principal causes which contribute to the apparent dis- 
appearance of the refuse received by the river are three, and 
these, in what I conceive to be the inverse order of their im- 
portance, are oxidation, deposition and dilution. 


Oxidation. — Although it is not practicable, in the case of 
a running stream like the Merrimack, to trace the progress 
of the destruction of the organic material by oxidation, yet 
there is no doubt that a certain amount is so destroyed. The 
presence of nitrogen in the form of nitrites and nitrates is 
mainly due to the oxidation of nitrogenous organic material, 
The amount of nitrogen thus existing in the Merrimack, even 
below Lawrence, is so small that its determination would not 
afford much that is valuable as data of comparison. In the 
last report of the Board, the reasons are given which lead to 
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the belief that the effects of oxidation have been overrated, 
although they are not, on the other hand, to be depreciated. 
In this connection I made an attempt to ascertain whether 
any difference could be perceived in the amount of oxygen 
dissolved in the water at various points in the stream, such 
as above and below Lawrence and above and below Lowell. 
The results obtained may be found in the Tables I. and I. a. 
As far as the direct end which was in view when the inquiry 
began is concerned, the results are negative. It is true that 
on September 8th the amount of oxygen in the river above 
Lowell (see No. 108) was found to be 3.32 cubic centimeters 
to the liter, while below the city (No. 109) only 1.89 cubic 
centimeters was found; but determinations made at other 
times showed a smaller amount above the dam; and, more- 
over, at the time No. 108 was examined, a stiff breeze was 
ruffling the surface of the river. Although a very consider- 
able number of determinations, made at frequent intervals 
over a sufficiently long period of time, might show some de- 
crease of oxygen below the manufacturing towns, I did not 
feel that sufficient encouragement was afforded by the results 
obtained to warrant, at the present time, a very extended 
series of experiments. The total amount of oxygen seems 
very small, — much smaller than we might expect. More- 
over, the amount was found to be quite uniform throughout 
the mass of the water, as may be seen by comparing Nos. 
145 and 147, where water was taken not only from the sur- 
face, but also from a depth of some twelve feet. 


Deposition. — Much waste material thrown into rivers is 
made up wholly or in part of substances insoluble in water. 
A portion, and a very considerable portion, even in a running 
stream, is deposited upon the bottom or stranded upon the 
banks. This deposition can often be very plainly observed 
in the immediate neighborhood of the points of discharge. 


Other chemical changes besides that of oxidation, alluded to 
LE 
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above, take place, especially where the refuse is that from 
manufactories. Waste liquors from different manufacturing 
operations meet and cause the formation of new and, in many 
cases, of insoluble compounds. At the time of the spring 
freshets, much that during the summer may have been depos- 
ited at one part of the stream, in the bed or on the banks, is 
washed up again, and, mingling with the earthy materials 
held in suspension, is swept onward to the sea, or, enveloped 
in the earthy matter, especially if this be of a clayey nature, 
is deposited lower down on the stream. This scouring action 
of freshets is, in fact, relied upon to keep the bed of the 
river clear in certain cases where a so-called natural filtration 
is adopted as a means of improving the quality of river- 
water which is to be used as a supply for domestic use. 


Dilution. — By far the most important reason of the ap- 
parent disappearance of sewage and other waste material is 
the fact that the amount of solid matter is so smal] compared 
with the volume of water into which it is thrown, that it is 
disseminated through the mass, and thus lost to observation, 
and, in many cases, to chemical tests. 

If, in the examination of the Merrimack made at two 
such localities as above Lowell and then again below Law- 
rence, we find at the lower point no sensible increase of 
organic matter in a given bulk of water, the first ex- 
planation that. suggests itself is, that the organic matter is 
so rapidly destroyed by oxidation as to leave no sign. A 
comparison of the results obtained in the chemical examina- 
tion of the river above and below Lawrence may be instruct- 
‘ive in this connection. Between these two points the river 
receives the refuse from nearly all the manufacturing estab- 
lishments, a large proportion of the excreta of the factory op- 
eratives, and a portion of the sewage of Lawrence. Moreover, 
the lower station is so short a distance below the city, that 
no chemist, probably, would believe that any considerable 
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destruction of organic matter could take place in the rapid 
flow for so short a distance, and if, from chemical grounds, 
the evidence was not sufficient, the floating soap-suds, with 
still unbroken bubbles, and other materials borne down upon 
the current show the same thing. Now, in spite of this | 
addition, we observe only a slight increase in the total solid 
residue and in the albuminoid matters, while in the chlorine 
there is an actual decrease. This last fact is of considerable 
significance. I regard the determination of chlorine to be of 
great utility. All natural waters contain a small proportion 
of chlorine, very small in inland waters, slightly increased in 
waters near the sea. Chlorine is a universal accompaniment 
of sewage, generally in the form of chloride of sodium (com- 
mon salt), and occurs also in most manutacturing refuse. All 
the chlorine used in the process of bleaching is eventually 
washed away, and that contained in the various compounds of 
this element which are used in dye-houses and print-works, 
finds its way in the end into the drains of the establishments. 
On this account, although harmless in the combinations in 
which ‘it exists, its presence indicates the presence, now or 
formerly, of refuse material. Of course, in regions con- 
taining salt-springs and salt deposits these statements would 
not hold good, but our rivers normally contain but a very 
small proportion of chlorine. It is to be remarked further, 
that most chlorides are quite soluble in water, and that the 
chlorine compounds would have no tendency to deposit in an 
insoluble state,* so that, in a running stream, I do not see 
that there could be any sensible decrease except as a result 
of dilution. 

Now, although a large quantity of chlorine compounds are 


* It is, of course, true that there are insoluble substances which contain 
chlorine but there would be no opportunity for the formation of such. It is 
also asserted that natural soils and earth-filters will retain or absorb even 
soluble chlorides; if this be so, it could not, in any way, cause a decrease of 
the amount of chlorides in a running stream. 
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being thrown into the river at Lawrence, yet there is no 
apparent increase of the proportion of chlorine in the water 
below the city. In this case we have a substance readily 
traced. The chlorine cannot escape from the river in gaseous 
form, nor does it deposit in insoluble combination, and yet 
the first inspection of the analytical. results would lead, per- 
haps, to the conclusion that there was no real increase of im- 
purity. From these considerations it is evident, that in the 
case of the soluble organic. matter it is not necessary to sup- 
pose any destruction or decomposition; the apparent de- 
crease or lack of increase may be explained, as in the case of 
chlorine, by the fact of dilution, and where the distance be- 
tween the two points of examination is so short as in the 
Instance now under discussion (above and below Lawrence), 
this is no doubt the main cause concerned. 

In connection with this statement in reference to the chlo- 
rine, | was led to make an estimate of the amount of this ele- 
ment actually cast into the river at Lowell and Lawrence. 
To this end circulars were sent to the principal corporations 
in thes» cities asking for information with regard to the 
amount of chlorine-containing substances actually used by 
them. From these replies, it would seem that from the 
manufacturing operation at Lowell, chlorine to the amount 
of 800,000 pounds annually finds its way into the river. The 
refuse of household operations and excremental matter which 
reaches the river may probably with safety be estimated to 
add as much as 400,000 pounds, making the total amount 
from Lowell 700,000 pounds. At.Lawrence the amount 
derived from manufacturing operations may be taken as 
500,000 pounds; from other sources, 800,000 pounds ; in all, 
800,000 pounds. Although this amount seems quite large, 
it is to be observed that in the river it becomes mixed with 
an enormous amount of water, and, indeed, the total amount 
of waste material thrown into the Merrimack is small com- 
pared with the great volume of water. I have been led, in 
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~ fact, to make a calculation which shows that, if we take the 
average summer flow of the Merrimack at Lowell as being 
about 2,100 cubic feet per second,* in order to increase the 
solid matter in solution by the amount of one grain to the 
gallon, it would be necessary that there should be thrown 
into the river as much as 100 tons of dry material daily. 
This leaves out of the account the cnsoluble matters, and sup- 
poses the volume of water to remain the same; but as the 
volume of water is continually increasing, and as the soluble 
matter would be accompanied by a large amount of insoluble 
substances, a very much greater quantity would be necessary 
in order to cause such an increase as has been mentioned. 
When we consider that much of bulk of what we see cast 
into the stream is water, containing only a small proportion 
of solid matter, it will not surprise us that more effect is not 
produced upon the river. For example, urine contains only 
about 4 per cent. of solid matter, feeces only about 27 to 30 
per cent., and I found last year that the mean amount of dis- 
solved solids in Boston day-sewage was only six one-hun- 
dredths of one per cent. (0.06 per cent).f 
The waste liquors from many manufacturing opérations are 
also quite dilute; and although sometimes the stream into 


* Various estimates have been made of the amount of water flowing in the 
Merrimack at Lowell. I have taken, as sufficiently reliable, the mean summer 
flow at 2,100 cubic feet, and the mean annual flow as 5,400 cubic feet per 
second. The amount of water brought down by the Concord river has never 
been estimated with any attempt at accuracy. I am informed by the treasurer 
of the Wamesit Power Company, which controls the water-power on this river, 
that an estimate of the flow in summer was made some years ago for mill pur- 
poses. This estimate was 288 cubic feet per second. At Lawrence the power 
is controlled by the Essex Company. ‘The statements which I have been able 
to obtain as to the amount of water are as follows: the day-flow varies from 
4,000 to 40,000 cubic feet, and in extreme floods reaches 90,000 cubic feet per 
second. The mininum flow (4,000 cubic feet) usually continues for about three 
months, but has continued for six months, as, for instance, in 1870. In the 
dry season the night-flow is about 4,000 cubic feet per second. 

+See Fourth Annual Report of State Board of Health, 1873, p. 71. 
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which the refuse is poured is colored for a considerable dis- 
tance, yet the actual amount of solid coloring matter may not 
be very large. 

In addition to what has just been said, if we, instead of 
considering ihe summer flow of 2,100 cubic feet, take the 
mean flow, which is some 5,400 cubic feet per second, or the 
flow during a freshet, — as, for instance, when the water has 
a depth of nine or ten feet over the Lawrence dam, we shall 
see that dilution alone is sufficient to account for the slight 
apparent effect of the discharge into the stream of much that 
is offensive and noxious. 

Although the waste material thrown into the river is so 
largely diluted as to be almost lost to observation, we might 
be able to determine the increase of impurity between two 
points, if the amount of water at the points in question could 
be accurately gauged. But even in this case it would not be 
possible to infer too closely the amount to be attributed to 
any given source, for the river is continually receiving acces- 
sions to its volume by the infiltration of water from the sur- 
rounding country. Moreover, water is continually sinking 
through the bed of the river, and either through actual crey- 
ices in the rocky bed, or by a more slow process of percola- 
tion where the bed is gravelly, more or less water is finding 
its way to lower strata. 

The relative amounts in this way lost and gained vary very 
much in different streams, the loss or gain being in some 
cases readily observed, but in some cases going on without 
observation. ‘Thus the rigid scientific investigation of the 
amount of impurities carried down by a stream, and the in- 
crease or decrease of these impurities owing to natural or 
artificial causes, would be a very difficult problem. Most 
practical ends are, however, met by a knowledge of the pro- 
portional amount of impurity at any given point. As will 
be seen by the results of the chemical examinations, this pro- 
portion in the Merrimack is not large. The only thing which 
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causes its waters to be ill-suited for any manufacturing oper- 
ation is the suspended mineral matter with which it is, at 
some times, loaded; its use for domestic purposes will be 
discussed on subsequent pages. 


BLACKSTONE RIVER. 


An investigation into the condition of the Blackstone river, 
which was begun in 1872, has been continued during the 
present year. A description of the course of the river has 
been already given. (See the last Annual Report of the 
Board, page 82, and following.) The result of the examina- 
tions then made are incorporated with those made the present 
year in Tables Nos. II. and II.a. No further examination 
has been made of -Mill brook; the considerable number of 
examinations made last year seemed to render it, at this time, 
unnecessary. It is sufficient to say that the condition of 
things with respect to it is essentially the same, although 
analysis might, and probably would show, the amount of 
impurity to be somewhat increased. 

Specimens of the water have, however, been taken at vari- 
ous times at the stone bridge, just below Quinsigamond Vil- 
lage, about a mile below the junction of Mill brook and 
Kettle brook. Here the water, although varying somewhat 
in character, is always very foul. The water is always turbid, 
carrying a considerable amount of matter in suspension ; the 
surface is covered witha greasy scum, and on one occasion a 
dead dog was seen stranded ona rock in the middle of the 
stream, and had already begun to decay. 

A comparison of the results of the examination of the 
water taken from this and from other localities on the stream, 
as shown in Table IL., is very interesting. That there should 
be so much difference in the character of the water at the 
same locality at different times, is not a matter to occasion 
surprise ; it shows the value of a continued examination, and 
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the error involved in allowing a single examination to fix the 
character of a stream, especially of one which receives much 
sewage-matter. The samples are arranged in the table in the 
order of the localities from which they were taken proceed- 
ing from the upper part of the stream towards the mouth. 
These examinations show a very different condition of 
things from that which exists in the case of the Merrimack. 
The Blackstone river receives, in the beginning, a very 
large amount of foul matter, — the sewage of Worcester. The 
various manufacturing establishments upon its banks con- 
tribute to its pollution. It is to be remarked, that the char- 
acter of the bed is such, that the water as it flows seems, 
from its dark and turbid appearance, to be more foul than 
chemical examination shows it actually to be. Still, it is 
evident from an inspection of the table that the amount of 
pollution is considerable. From a comparison of the water 
just below Quinsigamond Village with that below Blackstone, 
it appears that, in respect to the total amount of impurity, 
to the chlorine, in every respect in fact, the condition of the 
water is better at the lower part of the stream. In the case 
of the Blackstone we can see, more readily than in that of 
the Merrimack, how largely this apparent decrease of im- 
purity is owing to the entrance of streams less polluted, and 
to water draining from the surrounding country.* We see, 
however, that the river at Blackstone still shows evidence of 
previous contamination. It may be remarked that, at the 


* T am informed by a gentleman largely interested in the mills on the Black- 
stone river and tributaries, that no measurements have, to his knowledge, 
been made of the flow of the river at any point within the State. He estimates 
however, the ordinary flow of the stream at the Rochdale Mills, at Northbridge, 
as being about 10,000 cubic feet per minute for twelve hours of each working- 
day. In Uxbridge, below the junction of the Blackstone and Manchaug riv- 
ers, it is about 18,000 cubie feet per minute for twelve hours of each working- 
day, and above the point at which the Little Blackstone enters the main stream 


in Gratton, there is probably not more than two-thirds as great a flow as at 
Northbridge. 
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time of the examination made September 15 and 17, the river 
was quite low, although not at the very lowest point reached 
during the summer. At the time of the examination made 
January 22, the river was quite full. The temperature of the 
air at this latter date was about 8° C. (46° F.), and there 
was little ice in the stream, although the water was near the 
freezing point. 


CHARLES RIVER. 


Charles river rises in the extreme south-western part of 
Norfolk County, and its water-shed includes a whole, or a 
part, of the towns of Bellingham (population in 1870, 1,283), 
Franklin (2,512), Medway (8,721), Norfolk (1,081), Med- 
field (1,142), Sherborn (1,062), Natick (6,404), Dover 
(645), Needham (3,607), Dedham (7,342), West Roxbury 
(8,683), Newton (12,825), Weston (1,261) and Waltham 
(9,065). The river empties into Boston Harbor, and, as a 
tidal stream, flows between Watertown, Cambridge and 
Charlestown on the one hand, and Brighton and Boston on 
the other. At the upper part of its course there are a few 
mills upon its banks, and from South Natick to the sea there 
is a succession of dams which, as the river has no very con- 
siderable fall, causes the water to set back for some distance. 
After the river becomes a tidal stream, it receives a large 
amount of sewage from the cities on its banks. The water 
of the stream above Newton is, as yet, but little contaminated. 
The amount of dissolved matter is small, as may be seen by 
an examination of the accompanying table. Having, in many 
places, a by no means rapid flow, and winding through low, 
marshy land, the amount of organic matter of vegetable 
origin is, especially in the latter part of the summer and 
during the fall, quite considerable; the water then becomes 
~ somewhat strongly colored, and possesses a slightly unpleas- 
ant taste. The town of Brookline, witha view to the possible 
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adoption of Charles river as a source of water-supply, had a 
number of chemical examinations made of the water at various 
times during the early part of the summer. The results of 
these examinations appear in the Brookline Water Report, 
September, 1873. For purposes of comparison, they are 
given in the Appendix to this report. 

The amount of water flowing in Charles river above New- 
ton has been measured at various times. Gaugings, made 
during July and August, 1841, showed a flow of about sixty- 
four cubic feet per second. During the month of September, 
1845, which was a dry month, the average flow was about 
thirty cubic feet per second. This is, of course, less than the 
mean annual flow. The river has recently been estimated to 
be able, with sufficient storage capacity, to furnish a daily 
supply of 50,000,000 gallons ; as, in this estimate, only two- 
thirds of total flow is taken into account, this would be equiv- 
alent to about 118 cubic feet per second as the mean flow. 
(See Report of Cochituate Water Board on an Additional 
Supply of water, 1873, p. 60.) 

The “stations ” chosen for the collection of water for chem- 
ical examination, were as follows :— 


A. At South Natick, at the dam. 

B. At Charles-river Village, above the dam. 

C. At Dedham, Ames-street bridge. 

C!. At Dedham, Spring-street bridge. 

D. At Needham, Nahanton-street bridge, near the gravel 
pits. Between C and D the river makes a bend, so as to 
flow almost in a circle, and forms in one place what might be 
called a pond (known as Cow Bay). Above the Spring- 
street bridge is located an establishment for cleaning sheep- 
skins, which, however, has seemed to be closed on every 
occasion on which the locality has been visited this summer. 


At this point (D) the river is very sluggish, it being, as a 
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rule, quite difficult to say, from simple observation of the 
stream, towards which direction the water flows. 

KE. At Newton Upper Falls, above the dam. 

KF, Below Newton Lower Falls, near the “ Riverside” sta- 
tion, on the Boston and Albany Railroad. 


G. At Waltham.

SUDBURY AND CONCORD RIVERS. 


Similar to the Charles-river water is that of the Sudbury 
river, or, as it is called after the junction with the Assabet, 
the Concord river. 

The Sudbury rises in and flows through meadow lands, ac- 
quiring thereby in the late~summer and fall a yellow, almost 
brown color. This color, the present year at least, has been 
more pronounced than in the case of Charles river, and 
on account of the thus far open winter the color has persisted 
longer than it sometimes does. The amount of organic matter, 
however, at the present writing (December 20) is much less 
than it was in September and October. As the Sudbury will 
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be considered more fully with reference to its proposed use 
as a supply for Boston and suburbs, attention is simply called 
at this point to the results of chemical examination given in 
Tables IV. and IV. a 

Below the point at which it is proposed to divert a portion 
of the water of the Sudbury for metropolitan use, the river 
passes through Saxonville, where there are woollen mills, and 
in the town of Concord joins the Assabet. The Assabet is 
formed by the junction of various brooks which rise in North- 
borough and in adjoining towns ; it flows through Hudson and 
Stow, and then into Concord. 

The united stream bears the name of Concord, and flows 
between Bedford and Carlisle, then through Billerica and 
Lowell, in which latter town it joins the Merrimack. At Bil- 
lerica there are somewhat extensive woollen mills, and at 
Lowell the water of the river is used to furnish power to 
several manufactories. 

The “stations ” chosen for the collection of water for chemi- 
cal examination were as follows : — 


A. Above Ashland. 

B. Below Ashland, after the river has been joined by Cal 
Spring brook, coming from Hopkinton. 

C. In Framingham, just above the point where the water 
of the river has been diverted into Farm pond. 

D. In Concord, before the Assabet joins the Sudbury. 

E. In Concord, below the junction of the Sudbury and 
Assabet. 

F. Billerica, above the mills. 

G. Above Lowell, at seven-arch bridge. 

H. Ln Lowell. 
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The flow of the Sudbury river at Framingham. has been 
estimated, from its drainage area, to be about 40,000,000 
gallons daily, or about 63 cubic feet per second. As 
to the flow of the Concord, something has already been said 
on page 80. 

From the results of the chemical examinations of the rivers 
which have been under consideration the present year, it 
appears that no one of them, with the exception of the Black- 
stone, can be called foul. This river is foul in the upper part 
of its course, although, for the present, the dilution of the 
polluted stream with water less polluted than its own, pre- 
serves the lower portion of the stream in a tolerably good 
condition. 

The Charles, Sudbury, Assabet, and Concord rivers are 
very different in character from the Merrimack or the Black- 
stone. Formed as they are by brooks which rise in meadow- 
Jand, and flowing as they do through meadows and marshes, 
the waters are characterized, especially in the late summer 
and fail, by the presence, in solution, of a considerable 
amount of vegetable matter, which gives the water a yellow 
or brown color, already alluded to. These rivers are usually 
very clear, and although rendered somewhat turbid by heavy 
rains do not show such marked changes, with respect to the 
suspended matter, as are exhibited by the Merrimack. As yet 
these streams are not made, to any extent, the carriers of 
sewage in the upper part of their flow; allusion has already 
been made to their receiving sewage and manufacturing refuse 
near their mouths. 


NEPONSET RIVER. 


The Neponset river is‘ similar in character to the streams 
last considered. It receives some manufacturing refuse, and, 
at the lower part of its course, it is made the receptacle of 
sewage. <A single examination of the water has been made 
at Readville, and one below Hyde Park. The result of the 
chemical examination was as follows : —

ON RIVERS AS A SOURCE OF WATER-SUPPLY. 


In the preceding pages an account has been given of 
the results obtained from the examination of water from 
certain of our running streams. We are naturally led to con- 
sider the bearing of the facts observed on the question of 
the use of rivers asa source of supply of water for domestic 
purposes. The matter was, to some extent, discussed in the 
report made to the Board last year, and I desire to repeat 
and emphasize the statements made at that time. The order 
of the Legislature, in accordance with which this investigation 
was begun, alluded to the “‘joint use of water-courses for 
sewers and as sources of supply for domestic use.” I believe 
that all such joint use is to be deprecated, and because of the 
very great difficulty, I might say impossibility, of preventing 
the use of running-streams as sewers to a certain extent, their 
use as sources of domestic supply, at least at such portion of 
their course as lies below thickly settled and manufacturing 
towns, is not to be advised. Forthis reason, in a previous 
report, the great ponds of the Commonwealth have been looked 
to as affording a better source of supply. It is, however, to 
be borne in mind that the objection is not to the river as such. 
A river may, considered by itself, afford a most excellent, a 
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perfectly unobjectionable, supply of water. Its sources may 
be clear and pure mountain-streams ; it may flow over a rocky 
or gravelly bed, uncontaminated by refuse from the habita- 
tions and factories.of men, and free, or nearly so, from vege- 
table matter ; it may be so situated that no liquid refuse finds 
its way to it, without being first purified by filtration through 
a sufficient amount of natural soil. In this case no objection 
can be made to using the water for all domestic purposes. 
On the other hand, a pond or lake may be, in itself, a very 
objectionable source of supply, especially if so situated as to 
receive direct drainage, or if fed by streams which are used 
as sewers. It is an indispensable condition in the choice of 
any stream or lake as a source of water-supply, that the 
source should not only be free from actual present contami- 
nation, but should also be so situated as to render it possible 
to protect it from contamination in the future. A striking 
instance of the danger to which a lake used as a source of 
water-supply may be exposed, is afforded by Mystic lake, 
which will presently be alluded to more fully. 

It is very far from being my desire to awaken unnecessary 
anxiety in any mind with reference to the desired purity of 
our sources of water-supply. It is very true that a large 
amount of refuse material is of such a character as to be, 
except in excessive quantities, of no appreciable influence on 
the human system; the addition of the inorganic compounds 
of lime, soda, potash, etc., would have no deleterious effect ; 
in fact, although the lime-compounds increase the hardness 
of water and make it less desirable for washing, the presence 
of a moderate amount of mineral substances makes the water 
more palatable, and, very probably also, more wholesome.* 


. 


*Tt is well known that freshly-distilled water is very insipid. This is in . 
part owing to its freedom from dissolved gases, but partly also to the absence 
of mineral salts. On shipboard the water is aérated before being used to 
drink, and it has been proposed to render it more palatable and more whole- 
some by the addition of a certain amount of mineral salts. A mixture which 
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Then in the case of many waste liquors which appear to be 
very offensive, the matter which really could be regarded as 
injurious is comparatively small in amount. If we consider 
the character of the substances discharged by different manu- 
facturing establishments, we shall find them very different ; 
some of them are such as to be universally regarded as unfit 
to admit to any stream, —those, for instance, containing 
lead, arsenic, etc.; others, such as salts of iron, are scarcely 
regarded as injurious; thus, the discharge of sulphate of iron 
(copperas) into a steam already polluted with sewage-matter 
might, within certain limits, be of positive advantage (see 
Jast Report of the Board of Health, pages 97, 98). Again, 
in the case of some of the vegetable dyestuffs, the weak, 
spent dye-liquors, although they communicate a very foul 
appearance to the water for some distance, yet contain a 
comparatively small amount of solid matter, and if dis- 
charged into a stream of considerable size, are soon dissemi- 
nated through it, and diluted to a very great extent. 

Much depends, of course, upon the size of the stream into 
which the refuse is thrown. Thus, while into the Merrimack 
at Lowell, even during the summer, it would be necessary to 
throw more than 100 tons of solid matter daily in order to 
increase the amount in the water by one grain to the gallon, 
another and smaller stream might be hopelessly fouled by a 
single factory. 

Different in character, however, from much of the refuse 
of manufacturing establishments is the sewage coming from 
our dwellings, or the sewage (in its more restricted sense,

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from our factories. In fact, this foul material coming from 
establishments employing a large number of operatives is 
likely, in many cases, to have a more injurious effect upon 
the stream into which it is thrown, than the refuse from the 
manufacturing operations. Thereare, however, some branches 
of industry which discharge refuse material, offensive and 
dangerous to health. Such material is discharged from tan- 
neries, wool-pulling and hide-dressing establishments, slangh- 
ter-houses and rendering-houses. Too much stress cannot 
be laid upon the importance of preventing the discharge of 
such refuse, and of sewage in its more restricted sense, into 
any stream or pond used, or likely to be used, as a source of 
water-supply. 

The importance of this matter is underrated for two reasons : 
first, because of the oft-repeated assertion, made on the 
authority of Dr. Letheby, that “ if sewage-matter be mixed 
with twenty times its bulk of ordinary river-water, and flow 
a dozen miles, there is not a particle of that sewage to be 
secondly, because of the 


discovered by chemical means ;” 


feeling that to be in any way prejudical to health, a water 
must contain enough animal matter to be recognized readily 
by chemical tests, —enough, in fact, to be expressed in 
figures. 

The first of these opinions has been disproved by the ex- 
periments of the Rivers Commission, in England, who have 
shown that not only is a flow of twelve miles insufficient to 
destroy the organic matter of sewage when mixed with water 
in the above proportion, but also a flow of one hundred and 
sixty miles is far from suflicing for that purpose. When 
sewage is mixed with water, some of its constituents begin to 
decompose very soon. The urea, for example, is quickly 
converted into carbonate of ammonium; others of the con- 
stituents, however, are less ready to begin to decompose, and 
when decomposition does set in, although some of the sub- 
stances may undergo chemical change, there still remain or- 
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ganic nitrogenous compounds in the mixture, and these sub- 
stances are swept along by the rivers, even to the sea. 

The carcass of a dead animal thrown into a river or into a 
pond, and confined there so as not to be borne off bodily, 
gradually wastes away, and ina longer or shorter time the 
main part of the carcass has disappeared. What has become 
of it? A part has been converted into gaseous products of 
decomposition as the offensive odors observed during the 
decay will testify, but another portion has been carried off by 
the stream as soluble nitrogenous organic matter. This 
nitrogenous matter would be detected a short distance away 
with greater or less ease according to the volume of water 
present, and in a stream of large size or in a lake, at no very 
great distance from the source of contamination, it would be 
impossible to discover any offensive matter. There is a limit 
to the delicacy of our tests; there is a point beyond which, at 
the present, we are not able to go. At the present time a 
chemical analysis alone is not sufficient to determine the de- 
sirability of a given water-supply. The rice-water evacua- 
tions of a cholera patient diluted with no very large amount 
of water would form a liquid in which chemical tests would 
fail to indicate the presence of anything which could be 
pronounced injurious, and yet there is no destruction of the 
poisonous material ; it is still in the liquid, although not to be 
recognized, and such water is now regarded by physicians as 
the most direct and certain vehicle for the transmission of 
Asiatic cholera. 

The second opinion is that sewage, if diluted to a very con- 
siderable extent, becomes innocuous; this opinion, which in- 
volves questions belonging to the physician rather than to 
the chemist, is very likely to be carried too far. I do not 
know that we have any proof that perfectly fresh sewage (the 
term being used in its more restricted sense) coming from 
healthy persons, when mixed with water, is injurious if drank ; 


it would probably not be asserted that sucha mixture was 
15 
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actually good to drink, —it would certainly be opposed to our 
instinctive ideas. It is true that fish are not destroyed by 
even a considerable discharge of fresh sewage into a stream. 
We do know, however, that sewage which has begun to un- 
dergo decomposition is unwholesome; such decomposing 
sewage has been observed to destroy and drive away the fish 
from the stream in the immediate neighborhood of the point 
of discharge, and there are a great number of instances on 
record where cases of sickness have been traced directly to 
the fact that the water used for drinking was rendered foul 
by the decomposing excremental matter which found its way 
into the source of supply; and drinking-water, polluted by 
even an infinitesimal amount of excremental matter coming 
from those suffering from typhoid fever, is now very generally 
held to be capable of propagating that disease. 

It has already been stated that sewage-matter itself is not 
completely destroyed when it is introduced into a running 
stream, and is borne along even for many miles; we must 
suppose, and indeed have every reason to believe, that in the 
case of sewage which when fresh is capable of communicating 
disease, the destruction of the peculiar organized matter 
which has the specific effect must be more slow even than the 
unorganized effete matter which forms the mass of the dis- 
solved and suspended solid matter of ordinary sewage. In 
the case of certain diseases, which have been shown by ex- 
periment to owe their origin to the presence of distinct and 
recognizable living organisms, it has been found that these 
organisms retain their vitality in spite of very varied condi- 
tions, and through very considerable changes of temperature. 

One would not assert that the drainage from a single house 
would contaminate the water of a Jarge river like the Merri- 
mack so as to make it unfit for domestic use, yet we must be- 
ware how we depreciate the effect of sewage-matter, even in 
a large stream. While, with a small amount of sewage, the 
chances are as favorable as possible for the action of atmos- 
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pheric influences, and the chances of taking up any undecom- 
posed particle of material, capable of propagating disease, are 
rendered proportionally small owing to the great dilution, it 
is to be borne in mind that the action of such matter on the 
system is not regarded as cumulative. A minute quantity may 
do much harm, because it is now generally believed that it 
may hold the specific thing which propagates specific diseases. 
In the case of certain organic poisons which affect the system 
through the blood, the experiments of M. Chauveau and of 
Dr. Burdon-Sanderson on vaccine matter render it well-nigh 
certain that no amount of dilution can destroy the power of 
infection which these poisons possess. From these experi- 
ments, it appears that if inoculation be performed with vac- 
cine lymph after it has been very much diluted, the chance of 
the formation of pustules is rendered less, but when the vac- 
cination is successful, the pustule formed presents its normal 
features and passes through the usual stages of development. 

Let us consider for a moment the condition of the Black- 
stone river. No one could be found who would drink the 
water of Mill brook; no one probably who would drink the 
water of the Blackstone at the bridge below Quinsigamond 
Village, Worcester. When, then, does the water become 
potable? Ido not believe it becomes potable at all, or that 
it is in its course ever free from the contamination it receives 
above. The water is, however, sometimes drank at Black- 
stone and below, and was proposed at one time as an avail- 
able supply for the city of Providence, R. I. 

It has been objected that it would be impossible to obtain 
water perfectly pure, and that it is very questionable whether 
perfectly pure water would really be as wholesome as water 
containing a certain amount of foreign substances (see note 
on pp. 110,111). It may be very true that we cannot procure 
absolutely pure water; we may not even be able to procure 
water absolutely free from such substances as we regard as 
injurious ; but there are some causes of contamination which 
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must, at any cost, be avoided, and in other respects the 
water must be obtained, as nearly as possible, of the ideal 
excellence. We know that there are many persons who live 
and seem to get along very well in utter disregard of the laws 
of health, as far as personal cleanliness, diet, pure air, and many 
other things are concerned ; but because many thus live for a 
time without experiencing evident inconvenience, does any 
one argue that purity of air, a healthful diet, and cleanliness 
of person, are not to be recommended and sought after? 
The effect upon the community of the bolting of indigestible 
food must be immense, but comparatively few are the ac- 
knowledged cases of injurious effects. We are able, however, 
in many cases, to show even in these matters that the appar- 
ent strength and immunity from discomfort is due to a con- 
stitution naturally strong, and the draught upon the vital 
energy may be seen, if not in the persons themselves in later 
years, at least in their children. 

In fact, to isolate the effects of various habits, which, from 
a hygienic stand-point, are decidedly bad, isa problem which, 
in many cases, it is impossible to solve, and yet that disease 
does come from the use of an inferior water-supply, is abun- 
dantly proved by many instances which are on record, where 
a disease, such as diarrhoea, dysentery, cholera or typhoid 
fever, which had affected an entire community, has been 
checked by a change in the source of drinking-water; and 
on a still larger scale there are instances where the benefits 
derived from the change to a better water-supply have been 
marked by a decreased death-rate. In such cases it is diffi- 
cult to point to the exact thing which has produced the bad 
effects, but in some cases the presence of a comparatively 
large amount of organic matter, derived from animal sources, 
has been the only circumstance to which chemical examina- 
tion could point as a probable cause. 

It is also, as has already been said, well established that 
particular forms of disease may be and are transmitted by 
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drainage into wells and other sources of water-supply, and it 
is impossible to say how little foul matter is needed to work 
evil effects. A case, or several cases, of typhoid fever in a 
family, leads to the discovery that the well from which the 
drinking-water is taken is in underground but direct commu- 
nication with the vault or cesspool; but the effect upon the 
system during the time when the well was deteriorating, 
during the time that the sewage material was gradually 
wearing a channel to the well, the point of time when the 
well Jegan to be impure, these things were not, could not be 
noticed. 

While for many of the purposes of the household a water 
unfit for drinking might not be objectionable, we are still 
obliged to provide for the most exacting of its uses. The 
time may come when it will be necessary to supply our 
drinking-water from some sedulously guarded but limited 
source of supply, and to furnish for manufacturing uses, for 
the extinguishing of fires, and for the carrier of waste mate- 
rial, a water of poorer quality, but abundant in quantity. The 
amount of water which we drink is very small compared with 
that used for other purposes. It is to be hoped and expected 
that before such necessity arises, it will not only be possible, 
but financially profitable, to dispose of the refuse materials 
in other ways than by running them into the water-courses. 

Such division of the water-supply is carried out to a certain 
extent in some places. Paris, for instance, draws. its water- 
supply from various sources, among others from the highly 
polluted Seine. It has been proposed to reserve for domestic 
uses a supply drawn from purer sources, and to devote the 
more impure waters to public uses, such as the supplying the 
fountains of the various parks, the cleansing of the streets, 
and the extinguishing of fires. At present, however, the 
plan is only partly carried out, and much of the water drank 
is entirely unfit for such use. 

While the chief objection to rivers as sources of water- 
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supply lies in the fact that they are almost of necessity con- 
verted to a greater or less extent into carriers of sewage, it 
is to be noted that there is a great difference between various 
streams in their natural conditions, and while a stream like 
the Merrimack would, from the nature of its water-shed, be 
well fitted for use, other streams, such as the Charles and the 
Sudbury or Concord, are much less desirable on account of 
the soluble vegetable matter which communicates some disa- 
greeable color and taste. This vegetable matter is generally 
considered as harmless ; it no doubt does not have as injurious 
an effect as sewige-matter, and yet many persons are affected 
by it. Experience has shown that waters may be freed from 
much of this color, by storage in reservoirs or ponds exposed 
to the sun and air. 


THE PRESENT CONDITION OF THE WATER-SUPPLY OF CERTAIN 
CITIES IN MASSACHUSETTS. 


By what has already been said in the last Annual Report of 
the Board, and in the preceding pages of the Report, atten- 
tion is called to the necessity of carefully protecting our lakes 
and great ponds from defilement, on the ground of the close 
dependence of the present and future health of the crowded 
cities and towns of Massachusetts upon the preservation of 
these reservoirs of pure water for domestic purposes. * 

Attention has been further called + to the special danger 
threatening the water-supply of Boston (Lake Cochituate), 
and of East Boston, Charlestown, Chelsea and Somerville 
(Mystic lake), and it has been thought best by the Board to 
institute a direct inquiry into the present condition of the 
water-supply derived from these sources and the prospects 
for the future.

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Cochituate. — It had been noticed that the water, as deliv- 
ered in the city, possessed more color than formerly, and, 
although the analyses made at different times differed consid- 
erably from each other, yet it seemed that the relative pro- 
portion of organic matter had increased. 

An examination has been made during the present year of 
the sources of supply of the lake, and water taken from 
different points and at different times has been submitted to 
chemical investigation. ‘The water, as delivered in Boston, 
has also been the subject of examination at more or less fre- 
quent intervals. 

Cochituate lake is situated in Middlesex County, in the 
towns of Natick, Framingham and Wayland. It virtually 
consists of three Jakes or ponds connected together, and is 
about three and a half miles in length. The banks of the 
Jake in the main are sandy or gravelly, and the water has 
been of very great purity. The accompanying map will show 
with sufficient accuracy the general features of the lake, and 
the position of the various streams and ponds which con- 
tribute to the supply of water : — 
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connected in 1861-62. 
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in both these ponds is good. A stream of considerable size, 
Snake brook, enters the lake near the gate-house. It re- 
ceives no sensible contamination, although at certain times 
the water has some considerable color, owing to the meadow- 
land through which it flows. Beaver Dam brook serves to 
connect Farm pond with the lake. The water taken during 
the year 1872 from the Sudbury river was Jet into Farm 
pond, and it flowed thence to Cochituate. On the map the 
point where the dam for diverting the river-water was built 
is indicated by the letter A. | 

The only stream which, at the present time, brings do wn 
any considerable amount of impurity into the lake is a brook 
called Pegan’s brook, which flows through the centre of the 
town of Natick, receiving drainage from dwellings on its 
bank, and also from several factories. 

The report of the Cochituate Water Board for the year 
1864 alludes to the fact that this brook receives much offen- 
sive matter, and in order to intercept it as much as possible, 
the following plan was adopted, namely: “To build across 
the meadow, which is from 80 to 100 feet wide at the mouth 
of the brook, a dam of such materials that the waters of the 
brook, under a slight head, should filter through, thus arrest- 
ing much of the filth which would otherwise pass into the 
lake. A plan was proposed for a dam to be built of common 
field-stone, except'a place three feet in width in the centre 
of the embankment, extending its whole length, to be filled 
with fine pebbles or screened gravel, which may be replaced 
whenever the filter becomes foul or clogged, without disturb- 
ing the rest of the dam. To provide for unusual flows of 
water, as in the case of spring freshets, a flume five feet in 
width, provided with stop-planks, was to be built through 
the dam.” This plan was carried out originally as a tempo- 
rary expedient, and a route was surveyed for diverting the 
waters of the brook to Bannister’s brook, which empties into 


Sudbury river below the point where connection is made 
16 
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with Farm pond. As this would require the construction of 
an aqueduct two and a half miles long, and involve an ex- 
pense of $70,000, it was felt that the work should not be 
undertaken except in the event of absolute necessity. The 
dam was rebuilt in 1867, and a second one, inside of the first, 
and some eighty feet distant, was built in 1870. The ar- 
rangement of these filter-dams may be seen on the accompa- 
nying plan, which is intended merely to give an idea of 
relative position, and is not drawn to scale.

Pegan brook is joined by another brook in the meadow, 
but the waters of this brook are usually diverted into Dug 
pond. 

In this connection it may be further stated that outside of 
the filter-dams, at some distance from them, the waters of the 
arm of the lake, into which Pegan brook enters, are in part 
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cut off from the rest of the lake by a bar of gravel which ex- 
tends from shore to shore, as indicated in the nap on page 
122, where also may be seen the relative position of the 
mouth of Pegan brook (indicated by the letter C) with refer- 
ence to the lake. There is through this gravel-bar a channel, 
the width of which varies with the height of the water; 
when the water of the lake is four feet below high water, the 
channel is about thirty feet wide. 

With regard to the efficiency of the means thus adopted 
for preventing the entrance into the lake of the offensive 
matters brought down into the settling-basins: At the time of 
a visit to the lake, made May 16, 1873, there was a con- 
siderable amount of water flowing in the brook; the presence 
of a large number of broken and useless household utensils 
along the banks, and the decaying carcass of a cat lying in 
the stream and making the air in the immediate vicinity 
offensive, showed that the brook was regarded as a natural 
receptacle for rubbish. The water in both the settling-basins 
was somewhat turbid and disagreeable to look upon. Out- 
side of the outer embankment the water was somewhat clearer, 
At this time the water in the lake was at high-water mark, 
and the water inside the outer embankment was about two 
feet above the water of the lake. Samples of water taken at 
the flume inside the inner embankment and outside the outer 
embankment, showed that, as far as the dissolved impurities 
were concerned, no amelioration was effected. Subsequent 
examinations were made at various times during the latter 
part of the year. The results of the chemical examinations 
may be found in Tables V. and Va. 

On the occasion of personal visits made on July 16 and 21, 
after a considerable period of dry weather, the stream was 
found to contain a rather small amount of clear and appar- 
ently inoffensive water. The hat-factory, the discharge from 
which on some occasions causes the water of the brook to be 
almost black, was not in operation at that time. The water 
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in the first settling-basin contained a large amount of confer- 
vee, so as to be green and opaque in appearance ; the second 
basin was of the same green color at the upper end; towards 
the lake it was turbid, but the turbidity was more of a clayey 
célor. At this time the water in the lake was some three feet 
below high-water mark, and the whole of the outer face of 
the outer embankment was dry. The water within the em- 
bankment stood at two feet or more higher than on the outside. 
From the southern end of the embankment issued a small, 
clear stream (d, p. 122), about equal in size to that which 
entered the upper basin, and, as appeared on chemical exam- 
ination, even more impure, owing, no doubt, to the fact of 
its carrying off a portion of the matter which had previously 
collected in the basins. There is no doubt that the filter- 
dams may and do arrest and retain a considerable amount of 
filth which would otherwise find its way into the lake. ‘The 
filth retained, however, is matter which is insoluble, and the 
deposit has to be removed occasionally ; the effect on the dis- 
solved organic matter is so extremely slight as to be of 
almost no account. This is, to be sure, what would be ex- 
pected a priori, as filtration through a bed of gravel or sand 
saturated with water, and kept in such condition, could not 
be expected to remove the organic matter in solution. 

It is to be.observed that the examination made in Decem- 
ber showed more satisfactory results, although in this case the 
character of the organic matter was very objectionable. At this 
time, also, the amount of dissolved oxygen was much greater 
than in the summer, as will be seen on the following page. 
It will be observed also that, at this time, the effect of the 
brook upon the water at the bar was greater than at the time 
of previous examinations. 

The heights of the water in the lake at the time the samples 
were taken were as follows, according to figures kindly 
furnished by Mr. D. Fitzgerald, Superintendent of the West- 
ern Division : —

On December 18, determinations were made of the amount 
of oxygen contained in the water of Pegan brook, the stream 
issuing from the dam, and of the water in the lake. The 
waters were taken on December 17 at noon, and at that time 
were of a temperature not far from the freezing-point. The 
bottles in which they were taken were not opened until the 
succeeding morning. The oxygen was then determined, the 
waters being of the temperature in each case as indicated 
below —

This being the state of things with regard to Pegan brook, 
the question immediately arises, Does the impurity thus enter- 
ing the lake have any actual effect on the water, as regards 
its use for domestic purposes? I think we are safe in believ- 
ing that, at the present moment, there is nothing in the con- 
dition of the water, or in its effect upon the systems of those 
who drink it, which can be charged to Pegan brook. A 
glance at the map, or at the lake itself, shows the enormous 
extent to which this impurity would be diluted, even suppos- 
ing that it reached the consumer unchanged ; but the progress 
of the water from this extreme end of the lake to the gate- 
house must be exceedingly slow, so that the opportunity for 
the chemical changes which affect the organic impurities of 
natural waters, when exposed to the light of the sun and to 
the oxygen of the air, is as favorable as it could well be. At 
any rate, the means of analysis at present at our command 
are insufficient to give us more than a slight suspicion of the 
presence of animal matter. On page 132 are collected to- 
gether some of the previously published partial analyses of 
Cochituate water. As has been stated above, a general agree- 
ment will be observed in this respect, viz., that, as a rule, the 
relative proportion of organic matter has increased. My own 
examinations show, what is not unnatural, that the variations 
during the same season may be considerable, and my personal 
observation does not extend back through a sufficient number 
of years to lead me to assert that the water of the lake is) 
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less desirable for general use than it has ever been before. As 
far as my observation does extend, the water, as received in 
Boston during the years 1872 and 1873, has been more 
strongly colored, and otherwise less pure, than in the two 
years preceding. ‘The color and the increase in the amount 
of organic substances seems to be due to the presence of a 
larger quantity of vegetable matter. To fix absolutely upon 
the exact causes to which this change is to be attributed, is 
not possible. That the introduction of Sudbury river has 
contributed somewhat largely, there is no doubt; during the 
year 1872 the amount of water taken from the river was 
estimated at 1,676 million gallons, or about 110 days’ supply ; 
during the year 1873 no water has been taken from the river. 

Another cause which probably is to be taken into the 
account is, that the water finding its way to the lake from 
that portion of its water-shed occupied by the town of 
Natick is probably less pure than formerly ; moreover, during 
the years 1871-72 the water was very low, at one time even 
below the bottom of the conduit, and was pumped from the 
lake; this drain upon the lake and its water-shed probably 
contributed its share to bring about the general result, 
and it is possible that the influence of Pegan brook was 
felt at the same time, not simply from its direct contributions, 
but from the drainage through the ground fouled by the 
material which is deposited from it. In this immediate con- 
nection it may be instructive to compare together the results 
obtained at various times from the examination of the water 
at the bar, which partly shuts off from the lake the waters of 
the meadow into which Pegan brook empties. (Compare 
Nos. 43, 79, 96, 202 in Table V. or V.a.) At the time the 
examination of No. 202 was made, the water in the lake was 
four feet below high-water mark, and, consequently, a con- 
siderable portion of the meadow was not covered with water. 
It is evident from the examination, that the influence of the 
material brought down by the Pegan brook was felt more at 
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this time than previously, owing, no doubt, to the fact that 
the examination was made after a number of months of com- 
paratively calm water.

If, at the present time, the water of Cochituate lake is 
well suited for all domestic uses, is there any well-grounded 
reason to fear for the future? Decidedly there is. The town 
of Natick, as stated in the last report of the Board, feels the 
necessity of a water-supply. Whether this supply be taken 
from Charles river or from the lake, the natural outlet for 
any system of drains or sewers is to the lake. The intro- 
duction of water would, no doubt, soon and rapidly increase 
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the proportion of filth brought down by Pegan brook, and 
although the drainage of the more northern portion of the 
town would probably, for the present, be allowed to soak 
into the ground, and reach the lake only after an efficient 
purification, eventually, no doubt, it would find its way by 
actual drains. Moreover, at the present time, gas-works are 
being constructed in Natick, directly upon the brook, and the 
effect of these works will probably be to increase the amount 
of objectionable matter brought down into the settling-basins. 
How far this will affect the water of the lake remains to be 
seen. The discharge of gas-works into streams and ponds, 
in some instances, has been known to produce bad effects by 
killing the fish and by destroying the lower forms of animal 
life, which are important agents in preserving the purity of 
fresh water. 

It is not necessary here to repeat what has already been 
said, as to the influence in general of sewage on the water of 
either streams or ponds into which it is allowed to flow; in 
the case of ponds or lakes, it is extremely important that no 
sewage-matter should be thrown into them. The changes to 
which such organic material is subject take place in the pond 
as in the river, and the destruction of the soluble organic 
matter is likely to be more complete if any does enter, 
especially if the water is drawn from the pond at a point dis- 
tant from that at which it receives foul matters, so that, in 
a large pond, less immediate effect may be perceived than 
in the case of ariver. The deposit of matter in suspension, 
which goes on continuously without the chance of removal 
by freshets, as in the case of rivers, is, however, preparing 
evil for the future. This deposit undergoes a slow process 
of decay, but increases continually, and is liable to be stirred 
up by heavy rains, especially after a dry time, when a por- 
tion of the deposit which forms at the point of discharge has 
been left uncovered by the water. The advantage of an 
intercepting lake, serving as a settling-basin, in the course of 
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a polluted stream is great, and the water delivered from the 
Jake in such a case is superior to that received ; the efficiency, 
however, of such an agent of purification can be but limited, 
and a portion of its efficiency consists, no doubt, in the fact 
that it collects water coming from springs and draining from 
the surrounding country, and thus dilutes the impure with a 
purer water. 

It is from a very strong feeling of the danger of admitting 
sewage to any source of water-supply, that the hope is ex- 
pressed that some measures will be devised for legally pre- 
venting such accessions. With the existing state of the law 
it seems impossible to obtain an injunction against such im- 
proper use of a water-course or of a pond, unless it can be, 
shown, by actual proof, that the water is rendered unfit for 
use. It would thus be necessary quietly to observe the grad- 
ual deterioration of the water until actual sickness and death 
of water-takers made an injunction possible, and then the 
water would have been rendered almost hopelessly impure, 
and could hardly be brought back to its original state. 

The proposed introduction of the water of Sudbury river 
into Lake Cochituate, or rather the introduction of the river- 
water in connection with that of the lake into Chestnut-hill 
reservoir, furnishes another cause for anxiety. The river is 
not at present,-to any considerable extent, the carrier of sew- 
age. From the nature of the stream, it takes up, during the 
summer and fall, a large quantity of vegetable matters, which 
give to ita very decided color. Except in excessive amounts 
this vegetable matter is not reputed unhealthy, and experience 
has shown that water stored in reservoirs and exposed to 
light and air is freed, to some extent, from these matters. 
Although the presence of so large a quantity of vegetable 
matter renders it somewhat less desirable for general use, the 
water at the present time seems quite well suited, after stor- 
age, for domestic purposes. Its continued fitness, however, 
depends upon the care with which it is preserved from con- 
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tamination. The difficulty of preserving any running stream 
free from contributions of sewage has already been alluded 
to; the Sudbury river is, however, rather favorably situated, 
and there is no immediate prospect that there will be a very 
large population along its valley. At Ashland, a few miles 
above Framingham, there are extensive but unfinished build- 
ings, which were erected by the “ Dwight Print Company” to 
be used as print-works. The buildings remain unfinished, 
and, as far as I can learn, there is no immediate prospect of 
their being put to the use for which they were designed, and 
if Sudbury river is to serve as a supply for the city of Bos- 
ton, it is to be hoped they never will go into operation. The 
volume of water is not so large that the discharge from such 
an establishment could fail to have an unfavorable influence 
upon its quality, and the introduction of sewers and drains 
from the town of Ashland should also be prevented. 

Another source of contamination to the waters of the Sud- 
bury river will be that arising from the decomposition of the 
vegetable matter in the meadows overflowed in the formation 
of the proposed storage reservoirs (see Report of the Cochitu- 
ate Water Board on an Additional Supply of Water, 1873, 
p. 34). The expense of removing the entire accumulation of 
vegetable matter, and of the peaty soil in which it grows, 
would be too large to make such a removal practicable, al- 
though it would be desirable. The decomposition of the 
vegetable matter will render the water disagreeable to the 
taste and unfit for many uses, but the effect, to judge from 
experience in other places, will be temporary.* 

The growth of South Framingham and its approach to the 
shores of Farm pond, through which the waters of Sudbury 
river have been diverted, and which is connected with Cochit- 
uate lake, afford further cause for anxiety. Little if any

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water has been drawn the present year from Farm pond, but 
in view of its situation, and the possibility of its use, either 
permanently or occasionally, it should be jealously protected 
from any discharge of sewage matter. 

In connection with the examination into the character of 
the Boston water-supply, the following more complete anal- 
ysis was made of Cochituate water in Boston, July 4, 1873:

Mystic Water.—The sources of supply, from which is de- 
rived the water of the Mystic lake, are very much inferior to 
those of Cochituate Lake. Before the use of the waters of 
the lake to supply the city of Charlestown, its tributaries were 
already used as a receptacle for the foul refuse of various 
manufacturing establishments, and the amount of this material 
has increased up to the present time. An examination of 
several of the ponds and streams which contribute to the 
Mystic supply was made by the writer in 1870, and at that 


| 
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time it was not felt that anything in the condition of the 
water, as delivered at Charlestown, could be traced to these 
manufacturing establishments. It was, however, very 
strongly felt that this was a source of danger, and that ex- 
cept some remedy were found it would, in the course of time, 
bring about a very sensible deterioration of the waters of 
the lake. 

The lake itself is less favorably situated than Cochituate ; 
its main direct supply is afforded by the Abajonna river, 
which brings down refuse from a number of tanneries and 
other establishments. At Winchester, where it expands to 
a pond, it is joined by another stream, which serves as an 
outlet to the waters of Horn pond. A map of this region 
was given in the report of the Board of Health presented in 
1871. It will be seen that the distance from the head of the 
lake to the town of Winchester is very short, and Winches- 
ter numbers already 2,645 inhabitants (census of 1870). 

Although, from personal observation made since 1870, it 
seemed evident that the condition of things was no better 
than at that time, it was thought best to take several series 
of samples during the present year, and to submit them to 
chemical examination. With this view the examinations, 
the results of which are incorporated in Tables VI. and VI.a, 
were made in June, and it was our intention to investigate 
the matter further later in the season, but the prospect of a 
thorough investigation by the city of Boston delayed our 
action, and when a special commission was appointed by the 
city to take the whole subject into consideration, it was de- 
cided on our part to pursueit no further. I, therefore, early 
in November, communicated the results already obtained to 
the Secretary of the Board, with the hope that the influence 
of the discharge from the tanneries, glue-factories, etc., 
might be thoroughly investigated. Having had occasion 
during the past summer to pass many times along the Aba- 
jonna river, and to observe the water in the stream and in 
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the pond at Winchester, I could not but be impressed with 
the danger of allowing so small a stream of water to be con- 
taminated with the refuse from so many establishments. 
There seems but to be one way of efficiently protecting 
these streams from defilement, and it is by the construc- 
tion of a sewer which shall collect this objectionable ref- 
use-matter, and convey it to a point below the dam on 
the Mystic river, or to some other point where it would 
contaminate no source of water-supply. J am unable to 
state the engineering difficulties of such a scheme, or the 
amount of water that would thus be lost to the lake. In the 
present condition of things I do not, think any other plan 
would be found efficient. It would very likely be possible, | 
and perhaps in some cases advantageous, to purify such ref- 
use by the process of intermittent filtration through natural 
soil. This process was described in the last report of the 
Board of Health. ; . 
Attempts have been made to dispose of the liquid refuse 
from some of the tanneries by allowing the liquid to flow 
into pits, and thence to soak slowly into the gravelly subsoil, 
the suspended matters which settle out being then removed 
mechanically. This cannot be regarded in any sense as a 
satisfactory settlement of the question. As far as I am in- 
formed no attempts have been made invoking intermittent jil- 
tration; that is, the alternate exposure of the soil to the air 
and to the matter filtered. The disposal of liquid refuse by 
the cesspool system is not new; attempts have often been 
made in the same direction before; the effect depends upon 
the locality chosen. No considerable purification of the liq- 
uid (except from suspended matters) is accomplished, and 
the liquid flows into the ground to contaminate the stream if 
on the banks of a stream; to pollute the wells, if there are 
such in the neighborhood ; or, if no present injury is brought 
about, the subsoil becomes saturated with the foul material, 
which may bring about evil results in the future. ‘The puri- 
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fying power of natural soil is not fully understood, but we 
know that any given soil possesses a certain limit of purify- 
ing power, and that if the soil be not intermittently exposed 
to the air, that limit is soon passed. A considerable amount 
of a very foul liquid may be run on to even a rather smaller 
area without offence, and the drainage from this area may 
also be without offence, provided the flooding takes place in- 
termittently, for as the liquid settles into the soil it drags 
air down after it. But when the liquid is allowed to stand 
upon the soil, and when, as it soaks gradually into the 
ground, fresh supplies of the liquid take its place, the 
ground soon becomes saturated, and the liquid, unpurified or 
but slightly improved, mixes with the subsoil-water and car- 
ries the contamination to a long distance. Even where wells 
are sunk to a great distance (one was sunk at Bondy, near 
Paris, to a depth of seventy-four meters, or two hundred and 
forty-seven feet), the surrounding soil is not free from dan- 
ger of pollution by the soaking of the foul liquid into the 
sides of the well. 

The localities from which specimens have been taken are 
designated somewhat at length in the tables. The stream 
referred to by Nos. 24 and 25, is the one alluded to in 
the previous report. It takes the drainage from several 
tanneries in Woburn, and empties into the Horn-pond out- 
let, a short distance below the end of the pond. My note 
of the condition of this stream, June 16, 1873, was as fol- 
lows: — 
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“Tannery Stream crosses the road and runs through the 
fields into stream coming from Horn pond. Very filthy and 
black. When filtered the color of the liquid still blackish. 
No. 24 taken at road-crossing. No. 25 taken in the fields 
just beyond the crossing of the branch railroad running to the 
ice-houses. Rocks and banks covered with a black, filthy 
scum. Odor bad. (Dead animal a little below the place 
added to the odor.) The amount of water flowing was not 
very great; it would perhaps be equivalent to a stream 
eighteen inches wide by one and one-half deep* flowing over 
a weir.” 


It is to be remarked, in this connection, that even if there 
were no animal refuse thrown into the Mystic tributaries, the © 
water would still be contaminated by a greater or less pro- 
portion of vegetable organic matter coming from the copious 
growth of aquatic plants, which in summer covers the bed of 
the Winchester ponds and the banks of the Abajonna river. 


THE MERRIMACK RIVER AS A SOURCE OF WATER-SUPPLY. 


Of the cities on the Merrimack, Lowell is, at present, the 
only one which takes its water-supply from the river, 
although Lawrence will soon be supplied from that source ; 
the works are now in process of erection. The character of 
the water has already been alluded to at some length. The 
suspended matter brought down by the river at certain sea- 
sons of the year renders it necessary that any scheme for 
using its water for domestic purposes should include some 
scheme for filtration. At Lowell it was at first proposed to 
accomplish the removal of the suspended matter, when found 
necessary, by means of filter-beds of sand, — a project which

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preliminary experiments showed to be feasible.* This plan 
was subsequently changed for one involving a filtering gal- 
lery. This “filtering gallery is situated about 1,500 feet 
above Pawtucket bridge, in Dracut, on the northerly shore 
of the Merrimack river and parallel with it, about 100 feet 
from the water’s edge. Its length is 1,300 feet, width eight 
feet and height (inside) eight feet. The top (inside) is level 
with the top of Pawtucket dam. © The side-walls have an 
average thickness of two and three-fourths feet and a height 
of five feet, and are constructed of heavy rubble-masonry, 
laid water-tight in hydraulic mortar. The walls support a 
semi-circular brick arch, one foot thick, made water-tight. 
Along the bottom, stone braces, one foot square and eight 
feet long, are placed, ten feet from centre to centre between 
the walls, to keep them in position. The bottom is covered 
with coarse-screened gravel, one foot thick, to the level of 
the brace-stones. The depth of the excavation averaged 
about sixteen feet, which carried it down into the natural 
gravel bed.” tf 

At the lower extremity of the filtering gallery is situated 
the inlet-chamber, from which starts the supply-conduit, and 
into which the water from the river may be admitted by a 
direct pipe. “The filtering gallery was not intended to be 
used as the principal source of supply, but only during times 
of freshet, when the river contains a considerable amount of 
‘matter in suspension. When the water is clear, it is to be 
taken from the river through the inlet-pipe.” From the 
inlet-chamber a supply-conduit, four feet three inches in 
diameter and 4,183 feet in length, conducts the water to the 
terminal chamber, whence a 30-inch cast-iron pipe, 6,656 
feet in length, extends to the engine-house. From the

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engine-house to the reservoir the distance is 2,666 feet, 
making the entire distance from the end of the filtering- 
gallery to the reservoir 13,505 feet. 

Although the filtering-gallery was, according to the report 
quoted above, intended for use only when the river was ren- 
dered sufficiently turbid to be objectionable, up to the present 
time (December, 1873), no water has been taken directly 
from the river since the last week in July, when the engine 
was tested. As soon as the test was ended the river-gate 
was closed, and has remained closed ever since. The amount 
of water pumped during this time has been as follows* : —

The theory on which this system of drawing a supply of 
water from the river is based is, that the water from the river 
which percolates the earthy or gravelly barrier between it and 
the gallery shall, deprived of its suspended matter, rise through 
the porous bottom of the gallery. “ Bordering upon all rivers 
there are found, at intervals, narrow plains of gravel or sand, 
brought down and deposited there by the river under the 
varying positions of its channel-way. When these beds of 
gravel extend to a depth below the bottom of the neighboring 
stream, they will always be found saturated with water, mainly 
derived from that stream, and, however turbid the water of 
the river, this underground flow will always be found clear, 
provided that we tap it at a reasonable distance from the

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channel-way.* Several cities in Europe are supplied with 
water by covered galleries carried through these beds of 
gravel; and a few other cities besides Lowell, on this con- 
tinent, are supplied, or to be supplied, in this way. 

“In many cases these galleries are technically called filter- 
ing-galleries; but, in reality, they are mere receptacles and 
conduits for gathering water already filtered by a natural 
process. They serve nothing towards the filtration of the 
water, but only towards the collection of it and its transmis- 
sion to the pumping-machines.” (Kirkwood, Filtration of 
River Waters, p. 139.) 

The filtering-gallery at Lowell is of this character, and 
although some of the water collected in it comes from the river 
directly, a large portion comes no doubt from the land side, 
and the underground water on its way to the river is thus in- 
tercepted. It was found that in the trial-wells sunk before the 
construction of the filtering-gallery was determined upon, 
the water stood somewhat higher in the well than in the 
river; that its temperature was very uniform, being in sum- 
mer very much colder than that of the river, and that it was 
also harder. f 

Facts have been observed in connection with the filtering- 
gallery, also, which lead to similar conclusions, and which 
will be described in some detail. In the first place, the 
chemical examinations seem to show too great a difference 
between the character of the water in the gallery and that of 
the river-water to be accounted for by filtration through a

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hundred feet or less of gravel. A comparison between the 
water of the river and that of the gallery may be made by 
observing the results of the examinations recorded in Tables 
VII. and VII.a. The samples numbered 205, 206, 207 were 
kindly procured for me by Mr. George E. Evans, Chief En- 
gineer of the Water Works. 

It will be observed that the total solid residue is larger and 
that the proportion of mineral matter is also larger within 
the gallery than in the river opposite to it. It will be ob- 
served also that the gallery-water contains a smaller propor- 
tion of nitrogenous organic matter as indicated by the “albu- 
minoid ammonia.” That the water, as delivered in Lowell, 
should differ. somewhat from that in the gallery (compare 
Nos. 205 and 206) is not a matter of surprise, for the conduit 
which conveys the water from the gallery to the city is for a 
portion of the distance a tunnel cut through a hill of schist . 
rock. The rock inside the hill has a tolerably well-marked 
dip of about 45° towards the north. ‘The tunnel runs on the 
strike of the rock and consequently cuts the minimum num- 
ber of lines of bedding; still some water does enter the tunnel F 
along these lines, and also, though to a less extent, through 
the joints of the rock which have the same strike, but have a 
dip which is at right angles to that of the beds. 

Another point of observed difference between the river- 
water and the water of the gallery is the relative proportion of 
the gases held in solution by the water. Thus, on September 
10th, 1873, the water in the river opposite the gallery, at a 
temperature of 20° C. (68° F.), was foand to contain 1.84 
cubic centimeters of oxygen to the liter (0.45 of a cubic 
inch to the gallon) while that in the gallery, the temperature 
of which was 9.75° C. (50° F.), contained only 0.7 of a 
cubic centimeter (0.16 of a cubic inch to the gallon*).

The temperature of these samples at the time of examina- 
ona was: No. 207, 8.0° C, (47.39 BF.) No..205, 7.25° C. 
(45° F.) ; No. 206, 6.75° C, (44° F.). 

From these last determinations it would seem that, in the 
passage from the inlet-chamber to the reservoir, and during 
the exposure in the reservoir, the water takes up oxygen to 
about the same amount as exists in the river-water. It

It is to be remarked that the amount of oxygen in the gallery-water was thus 
found to be greater than in the case of the determinations made on the spot, 
which is accounted for by the fact that a water so deficient in oxygen readily 
absorbs more of this gas when exposed even for a short time to the air.

appears further, that during the winter the river-water itself 
contains much more oxygen than during the summer. 

Another point of difference between the water of the river 
and that in the gallery is, that while the water in the river 
varies very much in temperature from winter to summer, the 
temperature of the water in the gallery is almost constant. 
No record has been kept of the temperature in the galery 
itself, but observations have been regularly made in the well 
of the engine-house, which is essentially the same thing. 
During the month of September the highest temperature was 
50° F., the lowest 49° F.; during the entire month of Octo- 
ber, observations made on thirteen different days showed 
identically the same temperature, namely, 50° F. Between 
September 6 and January 1, the highest recorded observation 
is 52° F., on November 8, and the lowest is 47° F., Decem- 
ber 31, A.M. I have no corresponding record of the tempera- 
ture of the river, nor is such necessary, as every one knows 
that river-water varies with the temperature of the surround- 
ing air. The average temperature of the water in the reser- 
voir has been : —

It would seem difficult to account for this very great uni- 
formity of the temperature of the water of the filtering-gallery 
on the supposition that the water is mainly derived from the 
river and simply filters through 100 feet or so of gravel. 

It has been said that, in the trial well, the water in the 
gallery stood above the level of that in the river. I do not 
find this to be the case in the gallery. A record is kept of 
the height of water, not in the gallery itself, but in the well 
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of the engine-house. larly in the day, before the pumping 
begins, this height may be taken as sensibly the same as that 
in the gallery. 

It may be interesting to compare the height, at various 
dates, of the water in the gallery and in the river.

The highest point at which the water has stood was on a 
level with the top of the dam; this point is recorded as hav- 
ing been reached only twice, —in both cases after an interval 
of nearly a week had elapsed since the pumps had been in 
operation. The highest point which the river reached during 
the interval over which comparative observations have ex- 
tended (August 13 to January 1) was five feet ten inches ; 
this was on October 22. 

As far as the quality of the water goes, chemical examina- 
tion points to no objection that can be urged against it; for 
although it is sufficiently aérated in the gallery, it seems, in 
the reservoir, to become as highly charged with atmospheric 
gases as the water of the river. The amount of organic mat- 
ter is very small, the amount of mineral matter is not exces- 
sive, arid it seems that, with the present demand upon it, the 
filtering-gallery furnishes water suitable in every way for 
domestic use. 


Lawrence. —At Lawrence the proposed water-works are now 
20 
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in process of construction, on a plan somewhat similar to that 
adopted in Lowell. In the experiments made to determine 
the best locality for a filtering-gallery, a well was sunk through 
sand, with some thin strata of clay, into a bed of coarse, clean 
gravel. The well was sunk to a depth of about eight feet 
below the river-surface, or five feet below the top of the Essex 
Company’s dam. Two steam-pumps, whose united ‘capacity 
exceeded 300 gallons per minute, working constantly night and 
day, were just able to keep the surface of the water in the 
well about seven and one-fourth feet below that of the river. 
With such a draught upon the well, whose water-surface was 
about, thirty-seven square feet, a large proportion of the in- 
coming water must have been derived from the river; the 
water which came into the well was perfectly clear and trans- 
parent, and in taste and quality was all that could be desired. 

* The whole river-bank being composed of sand and gravel, 
with very little material that would hinder the free passage of 
the water, the well was free to draw, not only from the river 
by direct filtration, but also from all the surrounding earth, 
which might be looked upon as an immense subterranean stor- 
age reservoir. That this was actually the case there are nu- 
merous indications. The amount of water delivered by the 
well gradually decreased as the pumping continued, —the rate 
of flow, after three weeks’ pumping, not being one-half of 
that it was at first. The temperature of the water of the 
river at Lawrence was about 60 degrees, but the well-water 
was about 50 degrees, thus indicating that a large proportion 
of the water came from the earth, where the temperature re- 
mains quite constant through the various seasons, instead of 
from the river. The analyses of Dr. Hasenclever indicate 
the same thing in a different way, 


samples of the water 
taken from the river showing 0.7 degrees of hardness, while 
those of the well showed 2.5 degrees.” * 


* See Report on Proposed Water-Works, Lawrence, City Document, 187 . 
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In the scheme for the city supply, it is proposed to draw 
directly from the river, except when the river is turbid. 

In these schemes for filtration, it is to be borne in mind that 
the filtering-galleries or basins are, in a measure, also shallow 
wells, and the subsoil, from which they derive in part their 
supply, must be carefully protected from impurities which 
would be brought from cesspools and vaults, and from drains. 

_ It seems, as has already been said, that at the present time 
the water thus obtained is perfectly satisfactory in quality, 
and in reality superior to the river, not only on account of its 
quite uniform and low temperature, but also because of its 
containing a smaller amount of organic matter, and because 
the liability of contamination, if proper precautions be taken, 
is probably less. As to the permanence of the supply, there 
seems to be no cause for anxiety, although the amount of 
water which can be obtained is not unlimited. If the amount 
pumped from the gallery is so great as to cause a drain upon 
that portion of the supply which comes from the land side, it 
is probable that the water thus derived would be somewhat . 
inferior, and that more than the ordinary proportion would 
be drawn from the river. In such case, in times when the 
river is very turbid, the water might fail to be filtered satis- 
factorily. It is not likely that any difficulty will arise from 
the silting up of the bed of the river, as it is sandy or gravelly 
in its character, and the freshets probably exercise enough of 
a scouring action to keep it clean. 


CHARLES RIVER AS A SOURCE OF WATER-SUPPLY. 


For many years Charles river has been looked to by vari- 
ous municipalities as affording a possible supply of water for 
‘domestic use, and the controversy between those who favored 
Charles river and those who favored Long pond (Cochituate) 
was, at the time of the proposed introduction of aqueduct- 
water into Boston, quite bitter, and gave rise to a host of

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pamphlets and newspaper articles. The introduction of water 
from this source into Dedham, West Roxbury, Brookline, 
Newton, Waltham, and Watertown has been proposed at 
various times since, but Waltham is at present the only town 
supplied. 

The water of the river, as far as chemical examination can 
show (that is, in the upper part of its course), is at present 
quite well suited for domestic and manufacturing use, with 
the exception that, in some cases, the vegetable coloring-mat- 
ter is objectionable, — interfering, for instance, with its. use 
in connection with bleaching processes. Although, on account 
of the nature of the bed of the river and the soil through 
which it flows, the Charles is inferior to a river like the Mer- 
rimack, the great objection to be urged against its use as a 
source of supply is the danger to which it is liable, of being 
made very soon the carrier of sewage from the growing towns 
upon its banks. The use of the water by the towns on the 
upper part of the stream, and the return of water to the 
river as sewage, could not fail to have an unfavorable effect 
upon its quality for use by the towns situated lower down on 
the stream, and such statements as the following, which 
appears in the Waltham Water Report (1872), are to be 
regarded as depreciating, although perhaps unintentionally, 
a matter which is really of great importance: “The question 
of sewage is not at present of immediate importance to us 
[inhabitants of Waltham] in its effect upon the quality of the 
water; undoubtedly, in time, as population increases upon 
its banks, some comprehensive system will have to be 
adopted; in a growing country like ours, we cannot provide 
for too great a distance in the future.” 

Waltham derives its water-supply in theory from Charles 
river, but the water is not taken from the river directly. 
Use, in this case, is made of what is called a filter-basin. This 
basin was constructed at the side of the stream, partly by 
making an excavation into the knoil, at the foot of which the 
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basin is situated, and partly, on three sides in fact, by inclos- 

ing a portion of the river by a gravcl embankment some 

thirty or forty feet wide. This embankment slopes outward 

on the river-side, but is walled perpendicularly on the side 

towards the basin. ‘The idea at first was, that the river-water 

should jilter through this gravel embankment, and the filtered- 

water should then be pumped into the reservoir and distrib- 

uted for domestic use. Practically, it seems, however, that 

the basin draws the main part of its supply, not from the river, 

but from springs, — from the underground flow towards the 

river. Various circumstances point to this conclusion. In the 

first place it was noticed, before the construction of the basin, 

that in winter there was generally open water at this point in the 

river, or when ice did form in extreme cold weather, that it 

was thinner than on the river itself, indicating the entrance of 
warmer water from the land. Further, during the construc- 

tion of the basin it was found that water came into it so rap- 

idly from springs, that it was necessary to pump at the rate of 
4,000 gallons per minute in order to remove the water that 

the work might go on; moreover, the water sometimes stands 

higher in the basin than in the river, and the temperature is 

quite uniformly 49° or 50° EF. The pumps are now working 

from six to twelve hours per day, Sunday excepted. On 

Monday morning, when the weather is cold, the water — which 

had then stood in the basin some thirty-six hours — is found 

to be skimmed over with ice, having acquired at the surface a 

low temperature; but, during the week, us the water is con-_ 
stantly renewed and constantly supplied, it is found that the 

temperature varies but slightly. 

Chemical examination of water from the river and from the 
basin also leads to the same conclusion, — the water of the 
basin being harder, and containing less organic matter, as we 
should expect, if the water indeed comes in considerable 
measure from the underground flow. The water for exami- 
nation was obtained through the kindness of Dr. R. 5. War- 
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ren, of Waltham, who attended personally to its collection, 
and the results of the chemical examination are incorporated 
in Tables VIII. and VIII.a. 

From the filter-basin the water is pumped through a cast- 
iron pipe, 2,950 feet long, into a reservoir situated at an ele- 
vation of some 130 feet above the main street; from this 
reservoir it is distributed through cement-lined pipes. 


NOTE, 


Since this ’ eport was presented to the Board of Health, I 
have made a further comparison of the water in the filter-basin 
at Waltham, and that in the river, by determining the amount 
of oxygen held in solution in each case. The determinations 
were made on the morning of Saturday, February 7, 1874, 
on the spot. The temperature of the air at the outer portion 
of the filter-basin and on the river was — 7° C. (19.4° F.) ; 
at the inner portion of the filter-basin under the shelter of the 
engine-house, the temperature was about — 3° C. (26.6° F.), 
and while the river was completely frozen over the filter-basin 
was e: tirely free from ice. 

The specimens examined were as follows : — 


No. 213, from the river some ten feet from the embank- 
ment, taken six feet below the surface. 

No. 214, from the river at the surface just under the ice. 

No. 215, from that side of the filter-basin nearest the river, 
taken just below the surface. 

No. 216, from that side of the filter-basin nearest the en- 
gine-house, taken from the bottom. 

No. 217, from the faucet in the house of the engineer. 
This house is situated on the hill above the engine-house, and 
is supplied by a pipe from the force-main, not from the reser- 
voir. 

The results of the examination are as follows : —

In connection with the facts already mentioned, these re- 
sults would seem to confirm the idea that the water comes in 
considerable measure from springs. This. comparative defi- 
ciency in oxygen cannot be offered as an objection to the use 
of the water for drinking, as the absolute amount is not small, 
and by exposure in the reservoir it, no doubt, absorbs oxy- 
gen. Even just after it enters the force-main we see (No. 
217) it is found already to contain rather more than in the 
basin. Moreover, a sample of water taken from the filter- 
basin in a (clean) wooden pail, the water being somewhat 
agitated by the operation, after being exposed to the air a 
short time, was found to contain 9.58 c.c. to the liter (2.21 
cubic inches to the gallon.) That in respect to the dissolved 
oxygen there should not be as marked a difference as was ob- 
served at Lowell, is not strange, when we consider the large 
surface which the Waltham basin exposes to the air. Itis - 
possible, also, that determinations made later in the day — 
after the water which had remained in the basin for some 
time had been pumped out — would have shown a greater 
difference. It is proposed to make further examinations with 
reference to this matter. 
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METHODS OF. ANALYSIS: 


Collection of Samples. — The water was collected in glass- 
stoppered bottles which have never been used except for this 
purpose. The water was taken, as a rule, at the depth of 
eighteen inches below the surface, and the bottles were thor- 
oughly rinsed with the water to be collected before being 
finally filled. 

Suspended Matters. — Various methods are in use for de- 
termining the amount of matter in suspension. None of them 
are perfectly free from objection. If there is considerable 
suspended matter, it may be collected on a tared filter and 
weighed ; this method is, however, quite inaccurate where 
small quantities are In question. The method of allowing the 
water to stand for some days or weeks, and then collecting 
the sediment, is open to the very serious objection that even 
in the case of tolerably pure waters the chemical changes 
which immediately begin to take place alter very decidedly 
the amount and character of the suspended matters, — an effect 
which is much more marked in the case of waters rendered 
impure by admixture with sewage or manufacturing refuse. 
’ The following method, as affording greater accuracy, has 
therefore been followed: — A portion of the water, well 
shaken up (100 or 250 c.c. according to its quality), is evap- 
orated to dryness, and the weight of the residue determined ; a 
quantity of the original water is then filtered through the best 
filter-paper, that which filters through at first being rejected, 
until the filter has been thoroughly washed with the water 
under examination. A portion of the water thus filtered is

evaporated to dryness, and the difference between the results 
obtained in the two cases may with sufficient accuracy be taken 
as the “suspended matter.” In the foregoing tables the re- 
sults of the analytical determinations are given just as ob- 
tained, and the suspended matter is not tabulated as such. 
When the amount of suspended matter was not large enough 
to estimate, the water was still passed through a filter in order 
that the results might be directly comparable with each 
other. 

Solid Residue. —'The amount of water taken for the deter- 
mination of the solid residue was 100 c.c. or 250 c.c. accord- 
ing to the purity of the water. The evaporation of larger 
quantities tends to inaccuracy, as the operation is of necessity 
more prolonged, and in many cases the organic matter under- 
goes chemical change when subjected for a long time to the 
temperature of boiling-water. ‘The residue was dried at 100° 
C. (212° F.) and weighed. It was then ignited at as low a 
temperature as possible, was treated with distilled water 
saturated with carbonic acid, and dried again at 100 degrees. 
The difference between the two weights appears in the tables 
as organic and volatile matter. 

This determination of organic matter is sufficiently accu- 
rate for practical purposes, except when the water contains a 
considerable amount of nitrates and chlorides. 

Chlorine. — The chlorine was determined volumetrically by 
means of a standard solution of nitrate of silver. 

Ammonia and Albuminoid Ammonia.—The method of 
water analysis proposed by Messrs. Wancklyn, Chapman and 
Smith, of determining the amount of ammonia by distillation 
with carbonate of soda, and subsequently heating with a 
strongly alkaline solution of permanganate of potassium has 
‘been followed as affording the best and most available means 
at present at our command for obtaining indications of the 
amount of the nitrogenous organic matter in solution. 

Oxygen. — The oxygen dissolved in the waters has been 
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determined in several instances, — generally by the use of a 
titrated solution of hydrosulphite of sodium, as suggested by 
Schiitzenberger and Risler (see Bulletin de la Societé 
Chimique, XX., 1873, p. 145.) This method supplies a 
want long felt, of some ready and convenient means of deter- 
mined free oxygen, and the operation can be performed with- 
out difficulty in the open air, as, for instance, in a row-boat or 
in other similar situations. For the determinations made 
during the summer, I am indebted to Mr. T. E. Pope. As, 
at that time, the complete details of Schiitzenberger’s process, 
as finally adopted, had not been made public, we employed a 
method in some points modified from that originally suggested. 
To test the accuracy of the method employed, the following 
determinations were made, in which the results were compared 
with those obtained from the same water by the ordinary 
method of analyzing the gases dissolved by water (a Sprengel’s 
murcury pump was used) : —

* Ordered: That the Joint Standing Committee on Water 
be requested to have accurate surveys made under the direc- 
tion of the City Engineer, to ascertain the water-shed of 
Mystic Pond, —the expense of procuring said surveys to 
be charged to the appropriation for additional water 


supply.” 


April 16, 1874. 


The survey and estimate of area, made in obedience to the 
above order, are just finished, and give the following 
results : — 

The area of the water-shed of Mystic Upper Lake, from 
which the Charlestown works receive their supply, is 27.75 
square miles. 

The area, after deducting the water surfaces of the lake 
and proposed storage basins, to offset evaporation from these 
surfaces, is 26.22 square miles. 

At the northern end of the basin is a small meadow, 
which, from October 25 to April 25, is flooded to form a mill 
pond, and during that time drains into the Ipswich river,

while for the rest of the year, or during the warm months, it 
drains into the Abajonna. 

The character of this ground, and the conditions governing 
its use, render it nearly or quite valueless as an aid to the 
Mystic supply in a dry season. Its area is 0.58 of a square 
mile. 
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
